This work complex the indent Hilary of Lho East, 
to which the author has devoted his main attention 
■luring the List eigliLccii, years. It is a sequel to his 
« published in 1ST3 i and carries down the 

History of Western Ada from the third century of our 
era lo'thc middle of the seventh. So for ns the pre- 
sent writer b aware, no European author has previously 
treated this period from the Oriental stand-point, in 
any work aspiring to be mom than n mere sketch «>r 
outline. Very many such sketches have been pub¬ 
lished; but they hnye been scanty in iho extreme, and 
the greater number uf them have boon lmsed on the 
authority of a single chtss of writer*. It has been the 
present author's aim ui combine the various classes ot 
authorities which are now accessible to the historical 
student, and to give their due weight to efifih of them. 
The lalxjiirs of % G MJtibr, of the Abbe Gregoirc 
KhUimgy GnrabwU =md of M. J. Si. Martin have 
opened to its the stores of undent Armenian literature, 
which were previously ti .sealed volume to all but a 
small class of students. The early Arab historians 
I lave been translated or analysed by Kosegarten, Zotcn- 
berg, M. Jules Mohl, and others. The coinage of the 
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Sn--{uii>iii!* ha* Nh'Ii dnUn.ticly—(dmosi exhaustively— 
treated by Mortlimauu and Thomas. Mr, Fcrguseou 
lias applied his acute and practised powers to ihe 
eln< ridatiou nf tin' &issftnian architecture. By com¬ 
bining the remits thus obtained with the old sources 
of information—llte dassinil, especially the Byzantine, 
writers—it lavs became possible to compose u history 
of the Sass&riiau Empire which in at oueu eoiiaemnbrc, 
mid not absolutely meagre. How die author lias per- 
fnnned his tusk, he imwt leave it to the public to 
judge? lie will only venture to say that he hns spared 
u<j labour, but has gone eurefiilly through flic* entire 
series of the Byzantine writers who treat of the timo, 
beside* availing himself of the various modern work.-* 
to which reference Inis been made above, Li" lie has 
been sometimes obliged to draw conclusions horn his 
authorities other than those drawn by 1 Gibbott, and 
lias deemed it right, in the interests of historic truth, 
tu express occasionally his dissent from that writer's 
views, he must not be thought blind to the many and 
grunt excellencies which render the * Decline and 
Fall' one of the best, if not the host, of our histories. 
The mistake* of a writer less eminent mid less popular 
might have been left mmol iced without ill results. 
Those of cut historian generally regarded as an autho¬ 
rity front whom there is no appeal could not be so 
lightly treated-

Placed on a par with the Greek?, united with them in 
marriage bonds , 1 and equally favoured by their common 
ruler, they could scarcely have uttered a murmur, or 
Lave bt- n seriously discontented with their poaiiiuu 
But when the successor;; of the great Macedonian, 
unable to me to the height of his grand conception, 
took tower ground, and, giving up the idea of n ftwioti, 
fell hack upon the ordinary status, and proceeded to 
enact the ordinary rdle, of conquerors, the hidings *>f 
tlie late lords of Asia. the countrymen of Cyrus mid 
I Uriu*, must have undergone a complete change. It 
had been die intention of Alexander to conciliate and 
elevate die leading Asiatics by uniting them with the 
Macedonians and the Greeks, by promoting social 
intercourse between the two classes of his subjects and 
encouraging them to intemtarry, by opening his court 
to Asiatics, by educating them in Greek ideal and in 
Greek schools, by promoting them to high employ¬ 
ments, and making them feel l hut they were us much 
valued and as well cared for as the people of the con¬ 
quering race: it was the plan of die Selene idle to 
govern wholly by in cum of European officials, Greek 
or Macedonian, and to regard and lreal the entire 
ma-- of their Asiatic subjects n~ mere slaves . 51 Alex¬ 
ander had placed Persian satraps over most of the 
province?, attaching to them Greek or Macedonian 
commandants as checks . 3 Seleucus divided liis empire 
into seventy-two satrapies ; but among his satraps not 
..uv WHS an Asiatic — all were either Macedonian? or 
Greeks Asiatics, indeed, formed the bulk of his stand¬ 
ing array, and so far were admitted to employment;

but they were as carefully excluded from ail bun"ur- 
:<ble and lucrative offices as the native* of Hindustan 
under die rule of die East India Company. The stand¬ 
ing army of the Sdeueidar wii* wholly officered, just *-> 
was that of our own Sepoys, by Europeans ; Europeans 
thronged die court, mid fdlud every importatu post 
under the government. There cannot be a doubt thru 
such a high-spirited and indeed, arrogant people as the 
Persian* must have fretted ami eluded under thb 
treatment, and have detested the nation and dynasty 
which liad thrust them down from their pre-eminence 
mid converted them from Masters into staves. It would 
scarcely much tend to mitigate the pain fulness of their 
feelings that they could not but confess dithr can- 
ijuerors to be a civilised jieopLt—its civilised, perhaps 
more civilised than themselves—since the Civilisation 
was of 4 type and dinriicier which did not please them 
or cuinimnd their approval- There is an essential 
antitgoutsra between European and A sin he ideas nod 
modes of thought, such tia seemingly to preclude the 
possibility of Asiatics appreciating a European eivj- 
lbatum. The Peraiuiis must have felt towards the 
Greco-Ala codon inns much ns the Mahometans of India 
feel towards ourselves—they may have feared and 
even respected them—but they must have very bitterly 
bated them.

XL etc is no reason to believe that suit sufficient watch 
was kept over their satraps by the Sdeuctd kings, or 
even anv system of du*ek a establish**!, such as die 
Aduememdm had, ut least in theory, i*ct up and main¬ 
tained 1 The Grcco-Miiccdoman governors of pro¬ 
vinces seem to have been left to themselves almost 
entirely, and to have been only controlled in the exer¬ 
cise of their authority by their own notions of what 
ws* right or evp-diunt. Under these cirewiwtaiK'es. 
abuses were sure t-- oncp in ; and it not improbable 
ildLt gross outrages were sometimes perpetrated by 
n in power—‘Outrage* calculated to make the blood 
of a nation boil and to produce u keen longing for 
* eugtsuaoe. Wc have no direr* evidence that the Per* 
sinus of the time did actually suffer from such a mhnuo 
of satrspial authority; buc it is unlikely that they 
entirely eteai>ed the miseries which are incidental to 
the system in question. Public opinion ascribed the 
■SV‘ osesl acts of tyranny ami oppression to some of the 
Sehradd satraps ; 2 probably tin: Persians were not 
exempt from the common lot of the subject races. 

Moreover, the Sefciicid monarch* themselves were 
occasionally guilty of acta of tyranny, which must have 
intensified dm didiko wherewith they were regarded 
[►v their Asiatic subjects The reckless conduct of 
AntioCihn* Epi phene,* towards the Jews is well known: 
bill it is not pi i imps generally recognised that Lri- 
toloranee and impious cupidity formed & portion of thc- 
syrtum on which lie governed.

be good reason to believe tluit, having exliattated his 
treasury by his ware and hb extra valances, EpipbanBs 
formed'a general design of recmiiing it by owu4 
(Jie plunder A bis subject- The temples rtf the Aunties 
had hitherto been for the most purl respected by their 
European conquerors, 1 mid large stores of the precious 
metals were accumulated in thetn. E pip Italics saw in 
Lliest' hoards die mean*-a relieving his own cecities, 
and dctoruiined to seize and confiscate than. besides 
plundering die Temple of Jehovah til Jerusalem, he 
made a journey into the southeastern portion of his 
empire, about B.c. 1C>5. for the express purpose of con¬ 
ducting in [arson the collection of the sacred treasures. 
It was'while lie was engaged iu this unpopular work 
time a spirit of disaffection showed itself; the East took

il was within twenty years of this unfortunate 
at tempt that die dominion of tin 1 Seleurid® over Persia 
and tile adjacent countries came lu an end. The Par 
dmn Empire had for nearly a century iwen gradually 
growing ill power and extending itself at the openin' 
t>f die SyrorSEteedtiiiiam i mid. about n.c. 163. an 
energetic prince, MitUridatos L, uommeiml a torie*> A 
conquests towards the West, which tenniimtod (about 
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u.e. 150) in (he transference from thr< Syro-Macedonian 
to the Parthian rule of Media Magna, Susiana, Persia, 
Babylonia, and Assyria Proper. It would seem that 
the Persians Offered uo resistance to the progress of 
the new conqueror. 1 The Solenoid*: hail not tried to 
roacUiate their attach me at. and it was impossible that 
they should dislike the rupture of ties which had only 
galled hitherto. Perhaps their feeling, in prospect of 
the change, was one of simple indifference, Perhaps 
it was not without some stir of satbfnction and com¬ 
placency that they saw the pride of the hated 
Europeans abased, and a race, which, however much 
it might differ from their own, was at. least Asiatic, 
installed in power. The Puitkinu system, moreover, 
was one which allowed greater liberty to the subject 
races than the Macedonian, ns it had been understood 
and carried out by the SeJeuriihe; and so far, some 
real gain wn? to be expected from the change. Reli¬ 
gious motives must also have conspired l*i make the 
Persians sympathise with the new power, ntiller than 
with that which for centuries bid despised their fai th , 
and had recently insulted it. 

The treatment of the Persian? by their Parthian 
lords seem®, on the whole, to have been marked by 
moderation. Mithridates indeed, the original con¬ 
queror, is accused of having alienated his new subjects 
by the handiness of his rule; a and in the struggle 
which occurred between him and the Sclcuctd king, 
Demetrius II, Persians, an well a* Myinasttis and Bac- 
trians, are said to have fought on the side of the 
SyroMncedonian.® But this is the only occasion in

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Parthian history, between the submission of Persia and 
tiit* great revolt under Artaiences, where t he re is any 
appearance of the Persians regarding their masters with 
hostile feelings. In general they show themselves sub¬ 
missive and contented with their position, which WM 
certainly, on the whole, a leas irksome one than they 
had occupied under ihe Scleucidus. 

It was a pibriplv Sf tin: Parthian governmental system 
to allow the subject peoples, to a large extent, to gov ern 
themselves. These peoples generally, and notably the 
Persian?. were ruled by native king>, [ who s-ucceedcd 
to tlte throne by hereditary Tight, had the full poworof 
life and death/ anil ruled very much ns they pleased. 
so long as they paid regularly i !=■ tribute imposed 
ujKut tiiGin Ly the ‘King of Kings/ and muiE him h 
respectable contingent when he wag about to eimage in 
u military expedition." Such a system implies that the 
conquered peoples have dm enjoyment of their own 
laws and institutions, ttiv exempt from troublesome 
interference* and possess a sort of «jni-indepeiidenca. 
Oriental nations, having mice assumed this position, are 
usually contented with it, and rarely main- any -(Tort 
i o ! letter 11 ic ntselves. 11 won Id seem that, t h us hs r at 
any rate, the Persia] ta could not complain of the Par¬ 
thian rule, but must have been fairly satisfied with 
their condition. 

Austin, the Gn*co~Muccdomflns hml toferdtril, hut 
tliev had no! viewed with much respect, the religion 
whiid) they had found established in Persia- Alex¬ 
ander, indeed, with the enlighten.*! curiosity which 
characterised him, Imd made inquiries concerning the 
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tenets of the Magi, and. endeavoured to collect; in one 
the writings uf ^orost^i-r. 1 J3ut the Intel 1 monnrchs, and 
still more their subjects, had held the system in con- 
temfit, and, ns we have Been, Epipbunrs imd openly 
insulted tin- religious feelings of his Asiatic subjects. 
The Part hums, on the oilier hand, b&jan at any rate 
mill ft treatment of the Persian relisdon which was 
respeettid nnd gnitifying, Though perhaps ul do time 
sincere Zovoustriaiuf, tliey liad conformed to flm 
State religion under the Acheemeuhiii kings; and when 
ike period came that they hud themselves to establish 
a system of government, they gave to the Magma 
hierarchy a distinct and important place in their go¬ 
vernmental machinery. The no unci i, which advised 
the monarch, and which helped to elect and (if need

Magi, or priests of the Zoroastrian refigton * The Maui

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were by degrees laid aside. In Armenia the Amcid 
w r merelK allowed die sacred fire of Onnazd to become 
extinguished; * and in their own territories Ihe Par¬ 
thian Arsacids introduced the practice, hateful to 
Zuroastriana, of burning the dead . 5 The ultimate reli¬ 
gion of these monarchy seems in fact to have boeai 
u syncretism wherein Sflbabm* Confucianism. Greeo- 
Ma<x l ‘Ionian notions, anil fin inveterate primitive iih>- 
hury 1 were mixed together. It is not impossible that 
the very mimes of Onuazd and Ahriumu bad ceased to 
be known at the Farthimi Court, or were regarded ns 
those of exploded deities, whose dominion over men's 
minds hud passed away. 

On the ether hand, in Persia itself, and to some 
extent doubtless among the neighbouring countries, 
Zoroastrianism (or whut went by die name) had u firm 
hold on the religious sentiments of the multitude, who 
viewed witli di-favour the tolerant and eclectic spirit 
which animated the Court of Ct-esiphon. The per¬ 
petual fire, kindled, as It was said, from heaven, was 
carefully tern led urn! preserved on the fire-altar* uf 
the Persian hoiv places ; 4 the Muginn hierarchy was 
held in lIil- highest repute, the kings themselves i as it 
would seem) not disdaining t.« lie Magi; s tlic id*' jo.— 
even perhaps the forms*—of Ormazd and -Miriman 
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were familiar to all; image-won;hip was abhorred j l the 
sacred writings in tile Zend or most ancient tearful 
language were diligently preserved and multiplied ; a 
pompous ritual was kept up; the old national reli- 
pon, the religion of the Achmmetu&ns, of the glorious 
period of Persian ascendency in Asia, was with the 
utmost strictness maintained, probably the more zeal¬ 
ously as it fell more and more into disfavour with the 
Pan Ilians. 

The consequence of this divergence of religion* 
opinion between the Persians and their feudal lords 
must undoubtedly have been a certain amt rum of 
alienation and discontent. The Persian Magi must 
have been especially dissatisfied with the position of 
their brethren at Court; and they would doubtless 
use their influence to arouse the indignation of their 
countrymen generally. But it is scarcely probable 
iliat this cause alone would have produced any st riking 
result Religious eynqwthy rarely leads men to engage 
in important warn, unless it has the support of other 
concurrent motives. To account, for the revolt of the 
Persians against their Parthian lords under Artaxerxes, 
something more is needed than the consideration of the 
religious dillureuces which separated the two peoples. 

First, then, it should be borne in mind that the 
Parthian rule must have been from the beginning dis¬ 
tasteful to the Persians, owing to tlic* rude and coarse 
character of the people. At the moment of Mithri- 
datc*' successes, the Persians might experience a senti¬ 
ment of satisfaction - that the European invader was at 
last thrust back, and that Asia had reasserted herself; 
but a very little experience of Parthian rule was suf-

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lidL-nt u> cull forth different feelings. There can be no 
doubt that the Parthian*, whether they were actually 
Turanians or no, 1 were, in comparison with the Per¬ 
sians, unpolished mid uncivilised, They showed their 
own *iw of tills inferiority by an affectation of Per¬ 
sian manners, 5 But litis affectation was not very suc¬ 
cessful. It is evident Unit in art, in architecture, m 
manners, in habits of life, the Parthian price reached 
otilv u low itiindard ; they abjod to their Hellenic and 
Inuikii subjects b much the same relation that the 
Turks of the present day stand to the modem Greeks; 
they made themselves respected by their strength anti 
tlielr talent fur organisation r but in nil that adorns nod 
beautifies life they were deficient * The Persians must! 
during the whole* time of their subjection to Fartlth, 
htive been aet^ble of a feeling of shame nt the wanl of 
refinement and of a high type of civilisation in their 
masters. 

Again, the later sovereigns of the Araidd dynasty 
were for the most part of weak and contemptible 
character. From the time of Volfumses 3. to thnl of 
ArtoUnus TV., the hist king, the military reputation of 
Piuiliia hud declined. Foreign enemies ravaged the 
territories of Parthian vassal kings, and retired when 
they chose, unpunished.* Provinces revolted and esta* 
blUhvd their independence.* Rome was entreated to 
bud assistance to her distressed and afflicted rival, and 
met the entreaties with a refusal. 41 In the wars which 
still from time to time were waged between the two 
empires, Parthia w=ts almost uniformly worsted. Three 
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times her capital was occupied,* and once her monarch's 
summer iwlaeo was burned- Province after province 
had to be ceded, to EOtte* The golden throne which 
symbolised her glory and li c enc e was earned 

off.* Mean while fends raged between the dill e rent 
brandies of the Arsacid family: civil wars w ere fre¬ 
quent ; two or three monarch* at n time cl aimed the 
throne, or actually ruled in different portions of the 
Empire/' It is not surprising tluit under these circum¬ 
stances the bonds were looseaied between Partliia and 
her vassal kingdoms, or that the Persian tributary 
mount ch» began to despise their suzerains, and to con¬ 
template without alarm the prospect of a rebellion 
which should place them in mi iudependent position. 

While tilt* general weakness of the Aisacid monorchs 
was thus a cause naturally Leading to a renunciation 
of their allegiance on the pin t of the Persian.', a special 
influence upon the decision taken by Artaxerxes is 
probably to be assigned to one, in particular, of the 
result of that weakness. When provinces long subject 
to Parthian rule revolted, and revolted successfully, us 
seem* to have been t he ease with Hyreauia. and par¬ 
tially with Uactrin/ Persia could scarcely for very 
shame continue submissive. Of alt the race* subject 
to Partliia, the Persians were the one which had held 
the most brilliant position iu die past, and which re¬ 
tained die liveliest remembrance of its ancient glories. 
This is evidenced not only by the grand claims which 
Artaxerxes pul forward in his curly negotiations with 
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the Bprnan*, 1 but by the whole course of Persian 
literature, which lies fundamentally an historic cha¬ 
racter, and exhibits the people- as muiched. almost more 
than any other Oriental nation, to the mommy of it* 
men. mid of their noble achievements.' The 
countrymen of Oyt us, of I of Xcrs»s, of Ochus, 
of the conquerors of Media, Baetria, Babylon, Syria* 
Asia Minor, E^ypt, uf the invaders of Scythia and 
Greece. aware that they had once borne away over die 
whole region between Tunis and the Indian Desert, 
between the Caucasus and die Cataracts, when they 
saw a potty mountain clan, like the Hyremiinrui, esta¬ 
blish and* maintain their bdeqwiQdeuee despite the 
efforts of Part hi a to coerce them, could not very well- 
remain quiet. If so weak and small a nice could defy 
the power of the Amdd nionrardis, much more might 
the far more numerous and at least equally coimqjiwiy 
Persians expect to succeed, if they made a resolute 
uitempt to recover their freedom. 

It is probable that Artaxerxis, in hi* capacity iff 
vassal, serc.,il personally hi the army with which the 
TWr iMim monarch Artabanm carnal mi the struggle 
against Borne, and thus acquired the power of esti¬ 
mating correctly tie military strength -LiU possessed 
liy the Arsnddm, and of measuring it against that 
which he knew to belong to his nation. I' h* not un¬ 
likely that Le formed his plans during the earlier period 
of Ambiiimffa reign, when that monarch allowed him¬ 
self to be imposed upon by Caracullus, and suffered 
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calamities and indignities in consequence of Ills folly . 1 
When the Parthian monarch atoned fur his uitiiscro* 
tioin and wiped out lhe memory of Iris disgraces by 
the brilliant victory of Nttibia und the glorious peace 
which he made with Manrimis, Amxcrxe* may have 
found that he hud gone too far to recede; ur,ttndiw:i]ed 
by the splendour of these successes, he may still have* 
judged that lie might with prudence persevere in lib 
enterprise. Artahauiis had suffered great losses in his 
two caaipaigUB against Home, and especially in the 
three dap' battle of KMbis. He'was at variance with 
several princes 1 of his family, oue of whom certainly 
maintained himself during lib whole reign with the 
state and title of ' King of Partkia-’ * Though he kid 
fought well at Nislbis, he had not giveu any indica¬ 
tions of remarkable military talent. Artaxerxes, having 
token llie measure of bis antagonist during the course 
of the Roman war, having estimated his resources and 
formed & decided opinion on the relative strength of 
Perrin and Part bin, deUbcrtilely resolved, a few yeais 
after the Eotnun war hud come to an end , 3 to revolt 
mid accept the consequences. He was no doubt con¬ 
vinced that his nation would throw itself enthusias¬ 
tically into ike struggle, and he believed that he could 
conduct it to a successful kmc. He felt himself the 
champion of a depressed* if not im oppressed , 4 nation¬ 
ality, and had faith in his ;>ower to raise it into a lofty 
position. Iran, at any rate, should uo longer, he rv-

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Persia. Proper was a tract of country lying on the 
Gulf to which it has given name, and (intending about 
450 miles from north-west to south-east, with ilu 
average breadth of about 250 miles. Its entire urea 
may be eadumtod. at about a hundred thousand square 
males. It was thus larger than Great Britain, about 
the sic of July, and rather less than half the sze of 
Prance. 1 The Ivotm dories were, on the west, Elymais 
ur Susiuna (which, however, wits sometimes reckoned 
o port of Persia) ;* on the north, Media ; on the east, 
Canunuia : 8 and on the south, the sea. It is nearly 
represented in modern times by the two PwaM pro¬ 
visoes of Funds tan mid Laris tan, the former of which 
retains, bin slightly changed, the ancient appellation. 
The TTm dyan or Tab (undent OroaUs) seems towards 
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its mouth to liave formed the western limit * 1 * 111 East¬ 
ward, Perau extended to about the site of the modem 
Bunder Kongo,* fulund, the northern boundary ran 
probably a little south of the thirty-second parallel, from 
long, ot)® to 55 °. The line dividing Persia Projror from 
Curniiiiitn (now Kerman) was somewhat uncertain. 

The character of the tract is extremely diversified. 
Ancient writers divided the country into three strongly 
conuiuted regions. The lirst, or coast tract, was (they 
said) a sandy desert, producing nothing hat a few 
dates, owing to the intensity of the heat Above tins 
was a fertile region, grass}', with well-watered meadow's 
i- m d numerous vineyards, enjoying a delicious climate, 
producing almost every fruit but the olive, containing 
pleasant jwrks or 1 paradises,* watered by a number of 
limpid streams and clear lakes, well wooded in place 3 ®, 
aflbreling an excellent pasture for horses and tor all 
aorta of cattle, abounding in water-fowl and game of 
every kind, and altogether a most delightful abode. 
Beyond this fertile region, towards the north, wot u 
rugged mountain tract, cold and mostly covered with 
snow, i>f which they did not profess to know much.* 

In this description (here is no doubt a certain amount 
of truth 4 but it is mixed probably with & good deal of 
exaggeration. There is no reason to believe that the 
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n limti ig or character of the country has undergone 
any ini} *ur taut alteration between the time of Near- 
ehus or tjLrabo and the present day. At jireeent it 
is certain that the mict in question answers but 
very nwonjpletelj' to the description which those 
veritors give of it. Three regions may indeed be dis¬ 
tinguished, t hi nigh the natives seem now tu speak of 
only tico i 1 but none of them corresponds ai all ex¬ 
actly to tlie accounts of the Greeks. The coast tract 
is represented with the nearest approach Lo correctness. 
This tv. in fad, u region of arid plain, often impregnated, 
with salt, ill-watered, with a pour soil, consisting cither 
of sand or clay, and productive of iiitle besides dates 
and a few other fruits. 3 A modern historian 3 say? of 
it that 1 it iwars a greater resemblance in soil and 
climate to Arabia than to the rest of Persia.' It is 
very hot and unhealthy, and cun at no time iiave sup¬ 
ported more than a sparse and scanty population. 
Above this, towards the north, is the Iwst and most 
fertiit! portion of the territory. A mountain tract, 1 the 
continuation of Zagrus, succeeds to the flat and sandy 
coast region, occupying the greater portion of Persia 
Proper. It is about two hundred miles in width, and 
coosiate of an alternation of mountain, plain, and nar¬ 
row valley, curiously intermixed, and hitherto mapped 
very imperfectly.* In places this district answers fully 
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to the description of Nearchus, being ‘richly fertile, 
picturesque, :mil romantic almost beyoud. imagination, 
with lovely wooded dells, green mountain -.ides, and 
broad plains, suited for the production of almost any 
crops.' 1 But it is only to the smaller moiety of the 
region that such a character attaches; more than lialf 
the mountain tract is sterile and barren;* the supply 
of water is almost everywhere scanty; the rivers are 
few, and have not much volume; many of them, after 
.short courses, eud in the stuid, or in Muall salt lakes, 
from wliich the superfluous water is evaporated. Much 
of the country is absolutely without streams, and would 
be uninhabitable were it not for die fcanatm or ktimaea 1 
—subterranean channels made by art for the con¬ 
vey mice of spring water to be used in irrigation. 
The most desolate portion of the mountain tract is 
towards the north and nortti-eust, where it adjoins 
upon the third region, which iw the worst of the three. 
This is a portion of the high tabic-land of Iran, the 
great desert which stretches from the cistern skirts of 
Zagros to the linmoon, the Helm end, and the river of 
Subzawur. U is a dry and hard pluiu, intersected at 
intervals by ranges of rocky hills, 4 with a climate ex¬ 
tremely hot in summer and extremely cold in winter, 
incapable of cultivation, excepting so far as water can 
be conveyed by f-niwife, winch is, of course, only a 
short distance. The fox, the jackal, the antelope, and 
the wild ass possess this sterile and desolate tract. 
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where i Jill is dry anti cheerless ,* 1 and verdure is 
utmost unknown. 

Perhaps the two most peculiar districts of Persia are 
the lake basins of .Neyriz and Dcriah-i-Ncniek. The 
river? given off from the northern side of the great moun¬ 
tain chain between the twenty-ninth and thirty-first 
parallels, being unable to penetrate the mountains, flow 
eastward towards the desert; and their waters gradually 
collect into two streams, which end In two lakes, the 
Deriuh-i-Nemek and that of Neyriz, or Lake Bnkh- 
ttgan . 3 The basin of Lake Neyriz lies towards the 
north. Here the famous 1 Bcudamir ’ * aud the Pul war 
or Kur-ab, flowing respectively from the north-east 
and die north, unite in one near the rains of the 
ancient Feisepolis, and, after fertilising the plain of 
Merdnaht , 4 run eastward down a rich vale for a dis¬ 
tance of some forty miles into the salt lake which swal¬ 
lows them up. This Jake, when full, lias a length of 
(ifty or sixty miles, with a breadth of from three to 
six/' In summer, however, it is often quite dry/ the 
water of the Bendamir being expended in irrigation 
before reaching Its natural terminus. The valley and 
plain of the liendamir, and its tributaries, are among 
the most fertile portions of Persia, as well as among 
those of most historic interest/ 
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The basin of the Rjriahd-Ncmek b smaller than 
dint of the Kejriz, but it b even more productive. 
Kumerous brooks and streams, rising not far from 
mu on nil sides into die Nornek lake, winch 
ha* a length of about fifteen and a breadth of three or 
three and a half miles . 1 Among the streams is the 
celebrated brook of Had?-, the lloukiuihad, whic su 
retains ‘ its singular transparency and softness to the 
taste.’ • Other'ri[Is sutd fountains of extreme clcnme?* 
abound,* and a verdure is the result, very unusual in 
Persia. The vines grown in the basin produce die 
fnmous Shiraz «iae, the only good wine which is 
mnmifiiomred in dm East. The orchards are mngtufi* 
eem. In the autumn , 1 the earth is covered with the 
gathered harvest, flowers, and fruits ; melons, peachy, 
peaa* nectarines, cherries, grapes, pomegranates ; all 
is a garden, abundant in sweeta and refreshment. 

But, notwithstanding die exceptional fertility of 
the Shiraz plain and of u few other places, Pcr*m 
Proper seems to have liceti rightly dinracloriswl m 
micient times sis 4 a scant land and a rugged,' - Its 
area was less than a fifth of the area of modem 
Persia; and of this space nearly one half wits unin¬ 
habitable, cotwisting either of barren stony mountain 
or of scorching sandy plain, ill supplied with water 
Mi .fc» Impregnated with salt. Its product*, conse- 
qumitly, can have been at no time cither ver J a >uu 
dant or very varied. Anciently, the low coast tract 
seems to have been cultivated to a small extent in 
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corn, 1 and to have produced good date-.? mul u fow 
^ s( her fruit*.* The mountain region was, as we have 
seen, 3 celebrated for ita excellent pastures, for its 
abundant fruits. and especially for its grapes. Within 
the mountains, on the high plateau, assafetidn ($tf- 
pilium) was found.' ami probably some oilier medicinal 
herbs* Coi ti, no doubt, could be gr -wn largely in the 
plains and valleys of the mountain tract, as well us on 
the phitCEiu, so far us the hu<ute carried the water. 
There must have been, on the whole, a deficiency of 
timber, though the palms of die low tract, and the 
oaks, plnties, ehenars or sycomore?, poplars, and 
willows 5 of the mountain regions sufficed for the 
wants of the natives. Koi much fuel was required, 
anil stone was tlie general material used tor bull ding. 
Among the fruits for which Persia was famous me 
especially noted the peach,' the ivnlnm, und the 
citron* The walnut bore among the Kouuuis the 
appellation of L royal.' a 

Persia, like Media, was a good nursery for horses. !n 
hiuc grazing grounds existed in many parts of the 
mountain region, and for horses of the Arab breed 
even the Deshtispm was not unsuitedA 1 Camels were 
reined in some [iluce*, 12 and sheep nutl goats were 
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Homed cattle were probably not so abuo- 
dum, as the character of the country b not favour¬ 
able for them* Game existed in huge quantities* 
the lakes ahaimdiiiif with water-fowl, 4 suck «- duck?, 
teal, heron, snipe, V.; and tile wooded portion. of 
the mountain traei giving shelter to the stag, the 
wild goat; the wild I war. the hate* the phea*uib and 
the hefltbooch. 4 Fish were also plentiful. W hdea 
visited the Peman Gulf, and were sometimes stromal 
upon the shot*, where their carcases furnished a mine 
t>} - wealth to the inhabitants, 8 Dolphins abmmdeih « s 
well as many smaller hinds: and shellfish, particularly 
.wslers, could aiwav* be obtained without difficulty.' 
The rivers too, were capable of furnishing freto-wfttet 
llah in good quuntitv,* though we cannot say if this 
souiv’e of supply wo? utilised m antiquity. 

The mineral treasures of Persia weTT; fll iriy **“" 
oU < Good salt was yielded by the 1ak« of the middle 
region and was also obtainable upon the plateau. 
ffiLsi and naphtha were produced by «o«n^ m the 
tow country-* The mountains contained most- of ibe

reputation, mid a, regular fishery was established for 
them before the time of Alexander* 1 
But the most celebrated of all the products of Persia 
were its men. The t scan! and rugged country * give 
bird), as Qyrns the Great is said to have observed,* to 
a rare brave* hardy, and enduring, calculated not only 
to hold its own against aggressors, but to extend it? 
sway and exercise dominion over the Western Abilities 
generally. TJie Aryan family 1 is the one which, of all the 
races of mankind, is the most self-asserting, and has 
the greatest strength, physical, moral, and intellectual. 
The Iranian branch of it* whereto the Persians be- 
longed, is not perhaps so gifted as some others; but 
it has qualities which place it above most of lliyse l>y 
which Western Asia was anciently peopled. In the 
primitive times, from Cyrus the Great to Darius 3Iys- 
tospis, the Persians neern to have been rude mountain¬ 
eers, probably not very unlike the modern Kurds and 
Luts, who inliabit portions of the same chain which 
form* the heart of the Feremn country. Their phy- 
-iaguomy waa liandaome.* A hiyh straight forehead, a 
long slight 1 y atjudine n< ■ a short and curve<! upj *-t 

lip, a well-rounded chin, characterised the Persian. 
Thu expression of lib face wn- grave and noble, 
had abundant hair, which he wore very art it] chilly 
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ummircd. Above mid round Liio brow it was made 
to smurf away from the face hi short crisp curls i on 
the top of the head it was worn smooth ; at the buck 
of the head it wo& again trained ntto eurb* which 
followed pfl rdi other in severul tows- from the level of 
tlie forehead to the nape of the neck. The moustache 
was always cultivated* and curved in a gentle sweep* 
A beard and whiskers were worn* the form® some- 
times long and pendent! like the Assyrian y but more 
often clustering around the eh hi in short close curb- 
Tlie figure was well-formed, but stoic what sLout; the 
carriage was dignified and simple. 
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Simplicity of cummer? prevailed during tliis period. 
At the cmirt there wan m »ttu- luxury ; but the hulk of 
the nation. living in liieir mouutum territory» and 
attached to agriculture and hunting, mi untamed die 
habits of their ancestors, and were a somewluu. rude 
though not a coarse people. The dress commonly 
worn wan a close-lit ting shin or tunic of leather. 1 
descending to the knee, and with sleeve? that reach,,t l 
down to tile wrist. Bound the tunic was worn a belt 
or sash, which was tied in front. The head was pro¬ 
tected by a loose felt cap,* and the feet by a sort of 
)i%h shoe or low boot. 'Hie ordinary diet was bread 
and cress-seed, 3 while the sole beverage waa water 1 
In the higher ranks, of ijourse, :i different style of living 
prevailed; die elegant and flowing ■ Me dian robe ' was 
worn flesh of various kinds was eaten : c much wine 
was consumed V and meals were extended to a great 
length* The Persians,, however, maintained during 
this period a general hardihood and bravery which 
made them the most dreaded adversaries of tlie Greeks,^ 
and enabled them to maintain an unquestioned do¬ 
minion over the other native races of Western Asia. 

As time went on, and their mo numbs became less 
warlike, and wealth accumulated, anil national spirit 
decayed, the Persian character by degrees deteriorated, 
and sank, even under the Acluemcniiiu kings, to a level 
not much superior to that of the ordinary Asiatic, 
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The Persian antagonists of Aloxauder wore pretty 
nearly upon a par with the flirt's which in Hindustan 
have yielded to the British power; they occasionally 
fought with gallantry, 1 hut they were deficient in no¬ 
tation, iu endurance, in all the element of solid 
strength; and they were quite unable to stand their 
ground against the rigour and dash of the Macedonians 
and the Greets. 'Whether physically they were very 
dilTereiit from the soldieis of Cyrus may lie doubted, but 
i no rally they had fallen far below the undent standard; 
their self-respect, their love of country, their attach¬ 
ment to their monarch had diminished; no os tv showed 
any great devotion to the cause for which he fought; 
after two defeats 1 the empire wholly collapsed; and 
she Persians submitted, apparently without much reluc¬ 
tance, to the Hellenn-Macedontari yoke. 

Five centuries and a half of servitude could not 
much improve or elevate the character of the people. 
Their fall from power, their loss of wealth and of 
dominion did indeed advantage them in one way; it 
put an end to that continually advancing doth and 
luxury which had sapped the virtue of the nation, 
depriving it of energy, endurance, and almost every 
manly excellence. It dashed the Persians bade upon 
the ground whence Lhey had sprung, anti whence, 
Anueus-ltke, they proceeded to derive fresh vigour and 
vital force. Tu their * scant and rugged * fatherland, the 
people of Cyrus once more recovered to a great extent 
their ancient prowess and hardihood—their habits be¬ 
came simplified, their old patriotism revived, their 
gelf-respect grew greater. But while adversity tints in 
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some respects proved its 1 sweet uses ’ upon them, there 
were other respect' in which submission to the yoke 
of the Greeks, and still more to that of the Farihiaus, 
seems to have altered them for the worst* rather than 
for the better. There is » coarseness and rudeness 
about, the &assaniim Persians which we do not observe 
in Acliauumnari times. The physique of the nation is 
not indeed much altered. Nearly the same .counte¬ 
nance meets us in die sculptures of Artaxcrxcs, the son 
of Babek, of Sapor, sind of their successors, 1 with which 
we are familiar from the hos-reliefr of Darius Hystnapia 
and Xerxes, There b the same straight forehead, the 
same aquiline nose, the same well-shaped mouth, die 
* 3 ine abumlaut hair. The form is, however, coarser 
and clumsier; the expression is lens refined \ and the 
general effect produced is that the people have, even 
physically, deteriorated. The men tal at id aesthetic 
standard seems still more to have sunk. There is no 
evidence Lhnt the I’ersiflOi 1 of r-as simian times possessed 
the* governmental and administrative ability of Darius 
Uystaspis or Artaxerxcs (Jehus. Their art. though 
remarkable, considering the sdmost entire disappear¬ 
ance of art from Western Asia under the Parthians,® 
is, compared with that or Aohmmeiuiin times, rude 
and grotesque. In architecture, indeed, they are 
npt without merit, though even here tine extent to 
which they were indebted to the Farthiaiis, winch 
cannot lx? exactly determined, must lessen our estima¬ 
tion of them; but their mimetic art, wliile not wanting 
in spirit, is remarkably coarse a ad unrefined. As a 
later chapter will lie devoted in this subject, no more 
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need be mid upon it here. It is sufficient for our 
present purpose to note that the impression which 
we obtain from the monumental remains «f the Sas- 
sanimi Persians accords wtih what is to te gathered 
of them from the accounts of the Ifomuua mid die 
Greeks. The great Asiatic revolution of die year a.u, 
220 marks a revival of the Inuiic nationality from the 
depressed stale into which it hud sunk for more than 
five hundred yearn; but the revival is not full or com¬ 
plete. The Persians of die Sasmnian kingdom are not 
equal to those of the time between Cyrus the Great 
and Darius Codomnimus; diey have ruder manners, 
a grosser taste, less capacity for government and orga¬ 
nisation ; they have, in fcet, been coarsened by centuries 
of Tatar ride; they are vigorous, active, energetic, 
proud, brave; but in civilisation and refinement they 
do not lank much above their Parthian predecessors. 
Western Asa gained, perhaps, something, but it did 

not gain much* from the substitution of the Persians 
for the Part hums as the dominant power. The change 
h the least marked among the revolutions which tlie 
East underwent between the accession of Cyrus and 
the conquests of Timour. But it is a change, on tlnr 
whole, for the tetter. It is accompanied by a revival 
of art, by improvements in architecture; il inaugurates 
a religious revolution udiich has advantages. Above 
all it saves the East from stagnation. it u one among 
many of those salutary shocks which, in the political 
as in the natural world, an* needed from time to time 
to stimulate action mid prevent torpor and apathy. 
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AfiOCJT» the cradle of an Oriental sovereign who founds 
a dynasty there duster eoiumonlv a number of tra¬ 
ditions, which have, more or less, a mythical diameter. 
The odea told of Cyrus liie Great, which even Hero- 
dot us set aside us incredible,* have their parallels in 
narratives that were current with in one or two cen¬ 
turies 2 with res[iccL to the founder of the Second Per¬ 
sian Empire, which would not have disgraced the 
mylhologers of Ac! acme in an times. jhrtaxvrics, ac¬ 
cording to some/ was the son of a common soldier 
who bud iin illicit connection with the wife of a Persian 
cobbler * and astrologer, a certain Itubek or Papsik, an 
inhabitant of the Cadnsiari country * and a man of die

Artaierxea, the son of Sasan 
according t - Agsthmtgelu* and Moaes,’ is t] le son of 
Pflpak f or Pabek) in Jiia own 2 and bis son's inscrip¬ 
tions. The Persian writers generally take the suite

It was essential to the consolidation of 'he 
new Persian Empire that Armenia should be eubju- 
gured, or :d any rate that Arsncidie should ctsiso 
to govern it; and the fact that the peace which 
iippekrv to have been made between Roma and Persia, 
a.d, 232, set ATtaxentes at liberty to direct all lib 
endeavours to the establishment of such relations 
between bis own state and Armenia as he deemed 
required by public policy: and necessary for the security 
of hLs own power, must be regarded hb one of para¬ 
mount importance and &n probably one of Lhe cam 
mainly actuating liim hi the negotiations and inclining 
him to consent to peace on any fair anil equitable 
terms. 

Consequently: the immediate result of hostilities 
ceasing be l ween Persia and Rome was their renewal 
between Persia and Armenia. The war had in deed, 
in one sense, never censed ; for Chosroes hml been an 
jillv of Llie Romans during the campaign of Sevems, 1 
anil had no doubt played a pun in the invasion and 
devastation of Media which have been described 
above.

'l'he Pentinn monarch allowed the Armenians no 
lime to recover mm the blow which he Bad trea¬ 
cherously dealt them. His armies nt once entered 
their terriinry" mid carried everything before them. 
CluwroiJs seems i« have had no son of snllicicnt age 
to succeed him, jntd the defence of the country foil 
upon ihe saimps.or governor* of the several province* 
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Thesechiefs implored the aid of the Tinman emperor. 1 
iiitd received a contingent; but neither were . theiT 
own exertion* nor wi> the valour of their uliie? ot 
any avail. Artaxerxes easily defeated the confederate 
army, and forced the satraps to take refuge in Homan 
territory. Armenia submitted to his aiWb and Ijet'auu- 
im integral portion of his empire-* It probably did 
not wrcutJT trouble him that Annviistlw. one of the 
satrap*, succeeded in carrying off one of the sons iff 
CbosTofe, a boy named Tiridntes. whom he conveyed 
to Home, and placed under die protection ot t he reign¬ 
ing emperor. 1 

Such were the chief military snicessew of Ariaxerses. 
The greatest of our historians. Gibbon, venture? indeed 
to assign to him, in addition, * some easy victories over 
the wild Scythians and the efiSmujuite Indians. * But 
there is no’nood authority for this statement; and <m 
the whole it a unlikely thtti he came into contact with 
either mtliou. Hk corns are not found in A ffghiitii*- 
tsm; 4 and it may be doubted whether he ever mud, 
any eastern expedition. His reign was not tong: and 
it was sufficiently occupied by the Homan and Ar-

religious revolution was accomplished, and the faith 01 
Zoroaster, or what was believed to Ih> such, esta¬ 
blished as the religion of the State throughout the 
new empire, Artaxerxes, himself (if we may believe 
A Italian? l ) a Magus, was* resolved from the first that, 
if hi* efforts to shake off ( he Parthian yoke succeeded, 
he would use his beat endeavours to overthrow the 
Parthian idolatry and instill in its stead die ancestral 
religion of the Persians. This religion consisted of it 
combination of Dualism with a qualified cieature- 
troidiip, and a special reverence for the elements, 
earth, air, water, and lire. Zoroastrianism, in the 
earliest form which is historically known to u?. 2 
postulated two independent and contending principle 
— a principle of good, Aiura-Mazdit. and a principle 
of evil, A ngro-Mainyns. These beings, who were 
ooeternal ami coequal, were engaged in a per]M?tml 
struggle tor supremacy ; mid the world was the Ixt tile- 
field wherein the strife was carried on. Each had 
called into existence numerous inferior beings. through 
whose agency they waged their mtaradunahle conflict. 
Ahtira-Mardn iOromazdes. Onnazd) had created thou- 
vinds of angelic beings to perform hif will ami fight

province of Persia Proper, be found idolatry etfta- 
Uislied. Temples of die sun abounded, where images 
of Mi thru, were the Object of Worship* find the 
Mlihmic euk was carried out with n variety of impos¬ 
ing ceremonies. Similar temple- to the moon existed 
in many places; and the images of the Arsacido 1 were 
associated with those of the sun and moon gods iti 
the sanctuaries dedicated to them.* The precepts 
of Zoroaster wore forgotten. The sacred compositions 
which bore lliHl sage's name, and had been handed 
down from a remote atitiquiiy, were 3-1 ill indeed pre¬ 
served, if not in a written Form, 4 yet iu the memory 
of the faithful few who clung to the old creed : but 
they had ceased to be regarded as binding upon their 
cinesciences by the great lines uf the Western Asiatics, 
Western Asia was a seething-pot, in which were mixed 
up a score of COBBUtlklOty creeds, old and new, 
rational and irrational, Sabiiisni, M&giEdi, Zoroastrian¬ 
ism, Grecian polytheism, I era pi urn- worship. Judaism, 
Chaldee mysticism, Christianity. Artaxerxea conceived 
it to lie his mission to evoke order out of this confusion, 
to establish in lieu of tilts extreme diversity uti ab ? o- 
lute uniformity uf religion. 
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The step winch he took to effect hit? purpose .seem 
u» have been the following. He put down idolatry by 
n general destruction of the images, which he over 
threw ftnd broke to pieces. 1 He raised the Mllgian 
hierarchy to :t position of honour and dignity such as 
lluty hud scarcely enjoyed even under the inter 
Achujtneintin princes,.' securing them in a condi- 
lion of pecuniary independence by assignments of 
lauds, 1 and also by allowing their title to claim from 
the faithful the lithe of all their possessions. 1 He 
tamab the sacred tire to be rekindled on the altar* 
where U was extinguished, 5 and aligned to certain 
lx "lies of priests the charge of main mining thu 21 r-. j in 
«w*h locsdtLv. He then proceeded to collect die »np~ 
poaed precepts of Zoroaster into n volume, in order 
p> establish a standard of orthodoxy whereto he might 
require a \] to conform. He found the ZoroaatrUtts 
themselves divide-1 into a number of sects. 4 Among 
these he established uniformity by means of a ‘general 
council,' which wus attended by Magi from nil parts of 
the empire, had which settled what was to lx- regarded 
as the true Zoroastrism faith. According to the Oriental 
writers, this was effected, in the following w»y Forty 
thouaiiA or, ntieoidmg to others, eighty thousand Msgt 
having assembled, they were successively reduced by 
their own nut to four ihonsnnd, to four hundred* to forty, 
mid filially to seven, the most highly respected for 
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their piety and learning* Of tlioe *eifto then? wa* 
onti. u yuung but Inoly priest, whom 1 lie universal con¬ 
sent of lii* brethren recognised us pie*emiinmt. Hi* 
name was Ardti-Viruf. 4 Having passed through die 
strictest ablutions, and drunk a powerful opiate* lit 
was covered with a white linen ami Lis* L to sleep. 
Watched by seven of the nobles, in eluding the king, 
be .slept for seven days aud niglits; and, on Ids re- 
awaking, tile whole nation listened with believing 
wonder to his exposition of the faith of Ormazd, 
which wad candidly writ!cat down by nu attendant 
scribe for the benefit of posterity: 1 

The result, however brought about, which must 
al wap remain doubtful* wan the authoritative U-mc of a 
volume which the learned of Europe liura now pos- 
-i.S’K'd for some quarter of a century, 5 and which has 
recently been made accessible to the general reader 
bv the i»1wmra of Spiegel." Thi* work, die Zenduvesm, 
while it may contain fragments of a. very ancient 
literature, 4 took its present shape m the time of 
Artaxerses, and was probably then first collected 
from the mouth* of llio Zm-oiisirhm pdeit.* and pub¬ 
lished by Ardn-Viruf.

Encouraged by his success in these two lesser con* 
tests.

All tin: pre¬ 
tender* except the lust had met with violent death*;

a.d . 60* the adfumistration of the greatest kingdom in 
the world wu> in she ha nds id' a youth of fifteen. 
Sapor, no doubt, thought he saw iu this condition of 
things an opportunity that be ought not [-■ uii*s. aud 
rapidly matured lib plans Just thu favourable moment 
should pass away. 

I'Vsssmg llie middle Tigris into Mesopotamia, tln- 
baiids of Sapor first attacked the important city of 
Sisibw. XLribts, at tide time a lioiimu colony. 1 was 
strongly situated on die outskirts of the mountain 
range which traverses Northern Mesopotamia between 
the 37th and 38th parallels. The plow was well 
fortified and well defended; it offered a prolonged 
resistance: but at lust the wall-; wore breached, and it 
was forced to yield itself.* 'The advance was then 
made along the southern flunk of the mountains, by 
Currlim (llarruii) and Ede^i to tbs Euphrates, which 
was probably reached in the neighbourhood of Bireh-

Gordian. young ili lie was, had 
quitted Rome and marched through Mawia and 
Thrace into Asia/ accompanied by a formidable finny, 
and by at least one good general TimcrithcmA whose 
daughter Gordian huJ recently married, though his life 
had hitherto been that of a civilian , 4 exhibited, on Lis 
elevation to the dignity of iYmiurian prefect, con¬ 
siderable military ability The nr my, nominally com- 
mmidud by Gordian, really acted under hia orders. 
With it Timeslthous attacked and lieat the bauds of 
Snp«r in u number of engagements/ recovered An- 
dbch, eroded the Euphrates, retook Currhae, defeated 
the Persian monarch h a pitched battle near Itewiua t 
(lfcis~ei-Am), recovered Niribis, and once more planted 
the lk»mm standiinls on the banks of the Tigris. 
Sapor hastily evacuated most of Ins conquests , 7 and re¬ 
tired first across the EupJtraies and then across the more 
river; while the Uonuins advanced as he re~ 
treated, placed garrison* in the various Mesopotamian 

towns, and even threatened the great cityof Ctusifilioii*

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Gordian was confident tlwt his general would gain 
farther triumphs, mid wrote to the Senate to that 
effect; but. either disease or the ait' of u rival cut 
^hort the career of the victor,' and from the lime 
of his death the Romans t:wised t<> be successful. 
The legion* laid, it would seem, invaded Soidlusni 
Mesopotamia * wheu die Piretoriau prefect who hu 1 
succeeded Times! tbcu* brought Lhum intentionally into 
difficulties by big ini'management of the commissa¬ 
riat; 4 mid ut hist retreat was determined on. Thv 
young eiiipen-r was approaching the Khabour, and 
bad almost reached bis own frontier, when the discern- 
tent of the army, fomented by the prefect, Philip, 
came to a head. Gordian was murdered at a place 
called Zaitba, about twenty miles - iutli of Cir cesium, 
and was buried where be fell, the soldiers raising a 
tumulus in his honour, Ob suru(«*a\Fbiiip. was glad 
to make jieace on any tolerable terms with the Persian*; 
be felt liiruscii insecure upon bis throne, mid wus 
anxious to obtain the Senate's sanction of liit- osurpft- 
tion. He therefore quitted Lite East in a,D. 244, having 
concluded u treaty with Sapor, by which Annenia 
seems to have been left to the Pasiana, while Host,[jo- 
lamia returned to its old condition of n iZo mu n province.'

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'lilt* j>t!icc made between Philip and Sapor wu> 
followed by un interval of fourteen years , 1 during 
wfaidi freely anything b known of the condition of 
Persia. Wo may suspect that troubles in the* north¬ 
east of his empire occupied Sapor during this period, 
for at the end of it we find Baccria, which was 
certainly subject to Persia duriug the earlier years 
of the monarchy,* occupying an independent portion, 
jin,] e ven assuming tux attitude of hostility toward* the 
Persian monarch. 1 * BdCtria had, from a remote an¬ 
tiquity, claims to pre-eminence among the Aryan 
nations .' 1 She was more than once inclined to revolt 
from the Achmmenidro; * and during the later Parthian 
period she had enjoyed u sort of senii-m<lepoml'-*uoe. u 
It would seem that she now succeeded iri detaching 
herself altogether from her southern neighbour, and 
becoming a distinct and separate power. To strengthen 
her position, she entered into relations with Home, 
which gladly welcomed any adhesions co her cunsf 1 in 
this remote region. 

Sapor';* second war with Home was, like hb first, 
provoked by himself. After concluding hb peace with 
Philip, he had seen the Woman world governed suc- 
ee&jvely by ds weak emperors , 7 of whom four had 
died violent deaths, while at the same time there had 
been a continued series of attacks upon the northern

oinl, •:rowing die Fi ghrates, surprised Antioch, which 
was wrapped in the enjoyment of theatrical and other 
repugn illation*, and only knew it* fore oti the exdama- 
tirjji of n couple of no tori ‘thill the Persians were in 
possession of the town.' 2 The aged emperor. Valerian, 
liiLstLiied u> the pro tec Lion of Ida more eastern 
territories and si drat gained some successes, retak¬ 
ing Antioch, mid making that oily his liead^uarters 
during Ids tday in the East. 3 But., after rhisi. the tide 
turned Valerian entrusted the whole conduct of the 
mu to Macriauus, Ids i’lxetorimi prefect, whose talents 
lie admired, and of whose fidelity he did not enter¬ 
tain a suspicion. 1 Mncrianua, however, aspired to the

A bold attempt made to 
force a way through the enenry*s lind failed Wterljy 
ufler which famine mid pestilence began 10 do iheir 
work. In vain did rim aged emperor waul envoy- 
to propose a peace, and offer to purchase escape hr 
the payment of mi immense sum in gold* Sapor, 
con ft dent of victory, refused the overture* and, waiting 
patiently till Ids adversary was at the lastgffsp, invited 
him to a conference, and then treacherously 
his peisou/ The army surrendered or dispersed - 1 
Maori sinus, the PmUiriun prefect, -Imrtly a&tuhcd the 
title of emperor, and marched, against Galliumi*, ilm 
*vn aud colleague of Valerian* who had been left t«> 
direct ailiiin, in the West. Ihn another rival started up 
in the Kast. Super conceived the idea of complicating 
ilit Roman affairs by himself putting forward n pr-- 
tendcr; and an obscure citizen of -Antioch, a certain 


t£inln. Had tot$crved in tfan ffiti&ritt 
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Mlriivles or Cyriadesd a refugee in hie camp, wtw 
invested with the purple, and assumed the title of 
Cfiesar. 2 

Tht- blow struck ot Edesa laid the whole of J toman 
Asia open to attack, and tlic Persian monarch wh* not 
slow to seize the occasion. His troops crossed the 
Euphrates in foree, nod, marching on Antioch, mice 
more captured that, unfortunate town, from which the 
more prudent citizens had withdrawn, hut where the 
hulk of the people, not displeased at the turn of 
Affairs, remained and welcomed die conqueror.* 
Mi rind-■- was installed in power, while Ihipor himself, 
fiL the head of his irresistible squadrons, pressed for- 
ward, bursting 1 like a mountain torrent ‘ 4 into Cilicia, 
and thence into Cappadocia, Tarsus, die birthplace of 
St. Paul, at once a famous seat of learning and a great 
emporium ol commerce, fell; Cilicia Gftmpcstrb was 
overrun ; and the passes of Taurus, deserted ot weakly 
defended by die Bamana, came into Sajjors hands. 
Penetrating through them and entering the champaign 
country Ijevoiid, his bands soon formed the siege of 
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Cjesnrea Mastnca, the greatest oity of hhesc parts, 
estimated at this* time to have contained a population 
of four hundred thousand souls. Demr>stlieueH, the 
governor of Caesarea, defended it bravely, and, had 
force only been used against iiim, might have pre- 
willed; but Sapor found friends within the walls, niid 
by their help made himself master of the place, while 
it's bold defender was obliged to content himself with 
cscapiug by cuiting his way through the victorious 
host, 1 Ail* Asia Minor now seemed open to the 
conqueror; and it is dilUcult to understand why Jbe 
did not at any rate attempt a permanent occupation of 
rite territory * which be hud so easily overrun. Hut 
it smiis certain that lie KtitcrtiiiDcd no ^uch uleti. 
Devastation and pi under, revenge and gain, not 
permanent conquest, were Ids objects; and lieuee his 
course was everywhere marked by ruin and ojtfnfige, 
by sTiiuking towns, ravaged fields, awl heaps of shun, 
lii.i cruelties have no doubt been exaggerated; but 
when we hear thnt be 611*1 die mriucs and valleys of 
Cappadocia with dead bodies, utid so fed his eavsiln 
across them t 9 that he depopulated Antioch, killing or 
carrying off into slavery almost the whole population , 
tliat he suffered Ids prisoner# in many cases to perish 
of hunger, and that lie drove thyui to water once a 
day like beasts, 4 we may be sure- that the guise iti 
which he showed himself’to the Bomans was tilit of a 
ntercakas scourge—an avenger bent oil spreading the 
terrur of hi* imme—not of one who really sought to 
enlarge the limits of bis umpire. 

During the whole course of this plundering 
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lion, until the rctrem began, we hear hut of one check 
11 nit the hawk of Sapor received. It had been 
determined to attack Ernest (now Hems), one of the 
most important of the Syrian towns, \\ here tlie temple 
of Venus was known to contain a vast (reamuc. The 
invaders approached, scarcely expecting to be resisted; 
but the high priest of the temple, having collected a 
large body of peasants, appeared, in his sacerdotal 
robes, at the head of a fimatic multitude armed with 
slings, and succeeded in bearing off the assailants,* 
Em- -a, its temple, and it? treasure, escaped the rapacity 
of die Persians ; and an example of r^bilttiict was set, 
which was not perhaps without mi|)ortaiit conse¬ 
quences. 

For it seems certain that die return of Sapor across 
the Euphrates wns not effected without considerable 
loss anil difficulty. On his advance into Syria he hud 
received an embassy from a certain Odouathu> T l 
S yrian or Arab chief, who occupied a position of senti- 
iiidepeudeuce ui Palmyra, which, through i be advan¬ 
tage* of its situation, had lately become n flourishing 
commercial town. OdcDathus sent a long train of 
camels laden will gifts, consisting iu part of rare mid 
precious mcrclmndhe, to the Persian monarch, begging 
him tu accept them, and claiming his favourable regard 
mi the ground that he hud hitherto refrained from nil 
iiceh of hostility against the Persians. It appears that 
Sapor took dflence ai the tone of the communication, 
which was not suifidenlly humble to please him. 
Tearing the letter to fragments and tram pit tig it 
beneath his feel, he exclaimed— 1 Who b thk Oden a- 
lints, and of what country, that, he ventures thus to

address his lord P Let hi in now, if lie would lighten 
his punishment, come here and fall prostrate before 
me with lib hand* tied behind his back. Should he 
refuse, let Mm lx* wdl assured that I will destroy Min- 
self, his nice, mid Ms laud.’ At the same time he 
ordered his servants to cast die cosily presents of the 
Palmynme prince into the Euphrates. 1 * * * 

This arrogant mid offensive behaviour naturally 
turned the willing friend into an enemy. 5 Odens Urns, 
finding himself forced into a hostile position, took 
arm# and watched Jib opportunity. So bug a- Sapor 
continued to advance, he kept aloof. As sixm, how¬ 
ever, us the retrem commenced, and the Persian army, 
encumbered with its spoil and captive-, proceeded to 
make it* way back slowly and painfully to the 
Euphrates, Odentillim, who had collected a huge force, 
iu pari from the Syrian villages, 1 in pari from the wild 
tribes of Arabia,' made hb appearance in the field. 
Hin light and agile horsemen hovered about the 
Persian hoed, cut off their stragglers, made prize of 
much of their spoil, and even captured a portion uf- 
llie seraglio of the Great King. ' The hnmssed troops 
were glad whim they bid placed llm Euphrates be¬ 
tween themselves and their pursuer, ;md congratulate-d 
each other on their escaped So much had they 
suffered, and so little did they be] equal to further 
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eoutlicte, that on their mardi through Mesopotamia 
they consented to purchase tbe neutrality of the 
people of Edcssa by making over to them nil the 
coined money that they had carried off in their Syrian 
raid. 1 After this it would seem that the retreat 
was unmolested., mid Sapor succeeded in conveying the 
greater part of his army, together with his illustrious 
prisoner, to his own country. 

With regard to the treatment that Valerian received 
m t he hands of his conqueror, it is difficult to form a 
decided opinion. Tbe writers nearest to the time 
speak vaguely and moderately, merely telling us that 
he grew old in his captivity, 2 and was kept in the 
condition of a slave,* It is reserved for authors of 
the next generation * to inform ns that he was exposed 
to tile constant gaze of tbe multitude, fettered, but 
dad in the imperial purple; •' and tlmt Sapor, when¬ 
ever he mounted on horseback, placed his foot upon 
hU prisoner's neck/' Some mid that, when the nn- 
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happy captive diud, about tin* year aj>. 265 or 26ti. 
his Iwdy im lli»yed t and (lie skin iuihited and hung 
up to view in one of the most frequented temples of 
Pcrritii, where it was seuii by Human envoys on their 
visits to the Great King’s court. 1 

It is impossible to deny that 0denial barbarism may 
conceivably have gone to these lengtli*; mnl it b iti 
favour of lilt truth of the demils that liouum vanity 
would naturally have been opposed to their invention. 
But t on the other baud, we have to remember ibal in 
the East the person of a king is generally reganfed i*s 
sacred, and tltst ?diriuteresi restrain & tin* conquering 
monarch Irom dial m i mi mug one of his own class. We 
imve also to give due weight to ihe fact that the 
o ffri uo* authorities are silent with respect to any such 
atrocities, and that liny are iir*t related half a century 
after the time when they are said ns lutve oefoirred. 
Diabj those ctrcUUiBtanees the scepticism of Gibbon 
with respect to them 1 L« perhaps more worthy of 
commeudaihau than die ready faith of a recent French 
writer. 1 

It may be added that Oriental monarch*, when they 
are cruel, do not show themselves ashamed of their 
cruelties, but usually relate them openly in their 
iuscriplioui:. Or represent them iu their bas-ruliefe.* 
Tlir remains ascrilftd on good grounds t<> Sapor do 
nut, however, contain anything confirmatory of the

stories which we are considering- Valerian i* repre¬ 
sented on them in a humble attitude, 1 but not 
fettered 1 and never in the t>oanire of extreme degra¬ 
dation commonly associated with his immo. He heads 
hi** knee, as no doubt he would lie required to do, on 
Win? broupht into the Great King’s presence: but 
btlterwhe he does not appear to lie objected to any 
indignity. It seems thus to be on the whole moot 
probable tlmt tbe Roman emperor mu not more 
severely treated than dn: generality of captive princes, 
and that Sapor has been unjustly taxed with abusing 
the right* of conquest.* 

The hostile feeling of Odennthus against Sapor did 
not cease with the retreat of lire latter across the 
Euphrates. The Palmyrene prince was beat on taking 
hi 1 van luge of the general confusion of tin; limes to 
curve out for himself ft considerable kingdom, of 
which Palmyra. should be die capital. Syria mid 
Palestine on the one hand, Mesopotamia on the other, 
were the province* that lay mwt conveniently nciir to 
him. and that lie especially coveted. But Mesopotamia 
hud remained in the possession of the Pttafui* :»> the 
prize of their victory over Valerian, and could only be 
obtained by wresting it from the hand* into which it 
had fallen. Odcnathns did not shrink from this contest 
It has lieeit with some reason conjectured* Lhnl Sapor 
must hfivebeennt thin time occupied with troubles which 
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hud broken out oil the eastern side of his empire. At 
any rate, it appears Umt Gtienathus, idler a abort con¬ 
test with Mocnanus and his sob. Quietus, 1 turned his 
anus once more, about a.d. 2C3. against die Persians, 
crossed the Eiiplwntes into Mesopotamia, took Carr Jut 
and NisibU, defeated Sapor and some of his sous in a 
battle, 5 and drove the entire Persian host in confusion 
to die gales of Ct&tiphoii. He even returned to farm 
the siege of that city; 9 but it wa’? not long before 
effectual relief arrived; from all the provinces Hocked 
ui contingent-, for the defence of the tt astern capital; 
several engagements "were fought, in some of which 
Oden at hits was deflated: * and at last he found him¬ 
self involved in difficulties through hi? ignorance of the 
localities/ and so thought it best to retire. Apparently 
hi' retreat was undisturbed; he succeeded in earning 
off his booty and his prisoners, among whom were 
several satraps/ and he retained possession of Mesopo 
lamia, which continued to form a part of the Palmy¬ 
rene kingdom until ihc capture of Zeuobin by Aur elia n 
( a>[). 273). 

Tlit: successes of Odenftlhus in a.u. 263 wen? fol¬ 
lowed by n period of comparative tr anquillit y. That 
ambitious prince- seems to have been ©outent. with 
ruling from the Tigris lo the Mediterranean, tuid with

the titles of < Augustus/ which he received from the 
Roman emperor, tkdlieaus, 1 and 'king of kings.' 
which he &*unH a <l upon liis coins.* He did riot pre#> 
further upon Sapor; nor did the Roman emperor route 
any (serious attempt to recover his father # person or 
revenge hi# defeat upon die Persians. An expedition 
which he sent out to the East, professedly with this 
object, in the year a.d. 2d7. Jailed utterly* lb com¬ 
mander, Heradwttus, Idling completely defeated by 
Zen obi a, die widow and successor of Odeuathu*. 1 
Odeuathus himself was murdered by a kinsman three 
or four years alter hi* great auceeasus; and, though 
Zenobiu ruled his kingdom til most with a mans 
vigour. 4 the removal of his powerful adversary roust 
have been felt a$ a relief by the Persian monarch. It 
is evident, too, that from the lime of the accession of 
Zenohio. du* relations h-etwceii Rome aud Palmyra had 
become unfriendly; ; the old empire grew jealous 
of the new kingdom which had sprung up upon its 
bottlers ; and die effect of this jealousy, while it lasted. 
iy;u' to secure Persia from any attack on die pirt of 
either. 

It appears that Sapor, relieved from any further 
necessity of defending his dinpirc in arms, employed 
the remaining years of his life m the construction of 
great works, and especially in the erect ion and 
ornamentation of a new capital. The ruins of 
Sliiihpur, which still exist near Karenin, in tlie 
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province of Far *, 1 commemorate the name, and iifihttl 
>ome Judication of Lho grandeur, of the second Per- 
*ian monarch. Besides remain* of buildings they 
comprise a number of bas-reliefs and rock inscrip¬ 
tions, some of winch were beyond a doubt set up by 
Sapor t* In one of the most remurkabk- the Per¬ 
sian monarch is represented on horseback, wearing the 
crown ustnd upon his coins, and holding by the hand 
a tunic ked figure, probably Hirbdcs. whom he is 
presenting to tlie captured Item j ms as their sovereign. 
Foremost to do him homage is the kneeling figure of n 
dueftain, probably Valerian, behind whom are arranged 
in a double line seventeen persons, representing ap¬ 
parently the different corps of the Homan army. All 
these persons are on foot, while In contrast with .them 
are arranged behind Sapor ten guards on horseback, 
who represent his irresistible cavalry . 1 Another bas- 
reliof at the same place 4 givt* us it general view of 
the triumph of Sapor on his return to Persia with 
his illustrious prisoner. Here fiiiy-jHiven guards are 
ranged behind him, while in front are thirty-three 
tribute-bearers, having with them Jin elephant and a 
chariot. In the centre is a group of seven figures, 
comprising Sapor, who hi on horseback in hi; usual 
costume; Valerian, who is under tiu? Iwwse’s feet; 
Mmadus, who stands by Sapor's side; Lhrce principal

Thb is a tbun 
across the ri vtT Kama, formed of cut atones, cemented 
by time, and fastened t-jgeLher by clamps of iron; ii 
is twenty feet broad, and no less tlmn twelve hundred 
fret in length. The whole is a aoii*! mass excepting i i( 
the centre, where two small arches have been con¬ 
st meted. for the purpose of allowing a part of the 
stream to flow in ita natural bed. The greater por¬ 
tion of the water is directed eastward into a canal 
cut for it; and tiie town of Shuster Is thus defended on 
both side? by u water barrier, whereby the position 
becomes one of great strength . 1 Tradition say: Unit 
Sapor used his power over Valerian to obtain Homan 
e ughtoqra for this work ; 1 mid the great dam is still 
known its the Ilund-i-BLaisar , 3 or * dam of Coesar,’ io 
the inhabitants of the neighbouring country. 

Besides hia works at Shuhpur und Shuster. Sapor 
si*i up memorial* of himself ut Uaji-ubad, JS’nktah-i- 
iinjab, and Xukhsh-i-Itustaui, near J^easepolis, ut 
Durubgerd in South-Eastern remia, and elsewhere ; 
meat of which still exist and have been described by 
various travellers . 4 At Xakliah-i-ItusiiiTii, Valerian h 
seen imtkiug hi? submission in one tablet , 5 while

It appears from these IcgemJj, and from the inscrip¬ 
tion above given, that SajK>r was* iiku hU father, « 
zealous iloroastrinn, His faith way exposed to con¬ 
siderable trial. Never was there a time of greater 
religions ferment in the East, or a crisis which more 
shook men's belief in ancestral creeds. The absurd 
idolatry which hud generally prevailcd through Western 
Asia for two thousand year?—a nature-worship which 
gave the sanction of religion to the gratification if 
meat’s lowest propensities—was shaken to its foundation t 
and every where men wore striving after something 
higher, nobler, and truer than lint! satisfied previous 
generations for twenty centuries. The sudden revivi¬ 
fication of Zoroastrianism, sifter it had been depressed 
and almost forgotten for five hundred years, was one 
result of this stir of men’# minds. Another result was 
llic rapid progress of Christianity, which in the course 
of the t hird century overspread large portions of the 
Esi«s. routing itself with great firnut^s in Armenia, mid 
obtaining a hold to some extent on Babylonia, Baciria, 
and perhaps even on Lidia.® Judaism, also, which had 
lung had a footing in Mesopotamia, and which after 
the lime of Hadrian may be regarded as having its 
heyd-ijiiurters at Babylon—Judaism itself, usually m. 
immovable, at this time showed signs of life and 
change, taking something like u new form in the 
schools wherein was compiled the vast aud ?! range 
work known as ‘the Babylonian Talmud,’ fl

systems, each having a root in the past, ami each ahio 
to appeal with more or less of force to noble examples 
of virtue and constancy among its professors in the 
present, we cannot be surprised that iu some minds the 
idea grew up that, while nil the systems possessed 
some truth, no one of them was perfect or indeed 
much superior to its fallows. Eclectic or syncretic 
views are always congenial to some intellects; and in 
times when religious thought is deeply stirred, mid 
antagonistic creeds are brought into direct collision, 
the amiable feeling of a desire for peace comes in to 
strengthen the inclination for reconciling opponents by 
means of a fusion, and producing harmony by a 
happy combination of discords. It waaiii Persia, and 
in the reign of Sapor, that one of the most remark¬ 
able of these well-meaning attempts at fusion and 
recoucilatiou that the whole of history entvallow wa? 
made, and with results which ought to be a lasting 
warning to dm apostles of comprehension. A certain 
Marii (or Manes, as the ecelesiosf.iestl writers call him ), 
horn in Perak aliout a.d. 241\ 2 grew to manhood 
under Sapor, exposed to the various religious influences 
of which we have sjwkea. With a mind free from 
prejudice and open to conviction, he studied the 
various systems of belief which he found established 
in Western Ask — the Cabalism of the Baby Ionian 
Jews, the Dualism of the Magi, the mysterious doc¬ 
trines of the Chris dans, and even the Buddhism of 
India. 3 At first he inclined to Christianity, and is said

He 
adopted the Dualism of lho Zoroastriau', the uu tem- 
psychosis of India, the angel Wm and demouisiu of the 
Talmud, aud tin.- IVinitimujuism of the Gospel of Christ 
Christ Himself he idea tided with ILithra, mid gave 
Him I us dwelling in the sun.

It 
Tvna ni this time dial die tmuto overtures to the Ter* 
skins, which were favourably received v s and, in the 
year a.d. 273, Perciim troops are mentioned among 
those with whom Aurelia 11 contended in the vicinity of 
Palmyra.* But tlie succours senc were inconsiderable, 
and were easily overpowered by the arts or aims of 
tin* emperor. The young king had not the courage t» 
throw liimstiU'lMildly into tlie war. lie allowed ZenotiSn 
to be defeated and reduced to ex¬ 
tremities without making anything 
like an earnest or dc terrain ed effort 
to save her.

had taken ad vantage of the general confusion to assas¬ 
sinate him, and that he merely added another to the 
long list of Roman emperors murdered by those who 
hoped to profit by their removal. It is uni likdy that 
the problem of what redly caused the death of Cams 
Will over be solved-' That he died very late in 
28,% or within the first fortnight of A.D. 284, kcertain ; s 
uud it is no less certain that his death was most fortu¬ 
nate ibr Persia, since iL brought the war to an end. 
when it hud reached a point at which any further re¬ 
verses would Have been disastrous aud gave the Per¬ 
sians a breathing-space during which they might, at 
toii>t partially, recover from their prostration. 

Upon tin* death of Cants, the Roman*; ai once deter¬ 
mined on retreat. It was generally believed that 
the imperial tout had been struck by lightning; and it 
was concluded that the decision of the gala against the 
further udvauce of the invading army had been thereby 
unmistakably declared.* The army considered that it 
had dime enough, aud was anxious to return home: 
the feeble successor of Caras, his son Numerian, if lie 
possessed the will, tv:i- at any rate without, the power to 
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refdst the wishes of the troops: and the .result wasiluti 
the lojdon? quitted the llast without further 
tmd without securing. by die conclusion of formal 
term* of peace, uri}' permanent wlvamage from their 
victories. 

A pause of two year* now occurred, during which 
Yatnhmn hud the opportunity of strengthening bis 
position while Home was occupied by civil ware and 
distracted between the claim j of pretenders . 2 No great 
use seems, however, to have been made of this interval. 
When, in A.n. 28 fi, die celebrated Ihock-tiau deter* 
Tinned to re-amc the war with Persia, and, embracing 
the cause of Tiridatcs, sou of Chou'o&i, directed his 
idle, it* to the establishment of that prince, as n Ihnunn 
feudatory, on his father's throne, Yarahran found him¬ 
self once more ovetraaiebal, tmd could ofler no effec* 
tual resistance. Armenia had now been a province of 
Persia for the space of twenty-dx (or perhaps forty- 
-ix) years ; 3 but if had in tu> degr._r been eoucilLucd 
or united with (.he rest of the empire. The people Lad 
been distrusted and oppressed - the nobles had been 
deprived of employment; a heavy tribute had been 
laid on the hind ; nod a ivlighms revolution hud b«.-n 
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violently effected. 1 It is not surprising that when 
TMdates, supported by a iiotimn carpi (Tunne^ ap¬ 
peared upon Liiy frontiers, the whole population received 
1*1111 with transports of loyalty a nd joy. .Nil lhe nobles 
docked to his standard, iiud at once ad&ciwl edged hius 
for their king/ The people everywhere welcomed fyim 
with acclamations. A native prince or the Aftadd 
dynasty united the stiflragf.-s of all; and the tuition 
threw i use It' with enthusiastic seal into a struggle which 
was viewed a* a war of iude|*endeuce. It wits for¬ 
gotten thnt Tiridatea was in fact only a puppet in the 
liniid of the Bo man emperor, and that, whatever die 
result of the contest, Armenia would remain at its 
close, as she had been at its commence menu a depen¬ 
dant upon a foreign power. 

Tlie success of Tiri dates «l die first was such as 
might have been expected from tin* Forets arrayed in 
his favour. Hu defeated two Persian armies m the 
ojKtii field, drove out the garrisons which held the mure 
important "i’ the foniBed towns. and Wame undis¬ 
puted master of AmKOiUL 1 Hi evi-u crossed the Un¬ 
der which sepa nil ed Armen in from Persia, am) gainud 
signal victories on admitted Persian ground/ Accord¬ 
ing to the motive writers, It is gieraoind exploit - were 
cxrmordimir j; ho defeated singly in oorpa of giants, 
and router! on foot a large dcuidmiout mounted un 
eleplnmU I e The imraaiive i= here, no doubt, tinged 
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with exaggeration ■ bm the general result i* correctly 
rtKted. Tirkltites, within u jear of his invasion, wtia 
complete master of the entire Armenian highland, ami 
was in a position to curry his Anns beyond bis own 
frontiers, 

Such seems to have been. die |K*uti<m of things, when 
^ nrnhrwt II, suddenly died, after :i reign of seventeen 
reiins 1 A.a. 292. He is generally said to Imvc left 
bc'hiud him two w.n-y Vuralmm ami’ Ssttehlj Or Karat*, 
of whom the elder, Yntvhnui* was proclaimed king. 
This prince was of tm amiable temper, but apparently 
•■f » weakly ixmstitntioru He was with difficulty per¬ 
vaded to aecept the throne* and wiiidpafcd from the 
lii>t an early demise. 1 No events are assigned to his 
short reign, which (according to the best authority*) 
did not exceed die length of four months* It j$ evi- 
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dent that ho must have been powerless to offer fiuv 
effectual ojqHwttinn T" TirStLitea, whoso farces continue t 
to ravage, year after year, the north¬ 
western provinces (if the Persian em¬ 
pire. 1 ll!id Tiridates been a prince of 
real military tufent, it. could scarcely 
Have been difficult far Him to obtain 
still greater advantages, lint lie was 
content with nmnml rtuds s which w ® "f- 

left the substantial power of Persia untouched, FTe 
allowed the occasion of the throne's being occupied by a 
weak and invalid prince to slip by. The consequences 
of this negligence will appear lathe next chnitrr. I\r- 
*ia, permit ted to escape seriou* attack in Iter time of 
Weakness, was able shortly to take the offensive and to 
make the Armenian prince regret hi* indolence or want 
of ambition. The son »•!' t 'liodrot^ become a second 
time a fugitive; and once more the IHungin w.:n- 
cftflod in to settle the affairs of the Eo& We have 
now to trace the circumstances of this struggle, and 
to show liow Borne under able Teiders succn.ih d 
iu revenging: the defeat anil captivity of Valerian, end 
in inflicting, in her turn, a grievous hum dint km upon 
Iter adversary.

It appears that on the death of Varaiinua III,, pr^ 
Imlily without issue, there wua it contention for the 
crown between two brothers , 1 Nurses and ELoriiiisdas* 
We lire not informed which of them tva the elder, 
nor ou what grounds they respectively rested their 
claims: but is -wim? that was from tin- first 

preferred by the Persians, and Hint hk rival relied 
mainly tor success on the arms of fhidgu barbarians. 
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"Worsted in ■'iiminter* wherein urine but Pettriaita 
fought on either aider. Bormisdas summoned to Ids aid 
the horde? of the north 1 — GoIU from the shore* of the 
Caspian, Seyihs from the Oxus or the regions beyond, 
and Russians, now first mentioned by a classical writer. 
13 m I I ho periliiLa at temp: to settle a domestic struggle 
by the swords of foreigners was riot destined on this 
occasion to prosper, Honmsdn* failed in hb endeavour 
to obtain the throne ; and, ns we hour no more of him, 
we tuny regard it ns probable that lie was defeated and 
skin. At uny rate Horses was, within n year or two 
of bis accession, so firmly settled in hb kingdom, that 
he wa* able to turn hb thought 4 u* the external affair* 
iif tSie empire, and to engage in a great war. All dan¬ 
ger fi’oui internal disorder must have been pretty 
certainly removed before Nurses could venture to 
affront, as he did, the strongest of existing military 
powers. 

JNarscs ascended the throne in a,h. 292 or 293, fl 
was at least as early as ad, 29b that he challenged 
Rome to an encounter by attacking m foix'e the vitd-al 
monarch whom her jimii bud established in Armenitu* 
Tiridalcj bail, it b evident, done much to provoke I lie 
attack by bis constant raids into Persian territoryd 
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which were sometimes canned even to the south of 
Ctasphoo. 1 Ho was probably surprised by the sudden

march and vigorous assault of ;m enemy whom lie hmj 
kunted to despise; ami, feeling himself unable 10 orga¬ 
nise mi efloelufil resistance. he had recourse to flighty 
pave up Armenia to the Persians,' and for a second 
time placed himself under the protection of ihe Hot Him 
t'ltipiTi *t. The !nouarch who held this proud position 
was still Diocletian, the [greatest emperor that liiwl 
(Kvupk'l she ttomun throne since Trajan, and the 
prince to whom Tint biles was indebted for his restora¬ 
tion to hi- kingdom, it was impossible that Diocletian 
should submit to die affloui put upon him without an

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earnest effort to avenge it. Ilia own power re?tod. in 
n great measure, ott ]iis military preside; end Liu- 
unpunished utsolcijce of n foreign king would have 
seriously eml lingered en authority not very firmly esta- 
bliskod. The position of Biocktiau compelled him in 
declare war against If arses 1 ia the year a.d. 29 k ami to 
address himself to a struggle of which lie h not likely 
to have misconceived the importance. It might have 
been expected tlmt he would have undertaken the con¬ 
duct of dm war in pereott; but the inremid condition 
of the empire was (hr from satisfae tojpy^ imd the chief of 
the State seems to have fell tlmt lie i-ould not conve¬ 
niently quit, his dominions to engage in war Ixyond 
Ik borderi. U.- therefore committed dm task of n- 
instating Tiridjttes and punishing Shmsea to his favourite 
and 'ou-hi-hiv.', Gaierlus." while he iiiinself took up a 
position within the limits of the empire,’ which at once 
enabled bun to overawe lib domestic adversaries and 
lo support and rounteimnee lib lieutenant. 

The first attempts of Guleriu* were unfortunate. 
Summoned suddenly from the Danube to the Em 

ikrjLii-, and placed at the head of an army . ..posed 

chiefly of die levies of Asia, ill-disciplined, and un- 
fir ijUuInted with their commander. I e laid to meet :in 
adversary of whom he knew lull'- or nothing, hi a 
region the character of which was adverse to hi- own 
troopd stud favourable to i.Ihjsc of the enemy. Nnrst- 
hod invaded dm Ilomioi province of Mesopotamia had 
penetrated to tin- lOmbuur, and was threatening t-> 
cross the Euphrates Into rivTui, 1 Galerius had no 
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choice but to encounter him on the groom! which he 
bail chosen. .Now, though Western Mttso potato in is ill- 
doscribcd as *n smooth and barren Hurfhoe of siudy 
desert, with out a Mod, without a tree, out! without it 
*priug of fresh water, 1 ii is undoubtedly tin open 
ecmatty, posBessittg, numerous plains, where, in a battle, 
the advantage of numbers is likely to lie fell, and 
where there is abundant room for the evolutions of 
cavalry. The Persians, like their predecessors the 
Partftians, were especially strung in horse; and the 
host w hich Norses had brought into the field greatly 
Outnumbered the troops which Diocletian had placed 
at the disposal of Gtdcrius, Yet Galenas took the 
offensive. Fighting under i ke eye of a somewhat stem 
master, he was scarcely free in choose his plan of 
mm j atign. Ihodetiau expected him to drive the Per¬ 
sians from Mesopotamia , 3 and he was therefore bound 
to make the attempt. He accordingly sought our his 
adversary in this region, find engaged him in three 
great battles® The first and se<vmd appear to have 
been indecisive ; but in the third the Iiomim gene¬ 
ral suft-tud « complete defeat . 4 Thu catastrophe of 
Cras-us wus repeated almost upon the same battle¬ 
field, and probably almost by the same means , 1 lint. 
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personally. <3u!eriu$ was morefortunate than hi- prt'de- 
eosv.ir. He escafjod from the carnage, ami, facrassing 
the Euphrates, rejoined bis ftuher-iudaw in Syria A. 
conjecture, not id together destitute of probability, 1 
makes Tiriiliitt~. share 1 ot.li the calamity and the good 
fortune of the Homan Cursor. Like f mlerius, ha Escapee I 
from tlie battle-field, ami reached the banks of the 
Euphrates. But bin horse, which. hod received :i 
wound, could hoi be trusted to pass the river. In 
this emergeney the Armenian prince dismounted, and, 
armed as lie was, plunged into the stream. The river 
was ln>tli wide and deep i the current was rapid; but 
the lmrdy adventurer, uutretl to danger and accustomed 
to every athletic exercise, swam across and reached the 
op]wKite hank in safety.® 

Thus, white die rank andfileperished ignommionsly, 
the two poujonagea of most importance on the Homan 
side were saved. Gulerius hastened towards Antioch, 
to rejoin his colleague and sovereign. The htitur 
ciune out to meel him, but, instead of coBgraiiilaSinsi 
him. * in his escape assumed the air of an offended mus¬ 
ter, and, declining to speak to Jiim or to stop his ulimiot, 
forced the Ocesnr lo fallow him on foot Sir nearly 
x mile before ho would condescend to receive his 
explanations and apologies for defeat." 'Die disgrace 
wns keenly felt, anti was ultimately revenged upon the 
prince who hail contrived it. Bui, at the time, its main 
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effect doubt lees was to ttwiike in the young Gmsar 
the strongest desire of retrieving bit honour, and 
wiping out the memory of his great reverse b_\ n 
yet more signal victor)*. Gfileriui did not ct,-L'-;- 
Lkrough the winter of At). 297 to importune hi© fa'tier- 
in-law for an opportunity of redeeming die pail und 
recovering his lost laurels. 

The emperor, having sufficiently indulged his resent¬ 
ment, acceded to tin* wi-he* of Ids favourite, Galurti;- 
wiis continued in his command, A now luanv wus 
collected during the winter, tu replace that which hud 
hecu lu=t; and die greatest caiv w:t» taken that its 
material should be of good quality, und timt it should 
be 'employed where it had the Inst chance of success, 
llie veterans. of Illyria and Mresia constituted. the 
dowel of the force now enrolled and it wa- further 
strengthened by the addition of a body of Gothic aim, 
liftrica.* It was determined, moreover, that the at tuck 
-huuhl this time be made on the tide of Armenia, 
where it was tell that the Komaus would have die 
double advantage of a frieuclly country, and of one tar 
more favourable for the movements of infantry than 
for those of im army whose filrongth lay in it' horsed 
Tlie number of the frOOpB employed was still small. 
Guiorius entered Armenia at the head of only 25,000 
men;’' but they were a picked force, and they might 
lx? augmented, almost to any extent, by the nation a I 
mihiia of tlic Armenians. He was uow, moreover, tid 
cautious ns he had previously been r ash ; he advanced 
slowly, feeling his way; hu even personally madu

aceampsmied by only one or two 
howemeu, and, under the shelter of & dag of truce, 
explored the potation of his adversary. 1 Sureea found 
himself overmatched niike iu art awl in force. Re 
allowed himself to bo surprised in his camp by his 
active enemy, 2 nnd suffered u defeat by which he 
more than lost all the fruits of bift former victory. 
Most of hu> army was destroyed j lie himself received 
a wound.’ and with difficulty escaped by a hasty lligh:. 
Gnlcriu* pursued, and. though he did not succeed in 
taking the monarch himself, made pri» j of bis wives, 
sister^ iind a number of lus children, 1 besides 
capturing his military chest. He also look many of 
Llie mosL illustrious Persians prbonera. 5. How far be 
followed his living adversary is uncertain ; e but it is 
scarcely probable that he proceeded much southward 
of die Armenian frontier. He had 10 ceinstftte Tin- 
dates in his domimoiLs, to recover Eustem Mesopo¬ 
tamia. ami to lay his laurels at the feet of lii= colleague 
and muster. It seems probable Unit having driven 
Nurse* U‘. mi Armenia, and left liriduii-* there to tid- 
iniirisuir die government, he hastened to rejoin iJiocle- 
tian before attempting any further conquest*. 

The Persian mminrck, on his side, having recovered 
from bis wound/ which could have been but slight, set 
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liiimelf to collect another army, but at the same lime 
sent an ambassador to the camp of Galenic, requesting 
to know the terms on which Home would consent to 
make peace. A writer of gut*? authority 1 has left us 
ail account of the interview which followed 1 hh.wi.hmj 
the envoy of the Persian lunmiroh iuid the victorious 
Homan, Aphtirbau (so was the envoy named) opened 
the negotiations with the following speech - 
i Tlm whole human race knows," lu* said, ‘that the 
Konmn and Persian kingdoms resemble two great hjmi- 
nanes, and that, like a man's two eyes, they ought 
mutually to adorn and illustrate each other, and not in 
Uie extremity of their wrath to seek rather each other’s 
destruction, £fo to act is not to act rnunfullv, but is 
indicative rather of levity and weakness; for it k io 
suppose that, our inferior can never be of any service 
to us. and that therefore we had tetter gel rid ©f them. 
.Nurses, moreover, ought not to be accounted a weaker 
prince dian other Perdun kings * tfum hast indeed con¬ 
quered him, but then tliou id! other inonnrohs; 

and thus Nftrses ims of course been worsted bv thee, 
thougli ha is no whit inferior in merit to the test of his 
tmee^tors. The orders which my master lias given me 
iu-e to entrust all the right* of Persia to the clemency 
of Home; and I therefore do not even bring with mo 
any conditions of peace* since it is for the emperor to 
determine everything. I have only to pray, on my 
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master 9 behalf, for ihe restoration of his wives ami male 
children- if he receives them at your hands, he will be 
for ever beholden to yon, mul will he belter pleased 
than if he recovered them by force of arms- Even now 
my master cannot sufficiently thank you for the kind 
treatment which he hears you haw vouchsafed ' hem. in 
that yon have offered them no insult, but have behaved 
toward* them $8 though on the point of giving them 
buck to their kith ami kin. Fie sees lie rein that you 
bear in uuud the change* of fortune and the instability 
of all human affairs.' 

At this point Galerius, who had listened with impa¬ 
tience to the long harangue, burst hi with a movement 
of anger that shook his whole flume— 11 What ? Jb the 
Persians ilure to remind us of the vicissitudes of fortune, 
a* firuigli we could forget how they Induive whim vic¬ 
tory inclines to tliera ? Is it not their wont to push 
their advantage to ihc uttermost and proBstw heavily fls 
may l>c ou the unfortunate? How clnumingly they 
showed the moderation that becomes u victor hi Vale* 
rum's time I They vanquished hiiu by fraud ; they kept 
him a prisoner to advanced old age; they let him die in 
dishonour; and then, when he was dead, they stripped 
off Ms skin, and with diabolical ingenuity made of a 
perishable human l»ody un imperialiable uioumoent of 
our shamed Verily, if we follow this envoy? advice, 
and look to the change of human aflSura, we shall not 
be moved to clemency, but k> anger, when we eonfcidor 
the past conduct of the Persians. If pity be shown 
them, if their requests be granted, it will not be for 
what they huvo urged, but heenu*! it U u principle of 
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acUuti wif.lt us—a principle handed down to u* from 
«iur ancestor*—" to *pare the humble uml chastise the 
proud. ' Apbarbau, therefore, was dismissed with no 
definite answer to his question, what terms of jh-un* 
Borne Would require; but be was told to assure his 
muster thin Rome's clemency equalled her valour and 
that it would not be long before he would receive n 
Borneo envoy authorised to signify (he Imperial plea¬ 
sure. and to conclude a malty with him. 

Having held this interview with Apharban, Galerin* 
hastened to meet and consult hi* colleague 1 Diocle- 
ti:ui had remained in Syria, at the head of an army of 
observation* while Galcrius penetrated into Armenia 
mid engaged the forec* of Benda. When he heard of 
Ji ' hi-bw s great victory, he crossed the Euplinif^. 
mul advancing through Western .Mesopotamia, from 
v hieli the Persians probably retired, took up his resi¬ 
dence at Nisi bis, 1 now the chief town of these purK It 
i* perhaps true that his object was l m moderate, bv 
his presence and counsels, the- pride of Gakriu* ' * TluiV 
prince was bold to raahne^iuid nourished an excessive 
ambition. He is slid to have at tins time entertained 
a design of grasping at the conquest of the Eflst, m& to 
have even proposed to himself to reduce the Persian 
Empire into the Form of a Roman province. 1 ’' But the 
views of Diocletian were humbler and more prudent. 
He held to the opinion of Augustus tuid Hadrian, that 
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Hi tine till l not need a ny enlarge meat of her territory, 
a ml that, the absorption of the East was especially tin - 
desirable. Win n he anti his son-in-law met and inter- 
changed ideas at Nisi bis. the views of the elder rviler 
naturally prevailed; ami it was resolved toodor to the 
Perainris tolerable terms of pence. A civilian of import¬ 
ance, 1 Sicoriusl’tobus, was selected for the delicate office 
of envoy, and was sent, with n train of attendant*, into 
Media, where Norses had fixed his head-quarters. We 
are told that the Persian monarch received him with all 
honour, hut, under pretence of allowing him to Test and 
refresh himself after hi* bug journey, deferred his audi¬ 
ence from cLiy to day: while he employed thetime thus 
gained in collecting from various quarters suck a num¬ 
ber uj' detachments and garrison!* a* might const;tme n 
respectable nrmy. Tie had no intent, inn of renewing the 
war, but he knew the weight which military preparation 
ever lend-? to the representations of diplomacy. Accord¬ 
ingly, it was not until he hail brought under the notice 
nf Sicorius « force of UO ittCoaaidurable ike that he at 
last admitted him to an interview. The Ho man ambas¬ 
sador wait introduced into an inner chamber of !he 
royal palace in Media.' where he found only the king 
and three others—ApSmrbim, the envoy sent to Gak-rius, 
Archape tes, the captain of the guard, Mid Bsmsiborsus, 
tins governor of a province on the Armenian frontier.* 
lie was nslied to unfold the particulars of Jii> message, 
and say what were the terms on which Home would 
make peace. Sicoriu* complied, The etnpemre, lie 
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said, required five things:—(i.)Tlte resdou to Runt? 
of fife provinces beyond the river Tigris, which are 
given by one writer ! as Imileiie, Sopkeue, Arzanenc, 
Ganluene, and Zaltdicene-; by another 5 os Arzanene, 
iloxocHe, Ztibdkctie, Rolimiciie, and Corduetie; (it.) 
•lie recognition of die Tigris as the gent-nd Iviimdnry 
betwoen the two empires; (iiL) die ux tension of Arme¬ 
nia i.) the fortress urZintbs, in Media; (iv.) die rdiii- 
ijnisliment by Persia to Home of her protectorate over 
Iberia, including the right uf giving investiture to the 
Iberian kings; and (v.) the recognition of Nisi bis as 
the place at which alone commercial dealing' could 
take place between the two nations. 

It would seem that the Persians were surprised, at 
tin moderation of these demands. Their exact value 
and force will require some discussion : i'nit at any rate 
it is clear that, under the eirctimstauees, tliey were not 
felt to be excessive. did not dispute any of 

them except the last; mill it seems to have K-eu rather 
becanse he did iiul wish h to lie said that he bad 
yielded everything, tlmu because the condition was really 
very onerous, Unit lie made objection in this instance.® 
Swdrius w*s fortunately at liberty to yield the jjoiiit. 
Heat once withdrew the fifth article of lbo treat} , and, 
the other four being accepted, a formal peace was con¬ 
cluded between the two nations. 

To understand the real character of the pence now 
made, and to appreciate properly the relations thereby 
established between Home and Persia, it trill be uoces- 
sivy to examine at runic length ihc several conditions 
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of the treaty, and to see exactly what was imported by 
each of them. There is scarcely one out of the whole 
number that carries its meaning plainly upon its face; 
anti on the more important very various interpretations 
have been put, no dmt a discussion and settlement of 
some rather intricate points is here necessary. 

(i.) There is a considerable difference of opinion as to 
the live provinces edit'd to Home by the first article of 
the treaty, ns to their position and extent, and consc- 
qnently as to iheir importance* By some they tire put 
on the right, 1 by others on die left, bunk of the Tigris; 
while of those who assign them this latter j million 
some place them in a cluster nhi flit the sources of the 
river, 1 ' while others extend them very much further to 
die south ward, 8 Of the live provinces three only can 
be certainly named. =i not.* the authorities Hiller as to the 
two others. 4 These dux 1 are Ammene, Cordyene, a ml 
Zabdicene. which occur in that order in Patricias. If 
wo can determine the podtioii of these three, that ol 
die others will follow, at least widiin certain limits, 
Kow A rain one was certainly on the Juft- bank of the 
Tigris.

He ascended the throne a.p. SOI ; he died a.b, SUW, 
not quite eight years later - 1 To this period historians 
Iisstgii scarcely any events. The personal iippeitntnce 
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of Ilonmsdas, if we may judge by » gem, was pleasing; 
lie is said, however, la have been of a harsh temper 
by nature, but to have controlled his evil iuciimtUOtiS 
after he became king, and in fact to have then neglected 
nothing that could contribute to the welfare of his sub¬ 
jects. 1 lie engaged in no w ars; find lib reign was thus 
one of those quiet and uneventful intervals which, fur¬ 
nishing no materials for history, indicate thereby the 
happiness of a nation * We are told that he liad a 
strong taste tor building, 9 and could never .see a crum¬ 
bling edifice without instantly setting to work to restore 
it. Ruined towns and villages, so common throughout 
the East in all ages, ceased to be seen in Persia while 
he filled the throne. An army of mwsous always fol¬ 
lowed him in his frequent journeys throughout his 
umpire, and. repaired dilapidated homesteads and cot- 
tngis with as much care anti diligence as edifices of a 
public character. According to some writers he 
founded several entirely new towns iu Klimcbtitu or 
finnan a,* while, according to others* he built die im- 
portant city of Hormnz, or (as it ia sometimes called) 
llam-Bonuuz. in the province of Kerman, which is still 
a flourishing place. Other authorities * ascribe this city, 
however, to the first Hunnbdus, the son ot Sapor L 
and grandson of Ailaxerxos. 

Among the meniis devised by Honnisdns H- tor 
I lettering the condition of his people, the most remark¬ 
able was hb establish incut of a new Court of Justice, 
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In lI k- East the oppression of (he weak by the power¬ 
ful is (he TDost inveterate ftud universal of all evils, and 
the one that well-intentioned riumaivh* have to In- most 
careful in checking and repressing, Hnrmisdtis, in his 
anxiety to root out this evil, b <=iud to him* set up n 
court expressly for die hearing of cause* where com¬ 
plaint was made by the poor of wrongs ilone to them 
by the rich * The duty of the judge* was at OUCC to 
punish the oppressors, and to see that ample reparation 
was made 10 those whom they had wronged. To in¬ 
crease the uuthorny of the court, and to secure the im¬ 
partiality ol its sentences, the monarch made a point of 
oftim presiding over it himself, of hearing the causes, 
;tnd pronouncing the judgments in person. The most 
powerful nobles were thus made to fed dial, if they 
ofFeiulcd, they would be likely to receive adequate 
pum shin cut; and the weakest and poorest of the 
people were encouraged to come forward and make 
mmpluini if they had sull'erc-d injuiy.

liurmisdiis II. appears to have had. a, sou, of die 
same name with himself, who attained in manhood 
whlk hia father was still reigning/ This prince, who 
was generally regarded, and who, of omr-c, viewed 
hmuwl£aa the heir apparent, was no favourite with the 
Persian nobles whom In* W1 perhaps ofieuded by oil 
iacliaation toward? the literature and civilisation of the 
Gre^k*. * Ii must have been upon previous consultation 
and agreement that the entire body of the chief men 
resolved to venl their spite by insulting die prince in 
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the niofl open and public way at the table of bis father- 
The king was keeping lib birthday, which was always, 
in Persia, the greatest festival of the year, 1 and so the 
most [hi bite occasion possible. Ail the nobles of the 
realm were invited to the banquet ; aj ,d all came and 
took their several places. The prince was absent at. the 
first, but shortly arrived, bringing with him, as the 
excuse for his late appearance, a quantity of game, 
the produce of the morning's chase. Such an cut mine 
must have create I some diaturlaitM-c and have drawn 
general attention : but the nobles, who were 
by etiquette l<> rise from their neats, remained firmly 
fixed in them, and took not f lic slightest notice of the 
prince's arrival. 1 This behaviour was an indignity 
which naturally aroused his resentment. In the heat 
of the moment he exclaimed aloud that ■ ihoso who had 
i[ lsi dtoi I him should one day stffler for it—their fate 
should be the fate of Musyas.' At first the threat was 
in a understood; but one chieftain, more learned than 
his fellows, explained to the rest that, according to the 
Greek myth, Mhrayas was flayed alive.

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Apparently, their patience was uot very severely 
taxed. Hormwdas IL diet! within u few yean?; it ltd 
Prince Hormisdas, as die only son whom he had left 
behind him, 1 thought to succeed as a mutter of course. 
But the nobles rose in bisEirrcctioiL, seized his person, 
and threw him into a dungeon, intending that he should 
remain there fur the r m of his life. They themselves 
took. the direction of afliiin-, and finding that, though 
King norm b das hud left behind him no other son, yet 
une of his wives was pregnant , they proclaimed the 
unborn hifuni king, and even with tin* utmost cere- ■ 
moiiv proceeded to crown the embryo by subtending 
the royal diadem over the womb of the mother" A 
real interregnum must have followed; but it did not 
extend beyond a few mouths. Tim pregnant widow of 
Hormisdas fortunately gave birth to ft boy. and the

70. “1, and 72 years ; 4 hut the balance of authority is 
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in favour of seventy. He was horn in the course of Mil- 
year a.ii. 300, and fie seems to have died in the year 
after the- Roman emperor Voiens, 1 or a.i». 370. He 
UltH reared nearly three-quarters of £ century, being 
contemporary with die Roman eropervins, (juterius 
CoustiiiiiitK', Cnnstautius uud Consume, iTulian, Jovian, 
Valsntiiiiait I., Villens, Gmtiun, and Valcntimnn II. 

This Jong reign is best divided into period*. The 
first period of it extended from A.n. 300 to i,D. 337. or 
a space of twenty-eight years. This was the time ou- 
terior tn .Sapor's wars with the Horn: in?. li UkIwUmI the 
sixteen years of Ins .minority * and u space of twelve 
year- during which lie waged successful war- with the 
Arabs. The minority of Sapor was ;i |«riod ->t severe 
trial to Persia. Cm every side the bordering nations 
endeavoured to take (id vantage of the weokne^ im ident 
to the rule of u minor, and attacked and ravaged the 
empire at their pleasure.® The Arab' were es|K*c tally 
si^r-^ive, and tirade continual raids imo Babylonia. 
Kin mis tan, and die adjoining regions, which desolated 
those provinces and curried the horrors of war into the 
very heart. <>f the empire. The tribe- uf Botn-Avar 
nriil Abdul-KaTs, which dwelt on the southern shore* 
of the iVrdiiri Gulf, took Lke le.nl in these incursions* 
and, though nut attempting way permanent conquests, 
indicted terrible sufferings on the inhabitants of the 
trurL't which they invaded. At die same time a Meso¬ 
potamian chieftain, called Taycr or Thair. J made an 
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nttjifk upon Ct (siphon, took the city by ?UU 7 n,imtl cap¬ 
tured ft sister or mint of the Persian moiniich. The 
nobles, who, during Sapor's minority, guided the helm of 
the Slate, were quite incompetent to make head against 
these numerous enemies. For sixteen years the ma¬ 
rauding hand? had the advantage, ami Persia to mid her¬ 
self continually weaker, more impoverished, mid less 
aide to recover herself. The young prince is said to 
have shown oxtruordiuiiry discretion and intelligence. 1 
He diligently iruintxl himself in all manly exercises, and 
prepared both his mind and body for the important 
duti^ -»f his station. Hut his tender years forbade his 
as vet taking t he field; and il is not unlikely tliat his 
minister* pnilunged she period <>f his tutelage ill order 
to retain, to the latest possible moment, the power 
whereto they had become accustomed. At any rale, it 
was not sill he was sixteen, a later age than Oriental 
ideas require,* that Sapors minority ceased—that he 
asserted his manhood, and, placing himself at the head 
of his army, took the entire direction of affairs, civil and 
military, into his own limnls. 5

The ZoroMtmn kchI 
this king was great* mid hr regarded it tis incumbent 
on him tit cheek the advance which Christianity \v>t- 
now making in ids territories. He issued severe edict* 
against the Chrisi innssoon after n running Ida majority; 1 
and when they sought the protection of the Roman 
emperor, he punished their disloyalty by imposing 
U|oij tltetii (I fresh tax, the weight of which was op¬ 
pressive. When Symeou, Archbishop of Seleudn, awn- 
plained of this additional burden in au offensive man¬ 
ner, Sapor retaliated by dosing the Christian churches, 
confiscating i he ecclesiastical property, and putting the 
eomphuniuit !* 1 death. Account' of tlnsu;* ievefitie- 
rtached Constantine, the Roman emperor, who had 
recently embrace 1 the new religion (which, in spite of 
constant persaHiliou, had gradually overspread the em¬ 
pire). and hod assumed the elm meter of a sort of gene¬ 
ra] protector of tin* Christian:} throughout the world.* 
lie remonstrated with Sapor, but ro no purp*e.^ 
Sapor had formed the resolution to Itmcvr the couto-t 
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terminated so unfavourably fuity yearn earlier by hU 
graadfitther. He tue.dc the em[Minor’s iiUerfcmu-e with 
Persian afEdrif, and encouragement of hi- Christian sub¬ 
ject* in their perrersitr. 11 ground of complaint, and 
began to threaten hostilities* Some at-uotinriou*. which 
tire not very dearly narmed, 5 followed B<>:h dek-s, 
apparently, hnd determined on war, I mi both wished to 
gain Lime, It is uneortum wlia! would tuive kt>n the 
res till had OuURi&ntine lived. But thy death of thin 
monarch In the early summer of a.tj. S3", on hi* way 
U, the eastern frontier, dispdkd th*- last chance ut 
pence, by relieving Sapor froui the wholesome fear which 
lind hitherto restrained lus ambition. Tim military 
fiuno of Cbimnxdne wus great, and tnuumlly inspired 
respect; Ids power was firmly fixed, and he was without 
fstanpethor or rival. By his removal the wiidle face of 
afifcre was changed; and Sapor, wlu* had almost brought 
himself ro venture on a rupture with Home during Con¬ 
stant,ices life, no longer hesitated on receiving news of 
his death, but &i ouw commenced hostilities. 1 

It Bprobable that among the motives which deter¬ 
mined the somewhat wavering conduct of Sopor at this 
juncture* was a reasonable fear of the internal trouble 
which it seemed to be in the power of the Romans to 
csdle among die Persians, if from friends they became 
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enemies. Haring tested his own miTiUtiy capacity in 
his Anib wars, ami formed tm army on whose courage, 
endurance, and attachment he could rely, lie was not 
afraid of tmaumring his strength wifh that of Borne in 
lhe open field; but he may well have dreaded the arts 
which liie Imperial Stale wa- in die lmhil of em¬ 
ploying/ to supplement her military shortcomings, in 
wars with her neighbours. There was now at the 
court of Constantinople a Persian refugee of such rank 
and importance that. Constantine had. us it were, a pre¬ 
tender ready made u> his hand, and could raJcon on 
creating dissension among the Persians whenever he 
pleased, by simply proctaumng hitnsdf this person's 
ally ami pi iron. Prince Eorrahdns, the elder brother 
of Sapor, and rightful king of Persia, had, after a long 
imprisonment/ contrived, by the help of Ids wife, to 
es<:Hpe. fr<-m his dungeon/ and hud lied to the court of 
Constantine as early us a.d, $23, lit* had been received 
by the emperor with every mark ot honour and distinc¬ 
tion, had been given a maintenance suited 10 his rank, 
ami had enjoyed other favours/ Sapor must have felt 
himself deeply aggrieved hy the undue attention paid 
to his rival; nud though he pretended to make light of 
the matter, iunl even generously sent Homtisdua the 
wife to whom his eacape was due,* he cannot but have 
been uneasy' at the possesion, by the Homan emperor, 
iif hi* brother’sperson, Xu weighing the reasons for awl 
against war, he cannot but have aligned cohsidoriiMe 
importance to this drcuinstance. It did not ultimately 
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prevent him from ehaftropng Home lo the combat ; 
but it may help to necotiJit for the limtiiiion, the 
d^lay, Hml tJbe fluctuations of purfmst*, which we re- 
murk in his conduct during tlm lour or live years 1 
vdiiidi inmediately jweeded the tkaffr of Constantine.

Tm: deutli. of Constantine was followed by die division 
of the Eotflim VM dd mnoflg Ida sons. The vest empire 
widi which Sapor had almost made up his mind to con¬ 
tend was jau-ti tinned out into three moderate-tiffled 
kingdoms. 1 In place -f die lute brave mid experienced 
emperor, u raw youths* who had given no signs nl 
superior ability, ’had the government of the Itomno 
provinces of the East, of 1 brace, Asia Minor, ■.'ynu, 
Sts.liotmma, and Egypt. Master of one- thinl of the 
empire only, mid of the least warlike poruou^.Wum- 
tin.t was a foe whom the Persian monarch might well 
despise, and whom he might expect to defeat without 
much difficulty. Moreover, there was much in tlic cir- 
■ ■iimsumoes of the time that seemed to promise success 
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t<* the Persian arms in a struggle with Homo, The 
removal of Constantine had Imeu followed bv an out¬ 
burst of licentiousness and violence among the 3 toman 
soldiery in die capital; 1 and throughout the Eii>t the 
army had cast off thy restraints of discipline, and given 
indications of n turbulent and seditious spirit, 1 'Hie 
condition of Anna tin wo* also such ns to encourage 
Sapor in his ambitious projects. Tiridates, thou gh a 
persecutor of the Christians in the early pan of his 
reign. In id been converted by Gregory the Illuminator, 3 
and had then enforced Christianity on hU subjects by 
fire and sword. A sanguinary conflict had followed. 
A large portion of f lic Armenians, firmly attached to 
the old national idolatry, had resisted determinedly* 
Noble*, priests, utid people had fought desperately in 
defence of their temples* images, and altars; and, though 
the persistciit will of the king overbore till opposition, 
yet the result was the fornnuion of a discontented fito 
tion, which rose tip from time i * time against it* riders, 
and was constantly tempted lo ally itself with any 
tV'rcigti power from which it could hope the ro-cstu- 
MMimeut of f he old religion. Armenia ljad also, nHer 
the dentil of Tirittites (in a,d. 314), fidJen under die 
• nunent of weak princes. 0 Perdu had recovered 
than if the portion of Media Atropmeuc .,-edcd by iin- 
treaty between Galerfus and Nurses.* Sapor, therefore, 
hail nothing to fear <m this side: and ho might reason' 
ubly expect m find friends among the Armenian^ them- 
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selves, ahmdd the general |MTteitioti of bis affairs allow 
Vim to make Jin effort to extend Persian influence oace 
more over the Armenian highland. 

The bands of Supor crossed tile Eorauu fonder - mi 
after, if not even before, 1 the d until of Constat nine; and 
after an interval of forty mir> the two great pavers of 
llic* world were once more engaged in a bloody conflict.

338) 
Sapor took the Held in greater Rwve than before, and 
addressed himself to an important enterprise. He 
nimed, it i> evident, from the at (Li: recovery of 
Mc-« ■) " -Mania, and at t!i mating l tack ihe Bomuns from 
the Tigris to the Euphrates He found it easy to over¬ 
run the 11 pen ora miry, to ravage the crops, drive off dm 
cattle, and burn the villages mid homesteads. But the 
region could not In: regarded es conquered, It. could 
not be permanently licld, unless the strongly fortified 
posts wiiidb commanded it, mu I which were in the hands 
of Borne, could he captured. 4 Of all these the most 
important was Nirihis. This ancient town, known to 
the Assyrian* as N i/ibii:a. J was, at any rate from the 
time of Lucullus, 1 * the most important city of Mesppota- 
mia. It was situated at tin? distance or about uxty 
miles from Hie Tigris, at, rhe edge of the Mona Marius, 
in i brood mid fertile plain, watered by one of the 
affluents 7 of file river Ivluthour, or Alio trims. The

The first siege of Xisibis by Sapor lasted, we fire told, 
autty-three days.* Euw particulars of it have wine 
down to us. Snjior had attacked the city, apparently, 
in tin- aliiciice of honstuntiusv who had been called off 
to Paimoniu o* hold a nmlereiifie with lib brothers. It 
was defended, not only by its gumsun and inhabitants, 
hut by the prayer? and exliorlations of if? bishop,* 7 Si. 
James, who, if he did no! work miracles for the delive¬ 
rance of id? countrymen, nr. any rate sustained mid 
animated their resistance. The result vra- tinU tlie 
bands of Sapor were rejielled with loss, ami he was 
forced, after wasting two mouths Ixdbre the wid!?, to 
raise the siege and own himself Ixillled." 

After this, for some years tin; Persian war with Rome 
Languished. It b difficult to extract from, the brief 
statements of gpiiotuber-,' und ifelattS tweedves QJf 
panegyrics of orators, 9 the mil circuiinttance? of llm 
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?tntggle; but apparently the general condition of 
thing!} was this. The Person ns were constantly victo¬ 
rious in the open field; CoiwtontiiL* wasagainand again 
defeated; 1 but no permanent gain was cHedcd by 
these mtocessea. A weakness inherited by iIil l\-r*uuw 
from die Pan hi a ns 2 —an inability to conduct sieges to 
a prosperous issue*—showed itself; anil their Mure# 
against the furtilied poata which Home had taken care 
to establish in the disputed region- were con Li mud- 
bp tip the close of a.d. 34H, Sapor had made no impor¬ 
tant gam, hud struck no decisive blow, but stood nearly 
in die saute position which he hud occupied at the 
commencement of die conflict. 

But the year AJ). 341 saw u change, Sapor, after 
obtaining possession of the person of Timmis, hud 
sought to moke himself muster of Armenia, mid had 
even attempted to set up one of ids own relatives us 
king.' 1 But die indomitable spirit of tile inhabitant.-., 
mid dieir Jinn attachment to their Ar*itdd princes, 
caused his attempts to fail of any good result* imd 
lettdwl on the whole to throw Armen hi into dm :trno 
of borne. Sapor, after a while, became convinced of 
die folly of his proceeding;?, and resolved mi the adop¬ 
tion of a wholly new policy. lie would relinquish die 
idea of conquering mid would endeavour instead to con¬ 
ciliate the Armenians, in the hope of obtaining tinni 
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their gratitude what he had been unable to extort from 
their tears, Tmmus was still living; and Sapor, we 
are told, odlertd to replace him upon the Armenian 
throne;* but, ns he had Wu blinded by hi' captorw, 
and as Oriental notions did not allow u person thus 
mini luted to exercise royal power, 11 Titamti declined 
the offer wide him, and suggested die substitution of 
Ids sou, AtwtfiBa, who was, like himsell* a prisoner in 
Pend a. Sajiur readily consented; uiul the young prince, 
released from captivity, returned to his country, and 
was installed as king by the Persians,* with the good¬ 
will of the natives, who were satisfied so long as they 
could feel thm they had ul their head a monarch of the 
Undent stock. This arrangement, of course, placed 
Armenia on the Persian side, and gave Sapor for many 
years a powerful ally in Ids ft ni ggl e with Borne. 4 

Thus Sapor laid, by the year .vd. 341, made u very 
Considerable gain. He hud placed :i friendly sovereign 
on the Armenian throne, had bound him to his cause 
by oaths, and had thereby established lu> uilhmiivc, 
not only over Armenia itself, but over the whole n.i"i 
which lay between Armenia and the Caucasus. But he 
Wua fur from content with tlh'se m crosses. It was still 
his great object to drive the Homans from Mesopota¬ 
mia; mid with that object in view it continued to be hia 
first wish to obtain possesion of Xbibis. Accordingly, 
having settled Amipniitu afialrs to his liking, ho made, 
in A.n, 846, a second iinnck on i he great city of Northern 
Meso]Witain in. again investing it with a large hotly of 
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uwjw, nad tLis lime pressing the siege during 3 its.- space 
ol nearly three utn 1 A ipriujn*w<*veT, tlm strength nf 
the. wilIIs and the endurance of the garrison bullied him. 
Jaipur wan oiiue more obliged to wiilulrsiw from More 
the place, having suffered greater hiss than those whom 
he hud uss^iiled, smd forfeited milch of the prestige 
which he hud acquired by hi' many vie tone#. 

It whs, perhaps, cm account of tiie repulse from Jfiat- 
Ifis. ami in rite hojw of recovering his lost lairivU, that 
Sa}*or, in the next year but one, a.d, 348. made tin un¬ 
usual oJTort. Calling out the entire military force of 
i lu* empire, nod augmenting ir by huqgu bodies of allies 
and mercenaries/ ihe Persian king, towards the middle 
♦►f summer, crossed the Tigris by three bridge, a and 
with n numerous and well-appointed army invaded Ckn~ 
t ml Mesopotamia, probably from Ailiabcne, or ihe region 
near and a tittle south of Nineveh, Constantine with 
the Homan array, was posted on and about the Sinjur

The result, ns might have t>oen exjiecied, was a terrible 
carnage.® The Persians overwhelmed the legionaries 
with showers of darts and arrows; Sight, under the eir- 
cumsbiucas, was impossible; and the Ik man soidkrs 
mostly perished where they stood. They took, how¬ 
ever, ere they died, an atrocious revenge. Sapors 
-on had been made prisoner in the course of the day;

The hpiaes Ijecaipb qtriekly oMuuglvd in the 
ooxc mid mud which the waters hat! left behind them 
as they .sulraidcd; the elephants were even less aide to 
overcome these diffieulhtss end as soon as they received 
a wound sank down—never to rise again—hi the 
swamp. 5 Sapor lustily gave orders for die addling 
column to retreat and seek the friendly shelter of the 
Persian cainji. while lie essay ml to maintain his advan¬ 
tage in a different way, His light, archers were ordered 
to die front, mid. being formed into divisions which 
were to act IS relief received orders to prevent llm 
restoration of die ruined wall by directing an incessant 
storm orarrows into tin- gap made by tlie waters.

While the 
heavy-armed troops sir xid in the gap receiving die llighis 
uf aiiow? and defending themselves :o they Uwt could, 
the mmnilcd multitude raised it new wall in their rear, 
which, by the morning of ihe next day, was sbe fi-ct in 
height.* This lust proof of Ins enemies’ resolution and 
resource seems to have finally convinced Sapor of the 
liOpclessniiis of his enterprise. Though ]h- ettli con¬ 
tinual the siege for tt while, lie made no other grand 
attack, mid at length drew off his forces, liaviog lost 
twenty thousand men before the walls **nd wasted 
a hundred day*, or more limn three mouths.* 
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Perluq*s lie would not have departed so soon, but 
would have turned i lie si-gu into u blockade. anil en¬ 
deavoured to starve the garrison into submit on. Lad 
itirt alarming tidings reached him from his north-eastern 
frontier. Then, ni now. the low lint sandy region eu&f

whose whole life was f-pent in war and idander. The 
Dxus might, be nuniiurrity flic boundary of the empire 
in this quarter: but the nomads were really dominant 
over the entire desert to the foot of the Hy reunion and 
Parthian hill,'.

the court for its Hifelyv Such :ui attack scenes :*< have 
occurred towards the autumn of id. 350. The in¬ 
vading horde is said 10 have conosted of iLr=Aigenn; ; 
but we can hardly be mistaken in regarding them :«>, in 
the main, nt" Tatar or Turkoman blood, akin to the 
Usbegsand other Turanian tribes which si ill inhabit the 
sandy *tejij*e. Sapor considered the crisis such ns to re¬ 
quire bb own presence; nod thn~, while civil war sum- 
ntoued one of tin two rivals from Mesopotamia to the 
fur West, where lie hat! to contend with the self-styled 
emperors. Magnet) tins and \ e-treiiio, the other was 
called away tu the extreme East to repel a Tatar inva¬ 
sion. A tadi truce was thus ^tabliriied between the 
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great belligerent? 1 —a truce which la^ivtl for seven or 
tight years. The unfortunate Mesopotamians, fuuwscd 
Uy constant war for above twenty yeans, had uotv :i 
Uretuhing-sjttce ■hiring which to recover from the ruin 
ami desolation that foul overwhelmed them. Ifomu 
and I'd-i;i for u time suspended ! Iieir conflict, Ihvalry, 
indeed, did not cease; but it was transferred from the 
battle-field n* the cabinet, and the llomun emperor 
sought and found iu diplomatic triumph 4 a < Maipensa- 
lion for the ill-success which had attended his efforts 
in the field.

Jam- 
hlidniv and a friend of St. Basil." Onstantins waa 
most anxious for peace, as a dangerous war threatened 
with die Alemaiini, one of the most powerful tribes of 
Germany . 1 lie seems to have Imped that, if the im- 
ndomed language of the two statesmen failed to move 
Fkpar, he might he won over by the persiuisivt* elo¬ 
quence of die professor of rhetoric. 

But Sapor was bent on war. He had corn.-hided ar¬

A Roman official of importance, bearing the 
once honoured name of Antoninus hid recently taken 
refuge with him from the claims of pretended creditors, 
and liad lieen received into high favour on account of 
the information which he was able to communicate 
with respect to the disquisition of die Homan forces <ut<l 
the condition of their magazines/ This individual. en¬ 
nobled by die royal authority, and given a place at the 
royal table, gained great influence over his now master,

whom he stimulated byaiufflwtcly reproaching him with 
his back wardness in the past, and patting before litm the 
' pr*Hpeolof» isiy triumphs- over Rome in the future. He 
pointed out that the emperor. with the lit: Ik of Ins troops 
and treasures, wi» detained in the regions ml joining the 
limn be, and that the East was left almost undefended ; 
ho magnified the services which he was himself com¬ 
petent, to render; 1 lie exhorted Sapor to bestir himself, 
and to put confidence in his good fortune. He recom¬ 
mended that tiiu old plan of sitting down before waited 
towns should he given up, :md that the Persian monarch, 
leaving the strongholds of Mesopotamia in ld> re:ir. 
should ] ire si forward t.i the Euphrates,* jiowhis troops 
across it. and overrun the rich province of ^yrin, which 
lie would find unguarded. ami which bud not been in- 
vuded by an enemy for nearly a century. The views of 
Antoninus were adoptedj but, in prucdi'e, they were 
overruled by the exigencies of the situation. A Tfom nn 
lifinv occupied Mesopotamia, mid advanced to the luuks 
of the Tigris. When the Persian* in full force crossed 
the river, accompanied by Chiomie and Albanian allies* 
they found a considerable body of troops prepared to 
resist them. Thar opponents did not, indeed, offer 
battle, blit they laid waste the country tt» the Persians 
took possession of it ; they destroyed the forage, evacu¬ 
ated the indefensible towns 4 (which &H, of course, in to 
the enemy’s hand?), and fortified the line of the Eu¬ 
phrates with castles, military engines, and palisades. 4 
Btili the programme of Antoninus would probublv have 
been carried out, had not the swell of the Euphrates 
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exctteded the average*, and rendered it impossible for 
rite Persian troops to ford the river at the iimwI point 
of pussage in?*- Syria. On discovering this obstacle* 
Antoninus suggested that, by a march to the north-east 
through a fertile country, the Upper Euphrates might 
be readied, and easily croffied, before its waters had 
attained any considerable volume. Sapor agreed to 
adopt this suggestion. Eh: marched tram Zeugma 
across the Mods Masiua towards the Upj>er Euphritte-*. 
defeated the Homans in an important buttle near Am idii, 1 
took, by a sudden assault, rwo castles which defended 
the town, 5 and then ^noevvlntt hastily resoh*eil that he 
would attack riio place, which he did not. imagine ca¬ 
pable of making much resistance. 

Auiidn, now Djarbekr, wa> situated on die right 
hank of the Upper Tigris, in 11 fertile plain, mid was 
washed along the whole of its eastern aide by a setni- 
circular bead of the river* It had been a place of 
considerable importance from u very undent date.* uiiil 
had recently Iweri much strengthened by Constantins, 
who had made it un arsenal for military engines, ;ind 
Lad repaired it.- towers and wsdLt.* The town contained 
within it u copious f -mitain of water, which was liable, 
however, to acquire a disagreeable odour in the sum- 
mer-tioift Seven legions, of the moderate strength to 
which legions had been reduced by Constantine, 6 do 
tended it; and the garrison included also a body of 
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horse-archers. composed chiefly or entirely of noble 
foreigners, 1 Sapor tipped in the liras instance to tcrrifv 
it into submissiou by Ids mere uppoatlimc, and Ln < l<tly 
rode up to the gate* with u ml all body of hi* followers, 
expecting that they would he opened to !mu, lint the 
ilei'eutfor* were more courageous Lliau be Inal imagined. 
They received him with a shower of darts a ad arrows, 
that were directed ^podully against bis person, wliiith 
was conspicuous from its > .main eats; and they aimed 
their weapons so well that one of Litem passed through 
si portion of liis dies* and wu> smurll wounding him . 2 
Pomaded by his followers. Sapor upon lIils withdrew, 
and committed the farther prosecution oF the attack to 
Grambutes, the king of the Chionites, who assaulted 
die walls 00 liie next day with a body of picked troop*, 
but was repulsed with great hiss, hi* only son, u youth 
of great promise, being killed at his side by a dart from 
a hiiliitH* The death of tlib prince spread dismay 
through the croup, and was followed by u general 
mounting; but it now became a point of honour to take 
tlie town which hud so injured one of the great king's 
royal nliies ; uml GnunbiUo was promised that Ainidu 
should become die funeral pile of his Jo-t darling.* 

The town was now regularly invested. Each nation 
was assigned its place. The Chbuites, burning with the 
desire to avenge their Lite defeat, were on the east; 
tlm Vcrtm orj the south; the Albanians. warrior.* from 
the Caspian region, on the north; the Segestans ® who 
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wert reckoned the bravest soldiers oi all, and who 
brought into Hie field u large body of elephants, held 
the west. A eoiulnuous line of Persians, live ranks 
deep, Mir rounded the entire city, ami supported the 
mudlkiy detach moms. The entire K>siegbig army was 
estimated at n hundred thousand men; 1 the besieged, 
including the unarmed multi tin h? T were under 2l),UU<‘.* 
Alter tlm pmt-w of an entire day, die lirst general 
attack was made, Gminbates gave the signal for the 
annuli by burling & bloody spear into the sjmee before 
the walk, after the fsahiouof a R>nmn i /fh«{£s.* Adoud 
of ill cts aud arrows from every side fallowed the (light 
of this weapon, and did severe damage to die besieged, 
who were at the same time galled with discharges 
from Roman military engines, taken by the Persians 
in some capture of Siugurn, and now employed against 
their former owners,* Still a vigorous resistance con¬ 
tinued t ♦ be made, and the besiegers, in their exposed 
positions, snfiered even more than die gumsott; so dial 
after two days the attempt to carry die city by general 
assault wits abandoned, and the slow process of a regu¬ 
lar siege was adopted- Trenches were opened at the 
usual distance from die vralle, along which the troops 
advanced, under the cover of hurdle* towards the ditch* 
which they proceeded to dll up in places. Mound* 
were then thrown tip against the walls; and moveable 
towers were Constructed anil brought into play, guarded 
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externally with iron., and each moraling a bali*to* If 
was impossible long to withstand I host various Wiiipous 

attack. The h> >jws ■ <!' the laategcd lay, primsirih. in 
their receiving relief from without by the advance of 
nil Ami? capable *f engaging their ussuikut- imd ha¬ 
rassing them or driving them off i secondarily, in suc¬ 
cessful sullies, by means of -which they might dcslroy 
the enemy''- works and induce him to retire from 
before the place, 

Tliefe exited, in the ludgliboiirkn»d of Amidu. the 
elements of fi relieving army, under the command of 
the new prefect of the EiH.tkhiuiahu*. Had 'hi- officer 
pi Kicked an enejgetie and •■uterprisinji character, he 
might, without much difficulty, have collected u force 
of light jiinl active sohliers. which might hrive hung 
upon the rear of the Persians, intercepted their convoys, 
cut <>IT their stragglers, and have even math' an ,w,-n- 
di'intl ihj.-ii upon their lines. Such was the course of 
eogduct recommended by Ursicinua, the second iu 
commit ud T whom tkbiuumus lira l recently superseded; 
but tiie hater was jealous of his subordinate, und had 
order- fiom the Byzantine <50Urr to keep him unem¬ 
ployed ■ llv was himself old and rich, alike disinclined 
sound unlit for military enterprise : fl in: therefore ub-n- 
lutelj* rejected the advice of t’rdcinus, and determined 
on making no effort. He hod positive orders, lie said, 
from the court to keep on the defensive, ami not en¬ 
danger his troups by engaging them iu hazardous ad¬ 
ventures. Atnida must protect itself, nr at nuy rate not 
look to him for succour. tracimn chafed terribly, It 
is said, against tins decision,* but was forced to submit 
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to it. Hi* messengers conveyed the dispiriting intelli¬ 
gence to the devoted city, which 1 tamed thereby thus it 
must rdv wholly upon its own exertions. 

Xolhing now remained hut to organise 'allit** on a 
large settle and attack the besiegers' work*. Such nt 
tempts were made from lime to time with some success; 
and ou one occftKou tw<* Gaulish legions, haniditWl r » 
the East for their uiUierence to the cause of Hugo cut iu&. 
penetrated, by night, into the heart of the besieging 
camp, and brought the person of the monarch into 
danger. This peril was, however, escaped ; the legion 
were repulsed with the loss of ;i dxtli of their num¬ 
ber; 1 and nothing was gained by rhe audacious enter¬ 
prise beyond « truce of three days, iluring which each 
side ruoumed its dead, and sought to repair its losses. 

The £aue of the doomed city drew on, Pestilence whs 
: iddcd to the .■:datuitit- whirli the be? I eg ed hati to <■ i)•■ 
dure.- Desertion and treachery were arrayed against 
them. One of llie natives of Ainida, going over to the 
Persians, informed them that on the southern side of the 
city n uegktctwl staircase led tip from the margin of 
the Tigris through underground corridors to out of tin: 
principal twist sons; and under his gui dan ce seventy 
arched of the Persian guard, picked men, ascended the 
dark passage at dead of night, occupied llie tower, and 
when morn tug broke displayed from it a scarlet Hag, :h 
si sign i" their countrymen that » portion of die wall 
■was taken. The Persian? were upon the alert, and an 
instant assault was made. Hut the garrison, by extr.i- 
ordiuary efforts, succeeded in recapturing ike Lower 
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lie Fore ativ support reached its occupants t and then, 
directing their artillery and missiles agu ins l tlie iositilim;

:md there feed hi in sell 3 While in Cappadocia, lie hud 
-umimmcd to hi> presence Arsuees, the tributary' king 
ot Armenia, had reminded him of his engagements, and 
lI -'iideiivomvd t-< qaickes hie gratitude by I n ?towing 
*ui him liberal jimdeote. 1 At Edesssi Lie employed t■ i 11 l- 
“'-H during the whole of the summer in collecting troops 
and stores ; nor was it till the autumnal CEjiiinQK was 
piwf that he look the field, mid, after weeping over ilie 
smoking mins -.f Amida, umrdted to Jtaabde. and. 
when the defenders rejected in* overtures of peace, 
tonned the siege of the place, .'vpur was, we must 
suppose, now engaged before Virtu, and it is probable 
that he thought Uoznbdc strong enough t>> defend itself 
:itl 7 rate, he made fio effort to afford it any relief; 
atul the Roman emperor was allowed to employ all tile 
resources ai his disposal in reiterated assaults upon the 
walk The defence, however, proved stronger than 
the attack. Huso utter time the Imld -allies of the Ik- 
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eiegcd destroyed the Homan works. At last the mmy 
wason set in. sttul (lie low ground outside the town 
became u. glutinous afld adhesive marsh. 1 It. was no 
longer [jossiblo to continue the siege; and the disap¬ 
pointed emperor reluctantly drew off his troops, fl- 
crossed the Euphrates, and retired into winter quarters 
he Antioch. 

The sucre**©* of Sapor in the campaigns of -vt>. 350 
and hi? captures of AtnidOtSugara, and Ifeuabde, 
togt-dier with file unfurl imam i-.iu: of th. expedition 
made by Const ant it is against the InsT-Haimd place, had 
u tendency to shake t.h« liilelity of the Homan vassal- 
kings, Arsiices 2 of Armenia, and Meribaoes of Iberia. 
Constant iu>, therefore,.luring the winl»r of aj>. 1. 
which he passed at Antioch, sent emissaries lo iho 
courts of these monftrehs, and endeavoured to secure 
their fidelity by loading tliem with costly presents. 3 
His policy seems to have been, so far successful that no 
revolt of these kingdoms took place; they did nor 
>vr dtsert the If on ta its or tnuko their submission r-> 
Alpor. Their monarch* seent to have simply watched 
events, prepared to declare themselves distinctly on rite 
winning side so soon as fortune should incline unmis¬ 
takably to one or the other combatant. Mean while 
they mflintuiind the fiction of ;; nominal dependence 
upon Home.* 
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It miglit have lieen expect**! tliat the year ajj, '161 
would have been a tnrning-pomt in the war, and that, 
if Rome did not by a great effort assert lieradf and re- 
toyer her prestige, the advance of Persia would have 
liven marked and rapid Cut. the actual course of 
events was far different, Hesitation and diffidence cha¬ 
racterise the movements of both patties to the contest, 
ami the year is signalised by no important enterprise 
on the pin of either monarch, C'ojistantjiis rooccupied 
Edessa, 1 and hud (we are told) - some thoughts (if re¬ 
lieving the siege of Bmbdo; actitally, however, he 
did not advance further, but contented himself with 
sending a purl of bis anny to watch Sapor, giving them 
strict orders riot to risk on engagementSapor, on his 
side, began the year with demonstrations which were 
taken to mean that he was about to pas the Euphra¬ 
tes; * but in reality he never oven brought his troops 
across* (he Tigris, or once set foot in Meopotsmia. 
After wasting weeks or months in a futile display of 
his armed strength upon the eastern bank of the river, 
and violently alarming the officers sent by Constant ms to 
observe Ins movements, 4 lie suddenly, towards autumn, 
■withdrew his troops, having attempted nothing, and 
quietly returned to his capital! 

It is by no means difficult to understand the motives 
which actuated Constantins. Ee was, month after 
mouth, receiving intelligence from the West of steps 
luken by Julian which amounted to 0}>en rebellion, suid 
challenged him to engage in civil war.* 1 So long us 
Sapor tlireotened invasion, he did not like to fjuit Me- 
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enpivt Jltni;^ lest lie might appear 10 havi! Sacrificed tiltf 

interest* of las country to his own private quarrels; but 
lie must have been anxious to ret uni to die seat of em¬ 
pire from the llrst moment that intelligence reached 
liim of Julians assumption > if the imperial mane and 
dignity; aiul whoa Sapors''retreat was announced be 
naturally made all baste to reach bis capital. Mean* 
while the desire of keeping his army intact caused hint 
to refrain from any movement which involved die 
slightest risk of bringing on a battle, and, in fact, 
reduced Jura to inaction. So mncli is readily intelligible. 
But what at this time withheld Sapor, w hen lie had so 
grand an opportunity of making nn impression upon 
Home — what paralysed his arm when it might Lave 
struck with such effect — it is fur from easy to understand, 
though perhaps nol impossible to conjecture- The his¬ 
torian of the wnr ascribes his abstinence to a religious 
motive, telling us that die auguries were not favourable 
for die Persians crossing die Tigris. 1 But there is in* 
other evidence that the Persians of this period were 
the slaves of any such superstition as I hat noted by 
Am minims, nor any probability that a monarch ol 
Sapor’s force of character would have suffered his mili¬ 
tary policy to be affected by omens. We must there¬ 
fore ascribe the conduct of the Persian king to some 
enow not recorded by the historian—some failure ot 
health, or some peril from internal or external enemies 
which called him away from the scene of his recent 
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exploits, just til the time when 1 m continued present jc 
there was most important. Once before in his lifetime, 
on uvasion of !iis eastern provinces bad required his 
immediate presence* and allowed Isis adversary in quit 
Mesopotamia mid march Against Hagiieui imv It is not 
i a probable that a fresh attack of the same or some 
other barbarians now again happened opportunely for 
the Homans, calling Sapor away, and thus enabling 
Constnfaims to torn his back upon the East, and set out 
for Europe iti order to meet Julian. 

Tlie Meeting, however, was not destined to take 
place, Uu his way from Antioch to Ct.hrfinlim.ple, 
the unfortunate Coiwtnntius, noxious and peihaps over* 
fatigued, fell sick at Mopsucrenc, iu Cili' ln. niid i 
there, after n short dines-,* towards the dose of a .a, 
?dl, Julian the Apostate succeeded peacefully to tin* 
empire whereto lie iru- about to assert lib right by 
force of arms t and Sapor found that the war which he 
hud provoked with liornc. in reliance upon his adver¬ 
sity's weakness and incapacity, had 10 bo carried on 
witlt a prince of tar greater natural powers ami of 
much superior military training.

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Tue prince on whom the government of the Roman 
cm [lire, and consequently the direction of the Persian 
war, devolved by the death of Constantitis, was in tin; 
dower of his ago, 1 proud, sclf-cnufideal, nml full of 
energy. lie had been engaged for it period of four 
years 1 ju a struggle with the rude anti warlike tribes.if 
Germany, had freed the whole coontiy west of the 
I*hiue front the presence of those terrible warriors, 11 tit] 
had even carried lire ami sword for into the wild ami 
savage districts on the right bank of the river, and com¬ 
pelled the Alemrumi and other powerful 0 cm tan trilie* 
to make their submission to the majesty of Rome. Per¬ 
sonally brave, by temperament restless, and inspired 
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with *m ardent desire l<* rival nr eclipse the glorious 
deeds of those iierm^ of former limes who had mad< 
themselves « muue in history, he viewed the disturbed 
condition of the East at the time ot his accession. riol 
trouble, not as a drawback upon the 
of empire* bat a* a happy cimimsimu’e, a fortunate 
opportunity for distinguishing binwelf by some great 
achievement. Of all the Greeks, Alexander appeared 
to him the most illustrious: 1 of all his predecessors im 
the imperial throne, Trajan and ilnreus Aurelias were 
those whom he most wished t>> emulate.' But all these 
princes had either led or sent i expeditions into the fur 
East, and bad aimed at uniting in one the fairest pro¬ 
vinces of Europe mid Asia. Julian appeals, from the 
first moment that he found himself peaceably otu- 
hlished upon the throne,* to have resolved on under¬ 
taking in person a great expedition against Sapor, with 
the object, of avenging upon Persia the ravages and 
defeats of the last sixty years, or ill any rate of ob¬ 
taining *tu$ Mtceessea as might justily his u«miming 
llie title of * Persicui?.’Whether he really entertained 
any hope of rivalling Alexander, or sup posed ii pebble 
that he should dfect the final conquest of Persia,’ a 
may be doubted. Acquainted, as he must have been/ 
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AvjiJi Liu' I'ninv cmtr»e of Jii>uifnt warfare in these parts 
from the attack of C-iussus to the last defeat of his own 
immediate predecessor, he can scarcely have regarded 
the subjugation of Persia as an easy matter, or have 
expected to do much more than strike terror into the 
* barbarians' of the East, or perhaps obtain fir m them 
the cession of another province. The sensible officer, 
who, after acn mi ponying him in his expedition, wrote 
the history of the campaign, regarded Ids actuating' 
motives ns die delight that he took in war, and the 
desire of a new title . 1 Confident in his own military 
talent, in his training, and in his power to inspire en- 
ilmria*m in an army, hr no doubt looked to reap laurel* 
sufficient to justify him in making Ids attack; but lIic 
wild themes ascribed to him. the cmg</<>-•>t of the &ts- 
simian kingdom, und die subjugntiou of llyrearda. imd 
Judin,- are figments (probably) of the iin;ignn ttk»n of 
his historians. 

Julian entered Constantin of) le on the llth of Decem¬ 
ber, a.j». 301 ; he quitted it towards die end of May, 3 
A.U. 3t>2, after residing there less than six mouths. 
During this fairiod, notwithstanding the various ini[M>r- 
tiuit matters in which lie was engaged, the purifying of 
the court, the depression of die Christians, the restora¬ 
tion find revivification of Paganism, he found time to 
form plans mid make preparations for his intended 
eastern expedition, in w hich he was anxious to engage 
ns soon ns possible. Having designated for the war 
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4 ucli (rooj)S as could be spared from the Weal, he com¬ 
mitted ibern and their officers to the chaise of two 
generals, carefully chosen, Victor, u Roman of distinc¬ 
tion, and the Persian refugee, Prince HonnSshis, 1 who 
conducted the legions without difficulty to Antioch. 
There Julian himself arrived in Juue or July * after 
having made a stately progrt^i through Asia Minor ; 
and it would setui that he would at once have inarched 
ugnitist the enemy, had not his counsdlors strongly 
urged die necessity of u short delay,* during which riser 
European froojis might be rcsLed, and adequate projm- 
mtions made for die i mondial invasion, Is. was esjie- 
ciniiy necessary io provide stores :iiid ships,* siinse the 
new emperor bud resolved not to content himself with 
an ordinary campaign upon the frontier, but rather to 
imitate the examples of Trajan and Severus, who laid 
carried tin- Roman eagles to live extreme south of 
Mesopotamia. 1 Ship?, accordingly, were col.looted, and 
probably built,® during the winter of ax. 3112-3; pro¬ 
viso.m-i were laid hi; warlike sucres, military entities, 
and the like-accumulated; white the impatient monarch, 
galled by the wit and raillery of the guy Antiochenes. 7 
elm h-d nt his compelled inaction, said longed to exchange 
the war of words in which he waa engaged with his 
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subject* for the ruder «;ori tests of arms wherewith ii-i 
had made him more familiar, 

li must have been during Lite emperor's stay at An¬ 
tioch that he received an embassy from the court of 
X 3 ersia, commisMoned to sound Lis melinattons with 
regard to the conclusion of a peace. Sopor had aevu, 
with some disquiet, the sceptre of Lhe itonmn world 
assumed by an entorpriiuig and courageous youth, 
inured to warfare and ambitious of military gloiy. Hu 
wtus probably very well in formed as to the genera! 
condition of the Homan Shite 1 ami the personal charac¬ 
ter of its administrator; and the tidings wliicli lie re¬ 
ceived concerning thu intentions and preparations nf the 
new prince were such as caused him some apprehen¬ 
sion. if not actual alarm. Under these drcuM.'ilimut * 
he sent An embassy with overtures, the exact nature of 
which is not known, but which, it is probable, took for 
their basis the ©dating territorial limits of the two 
countries. At least, we hear of no offer of surrender or 
submission on Sapor’s part; and wo can scarcely sup¬ 
pose llitif, had such offers been mu da, rjna Human writers 
would have passed them over in silence. It is not sur¬ 
prising that Julian lent no fhpourable ear to the envoys, 
if there were their insfecutflions; bur if would have been 
better for his reputation had ho replied to them with 
less of haughttnef" ami rudeness. According to one 
authority® he tore up before their tacos the autograph 
letter of llietr master; while, jicoordtug to another, 8 lm 
responded, with a contemptuous smile, that * there was 
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no occasion for m exchange of-(bought between him 
and the Persian king by messengers, since be intended 
very shortly l" treat with him in person/ Having re¬ 
ceived this rebuff, the envoy-, of Sapor took tlv-ir de- 
pnrmre T mid conveyed to their soveroigit the intelligence 
ihni lie must prepare himself to resist » serious invasion. 

About tin; same time various oilers of assistance 
reached the Roman emperor from the imlejKsudeiU or 
seuii-iiidependciit princes and chieftains of die region* 
adjacent to Mesopotamia . 1 Sack overtures were sure 
to be made by the heads of diu ].Sundering divert 
tubes t»aay powerftil invader, since it would be hoped 
that a share in the booty might, be obtained without 
much, participation in the danger. We are told that 
Julian promptly refected these oilers, grandly saying 
tlnU it was for Rome rather to give aid to her allies 
titan to receive assistance from them.* It appears, how¬ 
ever. that at least two exceptions were made to the 
general principle thus magniloquemly asserted. Julian 
had taken into his service, ore lie quilted Europe, a 
strong hotly of gothic uimlkrU-tj ; a and, while at An¬ 
tioch, he sent lg the Saracens, reminding them of their 
promise to lend him troop., end railing upoti thmn to 
Fulfil it . 4 If the advance on Persia was to be math: bv 
the lute of die Euphrates, tin alliance with these agile 
sons of die desert was of feet-rate importance, since 
the assistance which they could render as friends was 
coiiridewible, and the injmr which they could inflict as 
enemies was almost beyond calculation. It is niuortir 
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the faults of Julian in lIiib campaign that lie did not set 
more store iiv l(il? ft ire non alliance, autl maki; erester 
Efforts to maintain it; we shall find that niter n while 
he allowed the brave nomads to become disaffected, 
nail f<» exchange their friendship with him for hiv-tility . 1 
Had lie taken more careio attach them cordially to the 
side of Borne, it is quite possible that his expedition 
might I lave had u prosperous issue. 

There was another ally, whose services Julian, re¬ 
garded himself as entitled not to request, but lo com¬ 
mand, Arsaces, king of Amieniii* though plimed tin 
his throne by Sapor, had (its we have seen )- Transferred 
Ids allegiance to Constant!us, and voluntarily taken up 
the position of a Bourns feudatory , 3 Cons tan tin-* had 
of late suspected his fidelity: but Ansaces had not os 
yet, by any overt act, justified these suspicious, and 
Julian peflifDb to have regarded him as, nn assured Mend 
aud idly. Early in a.i>, Sti'i lie address! n letter to 
the Armenian monarch, requiring him to levy a con¬ 
siderable force, and hold himself in readiness to execute 
such orders ft- he wutild receive within a short time "' 
The style, address, and purport of ilib letter were 
equally distasteful to Arsftces, whose pride was out¬ 
raged, and whose indolence was disturbed, Ijy the call 
thus suddenly made trpon. him. His own desire was 
probably to remain neutral; lie felt no interest in the 
standing quarrel between his two powerful m-igh hours; 
he was under obligations to both of them : and it was 
for his advantage that they should remain evenly 
balanced. We cannot ascribe to him any earnest rcli- 
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jriona failing; 1 1 snt, us one trim kept up the profit ion 
<jf Christianity, he could not but regard with avorebu 
ififi Apostate, who hurl given no otwcure intimation of 
hid in tout ion to use his jmwet to the utmost in order 
to sweep tho Christian religion from tin? fare of die 
wtrili, The disinclination ni‘ their moumn'h to fm Userve 
ijio ticsigufj of Julian was shared, or rather stUjlttsefo 
hv Lis people, the more educated portion of whom were 
"tTOiigly attached to the new faith and worship,- If the 
I'refu litstoriau of Armenia L* right in ■‘taliii!| ilmt Juhun 
this Litnc offered ou ojien insult to tho Annenhm 
ivligiou,* we must pronounce him strange) y imprudent. 
The alliance of Armenia wua always of the utmost im- 
IHJitanee io Borne in any attack upon the Bast. ,1 Lilian 
m«ihs to have gone out of his way ro create offence in 
:1ns quarter, 4 when. 1 lib interests required, that he should 
exercise all 1 i5k powers of conciliation. 

The forces which the emperor regarded as at his div 
po^nl, and with which he expected to take foe fiyjfo 
Wi'ie the following. His own troops amounted to 
83^000 or (according to another account) to 95,0W 
men.* They coiiarn^l chiefly of Emnim legionum*, 
horse and foot, hut included a strong Wv of Gothic 
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auxiliaries. Armenia was expected to fimiUh a con¬ 
siderable force, probably not less than 2O,0fW men; 1 
and the light horse of the Saracens would, ii was 
thought, lie tolmbty numerous. Altogether, an army 
of above « hundred thousand nten was about in bn 
launched on the devoted Persia, which was believed 
unlikely to offer any effectual, if even any serious, 
resistance. 

Tlit: impatience of Julian scarcely allowed him to 
await the conclusion of the winter, ’With the first 
breath of spring he put his forces in motion,* and, quit¬ 
ting Antioch, marched with all speed to the Euphrates, 
Pasring Liuirbt, and then Hi era poll*, ho crowed the 
river by a bridge of boats in the vicinity of that place, 
ami proceeded by Hu turn to the important city of 
Carrhm® once the home of Abraham, 4 Here he halted 
for u few days and finally fixed his plans. It was 
by this time well known to the Romans that there 
were two, anti two only, convenient roads whereby 
Southern Mesopotamia was to be reached, one along 
the iinu of the Mens Marius to tire Tigris, and (hen 
along tl»e banks of that stream, the other down the 
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valley of the Euphrates to the great allovjul plain on i he 
lower course of the rivers. J uliim had, pcrluips, hitli er to 
doubled which hue he should follow in f^rsond The 
first had been preferred by Alexander and Ijv Trajan, 
the second by the younger Cyrus, by Avitlius Cabins, 
find by Scverus. Both lines were fairly practicable; 
but that of the Tigris was circuitous, and its free tra- 
ployment whs only possible under the condition of Ar¬ 
menia being certainly friendly, IT Julian hud cause to 
suspect,as it h probable that he had. the fidelity of die 
Armenians, he may have felt that there was one line 
only which he could with prudence pursue, fie might 
send a subsidiary force by the doubtful route, (vhich 
could advance to hi* aid if mutters went favourably, or 
remain on the defensive if they assumed ti threatening 
aspect ; but lus own grand attack must be by the other. 
Accordingly he divided his forces. Committing a body 
of troops, which is variously os(i mated ut from J 8.000 to 
SM00»* into the hands of Procopius, :i connection of Ids 
i -wn, and Sebast ian, Duke of Egypt, with orders that they 
should proceed by way of the Mon* .Mhsius to Armenia, 
and, uniting themselves with the forces of Aivaces! 
invade Northern Media, ravage it, and then join him 
before Ctfidphom by the line of the Tigris, 11 he reserved 
for himself find for his main army the shorter and m ,, re 
open route down ilie valley or the Euph raleSl Loavin» 
Carrhic on the 20th of March, after about a week^ 
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stay. lie marched southward, at the head of 65,000 men, 
by Pimnm and along the course of the Edik, to C'alli- 
tiieus or Nicophorium, near the junction of the Belik wtr.li 
the Euphrates, Here the Saracen chiefs came and made 
their submission, and were graciously received by the 
emperor, to whom they presented a crown of gold, 1 
At the same time the licet made its appearance, mi ta¬ 
iloring at least 1,100 vessels* of which My were ships 
of war, fifty prepared to serve as pontoons, und the re¬ 
maining thousand transports laden with provisions, 
weapons, and military engines. 

From CftSinicos the emperor marched along the 
course of the Euphrates to Circusiuin, or Circesiuin.* at 
the junction of the Khnbour with the Euphrates, ar¬ 
riving nt th>s place early in April. 4 Thus far he had 
been marching through hi* own dominions, and hud 
had no hostility to dread. Being now about to enter the 
enemy's country, he made arrangements for die march 
which seem to have been extremely judicious. The 
cavalry was placed under die command of Arinthama 
and Prince Hormisdus, and was stationed ut the extreme 
left, with orders to advance on u line parallel with the 
general course of the river. Some picked legions under 
tile co mman d of Jfevitta formed the- right wiug. and, 
resting On the Euphrates, maintained communication 
with the fleet. Julian, with the main part of his troop-, 
occupied the space intermediate between these two 
extreme;*, marching in u loose column which trout front 
to rear covered a distance of above nine miles. A fly- 
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id" corps of fifteen hundred men noted a* an avant- 
guard under fount Lucilitums, and explored die 
country in advance, feeling on ail aides for Ihe enemy. 
Tile rear was covered by u detachment under Soewmli- 
ntis, Ibike of Oarhoenc, Dfigabipluis, inn] Victor . 1 

Having tnade his dwpoafrioRs, and crossed die forbid 
stream of tht- Khahour,on die Tdi of April. by a bridge 
of boats, whirli he immediately broke up , 2 Uilian con¬ 
tinued l>i> advance along die course of the Euphrates 
supported by hi? fleet, which was not allowed either to 
outstrip or to lug behind die army . 3 The first hull vnii 
at ZaitliH,* famous as tire scene of the murder of Gor¬ 
dian, whose tomb was in its vicinity," Here Julian . u- 
couraged Ids soldiers by an eloquent speech . a in which 
he recounted die past successes of the Human anus, am ; 
promised them an easy victory over their pxi^ent 
adversary. He then, in a two days march, reached 
Dura.' 11 ruined city, destitute of inhabitants, on the 
banks of die river ; from which a march of four -hi vs 
more brought him to Anudutn . 19 the modem Anuh'a 
.strong fortrasa i-n an bland in the mid-stream, which 
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was held by a Pcrsinii garrison. An attempt to *m> 
prise tin- plrn'e by a night attack hiving failed, Julian 
hail recourse to persuasion, and by die representations 
of Prince Htnruiilaii induced its defenders to Hirrunder 
tlie fort and place thtanselves at his mercy. J U was, 
p.rlui|i!=, to gull the Antiochene* with an indication of 
Ills victorious progress ilmi he sent Iris prisoners under 
escort into Syria, a in I settled them in the territory of 
Chaim, ut no great distance from the city of hia aver¬ 
sion. Unwilling further to weaken his army by de- 
i(K tiing a garrison to hold hta conquest, lie committed 
Ana than to the llaines before proceeding further down 
the river, 5 

About tight miles below Amitlnin, another island sind 
another fortress were held bv the enemy. Thihuha is 
described as stronger than Anathan, and indeed a* 
almost impregnable. 5 Julian felt that he could jint 
attack it with any hope of success, and therefore once 
more submitted to ute persuasion, Hut the garrison, 
feeling themselves secure, rejected bis overtures; they 
would wait, they said, and see wliidi party was superior 
in the approaching conflict, and would then attach 
themselves to the victors. Meanwhile, if unmolested 
by the invader, they would not interfere with hfa 
advance, but would maintain a neutral attitude, Julian 
hod to determine whether lie would act in the spirit of 
an Alexander, 4 and, rejecting wiili disdain all compro¬ 
mise. compel by limic of arms an entire submission, or 
whether he would Like lower ground, accept the offer 
made to him, and be content to leave in his rear a cer-

A Jive days' march from Thihithu brought the anuv 
to a point Opposite Dbicina, or Utt,” a toim of ancient 
repute® and one which happened to be well provided 
will I stores mid provisions. Though the place by on 
the right Ixmfc of the river* it woe still exposed to 
attack, fts the Heel could convey any number of troops 
from one shore to the other. I king consul*'red un¬ 
tenable, it was deserted by tin- male inhabitant, who. 
however, left some of their women behind them. We 
obtain an unpleasant idea of the state of discipline which 
ilu- philosophic emperor allowed to prevail, when we 
find that his soldiers, ‘without romorse and without 
punishment* ma -sacred these defenceless persons .'

The historian of the war records this act without any 
appearance of shame, os if it were a icuu] occurrence 
and uo more important than the burning of the plun¬ 
dered city which followed.®

I ihc passage, Julian con¬ 
tinued hU march along the Euphrates, and in a short 
time cairn) to the city of Perisahor 1 (Firuz-Shapor), the 
most important that lie had yet readied, ami reckoned 
not much inferior t<> Ctesrphorv. 3 As the inhabitants 
steadily refused nil iwtoomnMxiaiian, and insulted Hor- 
imsdas, who was sent to h ;it with them, by die 
reproach that he was n deserter and n traitor, the 
emperor determund to form the siege of the place nnd 
see if he could not compel it to ;t surrender. Situated 
between die Etiplmn.es nnd one of the numerous ennuis 
derived from it, ami further protected by a trench 
drawn across front the on mil to the river. Perieabor 
occupied a sort of island, while at the .mime time it was 
completely surrounded with a double wall. The dlii- 
(lel, which lay towards the north, and overhung the 
Euphrates, was especially strong ; and the uarrisui was 
brave, nu in emits, and full of confide nee. The walls, 
however, composed in part of brick laid in bitumen, 
were not of much strength : 5 nod the Human soldiers 
found little difficulty in shattering with the ram one of 
the corner towers, mid so making mi entrant'.- into the 
place.

n few supers with their tools, lie approached die gate- 
lower, ami made Ids men commence their operations. 
The do"i>, however, were found to be protected with 
iron, and the fastenings to be so strong thnt no imme¬ 
diate impression couid be made ; while the alarmed 
garrison, couceni rating its attention on the threatened 
spot, kept up u furious discharge of missiles on their 
daring assnilanis. Prudence counselled retreat from 11 its 
dangerous position which bad [teen token up ; and [bo 
emperor, though he fell acutely the Him me of having 
foiled , 1 retired, But his mind, fertile in resource, soon 
formed a new plan. lie remembered that Demetrius 
Folbrcetas kid acquired bis surname hy the invention 
;md use of the ■ Uelopolis,' a moveable tower of vast 
height, which placed the assuilunls on a level with the 
defenders even of the loftiest ramparts. He at once 
ordered the construction of such a machine; mid, the 
ability of his engineers being equal to the ta$k, it rapidly 
grew before his eyes. The garrison saw its growth with 
feelings very opposite to those of their assadum; they 
felt that they could not resist the new creation, titid 
anticipated its employment by u snrreudei'. 2 Julian 
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agreed to spare their lives, and allowed them to with¬ 
draw and join their coutilmnen. each man taking with 
him a spare garment and :t certain sum of tnonev. The 
other stores contained within Liit- walls fell to the con¬ 
querors, who found them t v comprise a vast rjuuuthy 
of com, arms, and other valuables. Julian distributed 
among lm troop-, whatever was likely to Ik? serviceable; 
the remainder, of which he could make no use, was 
either burned or thrown into the Euphrates. 

The latitude of Ctesiphon was now nearly reached, 
but Julian still continued to descend the Euphrates, 
while the Persian cavalry made occasional dashes upon 
his extended line, and sometimes causal a him sensible 
loss. 1 At leiigth lie came to the point where t.he 
Xidir-Halrlut, or * Eoyid river,’ the chief of the canals 
connecting iho Euphrates with the Tigris, branched i>U‘ 
from the more western stream, and ran nearly due east 
to the vicinity of the capital. The Canal was navigable 
by his ships, and he therefore at this point quitted the 
Euphrates, and directed his march eastward along the 
course of the cutting, following iu the footsteps of S. ve- 
ru!*, and no doubt expecting, like him, to capture easily 
the great metropolitan city. JBut Ins advance across the 
neck of land which here separates the Tigris from the 
Euphrates 5 was painful and difficult, since the enemy 
hud the country under water, and at every favourable 
;toil 1 1.disjmtedhtsprogress. Jidiati.however,still;iresswl 
forward, and advanced, though slowly. By fulling the 
palms which grew abundantly in this region,and form¬ 
ing with them rafts supported by inflated skins, lie was 
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able to p»M the mitudated district, and tf> approach 
within about eleven miles of Cteriphon. Here his further 
imiitlt iftTifl obstructed by a fortress, built (us it w<mid 
seem) to defend the capital, iuni fortiiied with esfwdal 
cure. Ammimms calk this place Jlucganiulehii, 1 wink 
Zoeimus gives it the ruitne of Besuchis : 2 but I »th 
agree that it was a laige town, commanded by a strong 
L iuideb uiul held by a brave and numerous uarrb m 
Julian might perhaps have leib it unassailed, as lit had 
left alietuly several towns upon hi.- line of mardij but 
n during attempt made against himself by a portion of 
rim garrison caused him to feel li t'- honour concerned in 
taking tile phuar; and Liu. result was that he once more 
-urested his steps, and, silting down before the walls, 
commenced a Formal siege. All the usual arts of all nek 
m id defence were employed on either ride for several 
days, the chief novel feature in the warfare lieiitL- 
the use by the besieged of blazing kills of bitumen, 8 
which they shot from their lofty towers against the be¬ 
sieger* 1 work* and persona. Julian, however, met this 
novelty by a device on his side which, was uncommon: 
be continued oj>tjnly to assault die walls and gates with 
ills battering rams, but he secretly gave orders dull the 
chief efforts of his men should be directed to the for¬ 
mation of a mine, 4 which should be carried under both 
the walls that defended the place, and enable 1dm to 
introduce suddenly a body of troops into the very heart 
Of the city. Ills orders were successfully executed; 
tuid while a general attack upon the defences occupied 
the attention of the besieged, three corps s introduced 
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through the mine suddenly showed theuaselv&s in the 
town itself, rind rendered further resistance hopeless. 
Mnoganmldm, which it Utile before had hoisted of 
being impregnable, and had laughed to scorn the vain 
efforts of the emperor, 1 suddenly found itself taken bv 
assault awl nmlergoitig the extremities of sack and pil¬ 
lage. Julian made no efforts to prevent a general mas¬ 
sacre,* and the on! ire population, without distim tloii of 
age or sex, jcttits to have Iteeo. put to the sword. 5 The 
commandant of the fortress, though he wa* «t first 
spared, suffered death shortly after on u frivolous 
charge.' 1 Even a miserable remnant, which had con¬ 
cealed itself in cave.- and cellars, was hunted out, smoke 
and fire being used to force the fugitives from their 
hi ding-place*, <ir else cause them to perish in tin: dark¬ 
some deus by sufft imt i<u 1 * s Thus there was no exnv- 
mity of savage warfare which was not used, the fourth 
century anticipating some of the horrors which have 
most disgraced the nineteenth. 0 

Nothing tieiw but the river Tigris intervened be!weeii 
Julian and the great city of Ctesipboa, which was 
plainly the special object of the expedition, Ctcaiphoii, 
indeed, was not to Persia whnl it had been to Farthia; 
but still it might fairly be looked upon »$ a prize of 
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COtoiUemble importance. Of Parthiu it liiul been the 
main, in later time* perhaps the sole, capital: to Per¬ 
sia it was a secondary rather than a prim:cry city, the 
ordinary residence of the court being Ltiakr, or Peree- 
polis. Still the Persian kings seem occasionally to have 
resided at Ctesiplum; and among the secondary cities 
of the empire it undoubtedly held a high rank. Fn the 
neighbourhood were various royal hunting-seals, sur¬ 
rounded by shady gardens, and adorned with pointings 
or h:Ls-relk>fs; 1 while uear them were parks, or * porsi- 
diseV coutp^ipg the game kept tor the princes sport, 
which included lions* wild boars, and bears of remark¬ 
able fierceness," As Julian advanced, these pleusamice* 
lUI, one alter another, into his bund.-, and were de¬ 
livered over to the rude soldiery, who trampled the 
flowers and shrub- under foot, destroy cl the wild 
beasts* ami bunted the residences. ETo serious re¬ 
sist mice was «s yet made by any Persia]) force to the 
progress of the Romans, who pressed steadily forward, 
occasionally losiiig a few men or a few baggage ani- 
iiuiU,® but drawing daily nearer to the great city, and 
on their way spi eadiug ruin and desolation over a most 
fertile district, from wlucH they drew abundant supplier 
a,' they passed through it, while they left if Ixihiud them 
blackened, wasted, mid almost without iuhiibitanb T1 ie 
Persians seem to have had orders not to make, n» vet, 
any firm stand. One of the sons of Sapor was now ill 
their head, but no change of tactics occurred. As 
Julian drew near, this prince indeed quitted the shelter 
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of Ctesiphion. and made a reconnaissance iu force : liui 
when he fell iu with the Roman advanced guard under 
Victor, and saw its strength* he declined an engagement 
and retired without coming tu blows . 1 

Julian had now reached die western suburb of C-te- 
■dphOTi, which h:ul lust its old mi me of Sek-ucLi and was 
known ns Coehe* The capture ofthri place would, 
[jerhaps, not have been difficult; but, as the broad. mjuI 
deep stream of dm Tigris flowed Ixihveen it and the 
main town, little would have been gained by the occu¬ 
pation. Jultau fell that, lo attack Oteslphou with suc- 
ce». he must, like Trajan and Sever ns, transport Ids 
army to the left liank of Lhe Tigris, and deliver Ids 
u?!tauU upon the defences dint Jay i>eyoml thut river.

his com muni cations, ami especially have cut him off 
from the Armenian army under Procopius and Sebas¬ 
tian, with which he was at this time looking to dTcc!. a 
junction. To have sent die fleet into the Tigu* below 
Coche, while the army occupied the right liank of the 
river above it. would, in the first place, have separated 
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the two, and would further have been useless, unless 
the* fleet could force its wuv against the strung current 
through the whole length of the hostile city. Ill this 
difficulty Julians book'knowledge was found of service* 
He had studied with care the campaigns of hb prede¬ 
cessors in these regions, and recollected that one of 
them 1 nt any rate hud made a cutting from the Nnhr- 
Malcha, by which he had brought ins fleet into the 
Tigris above Cteaiphou, If Ihh work could be d un¬ 
covered, it might, he thought, in all probability be 
restored. Some of the country people were therefore 
adzed, and, inquiry being made of them, the line of the 
canal was pointed out, and the place shown at which it 
luid bfeii derived born die Nuhr-Muleha, IL-re the 
Persians Usui erected a strong dam, with sluices, by 
means of which n portion of the water could ix>?aaion- 
;:lly be turned into die Boraau cutting* Julian had 
the cutting cleared out, and the dam torn down; where¬ 
upon i lie main portion of the stream rushed nt once into 
ihe old channel, which rapidly flfled, and was found to 
be navigable by the Homan vessijs, The fleet was thus 
brought into the Tigris above Coehe; and the army ad¬ 
vancing with it encamped upon the right bank of the 
river. 

The Persians now for the first time appeared in 
force.’ As Julian drew near the great Htreara, he per¬ 
ceived that his passage of it would not lie unopposed. 
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Along the loft bank, which was at this point naturally 
higher than ike right, and which was farther crowned 
by a wall built originally h > fence in one of the royal 
parks, 1 could be seen die dense mass*.* of the enemy’s 
horse and foot, stretching away to right and left, the 
former encased in glittering arm our,* flut latter pro¬ 
tected by huge wattled shields. 3 Behind these tmops 
were discernible tin? vast forms of elephants, looking 
(says the historian) like mowing mountains, 1 find re¬ 
garded by the legionaries with extreme dread. Julian 
felt that he could not nsk his army to cross the stream 
openly iu Lhu face of n foe thus advantageously posted, 
He therefore waited the approach of night. When dark¬ 
ness had closed in, he made his dispositions; divided his 
fleet into portion*; embarked a number of his troops ; 
and, despite the di&uasions of hw officers, 6 gave the 
signal for the passage to commence. Five flldpe, each 
of them conveying eighty -.ehliers, led the way. and 
readied the opposite shore without accident. litre, 
however, the enemy received them with a sharp lir e of 
burning darts, and the two foremost were soon in 
ilamca." At the ominous sight the rest of the licet 
wavered, and might have refused U> proceed further, 
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had no!. Julian, with admirable presence of mind, ex¬ 
claimed aloud— 4 Our men Iwve crowded untl are masters 
cjf die hank —tluiL fire is die signal which I bade them 
make if they were victorious,’ Tims encouraged, die 
crews plied their oars with vigour, and impelled die 
remaining vessel* rapidly across the stream. At die 
same time, some of die soldiers who hud not been put 
on Iward, impatient to assist their connadej, plunged 
into the stream, and swam aertxv* supported by their 
shields, 1 Though a stout resistance was offered by the 
Persians, it was found impossible to withstand the im- 
peiuositv of the Soman attack, Xot only were the 
half-humed vessels saved, the flames extinguished, and 
the men on board rescued from their perilous position, 
bu< everywhere the Soman troops made good their 
landing, fought their way up the bank against a storm 
of missile weapons, and drew’ up in good order upon 
its summit. A pause probably now occurred, as the 
armies could not sec each other in the darkness; 
bill, at dawn of day, 1 Julian, haring made a fresh ar¬ 
rangement of his troops, led litem against the denser 
array of the enemy, and engaged in a band-to-hand 
combat, which lasted from morning to midday, when 
it was terminated by the flight of the Persians. Their 
leaders, Tignuus, Karams, nud the Surena, 3 arc* sud 4 to 
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have Ixroti die first to quit tin- field and take refuge 
witliiu die defences of Ctesiphon. The example thus 
set was mi i verbally follows l; and the entire Persian 
finny, abandoning its camp and baggage, rushed in the 
wildest confusion across the plain to the nearest of tin; 
city gates, closely pursued by its active foe up 10 the 
very foot of the walk. The Horn an writers assert that. 
Ctesipbou might have been entered and taken, had not 
the general, Victor,, who was wounded by u dart from 
:i catapult, reddled his men as they were about lo rush 
in through the open gateway, 1 It is perluip? ilnuliLtul 
whether success would ready have crowned such auda¬ 
city, At any rate, the opportunity passed—die run¬ 
aways entered the town—tin? gate dosed upon diem; 
and Ctenphpu was sale unless it were reduced by the 
operations of a regular siege. 

Bat the fruits of the victory were still considerable. 
The entire Persian army collected hitherto for the 
defence of Ciosiphoii had been defeated by one-third of 
the Roman force under Julian. 3 The vanquiflfced had 
left 2,500 men dead upon the field, while the victor* 
hud last no more tlian seventy-five * A rich spoil had 
Men into the hands of the Romans, who found in the 
abandoned camp couches and tables of massive silver, 
and on the bodies of the slain, both men and horses, a 
profusion of gold and silver ornaments besides trapping* 
and apparel of great magnificence,* A welcome supply 
of provisions was also furnished by the lands and houses 
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id ihe neighbourhood of Cteaipliou; and the troops 
pa&srd from a state of privation to <>ne of extreme abuu- 
dance, so that it was feared lest they might suffer from 
excess. 1 

Adairs had now reached a point when it wan neces¬ 
sary to form a definite resolution as lo what should be 
the further aim and course of the expedition. Hitherto 
all had indicated an intention on the part of Julian to 
occupy Ctesiphon, and thence climate a pence. Hja 
long march, his toilsome canal-cutting, his orders to his 
second army, 2 his crossing of die Tigris, his engage¬ 
ment with the Persians in the plain before Ctesiphon, 
were the natural steps conducting to such a result, and 
are explicable on one hypothesis anil one hypothesis 
only. He mmf up to this rime have designed to make 
himself muster of die great city, which had Imen the 
goal of st> many previous invasions, and had always 
fallen whenever Itome attacked it. But, having over¬ 
come all the obstacles in his path, and having it in his 
power at once to commence die siege, a sudden doubt 
appears to have assailed him as to the practicability of 
die undertaking. It eau scarcely be supposed that the 
city was really st ronger now than it had Ijecn under 
the Vartbians ; 1 much less can it be argued that Julian's 
army wiw insufficient for she investment of such a place. 
It was probably the most powerful army with which 
the Homans had as jet invaded Southern Mesopotamia; 
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and it was amply provided with all the Appurtenances 
of war. If Julian did not venture to attempt what 
Trajan and AfSdiua Cassius and Septimiua Smart® 
had achieved without difficulty, it mu*t have been 
because the drcumstencea under which he would have 
hud to make the attack were different from those under 
which they had ventured and succeeded. And the 
difference — a most momentous one—was this. They 
besieged and captured ihe place after defeating thi* 
greatest force that Parthm could bring into the held 
a<*aiust them. Julian found himself iu front of Ctesi- 
phou before he had crossed swords with the Persian 
kiim. or so much as set eyes on the grand army which 
Sapor was known to have collected. I'o have sat down 
before Ctesiphou under such drcumBtam-ea would have 
been to exi>osq himself to great peril; while he waa 
intent uj>oi> tlie siege, he might at any dmc haic been 
iiHacked by a relieving army under the Great King, 
have Iwen placed between two tires, and cmiq^Iled to 
etumse at extreme disadvantage' ti was a considera¬ 
tion of this danger that, impelled the conned of war, 
whereto he submitted the question, to pronounce the 
siege of Ctesiphon too hazardous an operation, ant to 
dissuade the emperor from attempting it. 

Hut, if the city were not to he besieged, what course 
could with flJiy prudence be adopted ? It would haw 
beuTi madness to leave Ctesiphon unvaried, and te 
press forward against Susa and Peraepolis. It would 
have been futile to remain encamped before the walls 
without commencing a siege. The boats of summer 
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bad amvedd am] (he mulurkt of autumn wjh not fur 
«#* Tin.- stores brought by the lluet were exhausted - * 
and there was a great risk in the army's depending 
wholly for its subrikenee on the supplied rlrnt it might 
Ik' able to obtain from the enemy’s country, Jtilhuj 
tut! his advisers must have seen hi a glance that if the 
rtoiiiiUis were not to attack Cksiphoa, they must re¬ 
treat. And accordingly retreat seems to have been it t 
once determined on, As a first' step, the whole licet, 
exctfpt some dozen vessels, 3 was burned, since twelve- 
was a sufficient number to serve as pontoons, and it 
svan uni wonh the* army’s while to encumber itself wish 
the remainder. They could only have been trucked 
up tJie strong stream of the Tigris bv devoting to the 
work some 20,000 men; 3 thus greatly weakening the 
strength of the tinned force, and at the same time hajn- 
{>ering its movements. Julian-, in sacrificing his slaps, 
suffered simply a pecuniary loss— they could not pos- 
eib!y have been ot any further service to hi in fo the 
campaign. 

He treat being resolved upon, it only remained to 
determine wliat route should be followed, and oh what 
portion of the Homan territory the mat# should be 
directed. Hie soldiers clamoured for a return Ijv the 
way whereby they had come; 5 hut many valid o'bjee- 
tknis to this eoutaa presented themselves to their com- 
mamlenc The country along the line of die Euphrates 
had been exhausted of it* stores by die troops in their 
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advance; iJit- forage had beta consumed, the towns 
and villages desolated, There would be neither food 
nor shelter for the men along this route; the reason 
was nlso unsuitable for it, since the Euphrates was in 
full ihwul, and the moist atmosphere would be aura to 
breed swapna of flies and mosquitoes. Julian raw tbit 
by far the best line of retreat was along the Tigris, 
which had higher banka tliuu the Euphrates, which was 
no longer in flood, 1 and which ran through a tract that 
was highly productive and that hud for many years not 
been visited by m enemy. The army, therefore, was 
ordered to commence its retreat through the country 
lying on the left hank of the Tigris, and to spread itself 
over the fertile region, in the hope of obtaining ample 
supplies. The march was understood to lu? directed on 
Cordyene (Kurdistan), a province ntnv in the [n.'V-- 
rion of Home, a rich tract, and not more than about 25(1 
mile? distant from CtCSjphmt. 3 

Before, however, the retreat commenced, while 

Julian. 1 his victorious army were still eucaiqxid in 

sight of Ctesiphon, the Persian king, according to some 
writers, 3 sent an embassy proposing terms of peace. 
Julian's successes are represented a- having driven Sapor 
to despair — ‘ the pride of his royalty was humbled in 
the dust; he took his reptels on (he grouud; and the 
grief and anxiety of his mind were expressed by the 
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disorder of Ida hair.’ 1 Hi* would, it is suggested, Jrnvq 
been willing 1 to purchase, with one half of Jus kingdom, 
the safety of tiic remainder, and would have etfldJ y 
subscribed himself, in n treaty of peace, the faithful anil 
dependent ally of the Human conqueror. 1 “ Such nro 
the pleasiug fictions wherewith the rhetorician of Ami- 
och, faithful to the memory of his friend mid master, 
consoled himself and Ids readers after Julian’* death. 
It is difficult to deckle whether there underlies them 
any substratum of truth. Neither Amnmmu* nor 
/os: mu* makes the slightest allusion to juiv negotia¬ 
tions at all at this period; and it in thu* ope& to doubt 
whether the entire story told by Libauuis is not the 
product of his imagination. But at any rate it is quite 
impossible that the Persian king can have made any 
abject oilers of submission, or have been in a state of 
mind at all akin to despair. Bis great army, collected 
from all quarters, 8 was intact; he bad not yet con¬ 
descended to take the field In person; he hail lost no 
important town, and hi* adversary had tacitly confessed 
his inability to form the siege of a city which was far 
from t mi tig the greatest in the empire. If Sapor, there¬ 
fore, really made at this time overtures of peace, it must 
have been either with the in ten Li on of amusing Julian, 
and increasing hi? difficulties by delaying liis retreat, or 
because he thought that Julian’s consciousness of his 
difficulties would induce him to offer terms which he 
might accept. 

The retreat commenced on June lf>. 4 Scarcely were 
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the sroopa get in motion* when an ominous cloud of <h\*i 
appeared on the southern horizon, which grew laigcr 
as the day advanced; and, though some suggested that 
the ap[>earunee was produced by a herd of wild 
and otliers ventured die conjecture tint ii mis caused by 
ike approach of a body of Julian's Saracenic allies* the 
c in per or lomself waa not deceived, but, undemanding 
that the Persians hud set out in pursuit, he called in liis 
^Lrugglers, massed his troops, and pitched bis camp iu 
a strong position, 1 Jky-dawn showed that be had 
judged aright, for the earliest rays of die sun were re¬ 
flected from the polished breastplates and ouinn^es of 
the Persians, who had drawn up at no great distance 
during the night** A combat followed iu which the 
Pdirian and Saracenic horse attacked the Romans 
vigorously, and especially threatened the baggage, but 
were repulsed by the firmness mid va [our of the Roman 
foot. Julian was able to continue his retreat after a 
while, but found himself surrounded by enemies mine 
of whom, keeping in advance of hh troops, or hanging 
upon Ids Danko, destroyed the ™m and forage that his 
men m much needed \ while Olliers* pressing upon his 
rear, retarded his inarch, and caused hhn from timo to 
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time tio iui’*Joadik'rflblo losses. ! The renvnt under these 
circuniifUm^i'j wns slow; the nriuy had to be rested 
and recruited when it fell in with any nccuinulufioii of 
jiwvii-Mij utn! the awi-age progress made seem* m 
have been not much more than ten miles a day. 3 This 
tiudy advance allowed the more dow-moving jwrtion of 
f he Vers: iif i army tn close in upon the retiring Bo man? : 
uiwl Julian s'.hiii foil tuI himself closely followed by deust: 
musses of the enemy's troop*, by the heavy cavalry 
clad in steel panoplies, tmd armed with long spears, by 
large lwxliie of archers, mid even by n powerful corps 
of elephants • Tills grand army was under the coin- 
uiniid ,.r ;i general whom the Roman writ era call Me- 
niues t 4 and of two sons of Sapor, It pressed heavily 
ttpou the Roman rearguard; and Julian, after a little 
while, found it necessary to stop his march, confront 
his pursuers, and offer them biu.de. The offer was ac¬ 
cepted, :iiid an engagement took plnise in a tract called 
Mnra ngn. 1 The enemy advanced in two lines — the first 
compost'd of the mailed horsemen nml thearchers inter' 
mixed, the second of the elephants. Julian prepared 
his am it b * receive the attack by disposing it in the form 
of a crescent, with the centre drawn back condil-rally ; 
but as the Versions advanced into the hollow space, be 
suddenly led his troops forward at speed, allowing the 
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archer* scarcely time i<> Elisidnirgc iheir arrows he lb re 
ho engaged them and the hor^e in close combat, A 
long :«:•! bWly rl niggle fallowed: but sli*- Per-inii- 
were unaccustomed tn hfind-to-hatid lighting and db- 
lilt'd it; they gradually gave ground, mid at hiot broke 
up fitid lied, covering their retreat, however, with the 
clouds of arrow's which they knew well how to ills- 
charge u> they retired, The weight of tln.-ir arms, und 
lie Jioiy liiiuit of the summer sun, presented the Homans 
from carrying die pursuit < very far. Julian rev-ailed 
Them quickly to rlie protection of the camp, and sus¬ 
pended his march for some days 1 while die wounde i 
hud I heir hurts attended l«>. 

The Persian troops, having suffered heavily in the 
buttle, ina-le no ;it tempt to -iionn the linmuti uLinp, 
They were con tent to spread themselves on all sides, to 
■hr-trov or curry off nil the forage and provision*, Olid 
to make thu country, through which the Roimtu army 
must retire, a desert .J ulian 's forces were already suf¬ 
fering severely from juMivity of fmxl; and the g< nm-id 
want was but very slightly relieved by a distribution 
of the Mores set apart for die officet^ and for the 
members of the imperial household. Under these cir- 
cum^tmires it is nut surprising that Julian's tiririuess 
deserted him, and that lie began to give way to mehut-i 
cholv ford*sling', and to see visions and omens which, 
portended ilisadter and death. In !lit* silence of bis 
tent, a> he studied n favourite philosopher during rhe 
■ ir.id *.f light, ho thought la- saw the Genius of the 
State, w ith veiled bead and ■ oiuuvop hi, stealing away 
through tho hangings slowly and sadly.- Soon after- 
wards, win , in luid just gone forth into the open air 
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to perfona averting sacrifices, the fall of .1 shooting star 
seemed to him & direct threat from Mur?, with whom 
he had recently quarrelled 1 The soothsayers were con¬ 
sulted, and cmuueUed idwthienoe from nil military mover 
tnuijl; bui die exigencies of the atmdion caused their 
advice to Ins for once o ncciuiied. It was only hy 
change of pLfice that there was any chance <>1 obtaining 
supplies of food ; and ultimate extrication from die 
perils that stmwnded ilic army depebded ou a steady 
persistence in retreat. 

At dawn of day, 3 therefore, on the memorable 2Glh oi 
June, A.v. iUUi, the- terns were struck, and the Eomgu 
anny continued its march across the wasted plain, 
having the Tigris nt some tilth; distance on its loll, and 
(Kune low hills upon iis right. 3 The enemy did not 
anywhere appear; and the troops advanced for « lime 
without encountering opposition. But, as they drew 
near Ore skirts of the hills, not far from ftmmruh, 
suddenly an attack was mwtle upon them. The rear¬ 
guard found itself violently assailed; and when Julian 
hastened to its relief, news came that the van was also 
engaged with lhe enemy, and was already in difficulties. 
The active commander now hurried towards the front, 
mul had accomplished half the distance, when die main 
Persian attack w;ia delivered upon lib right centre,' 
ond to his dismay he found himself entangled amid 
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the masses of heavy horse and elephants, which had 
ihrowu hi* columns into confusion. The suddenness of 
tile enemy's oppearanca hud prevented hint from don* 
ning Ids complete tumour \ and os hi* fought without n 
breastplate, urn I with the aid of Sii** fight-untied troop# 
restored the day, foliing ou the foe from behind and 
striking the backs ami houghs of the houses and de- 
phants, the javelm of a horseman, after g razin g the 
flesh of lib? arm, fixed itself in his right side, pene¬ 
trating through the ribs to the liver. 1 Julian, grasping 
the head of the weapon, attempted to draw it forth, but 
in v«ui — -the sharp steel cut his finger-, and tlie pain 
mid loss of blood caused him to fall fainting from hw 
steed. His guards, who had closed around Mm, eurt- 
full}* raised him tip. arid n mveyed him to the camp, 
where the surgeons nt once declared the wound mortal. 
The sail news spread rapidly among the soldiery, anti 
nerved them to desperate efforts—if they must lose 
their general, he should, limy determined, be avenged. 
Striking flteir shields with their spears,* they eveir- 
wliere rushed upon the enemy with incredible ardour, 
carder wla ther they lived or died, and only seeking 
to inflict the greatest possible loss on lhose opposed :<j 
them. Rut tlm Persian?, who hud regarded the day ns 
theirs, resisted strenuously, and maintained the fight 
with obstinacy till evening dosed iu and darkiu ^ put 
a stop to the engagement. The losses were large* on 
both sides; the human right wing had suffered greatly ; 
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it* commander. Anatolius, master of tlie offices, was 
among the slain, and the prefect Sallust wu« with dif¬ 
ficulty saved by an attendant . 1 The Persians, too, lost 
their generals M cranes and Nohodart-j; and -with them 
no fewer than fifty satraps and great nobles are said to 
have perished/ The rank and file no doubt Suffered 
in proportion: and the Homans were perhaps justified 
hi claiming that the balance of advantage upon the day 
rested with them. 

Bui such advantage as they could reasonably assort 
was fur more than counterbalanced by the Ipw of their 
commander, who died in his tent towards midnight on 
the duy of the battle . 5 Whatever we may think of the 
general character of Julian, or of the degree of ho 
intellectual capacity, there can be no question us to iiis 
excellence sib a soldier, or lib ability is 1 - a commander 
in the field. If the expedition wiiich ho had led into 
Pmin wa- t<< some extent rush—ifhb preparations tor 
o, had been insullieicul. and his conduct of it not wholly 
faultless—if consequently he had brought the army of 
the East into a situation of great peril ami difficulty— 
vet caudour requires us u> acknowledge that of all ilu¬ 
men collect ml in the Ilomuu camp he was die finest to 
have extricated the army from its embamtssiiients, ami 
have conducted it, without serious disaster or W of 
honour, into a position of safety. Xo one, like Julian, 
possessed the confidence of the troops; no uuc so com- 
biiit-d experience in command with the personal activity 
utid vigour that was needed under die circa instances. 
When the leaders met to consult about tlte appointment 
of a successor to the dead prince, it wu> fU once nppu- 
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rent how irreparable wa* their loss. Tlie prefect Sal¬ 
lust, whoso superior mnk and length of service pointed 
him out for promotion to the vacant post, excused 
himself oti account of his age and infirmities. 1 The 
get lends of Lite second grade — AriuLlueus, Vietot, Xe- 
vitta, Dftgulajphus —bad cadi their party among the 
sillier*, but were unacceptable to the army generally, 
JT one could claim any superior merit which might 
clearly place him above the rest; and a discord that 
might have led to 01* n it rift 1 seemed imi lending, when 
a casual voice pronounced the name of Jovian, and, 
some applause following the suggestion, the rival, gene¬ 
rals atapncrixd tn the i dunce; and this hither?" insig¬ 
nificant. officer was suddenly invested with the purple 
and saluted ns * Augustus’ and ‘ Einjierorf * Uad there 
been :mv one rmdlv tit to tide the command, such an

appointment could not have been made; but, in the 

evident dearth nt warlike genius, it was thought best 

that <>ne wltuse rank was civil rather than mililarv s

should I* preferred, for the avoidance -*f jealousies ami 
contentions. A deserter carried the news to Sapor, wlio 
was wow not very far distant, and described the new 
emperor to him as dfcminntu and slothful. 1 A fresh 
impulse was given to the pursuit by the Intel licence 
thus conveyed ; the army engaged in disputing the 
Roman retreat was reinforced by a strong body of 
cavalry; mid Sapor himself pressed forward with hJI 
haste, resolved to hurl his main three on the rear of t he 
retreating columns. 1 
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It was with reluctance that Jovian, Cm the day of 
his elevation to tht supreme power (June 27. ajj, 303), 
endued the protection of the camp. 1 and proceeded t" 
conduct he army <>% or the open plain, where the Persians 
were now collected in. great force, prepared to dispute 
the ground with him inch by inch. Their horse and 
elephant* ttgaiu fell upon the right wing of the Kotmuajs, 
where the Joviana and Herculians were now ported, and, 
throwing those renowned corps 3 into disorder, proved 
on, driving them across the plain in headlong flight 
and slaying vast numbers of them. The eorpp would 
probably have been annihilated, had they not iti the ir 
flight reached a hill occupied by the baggage train, 
which gallantly came to their aid, and, attacking the 
horse and elephants from higher ground, gained a 
signal success. 3 The elephants. Wounded bv i he jave¬ 
lins hurled down upon them from above, and maddened 
with the pain, tame 1 upon their own side.and, toaring 
frightfully,* carried (Mpfisgon. among the ranks of the 
horse, which broke up and fled. Many of the frantic 
animals were killed by their own riders or by s he Per¬ 
sians on whom they were trampling, while others suc¬ 
cumbed to die blows dealt them by the enemy. There 
was a frightful caruiige, ending in the repulse of rhcPer- 
siansand the resumption of ihe Ihjmuu march. Shortly 
before night lull, Jovian and las army readied rkuiiiirali, 5 
then u fort of no great size upon the Tigris," and,

The ret rail now combined tor four days along the 
right bunk of the Tigris , 1 tiitf progress mud© each -lay 
being small*since the enemyincessantly obstructedthe 
march, presimg on the columns u j they retired. but 
wluru limy stopped drawing olT, and declining an en¬ 
gagement. at close quarters. On one occasion they 
even attacked the Roman oa nip, ft ud> utter insulting tlie 
legions with their cries, forced their way through the 
praioriiLii gare, and had nearly penetrated to the royal 
tent, when i hey were met and defeated by the legion¬ 
aries.* The Saracenic Arabs were especially treuhle- 
TO[U Offended by ihe refusel of Julisin to continue their

The corps eroded m night, 
surprised the Persians who held the opposite bank, and 
established tlieOtfidVes in a safe position before the 
dawn of day. By this bold exploit the passage of the 
other troops, many of whom could not swim, was ten¬ 
dered feasible, and Jovian proceeded to collect timber, 
brush wood, and skins for the formation of large rafts 
ou which lie might transport the rest of his army, 5 
These movements were seen with no small disquie¬ 
tude by the rcrsiaii king.

These conditions would be explained to any envova 
whom Jovian might empower to discuss them with the 
Persian plenipotentittnea.

The following were the terms of j reave t>* which 
Jovian eonsenU.il. First, the five provinces east of the 
Thjri?, which had been ceded to TLomehy Parses, the 
grandfather of Sapor, after his del cut by Galerius, 2 were 
to lie given back to Persia, with their fortifications 
Lkeir inhabitants, and all that they contained of value. 
The Romans m rim territory were, however, 10 I- 
allowed to withdraw and join their countrymen, Se¬ 
condly, three places* hi Eastern Mesopotamia, Nisi bis, 
riingura, and a fort called ‘the Gamp of the Mucus, 
were to be surrendered, but with the condition that 
not only the Hiimuis, l>ut the inhabitants generally, 
mighL retire ere Lhe Persians took ptsstssdon, ami carry 
u 1th them such of l heir effects as were movable, 4 1 lm 
sari under of tlnwo plntx* necessarily involved that of 
the country which they commanded, and can scarcely 
imply h=» than .he withdrawn! of Rome from any claim 
to dominion over the region between the Tigris and 
the Ehaboar, 4 Thirdly, nil connection between Ar¬ 
menia and Home was u* lie broken off ; Areiccs was 
to be left ,to Ilia own resources; and in any quarrel 
lajtween him and Persia Rome was precluded from 
lending him aid. On these conditions a peace was 
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concluded for thirty years ; 1 uatha to observe il faith¬ 
fully were interchanged; tutd hostages were given and 
received on either side, to be retained until the >ttpu- 
latidns of the treaty were executed. 

1 lie Roman historian who exclaims that it would 
have been better to have fought ten battles tlum to 
have conceded a single one of these shameful terms, 7 
commands the sympathy of every reader, who cannot 
fail to recognise in his utterance die niitum! feeling of 
a pitnot. And it is possible that Julian, bad he lived, 
would have rejected so inglorious a peace, and have 
prefem.-d to run ;dl risks rather than sign it. But in 
ilmt case there is every reason to believe that the army 
would haw been absolutely destroved,and a few strag¬ 
glers only have resumed to tell the tale of disaster. 8 
Tim alternative which Ammmmis suggests—that Jovian, 
instead of negotiating, shoe id have pushed on to Cor- 

dyene, which he might haw reached in four days_is 

absurd i 4 for Cordyene was *u least a hundred and fifty 
miles distant from Dura, and, at the rate of retreat 
which Jovian had found possible (four and n half tuilest 
n day), would have been reached Iu three days over a 
mouth 1 The judgment of EutmpiiLs who. like Am 
luiaitus, shared in the expedition, is probably correct— 
thin the jxjace, though disgraceful, was necessary.* 
Unless Jovian was prepared to risk not only hi* own 
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life, but the lives of all his sol titers, it wm i-sscut nil that 
!ur should come iu terms; sttnl tlic best terms i bat he 
■ ouhl obtain were those which he has l>t*en blamed for 
accepting. 

It b- creditable to both parties that the pence, once 
mode, was faithfully observed, all its stipulations being 
honestly and speedily executed. The Roman# wore 
allowed to pass the river without molestation fr.<iu 
Sapor's army , 1 nnd t though they £ii tiered somewbu t from 
the Saracens when landing ou Lite other side,*wore uu- 
pursued in their retreat , 3 am! were perhaps even, tit 
first, supplied to some extent with provifdom . 1 After* 
vranls, u>< doubt, they endured for hi me days great 
privation*; but a convoy with scores wa a allowed to ad¬ 
vance from Human MekipoUunia into Pumaii territory , 1 
which met the famished soldier? at a Persian military 
post, called Ur or Adur/mid relieved thidir most press¬ 
ing necessities. On the Roman side, the ceded pro¬ 
vinces and towns were quietly surrendered; offers on 
the part of the inhabitants to hold their own against, 
the Persians without Roman aid were refused : 7 the 
Roman troops were withdrawn from tin* fbrtrc^Hta: 
and the Armenians were told that they must henceforth 
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rek upon themselves,and not look to Home for helper 
prote ct i on Thus Jovian, though strongly urged to fol¬ 
low ancient precedent , 1 * * 4 and re fuse to fulfil tin* engage* 
wieitt^ contracted under the pressure of imminent [n-ril, 
stood jinn, and honourably performed all die Cemditions 
of die treaty, 

Ihe second period of struggle between Home :iii«] 
Persia hod thus a tonnitmtiou exactly Lite reverse of 
iht- first, Point 1 ended r lie first period by a grant vic¬ 
tory and ft greaL diplomatic success* At the dose of 
the second she hud to relinquish nil her gain?., am! to 
dnnv buck even lieliind the line which she occupied 
when hostilities first broke out, Siiibis, the great 
stronghold of Eastern Mesopotamia, had I>©gji in her 
possesion ever since the time of Turns,* Repeatedly 
attacked by Partlnu and Persia, it had sever fallen, mid 
h;ul come to be regarded as the bulwark of die Roman 
power in dm East, and as cm lying with iL tire dominion 
of Western Ada . 1 A fatal blow was dealt to Roman 
prestige when a city held for near two hundred vears, 
and one honoured with the name of ‘colony,* was 
wrested from the empire and occupied by the most

S$7, lie challenged Home to a trial of strength, he might 
have seemed rash and presumptuous. But die event 
justified hi in. In a war which lasted twenty-seven 
yours, he fought numerous pitched bat lies with the 
Romans, and was never once defeated. He proved 
hitusylf greatly superior as u general to Coiistaatius find 
Jovian, and not liitequnl to Julian. By a eouibimtliou 
of courage* perseverance, and promptness, he brought 
the entire content to a favourable issue, mid restored 
Persia, in a,i>. 3C3, to a higher position than that from 
which she luul descended two generations earlier. If 
he hud done nothing more than Ints already come under 
our notice, he would still have amply deserved that epi¬ 
thet of ‘ Great 1 which, by the general consent of hssio- 
riaus, has been assigned to hint.

The successful issue of Sapor's war with Julian nuri 
Jovian resulted id no small degree from the attitude 
which wits uwttmed by Armenia soon after Julian corn* 
uienml his invasion, We huve seen that the emperor, 
when lie set out upon his expedition, regarded Arme¬ 
nia a* an ally, and in forming his plans placed ■ < insider' 
able dopiancUmec on the coJttingOM wh it1 lie expeered 
from Araaeea, the Armenian monarch . 1 It was his in- 
tentiou to attack Cteriphou with two Separate armies, 
lifting upon two converging lines. While he himself 
advanced with his main force by way of the Euphrates 
calley and the Nahv-Maleha, la 1 inul arranged that ins 
two generals, Procopius and Sebastian* should unite 
their troops with t hose of the Armenian king, and, after 
ravaging a fertile district of Media, make their way to¬ 
wards the great city, through Assyria and AdiaU-iuv 
tilting the left bank of die Tigris. It wus a bitter dis-

with condign ptantdinvent. Arsaces was greatly alarmed 
m the message i and. though he made no effort to sup¬ 
ply the shortcomings of his officer by Leading or sending 
fresh tr**i{>s to Julian'-: assistance, yet lie hastened to 
acquit himself of complicity in the misconduct of 
Ziirunis by executing him, together with his who In 
family** Having thus, as he supposed, secured himself 
against Julian's anger, he took no further steps, but in¬ 
dulged lib love of ea.se and In'* disunite for the Eornuu 
alliance by remaining wholly passive during the rust of' 
the year. 

But though the attitude tuken by Armenia waa thus, 
un the whole, favourable to the iVrshtns, and imdotibi 
nlly contributed to Sapors succe.-w, he Was himself so 
far from satisfied with the conduct of Arsaees that lu_ 
resolwd at once to invade Ids country and endeavour 
to strip him of his crown. As Home hud by the recent 
treaty relinquished her protectorate over Armenia, and 
bound herself not to interfere in any quarrel between

Bui the success of tsupor thus far only brought him 
into greater difficulties. The .Armemnna and Iberians, 
who desired above al] tliiiMte liberty and independence, 
were always especially hostile to the powerfiwu which 
they felt that they had for the time being most to Fear 
As Christian nations, they hud also a! tli:- period an 
additional ground of sympathy with Home, and of 
!iversion from the Persians, who were at once heathens 
nrid intolerant, 1 l‘lie palriotii party in both eouiitrn 
was thus violently opposed to the establishment of 
Sapor’s? authority over them, and cared little for tb 
artifices by which he sought to make it appear that 
they a till enjoyed freedom and autonomy. Above all. 
Home, being ruled by monarch? 8 who had Lad no hand 
in making the disgraceful peace of vu. 3iiS t and who 
hud no strong feeling of honour or religious obligation 
in the matter of treaties i rilh barbaritn^y^si preparing 
herself to tly in the face of her engagements, and. re¬ 
garding her own interest as her highest law, to inter- 
fere effectually in order to check the progress of Persia 
in North-Western Asia, 

Home's first open interference was in Iberia, Iberia 
had. perhaps not been expressly named iu the treaty.

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and support might consequently be given to the cx- 
pdletl Sawoinuees wit) inut any clear infraction of it* 
conditions. The duke Tcrcnthia was ordered, t herefore, 
towards the dose of a, r>, 37U, to enter Iberiii with twelve 
legions and replan upon his throne dir old Homan 
feudatory.* Accordingly lie invaded the country from 
La/icn, which bordered it upon the mirth, and found 
uo difficulty in conquering it ns far ns the river Cyrus.

It wa^iu vfiin that the Per¬ 
sian moil arch appealed to \tiL j terms of the treaty of 
Dura—Itoaiuiiiausseil his ambassador* wiili contempt, 
and made no change in her line of procedure. \ ltun 
liib >ajwir saw that war wm umvoidabU ; aln.1 accord¬ 
ingly he wasted no more time in einbuvic-*, but em¬ 
ployed himself during the winter, which I sad now begun, 
in collecting as large » three a> he could, in part from 
his allies, in jam from his own subjects, resolving T.n 
take the held in the spring, and to dt. his best topunish 
Home for her faithlessness. 1 

Home on her part made ready to ivdsl the invasii-n 
which she knew to be impending. A powerful army 
wa * sent to guunl the East under count Trajan, and 
Vadomiiir, ex-king of the Aleiuiimii; ‘ but •*? much 
regard for the terms of the recent treaty was still felt, 
or pretended, that die general* received orders to be 
careful not to commence hostilities, but to wait till an 
attack whs made on them, They were uot kept long in 
expectation.

371 ) with i\ large force of native 
cavalry and archers, supported Ijy numerous auxiliaries 3

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banta, The Roman commander gave his troops the

Persians, The retreat, was then exchanged for ait ad-

viciorh ms, and inflicted a >a fere loss upon their adver¬ 
saries. 1 liut ilie success was not followed by result.* of 
:uiy importance. Noidier side seems to have been 
anxious for another general encounter ; and the season 
for ho-: ill tits? was oei alpha! by a <ort of gnriilla war¬ 
fare, in which the advantage rested alternately with 
fln 2 1'ersians and the Romans. 1 At lengili, when rim 
summer was ended, the commanders on either side 
entered into negotiations; and a truce was nindo which 
allowed Sapor to retire to Ctesipboti, and The Roman 
emperor, who was now personally directing the war, to 
go Into winter quarter* at Antioch. 9 

After this the w languished for two or three years. 4 
Viilcns was wholly deficient in military genius, and wn> 
quite content if he con Id maintain a certain amount of 
Roman influence in Armenia and Tbcrin, wdale at dm 
*»nfc time he protected die Roman frontier against Per¬ 
sian invasion. Sapor «ai advanced in years, nod might 
naturally divsire ivjn-se, having been almost constantly 
engaged in military expeditions since he reached lin¬ 
age of sixteen. Negotiations .seem to have alternated

contacting powers agreed to (ifetatn From further iu- 
Wrfcrencc wjlh Tboriu and Armenia, and to leave those 
countries to follow their own mdimitious, Armenia 
setnins by the nAtiTe accounts to have grnvftpted towards 
Homo under these circumstances,* and Iberia is likely 
to have followed her cram pin. The tie of Christianity 
attached these countries to the great power ■ tile 
West; ami, except under compulsion, they were not 
Uki.lv at I his time to tolerate the yoke of Persia For a 
day,* When Jovian withdrew the Homan protection 
from them, they were forced for a while to submit to 
tlm power which they disliked; hut no sooner did hU 
successors reverse h is policy, and show themselves 
ready to uphold the Armenians and Iberians against 
Persia, than they natural])'reverted lo the Roman side, 
and Formed an important support to the empire against 
its Eastern rival. 

The death of Sspor followed the peace «>f a.D, 370 
within u few years. He died * a.o. SiU or <jSt), alter 
having reigned seventy year?. It is curious that* 
although possessing the crown for so long a term, and 
enjoying a more brilliant reign than any preceding 
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monarch, be neither left belikul him any insariptioti*, nor 
■anysculptured memorial.', The only materia] evi Jen 
dvut ivtr [Hi'jfss «‘l hh are Isis coins, which me 

exceedingly numerous, According u> IMordtuuum, * 1 
linfV tuny Ik 1 divided mlu three vluss>?s, cotTi&poiiding 
tO three periods in his life. The fiariJesI luve on 
reverse the fire-altar, with two priest*, or guards, lo thing 
\utr.nr<U the altar, and with the ikme rising from the 
ulLir in the usual way. The hood on the obverse is 
archaic in type, mid veij much re^mblfci that of 
SaporI The erriwu Ihlb attached to it, in many cases, 
dust * cheek-piece which i.s otherwise confined to the 
hrst three monm-chs of the line. These coins are the 
he-: from an artistic p^iiut of view; they greatly re- 
semble those of the first Sapor, but are distinguishable 
frc-rn them, first, by die guards looking towtmCthe altar 
instead of away from it; and, secondly, by :i greater 
profusion -if pe&rk about tlse kiug’^ person, Tiie corns 
of the second period lack the * cheek-piece,* and have 
uu the reverse the fire-altar without supporters; they 
arc inferior ns works of art to those of the first period, 
but much superior to Ltiose of the third. Those h k st,, 
which exhibit a marked degeneracy/* are especially dis¬ 
tinguished by batfriga human head in the middle uf dm 
flumes tlmf rise from the altar.

The glorious feign of Sopor II. T which famed the Xcw 
Persian Empire 10 the highest point whereto it Inul jet 
attained, is followed by a time which offifets to that re¬ 
markable reign a most complete contrast. Sapor 
hud occupied the Persian throne for a apace ap¬ 
proaching neirly to three-quarters of u century: the 
n igns of his next three snoce-'ors amounted to no 
more t han twenty years in the aggregate . 3 Sapor had 
been engaged in jierpettiai wars, had spread the terror 
of the Persian anus ott all sides, and ruled more glori¬ 
ously tluiu tiny of his predecessors. The kings who 
followed him were pacific and unenterprising f they 
were almost unknown to their neighbours,* and are 
among die least distinguished of the Smsaqitu monarch'. 
More especially dues this character attach to the two 
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imnu'diuu? hiicce^wN of Sapor II., vix. Ariaxerxc:; tl. 
and $a[ nor HI, They reigned respectively four and five 
vents; 1 nml their annftls during this period are almost 
a blank. Actaxerxes II., who is called by some the 
brother of Sap<n? IL. was more probably Ids son- 2 He 
Mieo-'cded liL father in a_u. 371i. and died at Cbviiphou 1 
in a.u. 383. He left a. character for kin dries-} mid 
a mini iility behind him, and U known to tin:- Persian.-* 
n.- Niknuhir,' or 'the Beneficent,' and i<» the Arabr- ii> 
AI Djtmil* 1 the Tirtuous.* According to the * Modj- 
mehai-Tewariklj,’ he took no taxoi from Lis subject.- 
during the four years of his reign, and then.'by secured 
to hiiiHridi their ailed-ion and gratitude. lie seems lo 
have receive 1 overtures from the Armenians tjcKot after 
his aece^iun* and for u time to have lieen acknowledged 
by the turbulent mountaineers -is their sovereign. After 
the murder of Bab, or Para, the Romans had set up, as 
king over Armenia, a certain YuiiizUid (Phwaadates), a 
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member of tlm Arnold family, but tin near relation t if 
tbo recent momur-ha, assigning at the -ami- time Hie 
real direction of aflflfo lt» mi Armenian noble named 
MouHtegh, who belonged to the illustrious family of the 
Mamigctdans.* Aloushegh ruled Armenia with vigour, 
hut whs suspected. of maintaining over-friendly relations 
with the Roman emperor. Villens, and of dea rnning to 
undermine ami supplant his matter, Ymaxtud, after a 
while. llftvmg been worked on by his counsellors, prow 
mspiciuiis of him, mill caused him to bo executed ut a 
banquet.* This trcadu.Ty roused the indignation of 
Huudiegh's brother Manuel, who raHod a rebellion 
against Vam^tad, defeated him in open fight, and drove 
him from his kingdom/ - Manuel then brought fhrwaid 
tlie princes Zemmtuludit, widow of the late king Para, 
together with her two young sons. Arsaees and Valur- 
saee*, and, surrounding all three with royal |Kitup,guvc 
to the two princes die name of king, while he took care 
in retain in Ins own lnmtb Hie real government of 
the country. Under these circumstance* he naturally 
dreaded the hostility of the Roman emperor, who was 
not likely to see with patience » monarch, whom be 
hud set upon the throne, deprived of lib kingdom by 
a subject. To maintain the position which lie hint 
assumed, it was necessary that be should contract some 
iiu|wjrLaijf alliance; and the alliance always open to 
Armenia when she had quarrelled with Rotnc was 
with the Persians. It seems tr> have been s<Jon after 
Ai iaxorxi* II. succeeded Ids father, that Slaimet sent 
an embassy to him, with letters mid rich gifts, oflermg, 
in return for his protection, to acknowledge him n> 
lord-paramount of Armenia, and promising him uu- 
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dmkabte fidelity.* The offer was, of course, received 
with extreme satisfaction; and terms were sjxnjdlly 
arrungtHi. Armenia was to pay a iixud tribute, to re¬ 
ceive a fsirrisou often thousmd Persians and to pro¬ 
vide adequate!v tor their support, to allow a Persian 
^urap to divide with Manuel the actual government of 
the country, and to furnish hiui with all that was ue- 
ctAsaiy fur Ijb court and table, On the other hand* 
Amarus Hud Valarsaees, together (apparently) with 
tlieir mother, Zermandncbu were to be allowed the 
loyal title anJ honours; Armenia was to be. protected in 
ease of invasion; and Manuel w;ls to be maintained in 
hi'- office of $i>ttrawt or generalissimo of die Armenian 
forces * We cannot say with certainty how long this 
arrangement remained undisturbed ; most ptobabli, 
however, it did not continue in force more than a 
few' years. 8 It was most likely while Attaxerxea still 
ruled Persia, that die rupture described by Faustua 
occurred.* A certain Meroujan, uu Armenian noble, 
jealous of die power aud prosperity of Murad, per¬ 
suaded him that the Persian wimuandaut in Armenia 
was aliout u> seize his person, and either to send him a 
prisoner to Artaxerxcs, or else to put him to death. 
Manuel, who was so credulous as to believe (lie infor¬ 
mation, thought it necessary lor his own safety to nu- 
ticipule the designs of \m emimies, and, fulling u|hju tint 
ten thousand Persians wi11 1 the whole of the Armenian 
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army, succeeded lii putting them nil tin the sword, except 
tlicir cotumautlgr, whom he Jill owed to escape, 1 War 
Mlowed between Persia and Armenia with varied suc¬ 
res?, but on die whole Manuel bad the advantage; he 
repulsed several Persian Invasions, and maintained the 
independence and integrity of Armenia till his dentil, 
will)out calling in the aid of Boroc.* When, however, 
Mnimcd died, about u*i>. 333, Armenian affairs fell into 
conftmou; the Eotimns nfereaummoMsd to give help to 
one party, the Persians to render assistance to the 
other; 3 Armenia became once more the battle-ground 
between the two great powers, find it seemed as if the 
old contest, fraught with so many calamities, was to be 
at once renewed, But the circumstance of the time 
were such that neither Home nor Persia now desired to 
reopen the contest.. Persia was in the hand* of weak 
and iiuwarlike sovereigns, and was perhaps already 
threaUmed by Seythic hordes upon the east. 1 Home 
war? in the agonies of u struggle with the everducreaS' 
ing power of the Gotlia: and though, in the course of 
the years u>. 379-S&2, Lbe Great Theodosius had eata- 
btishc-d peace in the tract under his rule, and delivered 
the central provinces of Macedonia and Thrace from die 
intolerable ravages of she barbaric invaders, 4 yet the 
deliverance had been effect d at die cost of introducing 
large bodies of Gotlia into the heart of the empire, 1 
while still along die northern frontier lay a threatening 
cloud, from which devastation and ruin might at any 
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lime burst forth uid overapmd the provinces upoti iht* 
Lower Danube. Thus lioth the Roman enip.’ros and 
the Persian king were well disposed towards peacr. 
An arrangement was consequent ly made, and in a.\l 
384, Jive year' after be hud ascended the throne. Then- 
doaiui* gave audience in Constantinople ! to envoys iron* 
the court of PersepoUs, amt concluded with them u 
treaty whereby matters in Armenia were placed on a 
footing which fairly satisfied lx’tii sides, and ihe tran¬ 
quillity of the Host was assured. 2 The high contracting 
lowers agreed that Armenia should be partitioned be¬ 
tween them. After detaching from the kingdom various 
outlying districts* which could be conveniently absorbed 
min their own territories, they divided Ihe rest of Lhe 
eountrv into two unequal portion*. Ihe smaller el 
these, which comprised the more western districts. was 
placed under the protection of Rome, and was i-flin- 
milted by Theodosius to the Ans&oes who bad been 
nirnle king by Manuel, tile sou of the unfortunate Bab, 
or Para, and the grandson of the Arsines coiitempnpiry 
with duliiiti. Tim larger portion, which (fouabte d of 
the regions lying towards the east, pissed under the 
iiizemiuty of Persia, and was confided by Sapir ill., 
who had succeeded Artexerxcs IT., to tin Ar*idd, 
i.iiined Ohosro&t, a Christian, who was given the title 
nf king, and received in marriage die same time one 
■ if Sapor'* sisters. Sneh were the terras on which Romo 
and Persia brought their contention rcssipectirig Armenia 
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to a coudiusion. Friendly relations w« re in this way 
established between the two crowns, which t ontinued 
undisturbed for the long space of thirty-six years* (aj> 
384-420).* 

Sapor lit appears to have succeeded hi* brother 
Amasenw in a.d. 383. the year before the cmeltMou 
of the treaty; It is uncertain whether Artrcetse* 
vacated the throne by death, or was d^KXsed in oonse- 
fpieuce of cruelties whereof he was trailry towards the 
pliers ami nobles. Tabari and Ityoudi, who relate 
his deposition, 11 are authors on whom ranch reliant* 
taniiot be placed; and the cruelties reported accord 
but ill with the epithets of 1 the Fendkem' and ‘the 
Virtuous,' assigned to this monarch by others. 3 Per- 
hiijis it is most' probable tlmt lie held llie throne till his 
death, according to the statements of Agn thins and 
Eutychiusd Of Sajwr HI.. Ids brother and successor, 
two fiicts onlv are recorded — -his conclusion "1 the treaty 
with the Eomans in u.c. 381, and Ids war with the 
Arabs of the tribe of Ynd,® which must have fallowed 
hliorllv afterward®, It must haw been in conscience 
of Contest with the latter, whom lie attacked in their 
own tommy, that he received from his countrymen the 
appellation of ’the Warlike/ 5 an appellation better 
deserved by cither of the oilier monarch* who had 
ln>me the same name. 

HI left behind him n sculptured memorial, 
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which is still to be seen in die vicinity of Kerman s bn h. 
It coneifta of two very similar figures, looking towards 
<au:li other, and standing in an arched frame. On 
either side of the figures are inscriptions iu the Oil

If tbit Iw ~" t wu 
mint necessarily ascribe it to the later of the two mo¬ 
narch* conrmeinoruted, i.e, to Sapor UL, who must l»e 
supposed to have |H>sse5scd more than usual filial piety, 
since the coiumetunniiion id their predecessor* upon 
die Lhrone is very rare among the nhm*. 

The taste of the monument in questionable, Au 
ul&Wnte finish of all the details of the costume euiu- 


jieusaus> but til for a clumsiness of contour and a want 
nf I'ouirast, and wriuty, which indicate a low condition 
of ait, and comptre unfavourably with the earlier j>or- 
formninvs -if the Sco-Perr-inn sculptors. It may be 
doubted whether, among all the reliefs of tin' Sitw'i- 
uinns, there b one which is so entirely devoid of artistic 
merit ins this coarse and dull production. 

The coins of Sapor III, and his predecessor. Arts- 
serxeft U., have little about them that i- remarkable. 
Those s >f Arm serse> bear a head which is sunnountetl 
with the usual inflated ball, and has die diadem, but is 
without n crown — a deficiency in which some sue ira 
indication that the prince dins represented was regent 
rather than tuonarcl! of Persia, 1 The legend* epot! the 
coins are, however, in the usual style 
of royal epigraph 4 , ninning com- 
tuotily-— 1 J/i , i?f/fwn itoij Arfflhjihtiri 
ttudhin malkil Airan vc Autrau,' 
or 4 the Ormawl-'worshippmg divine 
Artaxcrxcs, king of the kings of Iran 
and Tumu,’ They are easily ilia-

xerxcs 1, both by the profile, which is far less marked, 
and by the fire-altar on the reverse, which has always 
two supporters, looking towards the altar. The coins 
of Sapor HL present some unusual types, On some 
of them the king: has his hair bound with! a simple dia¬ 
dem, "without crown or cap of any kind. 1 On others 
he wears a cap of a very peculiar cha¬ 
racter. which has been compared to 
a biretta? but is really altogether 
Mti pw. The cap is surmounted 
by the or din ary inflated bull, is orna¬ 
mented with jewels, and is bound 
round at liottom with the usual dia¬ 
dem. 4 The legend upon the obverse 
of Sapor's coins is of die customary 
character ; but the reverse heaps 
usually, besides the name of the king, 
the word otm\ which has been sup¬ 
posed to Stand for Atariu or Assyria ; 4 this explanation, 
however, is very doubtful. 5 

The coins of both lungs exhibit marks of decline, 
especially on the reverse, where the drawing of the 
ligiiter that support the altar is very inferior to that 
which we observe on the coins of the kings from 
Snpor L to Sapor II. The characters on both obverse 
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and reverse fire also carelessly rendered, and can only 
with much difficulty be deciphered. 

Sajior EL died a.d, 586, after reigning u little more 
than five years. 1 * 3 He wns n man of simple tfl&tev and 
h said to hove been fond of exchanging the magnifi¬ 
cence and dreary etiquette of the court for the free¬ 
dom and ease of a life under tents. On an occasion 
when he was thus enjoying himself, it happened that 
one of those violent hurricanes, to which Persia is sub¬ 
ject, arose, ami, falling in full force «'ti the royal en¬ 
campment, blew down the tent win-rein he was sitting. 
It happened unfortunately that the main tent-pole struck 
him, a* it fell, in a vital part, and Sajxir died from the 
blow.* Such at least was the account given by those 
who had uccompumed him, and generally believed by 
his subjects. There were not, however, wanting per¬ 
sons to whisper that the story was untrue—that the 
red cause of the catastrophe which had overtaken the 
indmppy monarch was a conspiracy of his nobles, or 
his guards, who hod overthrown his tent purposely, 
and murdered him ere he could eseajie from them. 

The successor of Sapor HI. was Yarahrnu TT,, whom 
some authorities call his brother and others his sou,* 
This prince is known to the oriental writers its 4 Yitmh- 
mu Kemmi-shnh. 1 or 1 Yarahraii. king of Carmanl). 
Agathias telb ns* that during the lifetime of bb 
father he was established as governor over Kerman 
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or Garmania, and thus obtained the appellation which 
pertinaciously adhered to him- A curious relic ot 
antiquity, fortunately presewed to modem dines amid 
so much that has been lost, confirms this statement, 
It is the seal of Varalmm before he ascended the 
Persian dirom?, and contains, besides his portrait.

sin, contains his full-length por- 
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trait, 1 mid exhibits him ns trampling under Unit a pro¬ 
strate figure, flnpj>oeed to rep resent a Roman,* by which 
it would appear that lie claimed P> !mw gained vi-> 
lories or advantages < ver Romo. It i- not altogether 
easy to ttmltrstiUid how this could have been Sot 
only do the K'lmiui writers mention no war between 
die Romans and Persians at this time, but they ex- 
prtsfly di.-elnre that the East remniuud in profound re¬ 
pose during the entire reign of Vnrahrftn, and that 
Rome and Persia continued to lx- friends . 3 The diffi¬ 
culty may, however, be perhaps explained by a con¬ 
sideration of the condition of affairs in Armenia at thb 
rime; for in Armenia Rome stud Persia had still e..n- 
flicting interests, and, without having recourse to arms, 
triumphs [night l>,- obtained in this >p tarter by the one 
over die other. 

On the division of Armenia. between Aisaces ami 
Chcwroes, a really good wndeRtanding Inal been esta¬ 
blished, which had lasted lor about sis years. Amass 
In id died two years after he became a Roman feuda¬ 
tory ;* end, at his death. Rome had absorbed his terri- 
u rtes into her empire, ami placed the new province 
under the government of a count, 4 Jfo objection to 
the arrangement had been made by Persia, mid the

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whole uf Armenia had remained tor four years tranquil 
mid without iliiturbaficc. Sul, dlwut a.1). 390* CIlos- 
rthia became dissatisfied with lib position, and entered 
into relations with Home which greatly displeased the 
Armenian monarch,* ciiosr v.^ obtains '■ from Theo¬ 
dosius lib own appointment to the Armenian counts hip, 
ami thus succeeded in uniting both Human and Persian 
Armenia under his government. Elated with this suc- 
,- rN he proceeded further to venture on administrative 
act* which treadled, according to How views, on 
il tl . rights of liic lord paramount. 1 Finally, when ^a- 
mhmn addressed to him u reinonArnnoe, he replied in 
insulting terms, and, renouncing lib authority, placed 
die whole Armenian kingdom under the suzerainty and 
protection of Rome," War between die two great 
[towers must now have seemed imminent, and could 
indeed ouly have been avoided by great moderation 
4 ind self-restraint on the one side or the other. Under 
these circumstances it was Home that drew buck. 
Theodosius declined to receive the submission which 
Chosrtjgs tendered, and refuse'll to lift a finger in his 
defence. The unfortunate prince was forced to give 
himself up to Yarahmu who consigned him to the 
Castle of Oblivion, and placed Lib brother, Varukrau- 
Sftpor, upon tlie Amanian throne. 4 These events seem 
to have fallen into the year -t.tr $01, the third year of 
Yarn bran.'' who may web have felt proud of them, and 
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have thought that they formed a triumph over Borne 
which deserved to be commemorated. 

The character of Varaliran IY. is* represented vq- 
riomdr bv the native irathcdties. -Acwnding to some 
of them, his temper win* mild, and his conduct irre¬ 
proachable. 1 Others say tlmt he was n hard man, and 
so neglected the duties of his station that he would not 
even read the petit Lous or complaints which were ad- 
dressed to him.' It would seem that there must have 
been some ground for these latter represent nitons-, 
since it is generally agreed 3 that the cause of his death 
was a revolt of his troops, who surrounded him and 
shot at him with arrows. One shaft, better directed 
than the rest, struck him in n vital part, and he fell 
and instantly expired. Thus perished, in a.u. 809. the 
thinl sou of the Great Sapor, after a reign of eleven 
years.

VjJUHJtAS IV. was succeeded (a.d. 899) by Ills son, 
IzdikcrtL 1 or Isdigcid L 2 whom the soldi!®*, though 
i lmv hud murdered lii* father,* permitted to ascend the 
throne without difficulty. Lie is said, Lit Ids accession, 
to have borne a good character for prudence nud mo¬ 
deration , 4 :t character which he sought to confirm by 
the utterance on various ixicasiruifl of high-bounding 
moral sentiment^ Tlw general tenor of hi* reign was 
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jieaceful ■ 1 and we may cone lade therefore that ln_ was 
of an uimiirlikc temper, -itu-e the cjreiitnstance* of the 
time were such ils would naturally have induced a 
prince of any military capacity to resume he-riline- 
against the Romans. After the arrangement made 
with Rome by Sapor ITT. in jlh. 384, .1 terrible *erie* 
of calamities had befallen the empire/ Invasions of 
Ostrogoths and Frank* signalised the years a. D. 3S(J 
and 3.sS; in a.i>. 387 the revolt of Maxinuis seriously 
endangered the western moiety of the Homan si ate; 
in the same year occurred an outburst of sedition at 
Antioch, wide!i was followed shortly by the more dange¬ 
rous sedition, and the terrible massacre of Thessalouien; 
Argobastvs arid Eugenia* headed a rebellion in a,i>. 392; 
Gildo die Moor detached Africa from the empire in 
a,d. 388, and mi tin mined a separate dominion on the 
southern shores of the Mediterranean for twelve years, 
from A.D, 38ft to 398; in a,D. 395 the Gotlw war¬ 
riors witliin and ’without the Roman frontier took arms, 
and under the redoubtable Alaric threatened at otice the 
East and the West, ravaged Greece, captured Corinth, 
Argos, and 8purta, and from the coasts of the Adriatic 
already marked for ilieir prey the smiling fields of Italy. 
The rulers of the East and West, A read ins and Iloao- 
rius, wore alike weak and ini enterprising; and further, 
they were not even on good tonus, nor was either likely 
to trouble himself very greatly about attacks upon the 
territories of die other. Isdigerd might have crossed 
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lliL* Euphrates, nud overrun or Conquered tlie Asiatic pr**- 
viaces of the Eastern Empire, without causing Honori ns 
a [mug, or inilnchig him to stir from ADlmt, Ir ip; true 
that Western Home possessed at this dmt- the rare trea¬ 
sure of u capable general; but Stilidjo was looked upon 
with fear and aversion, by the emperor of the East, 1 anil 
was moreover fully occupied with the defence of his 
awn master** territories. Had L'digcrd, on n^eetnimg 
the throne in a.i>. 3911, unsheathed the sword and re¬ 
sumed the bold designs id his grain If it her, Sajwr IT,, he 
could scarcely have tuei with any serious or prolonged 
resistance. He would have found die East governed 
practically by the eunuch Eutropius, a plunderer and 
oppressor, universally hated and feared ; ■ he would 
have hmlopposed to him nothing but distracted omir -;-L» 
and disorganised forces; Asia Minor was iti possession 
of die Ostrogotlw, who, under the leadership of TriU- 
giid, wen* ravaging and destroying far and wide; 3 the 
armies of the Stale were commanded by Galnas, the 
Goth, and Leo,tlu* wool-ct/tnber^of whom the one was in¬ 
competent, and the other unfaithful; " there was nothing, 
apparently, dint could have prevented him from over¬ 
running Homan Armenia, Alusopotamia, mid Syria, or 
even from extending his ravages, or he dominion, to 
the shores of the JEgeau. but the opportunity was * 
either not seen, or was not regarded as having any 
attractions. Isdigerd return lied tranquil mat at rust 
within tlie wntIs of Ids capital. Assuming as his special 
title the characteristic epithet 1 of * Eu mash tins, 1 1 the 
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most quiet,* or * the most firm,' he justified his assump¬ 
tion of it by a complete abstinence from «U military 
expeditions. 

When bdigerd had reigned peaceably for the space 
of nine years, be is said to have received a compliment 
of siu unusual character. AjcmI h b , the emperor of the 
East, finding liis end approaching, and anxious to secure 
si protector for his son Theodosius, a boy of tender age, 
instead of committing him to the chaise of his uncle 
Honoring, or selecting u guardian for him from among 
his own subjects, by a formal testamentary act, we sire 
told, 1 placed his child under the protection of the Per- 
fiiau monarch. He accompanied the appointment by 
a solemn appeal to the magnanimity of Isdigenl, whom 
he exhorted at some length to defend with all his 
force, and guide with his best wisdom, the young king 
and his- kingdom. 2 According to one writer, 8 he fur¬ 
ther appended to this trust a valuable legacy — HO less 
than n thousand pounds weight of pure gold, which he 
begged his Persian brother to accept as a token of Ins 
goodwill. When Area thus cited, and the testament was 
opened, info rmati on of its contents was sent to Isdigerd, 
who at once accepted the charge assigned to him, and 
addressed a letter to the Senate of Constantinople, 4 in 
which he declared hit determination to punish any at¬ 
tempt against his ward with the extremist ^verity. 
Unable to watch over his charge in person, he selected 
for his guide and instructor n learned eunuch of liis 
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court, by name Antioch us. and sent him to Constanti- 
nopie , 1 where for several years be wan the you up pH nee’s 
constant compaaloa. Even after his death or expulsion,* 
which took place in consequence of the intrigues of 
Pulcheria, Theodosius's elder aster, tin- Persian mo¬ 
narch continued faithful to h'ts engagements. During 
the whole of Ids reign he not only remained at peace 
with the Romans, but avoided every act that they could 
have resjurded as in the least degree unfriendly* 

Slidi i- tlie narrative which has tome down to ns <>n 
the authority of historians, the earliest of whom wrote 
a century and a half after Arcadia* * death . 1 Modem 
criticism has. in general, rejected ihe entire story, on 
this account, regarding ihe silence of the earlier writers 
as outweighing the positive statements of the biter ones.* 
It should, however, lx* borne in mind, first, that the 
earlier writers are few' in number , 0 and that their his¬ 
toric* ore very meagre and scanty; secondly, that the 
fact, if fact it were, was one not very palatable to 
Christians; and thirdly, that, as the results, so fat ns 
Home was concerned, were negative, the event might 
not have seemed to be one of much iuqjortflnce, or that 
required notice. The character of Procopius, with 
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whom the fitoiy originates, should also he taken into 
consideration, and the spotial credit allowed him by 
Agutinas for careful and diligent research. 1 It may lie 
added that. one of the main points of die narrative— 
the position of Antiochui u; Constantinople during the 
early years of Theodosius—is corroborated by the 
testimony of a contemporary, the bishop Syncaiuv who 
speaks of a num of tins mime, recently in the service of 
a Ptrsianf ns aH-powurful with the Eastern emperor. 
It has been supposed by one writer 4 that the whole 
story grew out of this fact; but the basis scarcely seems 
to be sufficient; :md it is perhaps most probable that 
Ajvmlius did really by his will oomtneud his son to the 
kind consideration of the Pershm monarch, and that 
thu: monarch in consequence seat him an adviser, 
though the formal character of the testamentary act, 
and tlie power and position of Autiochus at the court 
of Constantinople, may have been overstated. Theo- 
doaiiia no doubt owed hU ijuict possession of dm throne 
rather to the good disposition towards him of his own 
subjects than to the protection of a foreigner? and 
Isdigerd refrained from idl attack on the territories of 
the young prince, rather by reason of hi* own pacific 
temper than in consequence of the will of Amid i us. 

The friendly relations established, under whatever 
circumstances, between Isdigerd and the Roman empire 
of the East, seem to have inclined the Pcreian monarch, 
during a portion of Ids reign, to take the Gliristians into 
hi* Favour, and even to have induced him to contem¬ 
plate seeking admission into the Church by the door of 
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Imprison . 1 Aurioehus. hi* reprejurntiu ive - : <i the court »>f 
ArcadiiiH,openly wroteitifavouroftliepersecute eeci :- 
aud tlit encouragement received from ihis high qtwr¬ 
ier rapidly increased the number of professing Chris- 
tiam in the Persian territories- 3, The sectaries, though 
oppressed, had long been allowed to have their bishops; 
and Isdigerd is ~:iid In have listened with approval ki 
the teaching of two of them. Mitruihu, bishop of Me- ■ • 
j Ofamia, itntl AMaiis, bishop of Geripban . 4 Convinced 
of the trudtof Christiauity, but imhappily an alien from 
its spirit, he commenced a [icisecution of the Mngimis 
and their most [Knvecful adherents, b which caused him 
to be held in detestation by his subjects, and lias helped 
to attach to hifl name the ojiithcts of ■ AbKhasba,’ * tiro 
Harsh,’ and ‘Al-Atkini,’ *the Wicked .’ 0 Bat the per ¬ 
secution did not continue long. Hie excessive xcai 
of Alulaii- after a while provoked n reaction: oml Ldi- 
gerd, deserting the cause which he had for a time 
espoused, threw himself (with all the zeal of one who, 
after nearly cm bracing truth, relapses into error) into 
the aims of I lie Opposite party, Abdaiis had ventured 
to Imre down the great Fire-Temple of Cteeiphou, ami 
had then refused to rebuild it . 7 Iadigerd authorised the 
Mhgum hierarchy to retaliate by a general deal ruction 
of the Christian churches throughout the Persian <b»- 
mtnioba, and by the arrest and jwimahment of all those 
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who Acknowledged dieimelves u> beiicvv the Gospel.’ 
A fearfftl slitn^btcr of Lite Christians in Fcraa followed 
during five year-;* some, eager tor the earthly glory 
mini the heavenly reward* of martyrdom, were forward 
10 proclaim themselves numbers of die obnoxious sect; 
others, less courageous or less indiued to d£i insertion, 
sought rather to conceal their creed; but these latter 
were carefully (sought out. Kith in the towns and in the 
country districts 5 and when convicted were relentlessly 
pul to death. Nor was men- death regarded in- enough. 
The victims were subjected, besides, to L-mel suffering:! 
of various kiiids, 4 and the greater number of them 
expired under tortured Thus hdigerd alternately op¬ 
pressed the two religious professions, to one or other of 
which belonged, the great mas- of his subjects: and, 
having in ibis way given both parties reason to hate 
hhm earned and acquired a unanimity of execration 
which baa but seldom been the lot of persecuting 
inotmrdts. 

At the same time that LstUgerd allowed this violent 
persecution of the Christians in his own kingdom of 
Persist, he also sanctioned an attempt to extirpate 
Christianity in the dependent country of Armenia. 
Vandinm-Sapor. die successor of Chosroes, hud rated 
tii at territory quietly and peaceably for twenty-one 
< yon re.* Ho died aj>. 412, leaving behind him a single 
SOU, Atlases, who was at his father's death aged no 
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more than t»!U years. 1 Undue ifee tircu, instances, 
Isaac, the Metropolitan of Armenia, proc^rded to die 
court iff Ctedphou, and petitioned Isdigerd to replace 
cm the Armenian throne the prince who hud been 
deposed t wenty-one years earlier, and who was ;tiH it 
prii nf Htr on parole* in the * Castle of Oblivion’—viz. 
Chouroes, Isdigerd acceded 10 the request ; and 
Choaroea was released from confinement and restored 
to the t!i rone from winch he had been expelled by 
Vamhnui IV. in ju> 301 He, however, survived his 
elevation only a year. UpOUliis decease, aj>. 41S, Isdt- 
gord elected for the viceroy >hip. not an Arsadd, not 
even an Armenian, but his own -ii m, Sapor, whom he 
forced upon the- reluctant provincials, compelling them 
to acknowledge him as momiirh { a ti 41 3-41\ ). Sapor 
wits instructed to ingratiate himself with the Armenian 
nobles, by inviting them to visit him, by feasting them, 
making them presents, holding friendly converse with 
them, hunting with them ; and was bidden to use such 
influence aa he might obtain to convert the chiefs from 
Christianity to Zoroastrianism. The y oung prince ap- 
fiears to have done lib best ; bui the Armenians were 
obstinate, resisted his blandishments, and remained 
Christians in spite of nil hb efforts. He reigned 8 from 
A.D. 414 to 4lB t iU the end of which time, learning that 
hb father had fallen into ill health, he quitted Armenia 
and returned to the Persaa court, in order to press his 
claims to the succession. Isdigeid died soon afterwards* 
(.vo. 41 fl or 420); and Sapor made an attempt to seize 
the throne ; but there was another pretender whose 
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partisans had more strength, and the viceroy of Arme¬ 
nia was treacherously assassinated in the pnirtcc of bis 
father. 1 Armenia remained for three years iti u slate 
of anarchy; and it was not till Ynrohnia V. had knar 
for some time established upon the Persian throne dint 
Ailasea Wild made viceroy, under the name of A mentis 
or Arias erxes. 5 

Hit 1 coins of Isdigerd I. are not remarkable ih works 
of art; tut they possess some features of interest. They 
are numerous, and appear to have been issued from 
various mints, 5 but all bear a head of the same type. 
It is that of a middle-aged man, with a slum beard 
and hair gathered behind the head in 
a cluster of curls. The distinguishing 
mark is the head-dress, which has the 
Lisunl inflated ball above a /moment of 
the oh! murid crown, ami further bears 
a crescent in front. The reverse has 
cwk f,t tlMnWm1 the usual fire-altar with supporters, 
and is for the most part very rudely executed. 1 The 
ordinary legend is. on the obverse, Masdbn turf} m* 
maskiras hdil erti. malison maUsa Aimn^ or * l ho Or- 
numb worshipping divine most peaceful Isdigerd, king 
of the kings of Iran i * and on the reverse, Ritua&htrai 
hdihrti , 4 the most peaceful Isdigerd.’ In some cases, 
there is a second name, associated with that of the 
monarch, on the reverse, a name which reads either * Ar- 
dashatii' (Artnxerxes) 6 or, * Varahran/ 6 It baa been 
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conjectured that, where the name of “ Artaxers.es 
occurs, the reference is to the founder of the empire; 1 
while it is admitted that the 1 Yar&hrau 1 intended is 
almost certainly Isdigerd'sson and successor, 1 Yandmm 
V., the i Bfllinuo-Gtir* of tlve modern Persians. Perhaps 
■i more reasonable account of the matter would be that 
Isdigenl laid originally a son Artaxerxes. whom he in¬ 
tended to make his successor, but that this sou died or 
offended him T and Lbai then he gave his place to 
Vurahmn. 

The character of Iadigerd is variously represented. 
According to the Orient;il writer?!, lie hud by nature an 
excellent disposition, and at the time of his accession 
wa* generally regarded ns eminently sage, prudent, and 
virtuous; but bis conduct after he Wame king dmp» 
pointed all the hopes that tad been entertained of him. 
He was violent, cruel, and pleasure-seeking; he broke 
ail laws human and divine ; he plundered die rich, ill* 
used (he poor, despised learning, left those who did 
him a service unrewarded, suspected everybody . 3 He 
wandered continually about his vast empire, not to 
benefit his subjects, but to make them uQ suffer equally. 44 
In curious contrast with these accounts is the picture 
dr aw n of him by the Western authors, who celebrate 
his magnanimity and his virtue, 4 his peaceful temper, 
bis faithful guardianship of Theodosius, and even his 
exemplary piety. 0 A modem writer 7 has suggested 
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that he was in feet a wise and tolerant prince, whose 
very mildness and indulgence offended the bigot- of 
Kb own country, mid caused them to represent hia 
diameter in the mOM. odious light, and do their Utmost 
to blacken his? memory. Bill this ean scarcely be 
accepted as the true explanation of the dberepauev. It 
appears from the ecclesiastical historians 1 that, what¬ 
ever other good quid dies Isdigerd may have possessed, 
tolerance at any rate was not among lib virtues. In¬ 
duced at one time by Clirbtian bishops almost to em¬ 
brace Christianity, he violently persecuted the prutes- 
sora of the old Persian religion. Alarmed at a later 
period by the excessive zeal of his Clirbtian preceptors, 
and probably .fearful of provoking rebellion among his 
Zororistrian subjects, he turned round upon Ids late 
friends, and treated them with a cruelty even exceeding 
that previously exhibited towards their adversaries. It 
was probably tlib twofold fjerseeuiiun that, offending 
l)Qth professions, attached to Isdigerd in his own country 
f ho character of a harsh and bad monarch. Foreigners, 
who did not suffer from his caprices or lib violence, 
might deem him magnanimous and a model of virtue. 
His own subjects with reason detested his rule, and 
branded lib memory with the well-deserved epithet of 
Al-Athim ^ 1 the Wicked . 1 

A curious tale is told as to the death of IsdigenL He 
wit* still in the full vigour of manhood when one day 
n horse of rare beauty, without bridle or caparison, 
come of »ta own accord and stopped before die gate of 
hb palace. The news was told to the king, who gave 
orders that the strange steed should lie saddled and 
bridled, and prepared to mount it. But the mim^ l 
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reared aud kicked, and would wot allow anyone to 
come near, till the king himself approached* when the 
creatine totally clmuged its mn. *1 T appeared gentle mid 
dodte, stood perfectly still, and allowed both middle 
and bridle to be put on. The crupper, however, needed 
scene arrangement, and IstHgfcnl in full confidence pro¬ 
ceeded to complete hb task, when suddenly the horse 
lashed out wish one of lib hind k gs, and deal: the un¬ 
fortunate prince o blow 1 which killed him on the spot. 
The animal then set ojT at speed, disembarrassed itself 
of its accoutreuaeutr., and galloping away was never 
seen any more. 1 The modem historian of Persia com¬ 
presses the tale into a Hugh* phrase,* uml tell* us that 
* Isdigenl died from the kick of n horse :' but th e Per¬ 
sians of the tune regarded the oecurrotrce as uu answer 
in their prayers, ami saw in the wild steed an angd 
sent by Go<L 9 _ 
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1 It wpukl seem ihnt at tin* death of MigenI there wa* 
Home JJIliaiUv it.-, f.o the sucecssjoii, Y&rahrnn, whom 
he had designated as his heir, 1 appears to have k-wi 
absent from the oapital at the time; while another son, 
Sjipor. who had lieli 1 i lie Armenian throne from a.d. 
414 to 418, to present at the tout of govcntmenL and 
bent on pushing his chums.* Varohruu, If we may be- 
hove the Oriental writer-, wlm are here tumuiwoiLV 
had been educated among the Arab tribes dependent 
on Persia, who now occupied the greater portion of 
Mesopotamia, Uhs training had marie him an Arab 
rather than a Persian; and lie was believed lo Itave in¬ 
herited the violence, the pride, and die cruelty of his 
father. 1 * Bis countrymen were therefore resolved that 
they would not allow him to bo king. Neither were 
they inclined to admit the chums of Sajwr, whose 
government of Armenia had not be cm particularly sue- 
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cessfuV and whose recent desertion of li is proper post for 
the luiyanccment of his own private interests wae it cipnc 
si^4inst Ins country which deserved punishment rather 
than reward. Armenia bad actually revolted u* soon 
m he quitted i t, had tinveu out the Persian gnm*ra h s 
stud wa* a prey to rapine 1 ant] disorder. We cannot be 
surprised that, under these amtirataue^. Sapor's maeM- 
MtiDus anti hopes were abruptly tmmnateih soon after 
Ids father's demise, by hk own minder. The noble* 
iuid chief Mag i took affairs into their own hands , 5 In- 
stead of sending for Varaltiwu. or awaiting hi- arrival 
rltev selected for king a descendant of Artuxcr^c* L 
iiEily remotely rehited tolsdigerd— a prince of the name 
ofChcero^ — and formally placed him upon the throne* 
But Ynraliran was not. willing to cede his right*. 
Having percuoded the Arahi to embrace his cause, he 
ninrcbed upon Ctesipbon at the bead of a large force, 
:ujd by some tnean& or other* ino^t probably by the 
terror of his arms, 4 prevailed upon (."hosroc&i die nobler 
ami the Magi, to submit lo him. The people readily 
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acquiesced ill i be change of infers: Choaroes descended 
into a private station, imd Yuruhraii, m u of Lsdjgord* 
became ting. 

Vanihran seems to have ascended lLe throne in 
a.i>. 420, 1 He at once threw ltim±ndf into the baud'* of 
I lie priestly party, and, resuming the persecution of the 
Christians which bis father hoJ carried on during lii? 
Liter years, showed liimsalf, io one moiety uf his sub- 
fwir at any rate, as bloody and cruel us the Lite 
monarch.- Tortures of various descriptions were em¬ 
ploy, d ; * juul grievous* was the pressure put upon 
die followcra of Christ, that m a shori time large num¬ 
bers of tin* persecuted sect quitted the country, and 
placed tlmtiifleU es tinder the protes;lion of the Romans, 
Ynnthmu bad to consider whether he would quietly 
allow the escape lifting criminals, or would sajlj to 
enforce Ids will tipm diem at the risk of a rupture 
with Borne, lie preferred the boklei line of conduct. 
Hi.- umbassiulora were instructed to require the surren¬ 
der of the refugees at the court of Constantinople; 1 and 
when Theodosius, to his huiiuur, huligmiritly rejected 
the demand, illuy had ordera to protect against the em¬ 
peror* decision, and to threaten liku with their musterV 
vengeance. 

It happened that at the time there were some other 
outstanding disputes, which caused the relations of the 
two empire? i.. I» le - .iiiihaflu ih.t . ] H . desired. 

The PeraanK had recently begun to work their gold 
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mine-, ami had Htj-d wcperieni’cd per^ms from the 
Romany whw services they found -o valuable that 
when ihe penot) of the hiring was expired. they would 
not suffis* the mincm to quit Persia and ret urn t - their 
homes,. They are also said to hurt ill-used the Homan 
me ret mutt who traded m the IVrsiaa territories, and to 
hii%'e actually robbed them of their merchandise ! 

These causes of complaint were not, however, it 
would “©Em. brought forward by the Homans, win. 
contented theinsulvu* with simply re filing tin* demand 
for the extradition of the Christian fugitives, and re¬ 
frained from making any countcr-chums, Put their 
moderation was not. appreciated; and the Persian mo¬ 
narch. on learning tlnu Romo would uot rvstore the 
ndugees, declared the peace *<» he :tt un end. and im* 
mediately made prepaniifous for war. The Romans 
had* however, anthipfttud his decision, and took the 
field in force heft .re the Persians were ready. The 
command wagontrusted to a general bearing the strange 
ttnme of Arduburin-‘ who marched his troop through 
Armenia into the fertile province of AmunauSi* and 
iliere defeated KiUPSCi!*,’* the leader whom Vara limit hud 
<*?nt against him, Proceeding lo plunder Arzauene, 
Ardalnirius sudden!y heard Thar lib adversary was 
nbotjl to enter the Homan province of Mesopotamia, 
which Was denuded of troops, and accmtd to invite 

r IT. K. 1-BXr cuttf 1 if, 7i, A) t wSmuc" wt. tmir 
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attack. Hastily concluding his mid, he passed from 
ArzauieoB into the threatened district, and was in lime 
to prevent the invasion intended by Nnr^es, who, when 
lie found his designs forestalled, threw himself into the 
tortress of Nisibis, and there stood on the defensive. 
Ardtibunils did not feel himself strong enough to invest 
the town ; and for some time the two adverstiries re¬ 
mained inactive, each watching the other. It was 
during this interval that (if we may credit Socrates) 
] he Peraiflal general sent a challenge to the Roman, 
inviting him toils time and place for a trial of strength 
between the two armies. Ardnburius prudently de¬ 
clined the overture, remnrkiug that the Romans were 
not accnstomed to fight battles when thtir enemies 
wished, hut when it suited themselves, rioon afterwards 
he found himself able to illustrate bin meaning by his 
actions. Having carefully abstained from attacking 
Ni.dlii-while Ids strength seemed to him insufficient, he 
suddenly, upon receiving large reinforcements from 
Theodoaus, changed his tactics, and, invading Per¬ 
sian JlesofHjtnmm, marched upon the stronghold held 
by Names, and formally commenced its siege. 

Hitherto Vnrabrun, confident in his troajjs or his 
good fortune, had left the entire conduct of the military 

e)jHJrations to lib general; but the danger of Xisibis_ 

that dearly won and highly prized po*se&tion 1 _^ri- 

oLisly illumed him, and made him resolve to take the 
field in person with all his forces. Enlisting ou his side 
the MxvKsm of his friends the Arabs, under their great 
sheikh, Al-A mundane (Moumlsir), * and collecting io- 
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gether a strong body of elephants,' lie advance 1 to the 
relief of the beleaguered town, Ardaburjus drew ofl 
on his approach, burned his siege ortiflfiry, and retired 
from before the place. Xbibift was preserved; but soon 
afterwords a disaster is Said to have Ijefulleu the Arab-, 
who. believing themselves about to be attacked by the 
Roman force* were seized with :i sudden |«uiio, ond. 
milling in headlong dig he to the Euphrates (!), threw 
themselves into ite waters,encumliert'd. with their clothes 
and arms, and there perished to the numWr '<i a 
hundred thousand.* 

The remaining circumstances of the war are uot re* 
hired by our authorities in chronological sesfjtieiiee, But 
jis it is certain that the war lasted only two years,* 
and ns the event* above narrated eerbduly belong to 
the earlier portion of it, xiud seem sufficient tor one 
campaign, wc may perilftps Iw justified in assigning to 
the second year, a.d. 421, die other detail* recorded— 
viz., die siege of Theodosiopolia, the combat Wtween 
Areobiudus and Ardnzaue», iJie second victory Q f Arda* 
burins, and the destruction of the remnant of the Aral's 
by Vidimus, 

* Theodosiopolis was a city built by the reigning 
emperor, Theodosius IX*, in the ihuntui [ion ion of 
Armenia, near the sources of the Euphrates.* I: was 
defended by strong walls, lofty towers, and n deep 
ditch/ Hidden r-hnnnok conducted an unfailing sup- 
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ply of water into the heart of the place, and the public 
primaries were large and generally well stocked with 
provisions. 1 This town, recently built for the defence 
of the Jttoman Armenia, was (it would seen)) attacked 
in a.d, 421 by Vanahran in person. 2 He besieged it 
for above thiny days, and employed against it nil the 
means of capture which were known to the military art 
os' the period. But the defence was ably conducted bv 
the bishop of the city, a certain Eunoraiu*, who was 
revived that, if he could prevent it. an infidel and per¬ 
secuting monarch should never lord it over Ids see- 
Eminmiiis not n nv-lv animated tin* 1 fenders. but took 
part personally in the defence, and even on one occa¬ 
sion discharged a si.ouo from a batteta with ! its own 
hand, and killed a prince who had not confined himself 
t" his military duties, but had insulted the faith of the 
h<sieged. The death of this officer Is *ud to have in¬ 
duced Varahrau to retire, and not further molest Tboo 
deriopolis* 

While tiu; fortified towns on cither side thus main¬ 
tained themselves against tiie attacks made on them. 
Theodosius, we are told . 4 gave rut independent command 
to the patrician, Procopius, and sent him at ihe head 
id a body of troops b * "jjpose Vamlimn. The armies 
mot, and were on the point of engaging when the 
Pension monarch made a proposition to decide the war, 
not by a general batt le, but by a single combat. Pro¬ 
copius assented : and a warrior was selected on either 
aide, the Persians choosing for their champion a certain 
Ardnztmcs, and the Homans * Arebbindus the Goth/ 
count of the 1 FtuleratL' In the conflict which folk wed 
the Persian charged his adversary with lib spear, but 
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the nimble Goth avoided the thrust by learning to one 
side, after which he entangled Anlazanes in a net, and 
then despatched him with Ills sword.* The result was 
accepted by Vurahrau as decisive of the war, and he 
desisted from any furl her hostilities. Areobindus 2 re¬ 
ceived the thanks of the emperor for his victory, and 
twelve years later was rewarded with tine consulship. 

But meanwhile, in other portions of the wide field 
over which the war was raging, Home had obtained 
additional successes. Ardaburius. who probably still 
commanded in Mesopotamia, had drawn the Persian 
force opposed to him into an ambuscade, and had de¬ 
stroyed it. together with Its seven generals* Titian ns, 
an officer of whom nothing more is known, hud eKtermi- 
imied die remnant of the Arabs who were not drowned 
in the Euphrates/ 1 The war had gone everywhere against 
the Persian*; and it is not improbable that Tarahmu, 
before the close of a.d. 421, proposed terms of peace. 4 

Peace, however, was not actually made till the nest 
year. Early in A.D. 422. » Roman envoy, by name 
Maximus, appeared in the comp of Vandmtn,* ami. 
when taken into the presence of the great king, stated 
that he was empowered by the Roman generals to enter 
into negotiations, but had had no communication with 
the Roman emperor, who dwelt so far off that he had 
not heard of the war, and was so powerful that, if he 
knew of it, he would regard it ns a matter of small ac¬ 
count. It is not likely that Vamlmin was much im- 
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pressed by These falsehoods; but lie was tired of the 
wot; he had found that Rome could hold her own, and 
dun he was not likely to gain anything by pro longing 
it; nud lie was hi difficulties as to provisions , 1 whereof 
his supply had run short, lie was therefore well in¬ 
clined to entertain Maadmus’s proposals favourably. 
The corps of the 1 InmiorlnLV however, which was in 
his camp, took a different view, and untreated to be 
allowed an opportunity of attacking the Romans un¬ 
awares, whih- they belie veil negotiations to lie going on, 
considering that under such circumstances They would 
be certain of victory. Yiimbnui, according to the Ho¬ 
man writer who is here our sole authority , 1 consented. 
The Immortab made their attack, and the Homans 
were at first in some danger; but dm unexpected 
arrival of a reinforcement saved them, and the Immor¬ 
tals were defeated mid cut off to a man. After this, 
Anr nlir un made peace with Home through the instru¬ 
mentality of Maximus , 5 consenting, it would seem, not 
merely that Home should harbour the Persian Christ’ 
iiius, if she pleased, but also that all persecution of 
Christians should hmitvibrtli cease ihroughuul kk own 
empire . 1 

The formal coiidiLsiou of peace was accompanist!, 
and perhaps helped forward, by the well -judging charity 
of nu admirable prelate, AcudUs, bishop of Amida, 
pitying the condition of the Persian prisoners whom the 
Roman* kid captured during their raid iuto Arramcue, 
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itiid were dragging off into slavery, interposed l*" 1 save 
them; and, employing for the purpose all the gold and 
silver plate that lie could find in the churches of his 
diocese, ransomed as many as set’tm thousand captives, 
supplied their immediate wants with the utmost ten¬ 
derness, and sent them to Yarahmn, 1 who can scarcely 
have failed to be impressed by an act so unusual ia 
ancient- limes. Our sceptical historian remarks, with 
more apparent sincerity than usual, that this act was 
calculated * to inform the Persian king of the trne 
spirit of he religion which he persecuted,* and that, the 
name of he doer might well * have dignified the saintly 
calendar.' 2 These remarks are just.; and it is certainly 
to be regretted that, among the many unknown or 
doubtful names of canonised Christians to which the 
Church has given her sanction* there is no mention 
made of Aeacius of Amvda. 

Vara h ran was perhaps the more disposed to conclude 
his war with Rome from tin? troubled condition of his 
own portion of Armenia, which imperatively required 
hi-= attention. Since the withdrawal from that region 
of his brother Sopor 5 in a.i». 418 or 410, die country 
had had no king. It had fallen into a state of complete 
anarchy and wretch ml ness; no taits were collected; the 
roads were not safe; die strong robbed and oppressed 
the weak at their pleasure. 4 Isaac, the Armenian 
patriarch* and the other bishops, had quitted their sees 
and taken refuge in Roman Armenia, 6 where they were 
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received favourably by Lhc prefect of the East, Anato¬ 
lius, who no doubt liojjed by their aid to wiu over to 
his master the Persian division of i] h ■ country. Vursih- 
mn’s attack on TJieodoslopoIia find been a counter 
movement* and hail been designed to make the Roman® 
tremble for their own possesions, and throw them back 
on the defensive. But the attack had filled; and on 
its failure the complete toss of Armenia probably seemed 
imminent. Varahran therefore hastened to make peace 
with Home, and, having so done, pniceeded to give 
his attention to Armenia* with the view of placing 
matters there on :i satis&etory footing. Convinced that 
he could not retain Armenia unless with the good-will 
of the nobles, 1 and believing them to be deeply attached 
to the royal stock of the Axsatids, lie brought forward 
a prince of that noble house, nmin ed Artuses, a son of 
Yanihran-Etfipor, and, investing him with the enjjgns ol' 
royalty, made him take the illustrious nisme of Arta- 
xerxe®, and delivered into his hands the entire govern¬ 
ment of the country. These proceedings an? n.-sdgried 
to the year a.d, 422,- the year uf die peace with Home, 
and must have followed very shortly after the signature 
of the treaty. 

It might have been expected that this arrangement 
would have satisfied the nobles of Armenia, and have 
given that unhappy country n prolonged period of re- 
I Hist 1 . Bui tilt- personal dm meter of Artiixcrxes was, 
unfortunately, bad; the Armenian nobles were, j<erhnps, 
capricious; and after u trial of six year® it was resolved 
that the rule of the Axsacid monarch could not lie en- 
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J iired, and that Varahran should bo requested to moke 
Armenia n province of his empire, mid to place it under 
the government of n Persian satrap, 1 The movement 
wan resisted with all Iris force by Isaac, the patriarch, 
who admitted the prolligaey of Artaxerxcsaud deplored 
it, but held that the rule of a Christian, however Ins he 
might be, wtas to be preferred to dim of a heathen, how¬ 
ever virtuous,- The nobles, however, were determined • 
and tho opposition of Isaac had no olhvr result th an to 
involve him in the tall of his sovereign. Appeal waa 
made to the Persian Icing : r ‘ and A and i ran, in solemn 
state, heard the charges made against Artaxerxes by 
his subjects, ami listened to his reply to them- At the 
eiill he gave his decision. Aiiaxerxes was pronounced 
to have forfeited ins crown, and was deposed ; his pro- 
peny was coafisciucd, and his person committed to 
safe custody. The monarchy whs declared to Ih. 1 at an 
end: and Persuniicnla was delivered into the hands ui 
a Persidfi governor/ The patriarch Isaac v,> at the 
same time degraded from his office and detained in 
Persia as a prisoner. It whs not till some years later 
that he whs released, allowed to return into Armenia, 
and to resume, under certain restrictions, liis episcopal 
functions/ 

The remaining circumstances of the reign of V:mih- 
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iuii Y. come to us wholly through llie Orieiitiil wii'erv, 
umid whose exaggerations and fiiblo ii U very ilitBciilr 
to discern i.lic truth. There cab, however, l>e lilt It 
doubt that it wa-s during the rcij.ni of this prime thut 
those terrible struggles commenced between thePersians 
and lhdr neighbours upon the north-east which eon- 
tinned, from the early jiart of the fifth till the middle 
of the sixth century, to endanger the very exist¬ 
ence of the empire. Various names are given tv the 
people with whom Persia waged her wars (hiring i.l ii- 
period. They are called Turks, 1 IIiuls 3 sometime* even 
Chinese; s but these terms seem to be used in tt 
vague way, as ‘Scythian' was by the undent*; and 
the special ethnic designation of the people appears to 
be quite a different norm.- from any of them. It is a 
name the Ferritin fonu of which is Ilaiihd or Ihx't- 
(tihitehf* the Armenian IlzphthagkJ' and die Greek 
*Ephthfilites/ or sometimes 4 NhpbthaEte?.' 6 Different 
conjectures have been formed ns to its origin; bur none 
of them (am bo regarded as more than an ingenious 
theory 7 All that we knt.ur of tile Ephlhulites is, that 
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they were established in force, during the* fifth and 
sixth centuries of our era, in the region; east of the 
Caspian. esjHririsiIly in those beyond the Qxits river, and 
tluit thev were generally regarded as belonging to the 
Sqythio nr Fiuuo-Turkic population, which, at any 
Kite from DX. 200, bud become powerful in tlmf region. 
They wore Heel * White It •ins’ by *ime of the Greeks; 1 
hut i! b admitted that they were quite distinct from the 
Huns ;vho invaded Europe tiudu* \tula ; : and ii may 
be doubted whether the term ‘Him’ is more appro¬ 
priate to them than that of Turk or even of Chinese. 
The <Wriptiou of tltdr physical dm ruder and habits 
left us by Procopius, who wrote when they were at 
tlie height of limit power, is decidedly adverse to the 
view that they were really Huns. They were a light- 
comploxiorud. race, whereas the Huns were decitludJy 
swart ; a they were not ill-looking. whereas the Huns 
welt 1 hideous; they were an agricultural people, while 
the Hum were uoimtds; they hud good laws, mid were 
tolerably well civilised, but the Huns were savages. It 
is probable that they 'belonged to the Thibetie or Tur¬ 
kish stock, which luts always Imhui in advance of the 
Finnic, and lias shown a greater aptitude for jxiliticai 
organisation and social progress. 

We are told that the war of Yarn bran \. with this 
people commenced with an invasion uf his kingdom by 
their lQincan, or Khan, 4 who crossed the Osu- with tin 
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tinny of 25,000 (or, according in other®, of 250,000) 
men, 1 and carried fire and sword into some of the most 
fertile provinces of Perdu. The rich oasis, know n us 
Item or Mt_>rv, the ancient Margianfi, is especially men¬ 
tioned ns overrun by hi® troops,' which :ire said by 
some to have crossed the Elburz range into Khorassan 
find to have proceeded westward as far as Jtoi, or 
Ehagss.® When news of the invasion reached the Per¬ 
sian court, the alarm Jolt was groat; Varahran was 
pressed to assemble Inn forces at once and encounter 
the unknown enemy; he, however, professed complete 
indifference, said that [he Almighty would preserve the 
empire, and that, for his own port, lie was going to 
bunt in Azerbijan, 4 or Media Atropateue, During his 
absence the government could be conducted by parses, 
his brother. All Persia was now thrown into constev- 
nation; Ya rah ran was believed to have lost his senses: 
and it was thought that the only prudent course was to 
despatch an embassy to the Ehftcao, and umke an ar¬ 
rangement with him bry which Persia should acknow¬ 
ledge his suzerainty and consent to pay him a tribute. 1 
Ambassadors accordingly wore Bent and the invaders, 
sat is lied with the offer of submission, remained in the 
potation which they had taken up, waiting for Lbe tri¬ 
bute, and keeping slack guard, since they considered 
that they had nothing to fear. Vurahran, however, 
was all the while preparing to fall upon them unawares. 
He had started for Azerbtjuu with a small body uf 
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Itickt-d v, urrtots: 1 he had drawn smne further strength 
from Armenia ; ■ he proceeded along the mountain line 
thruugh Tuberistan, Hyrcfuiut, and Vista (Nisltapur), 3 
marching only by night, and carefully masking lib 
movement. In this way be readied the neighbour¬ 
hood of Jlerv unobserved. He : lnm planned and exe¬ 
cuted il night attack on the invading army which was 
completely successful, Attacking hl« advetsaaes'Ud- 
dtiiily and in the dark-—alarming them, moreover, with 
strange noises, 4 mid at the same time assaulting them 
with the utiuoht vigour—ho |i=j t to flight the entire 
Talar army. The ldm it hiragalf was killed : ,f ' and the 
living host was pursued to the bunks of the GxtiA- The 
whole of the camp equipage fell into the hands of the 
victors; and Khat< iiiu, tlit- wife of the great Klmu, was 
taken. 1 * The plunder was of enormous value, und com¬ 
posed the royal crown with its rich setting of pearls.' 

After this success, Vumhmu, to complete his victory, 
sent one of his generals across the Oxira at the head of 
;i large force, and fulling ujwu the Tatars in their own 
country defeated them a second time with great 
daughter.* The enemy then prayed for peace, which 
was grunted them by the victorious Yarahrm, who at 
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tlie same time erected a column to murk r.hc boundary 
of hb empire in thin quarter, 1 find appointing lim 
brother Nurses governor of Khorassrm, ordered him to 
fix his residence at liulkh, find to prevent llie Tahir? 
from multi tig incursions across the Oxus." It appears 
Llint these precautions were successful, for we bear 
nothing of any further hostilities in this quarter during 
die remainder of Yu rah rails rdgn. 

The advent urea of Varelimn in India, and the en¬ 
largement of his dominions in that direction by i he act 
of the Indian Mug, who b said to have voluntarily 
ceded to him Mckrau and Sdude in return for hid star* 
vices ugrtinai the Emperor of China,® cannot he re^ 
garded as historical. Scarcely more so h the story diat 
Persia had no musicians in his day. for which reason he 
applied £» the Indian monarch, and obtained from him 
twelve thousand jierformeri, who became the ancestors 
of the Lure, 4 

After a. reign which b variously estimated at nine¬ 
teen, twenty, twenty-one, and twenty-three years! Va- 
nrtmm died by a death which would haw Ijepu thought 
incredible,, had not a repetition of the disaster, on the 
traditional rite, been witnessed by an English traveller 
in comparatively recent limes. The Per&ian writers 
stare that Vnrahran was engaged In the hunt of flic 
wild ,'im. wliun hln horse ame suddenly njiou n deep 
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pool, or spring of writer, and either plunged into it, or 
threw la* rider into it, with the result that \ arc-lira n 
sank iuui never reappeared. 1 The supposed *'ene of 
the incident is a valley between Ispahan ami Shiraz. 
Here, in IS 10, an English soldier lost liislife through 
bathing in the spring traditionally declared to lie that 
winch proved fatal to Vamhran.* The coincidence has 
caused the general acceptance of a tale which would 
probably have been otherwise regarded as altogether 
romantic and mythical. 

The coins of Varahrao V. are chiefly remarkable for 
their rude and coarse workmanship and for the number of 
the mints from which they wore issued.

Cbuxisttui, Media, find Kerman, 
or Carina rib. 5 The ordinary legend is, upon the obverse, 
M&tdivtt b&g VaTrthran insilku,nvhug 1 arahrun 
rash nmlka f and on the reverse, ‘ Yftralinm.’ together 
with it mint-mark. The head-dress has the mural crown 
in front and behind, but interposes between these two 
detached fragments a orescent am.] a circle, emblems, 
no doubt, of die aim and moon 
gods. The reverse shows die usual 
fire-nltur, witli guard 4 *, or nitetidAiits, 
watching it. The king’s head up¬ 
ward ill the Harm* upon the altar.

Ihe nick¬ 
name of ' Bahrum-Gur.’ by which he in known tu (he 
Grim Hub, murks this lnat-named predilection, iranafcrring 
U- him, as it does, The mime of the animal which was 
the especial object of his pursuit . 1 But he WSS almost 
equally food of dancing and of garnet Still it does 
not appear that his inclination for amusement* ren- 
deri.nl him neglectful of public nJlhira, oral till interfered 
■with his. administration of the State, Persia i- said to 
Imve been in n most flour isliing condition during his 
reign.* Hu may not have gained all the fincc *:?<■:> that 
ale ascribed to him; but he was undoubtedly an active 
prince, brave, energetic, and clear-sighted. lie judi¬ 
ciously brought the IJomnn war to a dose when u new 
and formidable enemy appeared on his north-eastern 
frontier; he wisely gut rid >>f tins Armenian difficulty, 
which had been u stumbling-block in the way of his 
predecessor ibr two hundred years; he inflicted n 
chock ou ■ hi; aggressive Tatars, which indisposed them 
tn renew hostilities with Persia Ibr n quarter of a cen¬ 
tury. It would seem that he did not much appreciate 
artp’ but ho encouraged learning, and did lib best to 
advance science , 6 
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The successor of Yoraliran V. was Iris son, Isligerd the 
Second, who ascended the Persian throne without op- 
position in the year a.d, 4-lOt 1 His first net v;is ii> 
declare war against Home. The Homan forces 'were, il 
would seem, concentrated in the viduity of Nbibis;- 
und Istfigerd may have feared that they would make 
an attack upon the place. lie therefore anticipated 
them, and invaded the e injure with sut army composed 
in jinrt of bis own subjects, hut in part id so of troops 
from the surrounding nations. Saracens, Tjiiiju, Lsiu* 
rians, and Huns (Ejdi thelites? ) served under his stand¬ 
ard ; • ami a sudden incursion to made into the Homan 
territory, for which the imperial officers were wholly 
unprepared. A considerable impression would pro¬ 
bably have been produced, bad not the weather proved 
exceedingly up propitious. Storms of rain and had 
hindered din advance of the Persian troops, and allowed 
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I lie Roman generate a breathing space; during n int h 
they collected an array. 1 But die Emperor Theodosius 
was auxious dint the flames of war should not lie re¬ 
lighted in this quarter; and his instructions to the 
prefect of the EitsL the Count Anatoli tiv were such as 
tpeedSy led to lira conclusion, first of a truce for n year, 
and then of a lasting treaty. Anatolius repaired as 
ambassador to Lhe Persian camp, on foot and alone, so 
its to place himself completely in Isdigerd s powerman 
act which so impressed the latter that (we are tolfl) he 
at once agreed to make ponce un the terms Which Ana¬ 
tolius suggested.® Tim exact nature of these terms is 
not recorded ; hut they contained at least one unusual 
condition. Tin- Romans and IV-inns agreed Ihat 
neither party should construct any new fortified post 
in the vicinity of dm other’s territory—a loose phrase 
which was likely to be variously interpreted, and might 
easily lend to si iioua complications. 

It is difficult to understand this sudden conclusion of 
peace by a young prince, evidently anxious to reap 
laurels, who in the fust year of I its rrigu had, at tile 
head of a large army, invaded the dominions of a neigh¬ 
bour. The Roman account, Ural 1m invaded, that he 
ivns practically unopposed, and tluut then, out ot poHte- 
ne-- towards the prefect of Lhe East, he voluntarily 
retired within his own frontier, ‘having done nothing 
disagreeable,’ 4 is a? improbable a narrative as we often 
meet with, even in the pages of theEpanline historians. 
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Something has evidently been kept back. If IkliganI 
rcUirnetl, art rnKopnia declares, wiLhuii! eflectipg atiy* 
thing, lie- must We hew readied by the rxrciurence of 
troubles in some other pm of his empire . 1 But il is, 
perhaps, us likely that he retiml, simply IwcniisHt he 
had effected the object with winch he engaged in the 
war. It was a constant practice of the Romans to ad¬ 
vance their frontier by building strong towns on or 
near a debatable bolder, which attracted to them the 
submission of the neigh ituning district.. The recent 
building of ThutKlosiopolis '' in ilie eastern pari of Ro¬ 
man Anne ilia had lieua an instance of this practice. It 
was perhaps being pursued elsewhere ukuig the Per¬ 
sian border, and the invasion of Isdigerd may Wo 
been inten de d to check it. If ~o, die proviso of the 
treaty recorded by Erocopjus would have uflbrded him 
the security which he required, and have rendered ii 
unnecGsj-jjy for him Lu continue die war any longer. 

His arms .diordy afterwards found employmeiit in 
another quarter. The Tatars of the Tiunsosiimiau 
regions went once mfne troublesome j and in order to 
check or prevent die me unions which they were always 
ready to make, if they were unmolested, IsUigcrd under¬ 
took a long war mi his north-eastern frontier, which lit* 
conducted with a resolution anil perseverance not very 
common in the East. Leaving his vizier, Mikr-Hnraes, 
to represent him at the seat of government, he trans¬ 
ferred liis own residence to XLihajmr," in the imuin- 
lain region between the Tersiiuj and Kharesroifcri 
de^rt-, and from Mint convenient post of observation 
directed the military operations against his active 
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enemies, ranking n aguimt them regularly 

c-very year from a.d. 448 to 451. in the year Inet 
taeationed lie crossed the Oxua, anti, u(lucking the 
Ephtlualites in tlieir own torritoiy, obtained a complete 
success, driving the monarch from the cultivated por¬ 
tion of the country, anti forcing him to take refuge in 
the desert. 1 So complete was his victory that he seems 
to have been satisfied with the result, mid, regarding the 
war a> terminated, to'have thought the time was come 
for taking in bund un arduous task, long contemplated, 
but not hitherto actually attempted. 

This was no less a matter than the forcible, nonver¬ 
sion «4 Armenia to the faith of Zoroaster, ft has been 
already noted 3 that the religious differences which—. 
from the lime when die Armenians, luitidpatiug Con¬ 
stantine, adopted as the religion of their state and 
nation die Christian filth (nb. aj >. 300} — separated the 
Armenians from the Persians, were a cause of weak* 
ness to the latter, more especially in their contests with 
Rome. Armenia Wits always, naturally, upon the 
Roman side, since a religious sympathy united it with 
the court of Constantinople, and mi exactly opposite 
feeling tended to detach it from the court of Ctesiphon. 
The alienation would have been, comparatively speak¬ 
ing, unimportant, after the division of Armenia be¬ 
tween the two powers, had that division been regarded 
by either party as final, or ns precluding the formation 
of designs upon the territory which each had agreed 
should l>e held by the oilier. But [liter® never yet had 
1k*l*u a time when Mich deagnf had ceased to be enter¬ 
tained : and in the war which Lwligerd had waged with 
Theodosius at the beginning uf hie reign, Roman in- 
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trigues in Perstumenia tad forced liim to send mi army 
into flint country, 1 The Persian 1 * fdi t aiul fell with 
reason, lIkjt so long ns Armenia remained Christian and 
Persia hold the fhfth of Zoroaster, th* ndathuis of 
the two countries could nevor be really friendly ; Per¬ 
sia would always Irnve a traitor in her own Ciiiii[i ; 
and in any rime of difficulty—especially in any dif¬ 
ficulty wittaBome — might look to see this portion of 
Kt territory go over to the enemy. We cannot ho 
surprised if Persian statesmen were anxious to termi¬ 
nate so linBatkTniCtojy n state of tilings, and cast alumt 
for a means whereby Armenia might be won over, 
ami made a real friend instead of a concealed enemy. 

The means which suggested itself to Ikdigerd ;w the 
simplest and inmt natural, was* us above olwervcd, the 
conversion of die Armenians Uitta Zoroflatnan religion. 
Iu the early part of Ida reign, he entertained a hope of 
effecting his purpose by jx^rsiiusioti, and sent bin vizier, 
Mihr-Xfirses, into the country, with orders to use all 
possible peaceful mean* — gifts* Uhmtlishinefltte, promises, 
threats, removal of malignant chiefs — to induce Arme¬ 
nia to consent t>» n change of religion/ Mihr-Karses 
did Ins best, but failed signally. He carried nff die 
chief: of tlie Christian party, not only front Armenia, 
but from Them and Albania, telling jtam that Pdigvrd 
required their services against the Tabus, and forced 
them with tlu-ir followers to take part in the Eastern 
war, 8 He committed Armenia to the care of the Mar¬ 
grave. Vasag,a native prince who was well inclined to the 
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Persian cause, auil gave him instructions to bring about 
the change of religion by a policy of conciliation. But 
the Armenians were obstinate. Neither threat*, nor 
promises, nor persuasions had any effect, It was in 
v::in [hnt a manifesto was issued, painting the religion 
of Zoroaster in the brightest colours, and inquiring till 
jiersons to conform to it. It was to no purpose that 
arresti; were mndt?. and punishments threatened- The 
Armenians declined to yield either to argument or to 
menace : and no progress at all was made in live dime* 
don of the desired ton version. 

In the year a.d. 4'>0„ the patriarch Joseph, by the 
Ejcuerol desire of the Anne-tii-imc held a great itssi'mbly, 
at which it was carried by luickiination, that the Arme¬ 
nians were Christian*, tuul would continue such, what¬ 
ever i‘. inight cost them- It ii. was hoped by this to 
induce Ldigord to lay aside his prosclylining schemes, 
the hope was a delusion. Isdigerd retaliated by sum- 
n i on jug to bis presence the principal chiefs, viz. T Ynsug, 
the Margrave ; 1 the Sparrtprt, or ovinmauder-rin-chief, 
Vsiriiiu, the Mnniigomun; V in: Lett. prince of Iberia; 
Vittel ah king of Albania, &c.; and having got them into 
hi# power, threatened them with immediate death, un¬ 
less they at once renounced Christianity and made 
profession of Zoroastrianism. The chiefs, not having 
the r-pirit of martyrs, uidmppily yielded, and declare*! 
themselves converts; whereupon Istligerd sent them 
l>iivk to their respective countries, with orders to force 
everywhere on their fellow-count tymen a similar 
change of religion. 

Vpon this, the Armenians and Iberians broke out in 
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open revolt. Vartan, the Matuipormn, repenting: of 
his weakness, objured hk new creed, resumed the prn- 
feasionof Christianity, and made ills pact with Joseph, 
die patriarch, 1 He then called the people to aims, and 
in a short time roller led a force of a hundred thousand 
men. Three armies were formed, to act separately 
under different genera Is. One watched Azerbijan, or 
Media A impa ie tie, w hei me it w, i» ex pect ed (h n t rheir 
main attack would be made by dm Persians; another, 
trader Vartan, proceeded to the relief of Albania, whore 
proceedings were going on similar to those which had 
driven Armenia into rebellion; the third, under Vascig, 
occupied a central position in Armenia, and was in¬ 
tended to mow wherever danger should threaten.- An 
attempt was ai the same time made to induce the 
Homan emperor, Mntvkn, uj espouse the cause of 
the rebels, and send troops to thdr assistance; but this 
attempt was unsuccessful Marcum had but recently 
ascended the throne,* ami was, perhaps, scarcely fixed 
in his si au Ur was advanced In ye;trs, and naturally 
unenterprising. Moreover, the position of affairs in 
Wectp Europe was such, that Marc inn might expect 
at any moment to be attacked by an overwhelming 
force of non horn luirbsiliana, cruel, warlike, am! uil- 
sparing. Ardl;i was in Lit. 4ol at the height of his 
power ; he had not yet been worsted at Chalons ; * nrul 
die terrible Huns, whom he led, might, in a few months 
destroy the Western, and bo ready u> fidJ ujxm the 
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Extern empire. Armenia, consequently, wan left to her 
r.wn resources, and bad uj combat the Persians ifingle- 
handed. Even so. she might. probably have succeeded, 
have maintained her Christianity, or even recovered her 
independence. hud her people be-.-n -T "tit mind, ami 
pad no ilefediou from ihe national cause manifested 
itself, Bui the Jhirxpimjiud always been hsilt'- 

Ji car ted in the quarrel; and, now that the crisis was 
come, lie determined on going wholly over to the 
Persians, lie was able To carry with hint the army 
winch he commanded ; anil thus Armenia was divided 
ngiunst ti-L-lf: and llie chance of victory was well-nigh 
lost before die struggle had begun. When the Per¬ 
sia m> look the held, tliey found half Armenia ranged 
upon their side: and. though a Jong ami bloody con- 
Nfst followed, the end was certain from the beginning. 
After roueh destdlory warfare, u great battle was fought 
tu the sixteenth year of Lsliireril (a.h. 455 or 456), be¬ 
tween the CluiBium Armen in ns- on the one side, and 
the Persians, with their Armenian abettors, on the other. 
The Persians were victorious; Tartiiu, and hU brother, 
Hemiuag, were among the slain \ And die patriotic 
party found that tu* further resistance was possible, 1 
The patriarch, Joseph, and the other bishop, were 
seized, carried uJTiu Persia, and mtuiyrcd. Zorausiri- 
miism w as eijiKroetl upon thu Armenian nation. AU 
accepted it, except a few, who either took refuse in 
the dominion* of Rome, or tied to the imumtaiti fust- 
uesse? of Kurdistan. 2 

The resistance of Armenia was scarcely overborne, 
when war once more broke outiu tIn- East, and [sdi- 
gcrtl was forced to turn his attention to the defence of

hiaJhJntivr ngumst the aggressive Ephthalitts. who, after 
remaining quiet for dim* or Tour years, luul again flown 
to urns, had crossed the Oxus, and invaded Elior&s^m 
in three . 1 On ids fir*? advance, die Persian monarch 
v, -a? !->:> i:t r successful, tbui the invading hordes seem i« 
Lave retired, and IcfL i'ersk to itself; but when L?di- 
giffd, having te>; lived to retaliate, led his own forces 
into the Ephthabte country, they took heart, resisted 
Litu, and, having tempted him into an ambusc ade, suc¬ 
ceeded in inflicting upon him a severe defeat. Lsdt- 
gerd wus forced to retire hastily within his own bor ders 
and to leave the honours of victory to Ids assdhmls 
whose triumph must have encouraged them to continue 
year after yum their destructive iurocuk into tire north- 
eastern provinces of the empire. 

It waft hot Jong alter the defeat which he sufibred in 
this quarter, that, I.'digercTs reign came to an end. He 
died -Ut. 157 , after having held the throne for seven¬ 
teen or (ctecording to some) for nineteen years , 2 II v 
was a prince of cousidmblu ability, determination, anti 
courage, Tluii Ids subjects called him * the Clement 1 a 
is nt first sight surprising, since clemency is certainly 
not the virtue Llmt any modem writer would think v>f 
associating with his mime. But. we may assume from 
the application of the term, that, where religious con¬ 
siderations did not come into [iky, he was fiiir and 
equitable, mild-tempered, and disinclined to harsh 
p un wh o ion is. Unfortunately, experience tells ns that 
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natural mildness is no security jigninst the areeptaneo 
of a, bigot's ereed ; mid, when a policy of persecution, 
ha* once l«seu adopted, u Trajan nr a Valerian will be 
as unsparing as a Maximin or a fialorius. Iedigord 
was a bitter and successful persecutor of Christ utility, 
which he—for u time fli any rate—stamped out, both 
from his own proper dominions, mid from the newly- 
acquired province of Armenia. He would have pro- 
fered less violent menus; but, when they failed, he felt 
no scruples in employing the extremes! and severest 
coercion. He was determined on uniformity; nnd uni¬ 
formity he secured, bus at the cost of crushing a pea- 
pic, and so alienating them as to make it certain that 
they would, un the tirst convenient occasion, throw off 
the Peraiau yoke altogether. 

The coins of Lsdigerd H. nearly resemble those of 
Ids hiiher, Vaiahrun V„, differing tm]y 
in the legend, and in the fact that the 
mural crown of tsdigenl is complete. 1 
The legend is remarkably short, being 
either Masdian kadi Y&dikeri It, or 
merely Kadi Y&dilerti — i,t. * the Or- 
cmif *** " maxel-worshipping great Isdigerd; * or 

; lidigertl the Great. The coins an* not vcty numerous, 
and have three mint-marks only, which arc interpreted 
to mean 1 Kliuxisiait,* ‘ Cteaiphou/ and 1 Neb;ivend/ 2 
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Ox the death of bdigerd II. (a.». 457), the throne wa~ 
seked by his younger son, 1 IJurmisdiis, who appears to 
have owed his elevation, in a gix-ut measure, to the 
partiality of his father. That monarch, preferring his 
younger sou above his elder, had made the latter gover¬ 
nor of the distant Seistan, and bad thus removed him 
far from the court, while he retained Hfirmisdas about 
his own person. 1 ' The advantage thus secured to Hor- 
misdus enabled him when his father died to make him¬ 
self king; and Perthes was forced, we arc told, to tiy the 
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oiuiicry, mid £Ja 6 e liimstdf under dm protection of the 
Ephthuiue monarch, who ruled rri die valley of the 
Unils uver UuctriiL, Tokaririlim, BadnMiau, ami oilier 
tteiyhbotirhig districts.' This king, who Wo The nmae 
o! KIi-j. Ji lll w:'iz,' received him iiivomnldy, uud though 
iit ill si, out of four for the power of Persia, lift declined 
to lend film troops, was induced after n while to adopt 
a boldei' jHjlicy. Hormisdas, despite his epithet of 
Ferzan , 1 the Wise ," 15 was soon at variance with his 
subjects, many of whom gathered about Perozes at the 
court, which he was allowed to maintain in Titfccjan, 
one of the Ephlhalitn cities. Supported bv tills Ihh.1v of 
refugees, mul by an light Indite contingent , 11 Ferozes ven¬ 
tured to advance against his brother. His army, which 
w:ts commanded bv ji certain Ilalntni, or Ham, u noble 
of the Atihran family, attached the forces of Hormisdns, 
defeated them, and made Hormisdns himself a prisoner , 5 
The troops of die defeated monarch, convinced by the 
logic of success, deserted their late lender's cause, and 
went over in a body to the conqueror. Pernzcs, after 
somewhat more than two years of exile, was acknow¬ 
ledged as king by the whole Persian people, and, i[uit- 
ting Tnk-rpm, established himself at Ctesiphun, or AI 
Modnin, which bad now become the untiii sent - if no- 
vermjwnt. It is uncertain what became of liormisdiis. 
According to the Armenian writers,® Ihihmu, after de¬ 
feating film, caused him to be put to death ; but the 
native historian, Mirkliond, declares that, on the ccm- 
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trury, PenoKes forgave hint for haring disputed the sue* 
cession, :iutl jjmiabJy spared his life , 1 

Tlie civil war between the two brothers. short nr it 
was, hurt lusted Ions' cueugh to cost Persia a province. 
Yatehd, king of Aglioirattk (Albania)* took advantage 
of the time of disturbance to throw off bits alk-giimre, 
ami succeeded in making himself independent. 0 It was 
the first, object of I’crozes, after establishing himself 
upon the throne, to recover this valuable territory. 
He therefore made war ujkui Vatche, though that 
prince wjis the =011 of In- skier, mid with the help -if 
hi* Ephtholite allies, and of a body of Mans whom he 
took into hie service, defeated die rebellious Albanians 
and completely subjugated the revolted country.* 

A time of prosperity now ensued- Fercwses ruled 
with moderatlon and justice/- He dismissed his Epli- 
thulile allies with printsthat amply contented ihc-mA 
and lived for five years in great peace and honour. Hut 
in the seventh year ‘ from the death of his father., the 
prosperity of Persia was suddenly and grievously iiuur- 
rupLed by a terrible drought, a calamity whereto Aria 
has i» all uge> Iveen subject, and which often produces 
the most frightful consequences. The crop fail; the 
earth becomes parched, and burnt up; smiling districts 
are changed into wildernesses; fountains and brooks 
cause to llow; then the wells have no water ; finally 
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even (lie great rivers are redurcd’ro threads, and contain 
only the scantiest supply of the life-giving fluid in i.lieir 
ci in j i neb. Fit min t in u le r tt i ese n i re m usta i ice. of riet ■»> ■ 
aily sets in ; the poor flic by hundreds; even the rich 
luivo :i difficulty in sustaining life by mean* of fund 
imported from u distance, We sire told 1 that the 
drought in the reign of Percies was such tlmt at lost 
there was not a drop of water either in die Tigris or 
the Oxus; all the soucces and fountaius, all the streams 
and brooks failed : vegetation altogether Oeused; (he 
beasts of the held and the fowls of the air perished; 
noivhere through the whole empire was a bird to 
M-^n ; the wild imiinab, even ihe reptiles, disappeared 
allege titer. The dreadful calami ty lasted for seven 
Ti'iirv am! under ordinary draini-daiices Lhti bulk .*f 
the population would have been swept off; hm such 
were the wisdom and tin; iictu-licence of die IVi-dun 
manure h, that during the entire duration (if the scourge 
not a single person, or, according to another account, 
but one person* perished of hunger. Peroifes began by 
issuing geneml ordere that the rich should come to the 
relief of their poorer brethren; he required the governors 
of towns, and the head-men of villages, to see that food 
was supplied to those in need, and threatened that for 
eiisrh poor man in a town or village who died of want, 
he would put it rich man to death. At the end of two 
years, finding that the drought continued, he declined 
to fake any revenue from his subjects, remitting bases 
of nil kinds, whether t hey were money imposts or con¬ 
tributions in kind. In the fourth year, not content 
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with these measures, he Trout further; opened tlie trea¬ 
sury doi>r> iuiJ made dbitrilwliuu-* of money from his 
own stores m those in need. At the name time lie im¬ 
ported coni from Greece, from India, from the valley 
of the Oxus, and from Abyssinia, obtaining by these 
menus such ample supplies that he was able to furnish 
un adequate sustenance to all his subjects, 1 The result 
was: that not only did The famine cause no mortality 
among the poorer classes, but no one was even driven 
to quit die country in order to escape the pressure of 
the calamity. 

Such is the account which is given by the Oriental 
authors of the terrible famine which they a»eri1>e to 
die early part of the reigu of Pereses, It is difficult, 
however, to suppose that die matter has not been very 
much exaggerated, since we hud tlmt, as early ns A. re 
404—5* when the Jamine should have been at its height, 
Berozcs had entered upon u great war and was hotly 
engaged in it, his ambassadors at die same time Iwiug 
scut to the Greek court, not to ask supplies of food, 
hut to request a subsidy on account of Ida military ojx>- 
nttions. 11 The enemy which had provoked his hostility 
win? the powerful nation of the hphthaJitus, by whose 
nid he hud kj recently obtained the Persian crown. 
According to a contemporary Greek authority, more 
worthy of trust than most writers of his age aud nation,® 
the origin of the war was u refusal ou the part of die 
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Epiulmlbe- to rffiikt-cei-ioin customary jHiymt'iits,.which 
the Persians vie well in flit: light uf u tribute- 1 Perozes 
determined tu -iji'oror his junt rights, jmd laurelled his 
tissiijj.'the delimiters with tins object, Jim in 
Ini til's! operations he w:is ijk.hii ressfiil, and after a 
time in 1 thought it Iwst to conclude* the war, anti con¬ 
tent bimsell with Liking a secret revenge upon Ids 
enemy, by inruns of mi tax-nit insult. He proposed to 
Khusk-nftwdz to conclude a treniy of poivctu ami to 
strengthen the compact by adding to it a matrimonial 
alliance. Khush-newar. should take to wife one of his 
daughters, and thus mute the interests of the two 
reigning liunilies. The proposal was accepted by the 
Ephdiahte moniLroh; and in! readily espoused the 
young Judy who wits sum t■ ► his court apparelled as 
iK.came li daughter of Persia, In a little time, however, 
he frsind tliat he hud th en tricked: Perozes hud uot 
scut him his daughter, I it it one of his female slaves^ 
And die royal race of the Kplit halite kings liad been 
disgraced by a matrimonial union with n person of 
servile condition. Khush-nowhj! was justly indignant; 
but dissembled bis feelings, and resolved to repay guile 
willi guile. He wrote to Perozes tliat it wag his inten¬ 
tion to make* war upou a neighbouring tribe, and that 
lie wanted officers of esperienn; to conduct the military 
' iperatiofts. The Pcisian moi i areh, a uspecting tu i thing, 
complied with the reEpmst, and seat tlirce hundred of 
liis chief officers to Kluish-newaK, who immediately 
seizcil them, put some to death, and, mutilating the re¬ 
mainder, commanded them to return to their sovereign, 
and inform him that the king of the Ephlhuliica now 
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fell that !u> had Hiifildffljtlv avenged the trick "i" which 
be had been the victim, 1 On receiving >hb menage, 
Pei-ozes renewed the war, advanced towards the Eph- 
t halite couutry, and fixed lib liaod-quartcrs in ElyrCtt- 
nia, ai the city of t Turpin- 2 He wits accompanied by a 
Greek of the name of Eusebius,* mi ambassador from 
the Emperor Zeno, who took back to Constant Simple 
the following account of the campaign. 

When Patties, having invaded the EphtboBte terri¬ 
tory, fell in with the army of die enemy, the latter pre¬ 
tended to be lilted with a panic, and at once took In 
flight. The retreat was directed upon a portion of the 
mountain region, where a broad and good road led into 
a spacious plain, surrounded on all aides by wooded 
hills, steep ami iti places precipitous. Here I lie mass 
of the Eplsthalite troops v.a.H eunnipgly concealed amid 
ihfi foliage of the woods, while n small number remain¬ 
ing visible, led the Persians into the cld-tk-me, the 
whole army unsuspectingly entering, and only learning 
their danger when they saw the road whereby they had 
entered blocked tip by the troops from the hills. The 
officers then apprehended the true state of the ease, and 
perceived that they bad been cleverly entrapped; but 
none of them, it would seem, dared to inform the 
monarch that he had been deceived by a stratagem. 
Application was made to Eusebius, whose ambassadorial 
diameter would protect liiui from an outbreak, and he 
was requested to let Perozes know how he was situated. 
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a nd exhort Lim to endeavour lo extricate hiiusidf by 
counsel rather than by a desiderate act. Eusebius upon 
tills employed the Oriental method of apologue, relating 
to Peiozca bow a lieu io pursuit or ;i goat got hjim t e lf 
into difficulties, from which all bis strength could not 
enable him In make lhs escape. Perones apprehended 
bis meaning, underriood the situation, and, desisting 
from the pursuit, prepared to give battle where he 
wtood. But the Eph;Indite monarch bad no wish to 
push immers to extremities. Instead of failing on the 
Persians from every side, he sent an unibmtey to Perozcs 
and offered to release him from ids perilous sit nation, 
and allow Mai to return with nil Ids troop to Persia, if 
he would swear a perpetual peace with the Ephthtdiles 
and do homage to himself as bis lord mid musk-r, by 
prostration. Perozes felt that he had no choice but to 
accept these terms, hard as he might think tlmra. In¬ 
structed hv the ilngi, he made tlte required prostration 
at the moment of sunrise, with his Ince turned to die 
east, and thought thus to escape the humiliation of 
abiding himself before a mortal by t he mental reserva¬ 
tion that the inteuLiyu of his act wa^ to adore the great 
Persian divinity. He then swore to the peace, and was 
allowed to return with Ids army Intact into Persia . 1 

It Heemt» to have been soon after the conclusion of 
this disgraceful treaty- that serious troubles once more 
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broke- out in Armenia. Perozes, following out the 
policy of his father, lviigiud, 1 incessantly persecuted 
tin- Christians of Jus northern provinces, especially th<>^? 
of Armenia, Georgia, and Albania." So severe were his 
measures, that vast numbers of (lie Armenians quitted 
their country, and placing themselves under the protec¬ 
tion of the Greek Emperor, heautie hw subjects, and 
entered into his service.* Armenia tv as govemeil by 
Peril:m officials, and bv upstate natives wins treated 
their Christian fellow-cotmtrymen with extreme rude¬ 
ness, insolence, and injustice. Their efforts were espe¬ 
cially directed against the few noble families who still 
clung to the faith of Christ, and had not chosen to ex¬ 
patriate- themselves. Among these the must important 
was that of the Mauiigonians. long celebrated in Ar¬ 
al email history, 4 ami at this lime reclamed chief among 
the nobility. The renegades sought to discredit this 
family with the Persians; and Vnlnm, son of Ilemmg, 
its head, found himself compelled to visit, once and 
again, die court of Persia, in order to meet the charges 
of his enemies and counteract die eflect of their calum¬ 
nies, Successful in vindicating himself, and received 
into high favour by Perozes. he allowed thesumdiinc i>t 
prosperity to extort from him whiit he hat! guarded 
firmly against nil the blast* of persecution. — to please 
his sovereign, he formally abjured the Christian faith, 
and professed himself a disciple of Zoroaster,* The 
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triumph of th can ti-Christ inn party seemed nous' (secured; 
but, exactly at this {knot a reaction set in. Yulian 
became a prey to remorse, re tamed secretly to Ids old 
creed, 1 and longed for an opportune of wiping mu the 
slmme of hie apostasy by perilling his life for the 
Christian cause. Tlte opportunity was not long in pre¬ 
senting itself In a.u. 481 Pcr 07 .es suflered u defeat at 
the hand of the barbarous Roushans, who held at Uds 
time die low Caspian tract extending from jUtenibad 
l' * Derbend, Ilieria at once revolted, slew its Zoroiis- 
trian king. Vuzken, and placed n Christian, Yalditiuig. 
upon the throne. The Pets inn governor of Armenia, 
having received orders to quell the Iberian rebellion, 
inarched with all die troop. 1 - that he could muster into 
tin northern province, and left the Armenians free to 
follow their own device*. A rising immediately took 
place. Yah an at first endeavoured to cheek Lbe move- 
meut. being doubtful of the power of Armenia to cope 
with Persia, and feeling sure that the aid of the Greek 
emperor could not be counted on. Put the popular 
enthusiasm overleaped all resistance; everywhere die 
Christum party rushed to arms, tuid swore to free itself; 
die Persians with their adherents lied die country; 
Arfnxuta, die capital, was besieged and token; the 
Christians were completely victorious, mid. having made 
themselves masters of all Persarmeuin, proceeded to 
establish a national government, placing at their head 
its king, Sahng, the Bagratide, am! appointing Vahan, 
the Mam Etonian, to be Spampef t or * Cournijuider-iu- 
Chief/ 2 

Intelligence of these events recalled the Persnn go¬ 
vernor, Ader-Yoslmiisp, from Iberia, lietuming into 
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his province at the bend of an tirmy of no great ska, 
composed of Atmpiitetiians, Modes. and Cadusions, he 
was encountered by Vusag, a brother of Valian, on the 
river Amxes, with a small force, and was completely 
defeated and slain. 1 

Thus ended the campaign of A.t>. 431, In A.D. 432, 
the t'craioiLs made a vigorous attempt to recover their 
lost ground by sending two armies, one under A dor’ 
Xerseh against Armenia, a ad die other under Mi bran 4 
into Iberia. Yahun met the onnv of Ader-Xerseh iti

the plain of Ankz, engaged it, and defeated it after a 
sharp struggle, in which the king, baling, particularly 
distinguished himself. Mihran was opposed by Vakh¬ 
tang, the Iberian king, who, however, swu found him¬ 
self over matched, and was forced to apply to Armenia 
for assistance. The Armenians came to ids aid in full 
fora;; but their generosity was ili rewarded. Vakhtang 
plotted to make his peace with Perak by treacherously 
ixHraying Ids allies into their enemies' hands; ami the 
Armetdans, forced to fight at tremendous disadvantage, 
suffered a severe defeat. Sahng, the king, and Vn?ug, 
one of the brothers of V&Ium, were skin ; Vahau liitn- 
self escaped, but at die head of only (t few followers, 
with whom, be lied to the highland district of Diuk, on 
the borders of Home mid Iberia, Here he was * hunted 
upon the mountains ’ by Mi limn, and would probably 
have been forced to succumb before the year was nui, 
had not the Persiati general suddenly received a sum¬ 
mons from his sovereign, who needed his aid against 
die Xouffhatii of the low Caspian region. Mihniii, 
compelled to obey this call, hud to evacuate Armenia, 
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ufiil Vitimii in si few wctte recovered posu^iou -»f thy 
whole comiuyd 

The year a.o. 488 now arrived, awl another despe¬ 
rate attempt tnitmtte to crush the Armenian revih. 
Eitrfv in tlie spring a Fmsiiui unny invaded Armenia, 
under a pinif tailed Hazara vougd. Vidian allowed 
hini^lf to l-e surprised* to be shut up in the city of 
Dcmn, and to be there besieged. After 11 while he 
innde bis escape, and renewed ibe guerilla warfare in 
which he was an adept; but die Persian,- 1 recovered 
most of the country, and he was htnjself, on more than 
one orcr-UHi, driven across the border and obliged to 
seek refuge in Eomirn Armenia, whither his adversary 
had no right to fallow him. Even litre, however, he 
was ii' *1 to.fi*. Huzaruviuigd, at die risk of a rupture 
with Home, pursued his Hying foe aeries the frontier ; 2 
and Yahau wub for some time in die greatest danger. But 
the Persian system of constantly elmupng the commands 
of their chief officer* saved him. Hozaravoug^l received 
otders from the court to deliver up Armenia to a newly 
appointed governor, named Sapor, 1 and to direct his 
own efforts to the recovery of Iberia, which was $tUl in 
insurrection. In this latter enterprise he was success¬ 
ful ; Iberia submitted to him r mid Vakhtang lied to 
Colchis. But in Armenia the substitution of Sopor ff>T 
Ha/af»vougd led to disaster. After a vain attempt to 
procure the ftssasshmdm of Valmu by two of his officers, 
whose wives were lie in an prisoners, Sapor moved 
against him with a strong body of troop- : 1 but the 
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brave ■Vtnmigonwn, falliity ujjon l«k assaflnut unawares, 
defeated lam wiih grout loss, and dispersed hk army. 1 
A Second battle whs fought with a similar result; and 
die Persian force, being demoralised, had n> retrofit; 
while \ iiLru. taking the olltneive, i-sinbikhed himself in 
Dovin, and once more rallied i«> lik side '-be great mass 
»>f the nation,* Adairs were in this state, when sud¬ 
denly there arrival from the oust intelligence -if the 
moat supreme importum-e, which produced a mu-t* in 
the Armenian conflict and led to the placing of Arme¬ 
nia a uflVirs mi n new footing. 

Ferosses hud, from tlia conclusion of his treaty with the 
Ephfhalite monarch (ah. a.i>. 470), been tormented with 
the foaling that he I mil sulTered degradation and dis^ 
grace.* He had, perhaps, plunged into the Armenian 
and other wars * in the hope of drowning the recoil ec- 
tiou of lik shame, in bifl own mind as well as in the 
minds of others. But fortune had not greatly smiled 
on him in these struggles; and any credit that he ob¬ 
tained from diem was quite insufficient to produce for¬ 
getfulness of his great disaster. Hence, as time went 
on, he became more and more anxious to wipe out the 
memory of the j«ist by a great and signal victory over 
his conquerors. He therefore after some years 5 deter¬ 
mined to renew the war. It was in vain that the chief 
Mobed opposed himself to this intention ; 6 it was in 
vain that his other counsellors sought to dkaunde him, 
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that liis general, Bahrain, declared against the infrac¬ 
tion of the treaty, 1 and that the soldiers showed t hem¬ 
selves reluctant to fight. Fences had resolved, and 
was tn>l to be turned from his resolution, lie collected 
from all parts of the empire a veteran force, 5 amounting, 
it is agd* to 11)0,0110 men, »iul 500 elephant*, placed 
the direction of allairs at die court in the ha n ds of 
Belas (Palnsh), hb sou or brother, 4 and then marched 
upon the north-eastern frontier, with the deternunatHSn 
. attack and defeat the Eph (Indite* or perish in the 
attempt. According to -ome Oriental writers,' 1 he en- 
lieavoured to escape the charge of having falsified lib 
engagements by a curious subterfuge. The exact terms 
of his oath to Klmsh-newaz, the Eplit halite king, had 
been that he would never march his forces past a cer¬ 
tain pillar which that monarch had erected to murk 
the boundary line lietween the Persian and Ephthahte 
dominions. Peroaes persuaded himself that lie would 
sufficiently observe liis engugemcut if he kept its letter; 
and accordingly lie lowered the pillar, and placed it 
upon a number of care, which were attached together 
ami drawn by a train of fifty elephants, in from of His 
army. Thus, however deeply he invaded the Ephiha- 
lite country, he never 1 passed beyond ' the pillar which 
he hud sworn not to pass. In his own judgment he 
kept his vow, but not in that of his natural adviser?. 
It is satisfactory to find that theZoroastrian priesthood, 
speaking by the month of the chief Mo bed, disclaimed 
and exposed the fallacy of this wretched casuistry* 
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The EphtlmUte monarch, on learning the intention 
of Perozes, prepared to meet his attack by stratagem. 
He had taken up bis position in the plain awr BalkJi, 
and had there established his camp, resolved to await 
die coming of the enemy. During the interval he 
proceeded to dig » deep and bioad trench J in front of 
Lis whole position, leaving only a space of some twenty 
or thirty yards,midway in the work, untouched. Having 
excavated the trench, be caused it to bo idled wish 
water* and covered carefully with boughs of trees, 
reeds, and earth, so as to be undistinguishable from 
the general surface of the plain on which be wav en¬ 
camped. t >n the arrival of the Persians in Ids front, 
bo first of all held a parley with Perms®, in which, 
after reproaching him with his ingratitude and breach 
of faith, he concluded by offering to renew tire peace. 
PenJltS scornfully refused i wbereu|tt>n the Ephtimlin- 
prince bung on the point of a knee the broken treaty, 3, 
imd, parmliug it in from of thePOrsian troops, exhorted 
ihem to avoid the vengeance which was sure to tall on 
the perjured by deserting their doomed monarch. Upon 
this, half die army, we arc told,’ 1 retired ; and Ktmsh- 
newnz proceeded to effect the destruction of the remain- 
dor by tueims of the plan which he had so ^aruftdly pre¬ 
pared beforehand. He vent n portion of lib troops 
across the- ditch, with orders to challenge the Persist ns 
to no engagement, and, when the tight began, to fly 1 
hastily, and, returning within the ditch by tin- -ound 
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passage, unite themselves* with the main army. The 
entire I'eralm Lust, ns ho expected. pursued die fugi¬ 
tives, and coming unawares iijwm the concealed trench 
plunged into it, was inextricably on? angled, and easily 
di-trsjyei]. I’evozos himself. «-;vt!rfc) - I h* nml 

most of his nrnry, perished. Fimz-docht, bis daughter, 
the ehi, f Muhwl, and great numbers of die rank and 
file were made prisoners. A vast l*>oty was taken - 
KLnsL-newriz did not tarnish the glory of his victory 
by any cruelties; he treated the captive tenderly, and 
caused search to lie made for the body of Perozea, 
which was found and honourably interred. 

Tim? perished Perozcu, after u reign of (probably) 
twenty-six years/" lie was uudoubtciily a brave prince, 
iiitd -ntitled r*> the epithet. *>f A! Shrthtttelu * die Couni- 
gem is,* which he received from his subjects: 4 But 
his bravery, unfortunately, verged upon rashness/ and 
was unaccompfialed (so iiir ns appears) by any other 
mil it tiry quality Peruses hnd neither the sagacity to 
form a good plan of campaign, nor the ability to 
conduct a battle. Iu all the wars wherein he was per- 
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sot udly engaged be was unsuccessful, and the only rri 
linipUs which gilded his arms were gained by hi*- gene- 
nik Li lit? civil admi imitation, on tlic contrary, he 
obtained n dmiooter for humanity and justice i l and, ii' 
the U dental accounts of his proceedings during the 
great famine 5 arc to be regarded a* trustworthy, we 
must ndmit that his wisdom and benevtjfenet were 
such ftf are not commonly found in those who Ijear 
rule in die East. Hb conduct towards IGiiuh-newiiz 
has generally been regarded as die great blot upon hb 
good fame ; a and « is certainly impossible to justify the 
pflltrr casuistry by which he endeavoured to reconcile 
his notions with his words at the time of Lb second in¬ 
vasion. But hb percent hostility towards the Eph- 
tliaKtb* b far from inexcusable, and its motive may 
have been patriotic rather than personal. He probably 
fell that the Ephthniite power was among those from 
which Persia had most to fear, and that it would, have 
Ijeen weak in him to allow gratitude for n favour con¬ 
ferred up>u himself to tie his hands in a matter where 
the interests of his country were vitally concerned. The 
Epbthnlites continued for nearly a century more to he 
among the most dangerous of her neighbour* lb Per¬ 
sia ; and it was only by frequent attacks upon them in 
their own home* that. Persia could reasonably hope to 
ward off their ravages from her territory. 

It is doubtful whether we possess any coins of Hor- 
misdas III., the brother -aid predecessor of Paroles. 
Those which arc assigned to him by Mopdtmnzm* bear 
a name which bits no resemblance to hi*; uud those 
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bearing the name of Ram, which Mr. Taylor considers 
to be coins of HormjMias, 1 cannot have lieen Unued 
under his authority, since Earn was the guardian and 
general, not uf Hormtsdss, but of ins brodier, 1 Ferhaps 
the remarkable specimen figured 
by M. Longpdrier in his valuable 
work,® which shows k bull's bead 
in place of the usual inflated ball, 
may really belong to i his prince. 
The legend upon it is read without 
any doubt ae Atihriinazd, or ; tior- 
inL-riits; 1 end in general charac¬ 
ter it is certainly tSassanian* and of 
about this period. 

The coins of Perozes are undoubted, and are very 
numerous. They are distinguished generally by the 
addition to the ordinary Grown of two wings, one in 
front of die crown, and the other beliind iu s and bear 
the legend. Kadi Piruzi* v>r il fosdim Kadi Pirusi, i,e. 
‘King Perozes,’ or ‘the Ormazd-worshipping king 
PeroziH,’ The earring nr the nioiutrdi in a triple pen¬ 
dant/ On the* reverse, besides tlie usual Hre-altar and 
supporters, wc aw on either side* of the ahar-lhmie a 
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star ami a crescent The legend here h hi— probably 
fur matka, * king ’ —< »r else Kadi, together with a 
mint-mark. The mines niimed are 
numerous, comprising (according to 
Mordmiaun) 1 Pereepolis, Ispahan, 

Ullages, Nelmveml, Darabgherd, Za- 
drttcnrtn, Kissft, Belli? tun. Chuiisuiu, 

Media, Kerman, and AaerMjan ; or 
(w‘cording to Mr. Thun ms) 3 Per- 
sepolis itesht, Kehavend. Dnrab- 
gherd, Baisfu, Modaut, Merv, Shix, 

Iran. Kumiim, Yezd, and fifteen 
othere. The general character of 
the eo bilge is rude and coarse, the 
reverse of the coins showingespecial 
signs ot' degradation. 

Besides his coins, one other memorial of tin; reign of 
Pe roses him escaped the ravages of time. Tide is a 
cup or vase, of antique and elegant, form, engraved 
with a hunting-scene, which has boon thus described 
by a recent writer; — ‘This cup, which comes from 
Ibissia, has a diameter of thirty-one centimetres, and is 
shaped like a ewer without Lundies. At the bottom 
there stands out in relief the figure of n monarch on 
horseback, pureniug at full sped various wild animals; 
before him fly n wild boar uud wild sow. together with 
their young, an ibex, au antelope, and a buffalo, Two 
other lours, tut ibex, a buiEdo, atnl an awekqie are 
strewn on the ground, pierced with arrows. , , . Tim 
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king 1 tun on aquiline nose, an eye which is very

Secure, so lone os lie fulfilled his engagement*. from 
any molestation in this quarter, Bairs was able to turn 
his attention to the north-western portion of his iJoini- 
nions and address himself to the difE.cn] e tusk of [dei¬ 
fying Armenia, and bringing to an end the troubles 
which had now for several years afflicted that unhappy 
province. Ills first; step w'a? to nominate as Marxpan. 
or governor* of Armenia, a Persian who Imre the name 
ofNTkhor, a man eminent for justice and moderation. 1 
Nikhor, instead of attacking Vuhmi, who held ulmri't 
the whole of the country, since the Persian troop had 
been withdrawn on the news of the death of 1 vnazes,- 
proposed to the Armenian prince tlmt they should 
discuss amicably the terms upon which Iris nation 
would be content Icp end the war and resume its old 
position of dependence upon Persia. Vsibtm expressed 
his wiihngtiesB to terminate the struggle by an arrange¬ 
ment, and suggested the following as the terms on 
which he and lib adherents would be willing to lay 
down their arms :— 

(1) The existing fire-altars should bo destroyed, and 
no other? should be erected in Armenia. 

(2) The Armenians should be allowed the full and 
free exercise of the Christian religion, and m> Arme¬ 
nians should be in future* tempted or bribed to declare 
themselves disciples of Zoroaster.

limits had interrupted—the complete pacification of 
Armenia, Knowing how much depended upon Yahoo* 
lie summoned him to lib court, received him with the 
highest honours, listened attentively to lib represen¬ 
tations, and finally agreed to the terms which Yahtiti 
had formula ted. B At the same time he rep! weed KiWtor 
by a governor named AnUtgau, a worthy successor, 
• mild, prudent, and equitable i’* and, to show kb 
confidence in the Msnmgomau prince, appointed him 
to the high office of OemiBflnder-in-Chief, or L Spurnpet/ 
Tins arrangement did not, however, Inst long. Antegan, 
after ruling Armenia for a few months, represented to 
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his royal master that it would be the wisest coun-e to 
entrust Ynhnn with the government, 1 that the same 
head which had conceived the term* of the pEcifirurma 
might watch over ttini ensure tlieir execution. Ame- 
gsuis recommetuintinn approved itself to the Persian 
monarch, who proceeded to recall his self-denying 
councillor, and lo install Yalum in the vacant office. 
The post of Sparc pet was aligned to Vart, Yabon's 
brother. Christianity was then formally re-established 
as the State religion of Armenia; the fire-altars were 
destroyed; the churches reclaimed and purified; the 
hierarchy respired to its former position and powers. 
A reconversion of almost the whole nation to the 
Christian finuli was the immediate result; the apostate 
Armenians recanted tlieir errors, and abjured Zoroas¬ 
trianism; Armenia, and with it Iberia, were pacified; T 
and the two provinces which hud been so long a cause 
i t f weakness to Persia grew rapidly into main sources 
of her strength, and prosperity. 

Thu now arrangement had not been long completed 
when Bains died (a. m ±87). It is agreed on all hand* 
thut he held the throm for no more than four years, 1 and 
generally allowed that he died peaceably by a imturul 
death. 4 He was a wise and just prince,* mild in his temper,*

We 
diull meat with them again, more than once, in the 
later history, and shall have to trace to their Inutility 
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some nf tlii- worst disasters that bcfel the Fereiuu arms.

Kobad marched against 
their Khan in person, ni lIr head id’ a hundred Lhuuvmd 
men* defeated him m n battle, destroyed the greater

The triumphant return of Kobad from his Kluwar 
war might have seemed likely to secure him a long 
and prosperous reign; but at the moment when fortune 
appeared most to smile upon him, au insidious evil, 
which had been gradually but secretly sapping dm 
vitals of bis empire, made itself apparent, and, drawing 
the monarch within die sphere of its influence, involved 
ill in speedily in difficulties which led to the loss of his 
crown, Mazdak, a native of Pereepolfe* or, according to 
others, of Nishcpur, in Khontesan, 4 and an Arddmagus, 
or'High rriest of the Zoroaatriitu religion, announced 
hhnsdf, early in the teigo of Kobad, us a reformer of 
Zoroastrianism, and began to make proselytes to the 
new doctrines which he declared himself commissioned 
to unfold. All men, be said, were, by God's providence, 
born equal—none brought into the world any property, 
or any natural right to possess more than another. 
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Properly and marriage were mere human inventions, 
contrary to the will of God, which required an equal 
.ii vision of Hie good things of this world among iiB, and 
forbade the appropriation of particular women l>y indi¬ 
vidual men. In communities baaed upon property and 
marriage, men. might lawfully vindicate their natural 
rights by taking their fair share of the good things 
wrongful[y appropriated by their fellows. Adultery, 
incest, theft, were not really crimes, but tuice^ary step'* 
towards re-establishing the laws of nature in such so¬ 
cieties. 1 To these l oimnumstic views, which seem to 
have been the original speculations of his own mind, 
the Mugiiui reformer added tenets borrowed from the 
Brahmins or from some other Oriental ascetics, such 
as the sneredneea of animal life, the necessity of ab¬ 
staining from animal food, other than milk, dirac, or 
egiis, ili<- propriety of simplicity in apparel, and the 
ucodofahstcmiousne^ and devotion.- He thus pvz- 
j^nted the spectacle of an enthusiast who preached a 
doctrine of laxity and self-mdojgenMs, not from any 
bii^ or selfish motive, bat simply from a conviction of 
its truth. 3 We leam without surprise that die doctrines 
of the new teacher were embraced with ardour by 
large cUw& among the Persians, by the young of all 
ranks, by the lovers of pleasure, by the great bulk of 
the lower orders. 4 But it naturally moves our wonder 
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tliiiT among the proselytes to the aetr itclisilun was the 
king. Eobad, who had nothing'to gain from embracing 
u creed which Icvidfed him with Iris subjects mid whs 
scarcely compatible with the eontin nance of raonarchi- 
ciit rub, umsl have been sincere in his profession ; rmd 
we inquire with interest, what were the ckeumstuiices 
which enabled Mum Ink to attach to his cause so imjwp* 
taut mid so unlikely a convert.

and clever imposture. 1 He excavated a cave below the 
fire-altar, on which he was in the habit of offering, and 
contrived to pass a tube from tin: cavern to the upper 
surface of i he altar, where the sacred llama wa- muin- 
tamed perpetually. Having then placed a confederate 
in dte cavern, he Invited Lin.* attendance of Kobiul, and 
in his presence appeared u> hold converse with the lire 
itself, which the Persians viewed as the symbol nud 
embodiment of divinity. The king accepted the imruih- 
as an absolute proof of the divine authority of the now 
teacher, :md became thenceforth 1m zealous adherent 
and follower. 

It may be readily imagined that the conversion of 
the mm i arch to such a creed was, tinder a despotic go¬ 
vernment, the prelude to disorders which soon became 
intolerable, Not content with establishing Community 
of property and of women among themselves, the 
seehiriea claimed die right to plunder the rich at their 
plean ire, and to carry off for the gratification of their 
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own |»tys>ioiw dm ininiitoH of the mast lltuatrious 
tin rums. 1 In win did the Mobeda dedorc thal die new 
religion wait feW 1 , whs jinmstinii*, oughl not to be tole¬ 
rated liir mi hour. The followers of Muwluk ha.il the 
support of the inouarch, anil thi» protect ion secured 
them complete impunity, linch iluy they grew bolder 
utid more tunnerotis. Persia became too narrow ;l field 
for their ambition, mm) they insisted '«*» •praufiug their 
doctrines into the neighbouring countries. We find 
traced of the acceptance- of their views in the distant 
West ; - anti the historians of Armenia relate tlutt in 
Unit unliappy i-oimuy they bo pressed their religion 
upon the people that mi insnrreotion broke out? and 
Persia wan in danger of losing, by intolerance, one of 
Imr must valued dependencies. Vahan t die Mumigo- 
nian, who had been superset led in bi> office by a irt'S-h 
Mawtpiiii, bent on forcing the Armenians to adopt the 
new creed, once more put himself forward us his 
country V champion, took arms in defence of the Chris* 
tiati faith, and endeavoured to induce the Greek 
emperor, Auustasius. to accept the sovereignty of Pors- 
nrmemii, together with the duty of protecting it against 
its tale mastera IW of the consequences, if he pro* 
voted the hostility of Persia, caused Anastimtss to 
hesitate; and thi ng s might have gone hardly wiiL die 
unfortunate Armenians? had not affairs in Persia itself 
come about this rime to a crisis. 

The Mobcds and the principal nobles hud in vain 
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protest'd agnhssi the spread of the new religion mid 
She iMitronuge lent it by the Court. At length appeal 
was made to the chief Mubed. mut lie whs requested to 
devise a remedy fnr the ux is ting evils, which were 
{jiuiejallj felt to have passed the limits of endurance. 
The chief Mi l decided that, under the tin;tnnstisitees 
of the time, no remedy could be eiliieiujil but the depo- 
■'iTiut. of the head ofthe Suite, through whose culpable 
eoamrartce the disorders hud attained their height.* 
Ills decision was received with general acquiescence. 
Tiie Persian nobles agreed wit It absolute unanimity to 
depose Kobnd, and to plate upon the throne another 
member of the royal house. Their choice fell upon 
ZatnaapA a brother of Kobad, who was noted for his 
love of justice and for the tnilduess uf his disposi¬ 
tion.® 1'lje necessary arrangement!? having been made, 
they broke out into universal insurrection, arrested 
Kobad, and committed him to safe custody in the 
‘ Castle of Oblivion ,’ i proclaimed ZiUimsp, aiul crowned 
him king with all the usual formalities. 

An attempt was than made to deal the new religion 
a fatal blow by the seizure and execution of the be- 
renartib, Maztbik.

Like 
otlur ckinumta. of the Persia a throne. 1 he ut "Let- u>ok 
refuge with the Ephtlmliles. and bought to j^dsuaite 
die Great Khan to embrace hi' eutse and place ail 
uniiy at bin disposal. The Khan showed himself more 
than ordinarily e'miplui^in!. He tan scarcely have 
sympathised with the religions leanings of ids suppliant * 
but he remembered that he Imd placed Mm upon the 
throne, ami hod found him a faithful feudatory oiui a

iiOi succeeded in making liiuwelf popular with hi? sub¬ 
jects, und knew that a large juirty desired the return of 
his brother. 4 It is probable that lie did nut greatly 
desire h throne. At any rate, when bis I milker 
reached the neighbourhood of the capital, at lhc head 




of I In; lit 1.000 Epht halites filul ilf a ’strung l-ndy of 
IVn-i-jn adherents, /amasp determined upon submis¬ 
sion. He vacated the throne 
iii favour of Eobad, without 
risking the chance of a battle, 
and descended voluntarily inn a 
private station.* Different stories 
are told of his treatment hy the 
restored monarch. According 
to Procopius, 5 he was blinded 
after a cruel method long esta¬ 
blished among the Persians ; hut 
llirkhond declares that he wsi> 
pardoned, and oven received from 
i:i' brother marked -sign- of af¬ 
fection mul favour® 

The wins of Zumaap have the 
usual lull uteri hull and mural crown, hut with a crescent 
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in place of the J rut it limb of the crown. 4 The endis of 
the diadem appear ov er the two ahouldere. On either 
side of the head there w n star* nod over either shoulder 
it crescent. Outside the encircling ring, or * pearl 
IwrdeiV we see, almost for the first time,' three stars 
with crescent*. The reverse bear? the usual lire-idtar, 
with n star and crescent on either side of the flame. 
The legend is extremely brief, being cither Zamasp or 
BagZamtZ8f>, i.e. ‘Zamir^cs,* or ‘the divine Zwimspi-s.’ 
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The second reign of Kob;td covered n p^rji nl of thirty 
years. 1 extending from a.d, 501 to jlo. 531. 2 lie was 
contemporary, during this space, with the Roman emj>e- 
ron Anksuiduft, Justin, and Justinian, with Tlieodoric, 
king uf [Lily, with Cii^iodorus, Symmncdins, Boethius, 
Procopius. nml Relisftriua.. The 1 >rieu|al writers t ell ilj 
but little of this ponton of hh history. Their silence, 
however, is fortunately compensated by the unusual 
I'opibnnie^ of the Byzantine, who deliver at consider¬ 
able length, the eniire series of transactions in which 
Kolmd was engaged with the Con-Nmtinnpi .limn » m 
peror-. and furnish some interesting notices of other 
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matters which occupied him. Procopius especially, 
t In,- eminent rhetoricinn ami secretary or Bel barms, who 
was bora about the time of Kobnd's restoration to the 
Persian throne/ and bn ft me secretary to the great 
general four vear? beftflps Kohad's death,' is ample in 
Ins details of ilie chief occiurences, and deserves a con¬ 
fidence which the B.mn tines ram rarely claim. from 
being at octet* a contemporary and a mem of remarkable 
intelligence. *EUs facts/ as Gibbon well. Jjttaawtei* “are 
collected from the personal esjjerienco and free couver- 
mtion of a soldier, a statesman, and a traveller ; his 
style continually aspires, and often attains, to the merit 
of strength and dhgance; his reflections, more espe¬ 
cially in the speeches, which he toe* frequently inserts, 
contain a rich fond "f political knowledge; ami the 
histmiiui, fiscited by the generous mu hit ion of pleasing 
and iiistruclitig posterity, appears t ■ disdain the preju¬ 
dices of the people and the flattery of courts, 1 

The iirst question which Kukul Imd t > decide, when, 
bv the voluntary cession of his brother, Ziiumsp, !■*- 
reummtitid Ms throne, was the attitude which he should 
illume towards IVtazdak and his followers. By openly 
favouring tltc new religion imd encouraging the disor¬ 
ders of its votaries., lie had s -disgusted tla; more |>ower- 
ful c hisses of his subjects that lie had tort his crown 
and been farced to become a fugitive lo ti foreign 
country. He was not prepared 10 affront tin is da Tiger a 
socvUid lime, .Still, his attachment to the new doctrine 
was not. shaken; he held the views prnpouiultid to be 
trin'. and wns not ashamed to confess liitnself an un- 

wavcritcj adherent uf the comnmnriiie prophet- 1 He 
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contrived, however, to recompile iiis bdief with itis in* 
Uirtsi* by tiupu rating the indivhknd iron] the king. 
As a iimti, lit- held the views ot Murriuk; but. ns n king, 
he let it be known that he dill noL inteuil t.i maintain 
or support the sectaries in any extreme or v iolent uien- 
surcs. The result was that \ be new doctrine luiigui.-Ued; 
ilazdnk escaped persecution .'if!'.! continued in pnppa- 
gate his views; but, practically, the progress of the 
new n [unions w s checkedt they Enid ■ ■■ tstd trj com¬ 
mand royal advocacy, and had consequently ceased to 
emkiiiger the Suite ; they still fermented among tin- 
masses, and might cause trouble in the future : but tor 
the present they were the harmless speculations nf a 
certain number <*¥ ciuliusiast- who iiid m.t venture any 
more Lti cany their theories into practice, 

Kokul had not enjoyed the throne for more dian u 
year before his relation* with the great empire on hia 
western frontier became troubled, and, after some futile 
negotiations, hostilities once mono broke out. It appears 
that among the terms of the pence coududedin a.ij. 
4 12 lwtween Isdigcrd 13 . and the younger Theodosius,* 
the Ivomsujs bud undertaken to pay annually a certain 
sum of money u* a contribution toward* the exjieuscs 
ota fortified post which the two powers undertook to 
maintain in the pass of Derbend,* between the hist spurs 
of ilte Caucasus and the Caspian, ‘Iliis fortress, known 
as Juroipach or ferapamcb,* commanded the usual 
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parage by which the hordes of the north were accus¬ 
tomed to issue from their vast arid steppe upm tli« 

rich and populous regions of the south tor the pur¬ 
pose of plundering raid a, if not of actual conquests. 
Their incursions threatened almost equally lioinuu and 
Persiim territory, 1 and il was felt that the two nations 
were alike interested in prevent tug them. The ori¬ 
ginal agreement Was that both parties should contribute 
equally, alike to the building and to the Maintaining of 
the tor tress ; but the Homans were so occupied in other 
wars that the entire burden actually fell upon the 
Persians. These latter, an was natural, made from time 
to tune demands Upon the Homans for the payment of 
their share of the expends; " but it seems that these 
efforts were ineffectual, and Lhe debt accumulated. It 
v.as under these circumstances flint Kubud. finding 
himself in want of money to reward adequately his 
Ephthalite allies, 5 sent an embassy to Amstasius, the 
Homan emperor, with a peremptory demand for a 
remittance. The reply of Anastosius wa» u refusal. 
According to one authority 4 he declined absolutely to 
make any payment ; according to another 5 he expressed 
his willingness to knd Ida Persian brother a sum of 
money on receiving the customary acknowledgment, 
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Imt refused an advance on any other terms. Such n 
response was :l simple repudiation of obligations volun¬ 
tarily contrasted, and cvmid scarcely fail to rouse the 
indie: nation of the IWism monarch if he learned fur¬ 
ther'that the real cause of the refusal was a desire i - 
etnbn.nl Persia with the Ephtbalites, and to advance 
the interests of Rome by leading her enemies to waste 
each other s strength in an internecine conflict, 1 he 
may have admired the cuiubng of his rival, but cun 
scarcely have felt the more amicably ilisprwed towards 
him. 

The natural result followed. Kobad at once de¬ 
clared war. The two empires had now been uninter¬ 
ruptedly nl [leaco for sixty, mid, with the exception of 
a single i Limpaign (that of A.D. 441 S, for eighty Y^ars. 
They bad ceased to fed that respect for each other's 
m-ms and valour which experience gives, and which is 
the best preservative against wanton hostilities. Eobad 
was eouliduut in his -’trungtli, dnee lie was able to bring 
into the field, besides the entire force of Persia, n large 
EphthaliW contingent, and also a number of Arabs. 
Anastusius, perhaps, scarcely thought that Persia would 
go to war on account of a pecuniary claim which she 
hud allowed to be disregarded for above half a centuiy. 
The resolve of Kobad evidently took him by surprise: 
but lie had gone ti*o far to recede. The Roman pride 
would not allow him to yield to a display of force what 
he had refused when demanded peacefully: and he was 
thus compelled to maintain by turns the position which 
he had assumed without anticipating its consequences. 

The war ixigau by & sudden inroad of the host of 
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PcriiH. iu!<* Eosnuu Armenia, 1 wliurt; TVod'siojifilh, 
was still the chief stronghold and the main support of 
the Human pow-T.* Unprepared for resistance, this 
city was surrendered after a short sh*gc by lit com¬ 
mandant, Constantine, after which the premier part i«f 
Armenia was overrun and ravaged." From Armenia 
Kobad conducted hb army into Northern Mesopota¬ 
mia, and formed the -iege of Amidn alumt l-lie emu- 
mcnctnient of the winter. 11 The great strength of 
Ajuida has been already noticed in this volume. 5 
Koba.l found it ungnrrisoned, ami only protected by ;t 
small force, cantoned in lie neigh bom-hood, under t he 
philosopher, Alypius/ But the resolution of the towns¬ 
men, and particularly of the monks, was groat; mul 
a mod strenuous resistance met all hi- efforts to take 
[he place. At first tiis hope was to effect a breach in 
the defences by means of die ram; lint the besieged 
employed the customary means of destroying his 
engines, and, where these failed, the strength and 
thickness of the walls was found hi he- such that no 
serious impression could be made on them by the 
Persian battering train. It was necessary to have 
recourse to some other device; and Kol aid proceeded 
to erect a mound in the immediate neighbourhood of 
the wall, with a view of dominating the town, driving 
the defenders front the lintthanerits, and then taking 
the place by escalade. He raised an immense work; 
but it wa“! undermined by the enemy, at id at last fell 
in with a terrible crash, involving hundreds in its ruin. 7 
It is said that after this failure Kolstd despaired of ;ue- 
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ms?, mill ti t dntw oiT lib iinnj i I'ut Hie 

iiunite and insult# of the besieged, or confidence in the 
prophecies of the Magi. who mi* »ri omm of victory in 
t Lie grofsaesi of nil the insults, caused him to eliOEge 
hi* iaUiation find still continue the siege. Bta perteve- 
ruuct! wiv* siwjD afterwards rewarded. A Soldier dis¬ 
covered in the wall the outlet of a drain or sower im¬ 
perfectly blocked up with rubhle, and* removing this 
ihintiir the night, found himself able to [kl.'.' through 
l lie wall into the town. He communicated hw dis- 
LMVrTV to Kobllll, w ho took h'is tm-fisured QCOOrdjTlgt}'- 
Seftdiufr.die nest night, u few picked men through du¬ 
ll ram, to seize the nearest tower, which happened to be 
.■thickly guualcd by some sleepy monks, li i the dtiy 
laifore had been keeping festival , 1 ho brought the bulk 
of hii tro-ips with scaling hidden to the ndjotnitig |>nr- 
tirm of the wall, mid by his presence, (StfieHatioiis, and 
threats , 5 compelled them to force their way into the 
plane, The intoiibi Unite resisted eireiiuoudf, but were 
overpowered by mnaben, mid the carnage in the

The siege of Amid* bisted eighty days , 1 and the year 
a,i>. ol )3 had commenced before it was over . 4 Anusta- 
*111*. on learning the danger of Ins frontier town, iuunn- 
diutely despatched t*> its aid u considerable force, which 
he placed under four commanders *—Areubindns, the 
jjrau'lHtiu <if the Gothic officer *ff the satne name who 
distinguished himself in the Pcfaiae wnr iifTlKJodurius ; 8 
Celer, captain r»f the imperial guard ; !iitricius. the 
Phrygian; and [(yjxttin*, one of hi* own nephews. The 
army, roUr-ctivcty, is >nk] t« have been «1 ore till me roils 
th.m any (hat Home Imd ever brought into the- held 
against the Persians t 7 hut it iva*i weakened by die di¬ 
vided command, and it was moreover broken up into 
detachments which acted independently of each oilier. 
It- advent also was tardy. Nut only did it arrive too 
bte to save Amide, but it in no way* interfered with 
die after-movements of Kobad. who, leaving a small 
garrison to iimiiitaiii liis new conquest, carried off the 
whole of his rich booty to his city of Xisibis, and 
phuxd the hulk of Jib troops in a good poftitioti upou 
his own frontier . 14 When Art obi mills <tt the head of 
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tlie Qr^it division, reached Atnkhi and beard that tin- 
Persianslieid fallen buck, he 4 . dim*! tiie comparatively 
inglorious work of a .■aegfjand pttssedfijrwnrti, utodooB 
to curry tire war into Persian territory. lie scents 
actually to have crossed the luorder and invaded the 
district of Araanene , 1 when news t't-ielnid him that 
Kobnd was marching ujh>h him with all his troop*, 
whereupon he instantly lied, and threw himself into 
Constant in, leaving his camp and stores to be Utken by 
the enemy. Mena while another division of the Homan 
army, under Pntririus and IFypWiU!*, liad followed in 
the step? of Areobindnu, and meeting with the advance- 
guard of Biobad, which c'onaisted of night hmuliv-d 
Ephtlinlites. had destroyed it almost to a man , 1 Igno¬ 
rant, however, of the near presence of the main Per¬ 
sian army, thb body of troops allowed itself soon after¬ 
wards to be surprised on the brinks of ft stream, while 
?omc of the men wore bathing ami others ware taking 
their breakfast, and was completely cut to pieces by 
Kobad, scarcely any but the generate v^eapiijg.* 

Thus far sneecss had been wholly cat the aide of the 
Persians; mill if circumstances had permitted Kobftd 10 
remain at the seat of war ami continue to direct the 
o[Mirations of his troops in person, tlitre is every reason 
to believe that he would have gained still greater ad¬ 
vantages, The Koman generals were incompetent; 
they were at variance among them selves; and they 
were unable to control the troop; under their command. 
The soldiers were insubordinate, without confidence in 
their officers, and inclined to grumble at such an un¬ 
wonted hardship as u campaign prolonged into the 
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winter, 1 * * * 5 Thus nil tiie conditions of the war were in 
favour of Persia. But, iwfortunately tor Eobad, it 
happened that* at the moment when bis prospects were 
ihe fairesii/ a danger in another quarter d emand ed Liia 
presence, and required him to leave the conduct of the 
lioimut war to others. An Ephtlmlite invasion called 
him to the defence of his north'eastern frontier before 
the year a.d, 503 was over/ and from ihia time dm 
operations in Mesopotamia were directed, not by the 
king in person, but by his ueuands. A change is »t 
once apparent. In jld, obi, Color invaded Ar wma o fr 
destroyed a number of forts, and ravaged the whole 
province with fire nod sword/ lheuce nmrcliiog south* 
ward, he tlu-cnteued Snibis, which is said to have been 
within a little of yielding itself/’ Towards winter 
Patritans mid Hypatius took heart, and, collecting 
an army, commenced the siege of Amidti, which they 
attempted to storm on several occasions, but withouL 
success/ Alter a while they turned the siege into a 
blockade, entrapped die comma uder of the Persian 
garrison, Oleums, by a stratagem.' and reduced the de¬ 
fenders of the place to such distress that it would have 
been invj>o=sibie to hold out much longer 1 - It seeuir to 
have been when matters were at this point/ that an 
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ambassador of liigh rank 1 arrived from Kobad* em- 
powered to conelttde a peace. and instructed to declare 
bis master's willingness to surrender sill lii- conquest, 
including Amidn, on the payment of ft consideniblo 
sum of money, The Homan gennrnL*, rega rditig Amulu 
as impregnable, and not aware of the exhaust inn of 
its stores, gin illy consented. They handed over to 
the Persian*! ft thousand pounds' weight of gold, and 
received in exchange the captured city and territory. 2 
A treaty wm signed by which the contracting powers 
undertook to remain at peace and respect each other's 
dominions for the space of seven years* Xo definite 
arrangement seems to have been made with respect to 
the yearly payment on account of the fortress, Birnpa- 
racli, the demand for winch had occasioned the war. 
This claim remained in abeyance, to be pressed or neg¬ 
lected, as. Persia might consider her interests to require, 
'Die Epliihalite war, which compelled Kobad to make 
peace with Anastasias, appears to have occupied him 
uninterruptedly for leu years, 4 During its continuance 
Dome took advantage of her rival's difficulties to con¬ 
tinue the system (introduced under the younger Theo¬ 
dosius 5 ) of augmenting her own power, and crippling 
that of Persia, by establishing strongly fortified post* 
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upon her lxinlcr in tin* immediate vicinity of Persian 
territory. Hot content with restoring Theodoslopolis 
and greatly strengthening its defences, 1 * * Aibiemds 
erected un entirely new iWtrew at Uunnv on the 
southern skirts of the Mods Marius, within twelve miles 
of Nisibis, at the edge of the great Mesopotamian plain* 
This place was not a mere ton. but a city; it contained 
. ■Uurehes, bathe, porticoes, large granaries* ami exten¬ 
sive dsterns* It constituted n standing menace to 
Persia; 4 and its erection was in direct notation of the 
treaty made by Theodosius with Isdigeid H, 6 which 
was regarded us still in force by both nations. 

We cannot be surprised that Kobad, when his Eph- 
' halite war was over, made formal complaint at Gon- 
stautimipk- (»b. a.i>. fil 7) of the infraction of the treaty. 6 
Annstarins was tmible to deny the charge, lie endea¬ 
voured at drift to meet it by a mixture of bluster with 
professions of friendship \ but whan this method did 
not appear effectual, he had recourse to an argument 
wiM-reof the Perriuns on most occasions acknowledged 
tlie force. By the expenditure of a large sum of 
money he cither corrupted the ambassadors of Kobad, 
or made them honestly doubt whether the kuui paid 
would not iiitisfy their master/ 

In a.o. 51 8, Anastahus died, and the imperial au¬ 
thority was assumed by the Captain of the Guard, 
tlie ‘ Dacian peasant,’ f Justin. With Mm Kobod veiy 
shortly entered into negotiations. He had nut, it i?» 
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dear, accepted the pecuniary sacrifice of Anastaeuia as 
u complete satisfaction. He felt that he hfld many 
grounds of quarrel with the Homans. There was the 
old mutter of the uumutl payment due ou account 
of (lie fame?' of liiraparudi; there was tin- recent 
strengthening of Theodasaopolis, utid building of Dan*; 
there was moreover an interference of Borne at this 
time in the region about the Caucasus which was very 
galling to Persia and was naturally resented by her 
monarch. One of the first proceed tug* of Justin after 
he ascended the throne was to send an embassy with 
rich gifts to the court of a certain Bumiic chief of 
these parts, called Ziligdes or Zilgibis, 1 and to conclude 
a treaty with him by which the linu bound himself to 
assist the Romans ugniibt the Persians. Soon afterwards 
a Lurie prince, named Tzaili, whose country was a t\=r- 
sian dependency, instead of seeking inauguration from 
KohiuL ptooeeded on the death of his father s to the 
court of Cbusiaiiliaopte, and expressed ins wish to be* 
come a Christian, mid to hold his crown as one of Homes 
vassal Btotmarehs. Justin gave tills person u warm 
welcome, had him baptized, married him to a Homan 
lady of rank, and sent him back to Laziea adorned 
with a diadem and robes that .sufficiently indintted hi* 
dependent position. 3 The friendly relations established 
between Rome and Persia by the treaty of ajj. 505 
were, under these eiri: urn stances, greatly disturbed, and 
on both sides h would seem that war was expected to 
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break out. 1 Bur neither Justin nor KoLid was desirous 
«>f a rupture. Both were advanced in years, 1 and both 
bud domestic trouble to occupy them. Kobatl was 
nt thi* lime especially anxious about the succession. 
He lutd four =otis» a EaBses, Znnic*. Phtlvftsuarsas, anti 
CLosroes, of whom Kabseswtis the eldest. This prince, 
however, did not please biiiL Tits affections were fixed 
on his fourth son, Cbosrocs, ami he \m\ m object more 
at heart than k> secure the crown for this favourite 
child. The Homan writer? tell us 1 that instead of 
rcseutmg the proceedings of Jusiin in the years a,d. 
520-522, Kobiul made the 'rtrm^e proposal to him 
about this time that he should adopt Ciiosroes,, in order 
that that prince might have the aid of the Homans 
against liis countrymen, if his right of succession should 
be disputed. It is, no doubt, dillieuh to believe that 
such a proposition should have been made; but the 
drcum&imttal manner in which Procopius, witting not 
forty year? after, relates the matter, renders it almost 
impossible for us to reject the story u= a pure tubrhu- 
tion. There must Iwve been some foundation for it, 
Li the negotiations between Justin and Kobftd during, 
the wirly years of the former, the idea of Home pledging 
herself to acknowledge Cluerues us his father's succes¬ 
sor must have been brought forward. The proposal, 
whatever its exact terms, led however to no result, 
Itoine declined to do as Kobad desired; 11 and thus 
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another ground of estrangement was added to those 
wliidi had previously made the renewal of the Ilonmn 
war a mere quest km of lime. 

It is probable that the rupture would have occurred 
csrlior tliim it, did had not Persia about the year a.d. 
fitl.J become once more the scene of religious discord 
and conspiracy. The followers of Mtedak had been 
hitherto protected liy Kobad, and hud lived iu pence amt 
multiplied throughout ail the provinces of the empire. 1 
Content with the toleration which they enjoyed, they 
hml for above twenty years created no disturbance, 
and their name hml almost disappeared from the re¬ 
cords of history. Bui as time went cm they began to 
feel that their position was insecure. 3 Their happiness, 
tlieir very safety, depended upon a single life ; and as 
Koliad advanced in yeitrs they grew' to dread more 
and more the prospect which his death would open. 
Among Ids son* there was but cue who bud embraced 
thdr dootiine; and this prince, I’bthaiiusrass, had but 
little chance of being chosen to be lib father’s successor. 
Eadses enjoyed the cLitrn of natural right; Cbosroes 
was his fadiers favourite; Zanies had ihe reaped and 
good wishes of the great mus-T of the people ; s Phtha- 
sunrsas was disliked by die ILigi/ ml, if die choice lay 
vi idi them, was certain to be passed over. The sec¬ 
taries therefore determined not to wait the natural 
course of events, but to shape them to their own 
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purjxaes, They promised PliLliasuarsns to obtain by 
their prayers lib father’s abdication and lib own itjt- 
point me lit to succeed him, nnd disked him to pledge 
himself to establish their religion as that of die State 
when Ik* became king. The prince consented; nntl 
Ike Mazdtikiiu* proceeded to arrange their plans, when, 
unfortuilately for them, Kobud di , »coveruil t or suspected, 
that m scheme was on foot to deprive him of his crown. 
Whether the designs of the sectaries were really trea¬ 
sonable or not is uncertain; but whatever tliey were, 
an oriental monarch was not likely to view them with 
favour. In the East it is nit offence even U> speculate on 
the death of the kiug; and Kobad saw in the intrigue 
which had been set on foot a criminal and dangerous 
conspiracy. He determined at once to crush the 
movement. Inviting ttie Mazda):itea to IL solemn ns- 
tembly, at tr)»ich he was to confer the royal dignity on 
ridhasuarsjis, he caused his army to surround the un¬ 
armed multitude and massacre the entire uumlier. 1 

Relieved from this jwrii, Eobad would at once have 
declared war against Justin, and have marched un 
array into Roman territory, hud not troubles broken 
out in Iberia, which made it accessary for him to 
stand on the defensive* Adopting the intolerant policy 
so frequently pursued, and generally with such ill re¬ 
sults, by the Pvraum kings, Kobad hud commanded 
Gurgenes, die Iberian monarch, to renounce Chris¬ 
tianity and profess the Zoroustrkn religion. Esjjeeially 
he luid required that (lie Iberian custom of burying 
the dead should be relinquished, and that the Persian 
practice of exposing corpses to lx? devoured by dogs 
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and birds of prey 1 should supersede flic Christian rite 
of sepulture. Guigeues was too deeply attached to his 
Fiiitii to entertain these pfoposilions for a moment. He 
at once shook oil’the Persian yoke, and, declaring himself 
a vassal of Rome, obtained » promise from Justin that 
he would never desert the Iberian cause. Rome, how* 
ever, was not prepared to send her own armies intothia 
distant and inhospitable region; her hope was to obtain 
aid from die Tatars of the Crimen.* and to plnv off the*** 
barbarian* against the forces wherewith Kohud might 
be expected shortly to vindicate his authority. An 
attempt to engage the Crimean* generally in this ser¬ 
vice was made, but it was not successful. A small 
force was enrolled and sent to dtp assistance of 
Gurgen es. But now the Persian* took the held in 
strength. A large army was sent, tuio Iberia bv Eolmd, 
uutler a general named Bovs. Gurgen es saw resistance 
to be impossible, ne therefore fled the country, and 
threw hiinself into Lnrica, where the difficult nature of 
the ground, the favour of the natives, and the assist¬ 
ance of the Romans enabled him to maintain himself. 
Iberia, however, was tost, and passed once more under 
die Persians, who even penetrated into Lnzic territory 
ami occupied some forts which commanded the passes 
between Larina and Iberia. 9 

Rome, on her part, endeavoured to ret aim to (a.d. 
5*26) by invading Pemmueuia and Mesopotamia. The 
campaign is remarkable as that in which the greatest 
general of the age, the renowned and union i inn (e 
Bel burins, first held a command and thus commenced 
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the work of learning hy experience the duties of a 
military leader. Hitherto a mere guardsman, and 
still fjaite a youth, 1 trammelled moreover by association 
with a colleague, lie did not on this occasion reap any 
laurel*. A Persian force under two generals, Naisea 
nml Ajatius, defended Persannenta, and, engaging the 
Romans under Shuts and lieUsarius, succeeded iu de¬ 
feating them. At die same time, Licolarius, a Thracian 
in the Roman service, made an incursion into the tract 
about Niaibis. but grew alarmed without cause and 
beat a speedy retreat. Hereupon Justin recalled him 
as incompetent, nod the further conduct of the war iu 
Mesopotamia was entrusted to Belisarius, who look up 
Ills head-quarters at Darns. 

The year a.d. 5*27 seems to have been one in which 
nothing of importance was attempted on either side. 
At Constantinople the Emperor Justin had fallen into 
ill health, and, after associaiiag hb nephew Justinian 
on the 1st nf April, had departed this life on the 1st of 
August.* About Lhe same time* Kubad found his 
strength Insufficient for active warfare, and put the 
command of Ins armies into the hands of his sons. 
The struggle continued in Ltscs, but with no decisive 
result.* At Pares, Bclisarius, apparently, stood on the 
defensive. It was not till a.i>* had set in that 
he resumed operations in the open field, and prepared 
once more to measure his strength against that of Persia. 

Befieariiis whs stirred from his repose by an order 
from court. Desirous of carrying further the |x>lioy of 
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gaining ground by means of fortified posts/ JUstiniau, 
who had recently restored and strengthened the fron¬ 
tier city of Martyiopolk.' oo the Nymphius, sent in* 
structiona to Beliyirius, early in a.d. 52S, to the dlect 
that lie was to build a new ion at a place called 
Miudou, on the Persian border, a little to tin; left of 
Niaibis 3 The work was commenced, hut the Per?ions 
would not allow it to proceed* An army which imm- 
Iwred 50,01 Hi tuen, commanded by Xerxes/ e*m i.if 
Kbfeiid, and I’crozes. die Miliran/ attacked the liomno 
workmen; and when Jielisarius, reinforced by fresh 
troop from Syria and Phoenicia, ventured an engage¬ 
ment, he was completely defeated and forced to seek 
safety in flight The attempted fortification was, upon 
this, razed to the ground; and the Mill ran returned, 
with numerous prisoners of importance, into Perak. 6 

It is creditable to Justinian that he did not allow 
the ill-success of hb lieutenant to lead to hi* recall or 
disgrace. On the contrary, he chose exactly the time 
of his greatest depression to give him the tide of 
4 General of the East/ ■ Bdisarius upon this assembled 
at liaius oil imposing force, composed of' Romans and 
allies, the latter being chiefly Massagefm.

h if which there would lx- room to net for lus cavalry. 
Perozes, having reconnoitted the position, hesitated t>> 
uttuck it without a greater advantage of numbers; and 
sent hastily tn Nit ibis fur lO.uiJU more soldiers, while he 
allowed the duv to pass witliont anything more serious 
than ii ik-mon-trdion of his Cavalry against Ikeliomun 
left* tuid same insignificant single combats. 3

In vain did Lite Persian 
column, cheeked m its advance. attempt, an orderly 
retreat. The L buna ns assaulted it in front mid nn both 
[Kinks, nod a terrible carnage ensued. The crowding 
disaster WHS the death of Eanesmtmes, w'ho was slaiu by 
gimiriKS, Hie Me-oi-Goth ; whereupon liiu whole Per- 
sim i army broke und Hod %vii hour offering any further 
rwbtuuee. Here fell 5,000, including number* of he 
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* Immortals.* The slaughter would Lure been still 
greater, had not BelUarius ami his limitemml, Ilmjn>- 
Irenes, with wise ernuioo reatrulued the Roman troops 
uu> 1 recftUetl them quickly from the pursuit of [lie 
enemy, con unit with the success which they had 
achieved, It was *i> kmg since a Roman ajmy iuul 
defeated a Persian one in the open field, that the vic¬ 
tory hud an estmordinuiT value, ninl it would Imve 
been foolish to risk u reverse in the a Item pi to give it 
greater completeness. 1 

While these event!? took place in MestopCrtanuji, the 
Persian anus wore also unsuccessful in the Armenian 
highlands, whither Kobml bad sent a second ariuy U> 
act offensively njinita^r Rome, under the conduct of a 
certain MerthCTiios, The Roman commanders in tlii> 
region were Sitnts. the farmer ttolleague ol Holism in*,- 
and Dctotlurus, a genetul of experience. Their troops 
did not amount to more limn hall' the number <>f the 
eucinv,* vet they contrived to inllici on the Persia ns 
two detents, one iu their own territory, fin* oilier iu 
Roman Armenia. The superiority thus exhibited by the 
Romans encouraged desertions lo their side; and iu 
some instance* lim deserters* wore able to carry over 
ivilh thorn to their new friends small portions of 
Persian territory, 1 

In the year a.d. 531 , after a vain attempt at nego¬ 
tiating terms of pence with Rome, 5 the Persians'niuiieon

Ia these provinces were the strongest of 
the Roman cities fortified according to the latest rules 
of art. and plentifully supplied with every upplimic** 
of defensive warfare- There, too t were the imsr and 
bravest <>f the Roman troops* and an army mere 
numerous than Romo hud ever employed against Per¬ 
kin Indore, it would hi- most perilous to risk n n 
encounter on this ground bet Perrin, however, in¬ 
vade the country beyond the Euphrates, and she 
would find but few obstacle*, lu that region liter** 
were no strung fortresses, nor was there any army

poj-ted him; flu* conspiracy scorned nearly sure of sue- 
vrhcu, by some accident, it was discovered, awl 
the oectijamt irf the throne took prompt and effectual 
measures to crush it Zimies.

When CWri>{?3 hiul by these means secured himself 
against die tiluima of pretenders, he proceeded to em¬ 
ploy equal severity in repressing die disorders, puuish- 
iiig die crimes, and compelling the abject sulmdsdon ot 
lm subjects. The heresinrch Mazdiik, who had escaped 
the persecution instituted in bis Inter veins by Koluul. 
and the sect of ike Mazdakites, which, despite that 
persecution, was still strong and vigorous, were the 
first to experience the oppressive wviyhl of his resent¬ 
ment; :md tlie corpses of a hundred thousand martyrs 
blackening upon gibbets proved the determination of 
lhe new monarch to make his will law, whatever the 
ctmacqueUCtus. 8 Ln a similar spirit, the hesitation of 
Mebodes to obey icstanUmeoualy an order sent him by

The feme of Chosroes nest* especially on lits military

1 The territorial extent of bit- kingdom wma 
nearly doublet! by these victories; Ids resodBStt) were 
vastly increased; the prestige of bis units wa* eniir- 
tnntttiy raised; veteran mam had been fanned which 
despised danger, and only desired to be led agaitiar 
f rcfi h uup^ies; raid ollleera bail been trained eSjiuhh-' 
of conducting operations of every kind, and confidant, 
under all dreninstances, of success. It. must have been 
with fueling* of dkmtiafiietiou and alarm not easily to 
be dissembled that the (ft&tt king beard oflii afirMfetfs 
long aeries of victories and Conquest^* each Step in 
which constituted a IWi danger to Persia by aggran¬ 
dising die power whom she bud cliicily to fear. -\l 
llr--! his annoyance found u vent in insolent demands 
for a si litre of the Ifoinmj spoilf*, which Jirimjim 
thought it prudent to humour ;* but, as time went on, 
and die tide of victuty 11 owed more ami more strongly

in tin: World that be feared. Since the 14 endless 
peace’' was made, he had felt himself free to give full 
vent to liia amlndoua greed, liad eummonml a course 
of aggression upon all the odier contermmoua nations, 
and laid spread war and eonfuriou on all rides, lie 
hail destroyed the kingdom of the Vandals in Africa, 
conquered die Moors, deceived the Goths of Italy by 
professions of friendship, and then fallen upon thorn 
with all hb forces, violated the rights of Armenia and 
driven it to relieHiou, enslaved the Train and (lie laizi, 
seized the Greek city of Bosporus, and die “ Irie of 
Palms ” on the shores of the Bed Sea, solicited the 
Lilli ante of Imrburous Huns and EilmJpims, striven to 
smv discard between the Persian monarch and hb 
vassals, 1 and in every [Hirt of the world shown him¬ 
self equally grasping and restless. What would lie the 
consequence if Persia continued to hold aloof? Simply 
that all the other nations would in mm tie destroyed, 
and she would fowl herself face to face with their 
destroyer, and would enjoy ilie poor Miti-!uetioii of 
being devoured hist. But did she tear to be re¬ 
proached with breaking die treaty and forfeiting her 
pledged won! ? Borne hail ulmidy broken it by her 
intrigues with the iluus, the Ethiopians, and dm 
Saracen*; and Persia would there tore be fret! from

the Homan forces were in Italy. If Justinian readied 
Bdisarius, it was not certain that he would obey: and, 
in the. worst ease, ie would be in favour uf Persia that 
the Goths of ltuiy, and the Anaenkus who for ecu- 
uu-iii had been subjects of Borne, ivm: now ready to 
muke common cause with her/ Thus urged, the 
Persian king determined on openly declaring win iind 
making an attack in force on the eastern provinces of 
the empire.

On rare occasions only had the TmilitiouaJ policy Wn 
departed from, mid a Item pin made to penetrate into the 
rii’hcr parts of the Roman East, arid to iiillh r feriotis 
injury on the empire by carrying Jire and sword into 
peaceful and settled provinces. Kubad, however, had 
in Ids Inter years ventured to introduce a new system, 
and laid sent troop* across the Ku pi i turns into Syria - 
to the hope of ravaging time fertile region and capturing 
its wealthy metropolis, Antioch. This example CJiosroes 
ii"w dctcitniued to follow. Crossing the great stream 
in the lower portion of its course, he led his troop* Up 
its right bunk, port Chxesium, Zeno bin,® and, Calliiiicus, 
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to Suren . 1 n R< man town op the west side of the river. 
A* this email place ventured to resist tiiui* Choaroes, 
bent upon terrifying the oilier towns into submission, 
resolved to take u signal revenue. Though the garrison, 
after Wing their o mimuiuhnr., made overtures for u 
surrender, he insisted on entering forcibly at one of the 
gates, mid then, upon the strength of tills violent on- 
trance, proceeded to treat the city as one taken by 
storm, pillaged Lite houses, irm&itcred * large portion 
of the ininit'ilJUiL.s enslaved the others, and in eoft- 
cluriiuu sot ilit* place on lire and burned ii to the ground.* 
It was perhaps in u sit of nnnora?, though po—ibly only 
under the influence af greed,® that shortly afterwards he 
allowed the neighbouring bishop of Sergiopolis to ran¬ 
som these unfortunate captives, twelve thousand in 
number, for the modest sum of two hundred pounds of 
gold. 

From Suroit the invading army advanced lo HiartljKJ- 
lis," without encountering the enemy, who did not dare 
to nnike any resistance in the open field. but sought 
the protection of walls and strongholds. The defences 
of Hierapolis were in tolerable order; its garrison was 
fairly strong; and the Creak King therefore prudently 
resolved to allow the citizens to ransom themselves and 
their city at a moderate price. Two thousand pound .' 1 
of silver was the amount fixed upon; mid this sum was 
paid without any coin plaint by riie HiempoJiies. I'l un¬ 
der, not conquest, was already distinctly set before the 
invader's mind os his aim; and ii is said that he even 
offered at this period hi evacuate the BottOft territory 
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altogetlicr upon receiving h thousand pounds of gold.* 
Hut tbe Homans wore not yet brought so low ns to 
purchase n |Hfiioe ; I t was thought tktAirtkdh and the 
other important towns might successfully defy the 
l*ets)aa arms, and ho[>ed that Justinian would soon 
aend Into the field an sumy strong enough tocope with 
that of his adversary. The terms, therefore, which 
Chosrofe offered by the month of Megas, bishop of 
Herhcca. were rejected : theAnliocheno were exhorted 
to remain firm ; Ephraim, the bishop, was denounced 
to the authorities for counselling submission; and it 
wtis determined to make no pacific arrangement, but 
t<> allow Chosroes to do his worst.* The Persian, on 
hi;, side, was not slack or remiss. No sooner hail be 
received the ransom of Hierapdis than be advanced 
upon Berlins* (now Aleppo), which he reached in four 
Jays. 3 Observing that the defences were weak, he 
liere demanded twice the rauaotn that he hud accepted 
tVom the IJiorapoUtus, and was only induced to forego 
i Lc claim by the tears and entreaties of the good bishop, 
who convinced him at length that die Bbrhoeftns could 
not (jftv so Eaivfo a sum, and induced Mm to accept die 
half of it A few morn days' march brought him from 
Aleppo to the outskirts of Antioch ; and after an inter¬ 
val uf nearly three Centuries 1 the ‘Queen of the East,' 
the richest and most magnificent of Oriental cities, was 
once more invested by Persian troops and threatened 
by <\ Sussanian monarch. 

A crc-flt calamity hud fallen Uf*>n Antioch only four- 
teisn years previously. Tim entire town lnul been mined 
by n succession of terrible earthquakes, which com¬ 
menced in October, aj>. 525, ttnd terminated in August 
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of the ensuing year. 1 All for a i me was havoc and 
disorder, A landslip had covered a jwrtion of the 
011 )%* and iu the remainder almost every house 
overthrown. But the liberality of Justinian, 3 the spirit 
of the inhabitants, and the efforts of ike governor; 1 lad 
effaced these disaster; and the city, when die Persian-* 
appeared before it, woe in most respects grander and 
more magnificent than ever. The defences were, how¬ 
ever, it would seem, imperfect, ‘flic citadel especially, 
which was oil she high ground south of the city, hud 
been constructed with small attention 10 the rules ol 
engineering art, and vfiis > h militated by a height at a 
little distance, which ouglti to have been included 
within die walls, 4 Nor was this deficiency compensated 
by any strength in the garrison, or any weight of au¬ 
thority or tuleiu among those with w hom rested the 
command. Justinian had originally sent In* nephew. 
German us, to conduct the defence of the Syrian capital” 
while Bu ztw, an officer who laid gained some repute m 
the Armenian war," was entrusted wilh the genet a 1 
protection or the East until Bclkirius should arrive 
from Italy j * hut Gonna nut, after a brief stay, with¬ 
draw from Aiidoch into Cilicia. s and Buzes disappeared 
without anyone knowing whither lie hud betaken hint- 
self. 10 Antioch was left almost without a garrison ; and 
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hud not Thcoctfebw ami Molatzes, two nJTic. ^ who 
commanded in the Lebanon. come to the rescue and 
brought with them a body of six thousand dhripUncd 
truoji-. 1 it is scarcely possible that any romance should 
have been made. As it was, the resistance was brief 
and ineffectual. Chosrofe at otice discerned the weak 
point in the defences, and, having given u guttural order 
to the less trusty of his troojts to make attacks upon the 
lower town in various places, himself with die dower of 
the unity undertook the aahiult upon the citmlch Here 
the commanding position so unaccottiitably loft outside 
tlm walls, enabled the Persian.* in engage the ilefcn- 
.lent almost on a 1-vcJ, ami their superior skill in the 
use of missile weapons soon brought die garrison into 
diHict lilies. The assailant?, however, might jierlinps 
'till have been repulsed, hud iu ■: an unlucky un oidafit 
supervened, which, creating a panic* put it iu the power 
"f the Persians by a bold movement to enter rhe place, 
'flic -Romans, cramped for rw«i Upon the walls, had 
extemporised some wooden stages between the towers, 
which they hung outside by means of ropes. Ii hap¬ 
pened thiit, in tlie crash ami tumult, one nf tlsesr-stages 
gave wav; the ro}ies broke, and the beams fell uidi a

product n genornl impression that Lite wall itself had 
been broken down; Lite towers anti battji; incuts wore at

The pmdi -nee 
of Qtoerogs was -It own in liU quietly aO owing the 
urtued force to withdraw; fits resolve to trample down 
nil featsi. Alice upjHsBred in lib slaughter of Lin- Antio¬ 
chene youthj who with it noble recklessness continued 
Lhe eoniliet after (he soldiers hud (UhI ; his wish to in¬ 
spire terror far and wide made him deliver the entire 
city, with few exceptions, to the Games r while his 
avarice caused him to plunder tlie chmvlies, and to 
claim us his own line works of art, the marbles, bronzes, 
Uihlcls, mid puituref. with which the Qovtu of llie 
Eomini East was at this time abundantly provided. Bat, 
wliile thus. gratifying hi* most powerful paaionSi he 
did not lusesight of die opportunity to conclude an ud- 
vmuaucoi]- peace. JusLinnnis ambassadors had long 
been pre-sing him <o mine to terms with tlmir master, 
lie now consented to declare the conditions on which 
he was ready t" make [mace mid withdraw hi- army. 
Borne must pay him. as an indemnity for the cost of 
the war, tin- sum of live thousand pounds of gold, and 
must also contract to make a further payment of five 
hundred pounds of gold tvmuaUi/, not us a tribute, but 
as a fair contribution towards ilte expense of maintain¬ 
ing ritii Caspian Gatos out I keeping out the Huns a If 
liosUigts were given him, lie would consent U> abstain 
from further acts of hostility while Justinian was con¬ 
sulted on dies*. 1 proposals, and would even begin at once 
to withdraw his army. The einixiBsaJors readily agreed 
to I hose terms, and it was understood that a truce 
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be observed until jtaiiijiui’a uuswer should Ik* 
delivered to Chosroiift, 

But the Great King, m thus formulating the terms 
on which he would lie content to make peace, did not 
intend to tic Ills own hands, or to allow the Svxuin cities 
before which lie hud not yet appeared to be quit of 
him without the payment of rautom. After visiting 
Sdeu<UH,the port o1 Antioch ut the mouth of the Groutei, 
bathing hi the blue waters of the Mediterranean, and 
offering sacrifice to dm (setting F) sun upon the shore, 1 
he announced his intention of proceeding toApumeia.Jt 
i jry on the middle Grantee, which was celebrated for 
ilo wealth, ami particularly for us possession of u frag- 
ment of Lhe ‘true cross,’ enshrined in u cast- which 
the pious zeal of the faithful had enriched with gold 
and jewels of extraordinary value. 3 Received pcace- 
^ie city by the submissive inhabitants, instead 
nf fixing tlicir ransom at a definite sum, he demanded 
and obtained all the valuables of the soured treasury/ 1 
including the precious relic which the Apummims iV- 
g:mied as the most important of their pmsessiotts. As, 
houever, it was the case, and not its contents,, that lie 
coveted, while he carried off the former, he readily re¬ 
stored the Utter to the prayers of the bishop mid in¬

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From AptmnrM CIi€ttO& returned to Antioch, and 
jtfter witne^int: the games of the amphitheatre and se¬ 
curing victory to the tfr&n champion because Justinian 
preferred the Mtc, 1 lie set out at luisf- ou his return to 
Persia, taking core to visit, upon his way to the Euphra¬ 
tes, the city of Chalets,* the only imjwirlaiit place iu 
Northern Syria that had hitherto escaped hint. The 
OutloidLuis wore required not only Lo ransom thorn- 
selves by a sum of money, but to give up to Choaroe* t he 
Homan soldiers who garrisoned their town. By a per¬ 
jury that muy well Lie forgiven them, they avoided the 
more important concession, but they had to satisfy the 
avarice of the conqueror by the payment of two hun¬ 
dred pounds of gold. The Perrinn host then continued 
its march, and reaching the Euphrates at Obbane, in 
the neighljourhood of Btirbnlisuus* crossed by a bridge 
of lx«tte in three day*. The object of Chosrofein thus 
changing his return line of march w:l- lo con tit me in 
Homan Mesopotamia the course which he had adopted in 
Syria since the conclusion of (lie mice— i.e. to increase 
his spoil bv making each important city random itself. 
EdcHMi,’ Const an lina, i and Dura* were successively 
visited, and purchased their safety by a contribution, 
According to rrocopiu.*, 4 the proceedings before Dams 
wore exceptional. Although Chpsrt»&, before lie quitted 
Eil e^ i. imd received u conummication from Justinian 
accepting the terms arranged with die I !<>1111111 envoys 
at Antioch, 7 yet, when lie readied Danis, he at once

luuhs tmd a spacious hippodrome, where the entertaiu- 
iiittnts tmiihar to them from their youth were repro¬ 
duced by Syrian artists. 1 ' The new city was exempt 
from the jurisdiction of Persian straps, and was made 
directly dependent upon the king, who supplied it 
with com gratuitously, and allowed it to become an 
inviolable asylum for all such Greet slaves ro should 
Lake shekel' iu it. and bo acknowledged it* their kins¬ 
men by any of the inhabitants. A model of Greek ci¬ 
vilisation WHS thus brought into close contact with the 
Persian court, which could amuse itself with die con¬ 
tras t$, if it <lid not learn much from the OjOmparisou, of 
European aud Asiatic maimers and modes of thought. 

Thu campaign of a.ic 041) wiw followed by one of n 
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v *-ry different character in a.d. 541. An unexpected oficr 
suddenly mink to tin; Persian king draw him from his 
capital, together with the bulk of Ids troop, hi one of 
ilio remotest portions of the Persian territory, and 
a!lowed the Roman.-?, instead of standing on their de¬ 
fence, to assume an aggressive attitude in H^opotatnia, 
and even to retaltato the invasion which tiie voar before 
ChosroSs had conducted into the heart of their empire. 
The hostile operations of a. 0. 541 had thus two dis¬ 
tinct and fur-distant scones: in the one set (Jie Persians, 
in the other the Romans, took tin- offensive; the* two 
wan, for such they in reality were, scarcely affected 
one another; and it will therefore he convenient to 
keep the accounts of them distinct, anti separate. To

dependent mi its neighbours for Mime of the neces¬ 
saries and till the conveniences of life, 4 and capa¬ 
ble of exporting nothing but timber, slaves, and skina* 
It might have been ex nee ted, under such circumstances, 
duit the burden of the protectorate would have been

11 
Petra offered a stout resistance, and repulsed more than 
une Forsmu ft&stiiilr.; kit it was impossible for the amnll 
garrison to cope with the numbers, the engineering 
Skill, mid the ardour of the :i-skinms. After the loss 
of their command nil!, Johannes, and the full of one of 
the principal towers, the soldiers capitulated ; Petrei ma 
made over lo the Pereimj*, who restored and stn ngth- 
ened its defences, and Ltizica became for Ihe time a 
Persian province. 

IL The Wab liv Mesopotamia. —LeJisarius, an 
reaching the east cm frontier, fixed his Lhik I-quarters at 
Danis, 3 and, finding that the Persians had no intention 
of invadirifr Syria or Homan Mesopotamia, resolved to 
teai] hi» troops into the enemy's territory. As hb forces 
were weak in numbers, itt-anned, mid ill-supplied* lie 
could scarcely hope to accomplish any great eniemrise; 
bm it was imporiam to recover the Eoman prestige 
drer the occurrences of the preceding year, and to-how 
that Home was willing to encounter in the open field 
any force that die Persians could bring i^uim her 
lie therefore crossed the frontier mid advanced in the 
direction ofNiaibV k‘S9 with the intention of attacking 
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rile town than of distinctly offering battle to the troops 
collected within it. III*! scheme succeeded; a small 
force, which lie throw out in advance, drew the enemy 
from the walls, and their pursuit of this, detachment 
brought them into contact with the main army of Bdi- 
surius, which repulsed 11tem and sent them living toco 
tin* town. 1 Having (juts established his superiority iu 
the field, the Homan general, though lie could not 
attack Nisi bis with any prospect of success, was able to 
adopt other offensive measures. He advanced in per¬ 
son it dayV march beyond Nisibis, and captured the 
fort nf Sisnttranon. 1 Eight hundred Persian cavalry of 
the first class were made pris oner s. and sent by lu-lisa¬ 
ri ns to Byzantium, whence they were despatched liy 
Ji minion to Italy, where they served against tbo Goths. 
An’ihns, tin* chief of the Saracen* who I ought on the 
side inf Home, was sent still further in advance. The 
orders given him were to cru^ die Tigris into Assyria, 
toid la-gin to nivuge it, but to return within a short 
time to the camp, and bring a report of the strength 
of tlm Persians beyond the river. If the report \v;ia 
favourable, lhdisarins intended to quit Mesopotamia, and 
take the whole Homan force with him into Assyria, 
Hit plants however, were frustrated by the selfish Arab, 
who, wishing to obtain the whole Assyrian spoil for 
hips.'*If, dismissed his Roman troops, proceeded to 
plunder the rich province on his own account, and sent 
Ik'I harms no intolEgeuce of what he was doing. After 
waiting at Sisuumndn tilt the heals of summer had ded- 
rnatol Ids army, the Ikmmn gene nil was corned led to 
retreat by die discontent of the soldiery and t he repre¬ 
sentations of liis principal officers. He withdrew lib 
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forces within the Roman frontier without molestation 
from the enemy, and was shortly afterwards sum¬ 
moned to Constantinople to confer on the ^tate of 
rdftbre with the emperor, 1 

The mill ton* operation. 1 of the next year (a,i>. 542) 
were comparatively unimportant, Chosroes collected 
a large army, and, repeating the movement of aj>. 540, 
made hi* appearance in Commagcne early in the 
year,* intending to proa forward, through Syria into 
Palestine, 1 and Imping to make himself muster of the 
sac-red treasures which he knew to be accumulated in 
live Holy City of Jerusalem, He found the provincial 
commanders, Buze> and Justus, despondent and unen¬ 
terprising, disinclined to meet ldiu in the [fold, and con¬ 
tent in remain shut up within ike walk of Uforupoll*. 
Had these been his only opponents, the campaign wmiM 
probably have proved a success: but, at the first uews 
"f ]ji> invasion, Justinian despatched Belisarius to the 
East for the second time, and this able general, by hit* 
arb or by his reputation, succeeded its arresting the 
steps of Chosroes am I frustrating liis expedition, Beli- 
^iiiup. b*jk up his head-quarters at Eufopus, on the 
Euphrates, a little to the* south of Zeugma, and, spread- 
big his Lroops on both banks of the river, appeared 
both to protect the Roman province and to threaten 
the return of the enemy. Chosroea having sent sm 
emissary to the Homan camp uhder the pretence of 
negotiating, but really to act the part of a spy,* was 
so impressed (if we may believe Procopius) by the 
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attoimis which lie received of the ability of the gene¬ 
ral mid tiie warlike qualities of his soldiers, that lie 
gave tip the idea of advancing further, and was content 
to retire through Homan Mesopotamia into Ilia own 
territories. He t* said even to have made a convention, 
that he would retnmit no hostile act as he passed 
through the Homan province; but if so, he did not 
keep the engagement. The city of CaUiaieus lay in liis 
way; its defences were undergoing repairs, anil there 
was actual Ly n gap in one place where the old wall had 
been pulled down and the new one had not yet been 
built. The Persian king could not resist the tafnpiution 
of seizing this easy prey: he entered the undefended 
town, enslaved all whom he found in it, arid then rjied 
the place to the ground. 1 

Such is the account which the Byzantine historian 
gives of the third campaign of Cbesroe^ against, the 
Homans, and of the motive and manner of his retfuat. 
Without taxing him with falsehood, we may suspect 
that, for the glorification of his favourite hero, he baa 
kept back a portion of the truth. The retreat of Choa- 
roea utuy be ascribed with much probability to the 
advance of another danger, more formidable than Jfcli- 
sari us, which exactly at this time made its appearance 
in the country whereto be w«3 hastening. It was in 
the summer of a.h. 542 that, tub rum K brake out 
at Pdtisium, 2 and spread from that centre rapidly into 
the rest of Egypt and also into Palestine. Cho-roes 
lusty well have hesitated to confront this terrible foe. 
Be did not ultimately escape it * but ho might hope to 
do so, and it would clearly have been the height of im¬ 
prudence TO have carried out his intention of invading 
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Palestine when the plague was known to be raging 
there. 

The fourth year of the Btmuin war (a.d, 513) opened 
with a movement of the Pemm troop® towards the 
Armenian front kr , 1 consequent upon the desertion of 
the Persian cause by the Roman Armenians in the 
course of I lie winter,* ChonroEa in person once more 
led the attack, and proceeded as far as Azerbijan; but, 
the pCBtUeuee breaking out in his army, he hastily re- 
treated,® after some futile attempt; at negotiation with 
the Roman officers opposed, to him, Ifclisarius had 
this year been sent t» Italy, and the Roman army of 
the East, amounting to thirty thousand men , 4 was com¬ 
manded by as many »o liftue a generals almobt of equal 
rank, among whom there was little concert or agree - 
limit- Induced t«i take die offensive by tin* retirement 
of the Persian king, these incapable officers invaded 
Pt-rsanneiiia with :ill their troop?, mid proceeded i< > 
plunder its rich plains trad fertile valleye. Encounter¬ 
ing suddenly ami unexpectedly the Persian ge ne ra l 4 
XiUicdes. wild, witli n small force, was strongly ported 
at 11 village colled Anglo u,® they were compelled to 
engage* hL diaadviiiii me; their tpxips, entangled in difli- 
eidt ground, found themselves attacked in their rear by 
tin ambush * Horses, the bravest of them, fell; and, a 
general panic seizing the entire mull nude, they lied in 
the exrremest disorder, casting uwny their arms, and 
pressing their horses till they sank mid expired.* The 
Persians pursued, but with caution, and the carnage 
was not so great as wight have been expected; but vast 
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numbers of [lie ilk armed fugitives were overtaken and 
mntie prisoners by the enemy; mid the* rams, animal*, 
and camp equipment which fell into the hand* of the 
Persian* amply compensated ull previous losses, and left 
Pcrswmemii the richer for ilie inroad. 

The ravage*of the pestilenceharing ceased k Qjosrwtjs t 
in the following yew (a.o. alt), again marched west- 
ward in person, awl laid siege to the oily of Edessa 1 
It would seem that he had now resolved not to tx: 
content with plundering raids, but to nitonipt nt any 
rale the permanent voiiquest. of -mm# portion of the 
Roman territory, l'j.tesssi and Danis were llie two 
towns oti which the Roman po*i(:-*ion of Western 
Mesojiotami:; nt this time mainly depended. As the 
passing of M’ll -i-i. in a.d, 303, from Roman into Per¬ 
sian hands* had given to Persia a secure bold on the 
eastern portion of the country between (lie rivets, so 
the occupation of Etkssa and Dams, could it have been 
effected, would have earned with it dominion over the 
mi: o'western iv;»hi ns. The Roman front lei would in 
this way have- been thrown back to the Euphrates, 
Chnsrofe must lx- understood as aiming nt this grand 
result in the siege which he so pertinaciously pressed, 
and which Edessa so gallantly resisted, during the sum- 
liter of ah. 544. The elaborate account which Prneo- 
pim gives of the siege® may be due to n sense of its 
importance. Oliostofo tried, not force only, but every 
art known to the engineering science of the period : be 
replied hi* assaults day after day; he allowed die 
defends? no rqxwe; yet lie was compelled tit lust u> 
own himself bullied by the valour of the small Roman 
garrison and the spiriL of the native inhabitant**. to 
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burn his works, nod to return home. The fire hundred 
puifid' of gold 1 which he extorted at lust from Marti- 
nus, the commandant of the place, m el y have been » 
salve tO kb wau tided pride; but it WM ft ptwr set-off 
signiust the luss of men, of stores, and of prestige, 
which he hail incurred by hi* enterprise, 

Ir was, pediaps, his repulse From the walk of Edessn 
that induced Choaroes, in A.B 545, seriously to entertain 
(lit; preposnk for iui arrangement which wore made in 
him by the ambassadors of Justinian, Throughout the 
war there had been continual negotiations; Inn hitherto 
the Persian king had trilled with his antagonist, mid 
had amused himself with discussing terms of mvommo- 
dntkm without uny serious purpose, Now at last, after 
five years of incessant liosii lilies, in which he had gained 
Hindi glory but little profit, he sterns tr» have desired 
a breathing-space. Justinian's envoys visited him m 
Ctesiphon, 1 und net forth their masters desire !■> con¬ 
clude a regular pence. Chtwrotis profcsed to think 
that i he wny for a final urnmgemetit would be l»eat 
prepared by the conclusion, in the first instance, of a 
truce. He proposed, in lieu of a peace, a cessation uf 
Hostilities for five years, during the course of which 
the causes of quarrel between the two nations might 
Iso considered, and a good understanding i^tablkhed. 
It shows the weakness uf the Empire, that Justinian 
not only accepted this propositi, but was content to pay 
fur the boom granted him, Cho*roes received as the 
price of the five years' truce the services of a Greek 
physician and two thousand pounds of gold* 

Hie live years truce seems to have been observed 
with better faith by the Persian than by tlie Unman 
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monarch. Jlkuripubtrii^ indeed, though a Persian vn>- 
std, regarded himself as entitled, despite the mice, n< 
pursue his quarrel with his natural enemy, Arotluii. 1 
who RcknowlLodged the smzeraiiUy of Borne; hut 
Cliosroes is nut even act;used of instigating his proceed¬ 
ings ; and the war between the vassal* wur carried on 
without dr.igoing either of die two lords* paramount 
into its vortex. Tims fur, then, neither side had any 
cause of complaint against the other. If we were 
bound to accept the Hainan story of a project formed by 
Chasrt&t for the surprise and seizure of Darav we 
should have to atfink that circumstances ntfher than 
his own will saved the Persian monarch from the guilt 
of being the firm to break the agreement, but the 
itile told by Procopius is improbable; 3 and die Homan 
belief of it can Imve rusted tit best only upon suspkion 
Ohosro&, it Ls allowed, committed no hostile act.; nod 
it tuny well be doubted whether he really entertained 
the design ascribed to him. At any rate, the design 
was not executed, nnr even attempted; and the peace 
was thus not broken on his part, It was reserved for 
Butui! In the fourth year of the truce (a.d, 54!)) ex¬ 
pressly to break its provisions br accepting the Lazi 
into alliance and sending them a body of eight thou¬ 
sand men to help them against the Persians, 1 

Very soon after t heir submission to Persia, the Lazi 
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liiul repautct) of their rm*Ii and hasty action. They 
found that they hud gullied ntjdting, while in some re¬ 
spect* fTi£*3 T li;ul lost, by lJn;ir clinujje of masters. The 
■luneral system of the Persian udiuinisimtum was ns 
arbitrarytunl oppw>dve as the lioumn. If the com- 
meitliif monopoly, whereof i hoy so bitterly com¬ 
plained, luiJ been swept away, commerce itself had 
I'mie with it, and they could neither find a market for 
their owu products, nor obtuin the uomumditte which 
they required 1 The Persian manners and customs 
introduced into their country, if not imfwsed iij>ou 
themselves, were detestable to the Lari, who were 
zeulous unit devout Christiimsi and possessed hv the 
spirit of intolerance.* Chosuofe, after holding the ter- 
nlory for tt few yeura, became convinced that Persia 
could not retain it unless the directed population 
were removes! and replaced by faitliful subjects, lie 
designed therefore, we are odd, to deport tin? entire 
lifizitr nation, and to pkuit the territory with ooldnies 
’d Persians and others, on whose fidelity he could place 
full reliance . 8 As a prelhmMry step, he suggested h, 
IjI" hcufeinml in Ijcaica that he should contrive the 
awissination of Gubazes, the Iazie king, in whom h,- 
an obstacle to ha project. Phabrizus, however, 
bilciI in his attempt to execute tins commission arid 
Ins failure naturally produced Llm immediate revolt of 
tlie province, which threw itself om:e more into the 
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nrnis of Borne, and, despite the existing treaty with the 
Permut*. was taken by Justinimi under hi* protixillotL 

Thi- I^zio war, which commenced in consequence 
(if dd » act of Justinian’?, continued almost without in- 
rermUsinu for nine years—from a.D. 549 to 557, Its 
details are related ut great length by Procopius and 
Agutinas,-* who view the struggle as one which vitally 
concerned the interests of their country. According to 
them, Chosroea was I **ut upon holding Luzicu in order 
to construct at the mouth of the Phasis a great naval 
station mid arsenal, from which his duets might issue 
to command the commerce or ravage the shores of dm 
Pluck Sea. : There u no doubt tliat the country was 
eminently filled for such a purpose. The soil b Jbr 
the most part richly fertile ; 4 the bilk arc everywhere 
covered with forests of noble troosj 4 the Hion (Ehaas) 
is deep uud broad towards its mouth ; 8 and there tire 
Other streams ubo which are navigable/' II Chosiue* 
eutert:iiueil the intsniinns userilnui to hint, tmd laid 
even begun the collection of timber for ship-building 7 
at Petra ou the Buxine set early as A.n. 549, we cannot 
be surprised ut the attitude assumed by Home, or -it 
her persistent effort' to recover possession of the Lurie 
territory. 

The war was opened by an attack upon the great 
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OTre oi tIlfi tHWd, Peirn, Tlii> place, which 

was strongly situated on » cra^jrrttck projecting 
the sea. bn! been Carefully fortified by ,liiBtmian l be- 
iore Lazica passed into the jjossession of Chcen»& t 
am] had since received important additions to it. de- 
fences at the ham h of tire Persians* 1 It was aidE- 
ciently provisioned, 2 and wa* defended by a }*> ( jy of 
Jifteen hundred men,* Hagi=th(eus, the itoman com- 
lumjtk-r. ksiegtd it with hb entire force ofeLdif thou* 
sand men, and succeeded by his constant attacks in 
reducing the garrison to little more than a fourth of it 
original number. Med in one attempt to effect a 
mendi by mean, of a mine, he Lad contrived to eon- 
struct another, and might have withdrawn hU prop, 
destroyed the wall, mid entered the place, had he not 
conceived the idea of bargaining with the emperor for 
a specific reward in case he effected the capture* 
Wlid-r he wailed for his messenger to bring a reply 
the Persian general, ifertnerofe. forced the pas^s 
from Ibem into laaiea, and descended the valjev of 
the Vhms with an army of 30,000 men. 2 Isthmus 
m alarm withdrew, and Petra was relieved and r .*- 
vjc luiil led. The walls were repaired hastily with sand- 
bugs,' and the further defence was entrusted to a foedi 
gamson of 3 f Ub(J picked soldiers." Menueroii* then, 
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finding it difficult to obtain supplies fur his large army, 
retired into Persarmenin, leaving only live thousand 
Persians in the country lw>id«s the garrison of Pcti . 
This moiiUI force was s-«tn afterward? surprised by the 
omu l lined Kunmns mid Luzi. who completely defeated 
it, destroying or making prisoners almost the emiro 
mini her. 1 

In the rliming year. a,u. tin? Persiati-i took the 
field under a fresh general, Chorianes. 1 who brought 
with him a considerable army, composed of Perriims 
and Alans. The uliiod Honiara and Lazi, under Dagi- 
Hthieus ntnl Gubaaes, gave battle to tliis new foe on die 
banks of the ESppte (theTschenikall 1 ); and though tin- 
Ijuzi. who had inaisied on taking tin: lead and lighting 
-i , j>si!'iitely, were at the fir-: encounter routed by the 
Persian horse, yet in the end Eomnn discipline and 
'tublwinnicss triumphed. Their Aid line of fHitmen, 
bristling -wriih spear?, offered on impervious barrier m 
the cavalry of the- enemy, which did not dare t.i 
charge, bin had rccoun*: to volleys of mushles. The 
Homans responded with the same : and the battle raged 
hr a while mi something like even icmui. the superior 
rapidity of ihe Asiatics being counterbalanced by the 
better protection which their fikields gave to the Euro¬ 
peans, until at last, by a stroke of fortune, Pome ob¬ 
tained the victory. A chance arrow killed Chorilliiss, 
and his artuy in^nmlv find. There wus n short struggle 
at the Persian oitnp; but the Ro mans iuid Lnzi (rap¬ 
tured it. Moat of the Persians were here pm to the 
sword; the few who escaped quitted Lnzicanml returned 
to their own country ® 

Soon afterwards Dagkthffius was superseded bv 
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Besson* mill the siege «f Petra was recommenced. The 
length of the place had iieeii considerably iniTcniwd 
since i tie former attack upon it- A new watt of gnunt 
height mid stolidity had been built upon a trains work 
ql wood in the place which Dagj.itluuus hud so nearly 
breached; the lioiium mine; had been filled up whit 
P’ ft vel r anus, offensive and defensive, had Ih«u col¬ 
lected in extraordinary niiumluu^ j a stock iif ftour 
and nf salted meat had boon laid in sullident to sujc 
pon die garrison of 3,0011 men for five years; andV 
store of megar, and of the pulse from ’which it wm 
mtide, hud likewise been aecumukneiL* The Eranan 
general began by Httetoptmg to repeat the device of 
Jn^ [inafac^wnv attacking the defences in the same 
jiiace and by the sum* means ; but, just ns* his mine 
was completed, the new wall with its framework of 
wood sank cptictly into the excavation, without sufier- 
ing any disturbance of it* parts, while enough of it still 
remained above die surface to offer an effectual bar to 
i lie assailants.* Ii seemed hopeless to recommence the 
mine in this place, and elsewhere the nature of the 
ground made mining impt^ibk; some other mode of 
nttaek hail therefore to be adopted, or the siege must 
have been nfemdoued. Bdme generally took towns by 
the tattering-rmn: but the engines in use were ufsuch 
heavy coaslmction Unit they could nut l>e drugged up 
an ascent like that upon which Putin stood. ltcssn> 
was in extreme perplexity, when some Euunic allies, 
n 10 happened to ta in his camp, suggested a mode of 
constructing a rum, as effective as the ordiuarv one, 
which should nevertheless be so light that it could be 
curried on the shoulders of forty mem* Three such 
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maebmes were quietly made; and under their blows 
the Wiill would won have given way, luul not the 
defenders employed against them the terrible agency 
of lire, si lowering Upon diem from the wall- lighted 
casks of sul[ill lit, bitumen, and naphtha, which last was 
known to the Greek? of Colchis as * Hedeids oil,’ 1 
Uncertain of succeeding in this attack, the Etunuu 
general gulluiitly ted a scnling party to another [xiriiou 
of flic Avails, and, mounting ut the head of bis men, 
attempted to make good his footing on the Uittlt- 
menlThrown headlong to the ground, but unde¬ 
terred by Jus fall, tic was shout to re]>eat hi 1 * attempt, 
when he hiiiisd it needless. Almost ainmlluncmisly, 
his troops had iq r wo other place* penetrated into the 
town. Ouff bmtd Lad obtained an entrance by scaling 
rocks in u pb.ee supposed to be iriitccc&ible;* a 
second owed it:- success to a combination of accidents. 
Fir^t, it had liuppeimt that a gup hud shown itself in 
the piece of the wall which sank into the Roman mine, 
and a violent struggle had ensued between the u -^ttlnat- 
and defenders at this place.* Then, while this fight 
was going on, the fin. 1 which the Persians Were Using 
agiiin-it tin.- Iviinan lnutcriiig-rains had been lira shift 
of wind blown back upon Lheinseh?GS, and the wooden 
structure from which they fought Imd i>ec»i ignited, 
and in a abort time entirely consumed, together with 
its inmate-/ At sight <>f the conflagration, tin 1 Per¬ 
sians who stood in tin: gap hud !»>st heart, and hud 
allowed Uie Potmm troajrs to force their way through 
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it Into lYlm, Thus fell the great Larie fortress, niter a 
resistance which is among the most lmimoruiilv in liis- 
*®7- Cf fke three thousand defenders, seven hundred 
had ]m;l‘]i killed in rhe siege: one thousand anti seventy 
were destroyed in the Jest assault. Only seven hundred 
and thirty were nmde prisoners; and of these no fewer 
than, seven hundred anti twelve were found to bo 
wounded. The remaining live hundred threw them- 
avlve* into the citadel, and there resisted to tlu> lust 
extremity, refusing all terms of capitulation, and main- 
mining themselves against on overwhelming force, until 
at lust by sword and lire they perished to u tumid 
J he siege of Pei™ was prolonged far into the winter, 
und the year a.I>. 551 had begun ere the resists tier: 
ceased. 1 Could the gnlluut defender have maintained 
fliLiiL^flve- tor a few more weeks, they might not im¬ 
probably have triumphed, tfermerocs, the Persian 
commander of two years previously” took the field 
with the commencement of spring, imd, at the head of 
a large body of cavalry, supported by eight elephants,* 
Ikgun hh march 10 the const, hoping to relieve the 
beleaguered garrison. Unfortunately he was too lata. 
P lk ^ I'^i'L'h lie haml of the capture of I’etra. and of 
its complete destruction by who feared lest the 

Pemnns should again occupy the dangerous post, Aler* 
mm*s had no difficulty in establialiiag Persian rub 
through sdmoat. the whole of Luzir*. The Eonmiis did 
nut dare ta meet him m Lhe field. 6 Arelucopolis, in- 
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deed, repulsed liis lit tuck; 1 but no other important, 
place tu she entire country remained subject to the 
Empire. Gu hazes and his followers had to liuie them* 
selves in the recessei of tin* mountains,* Quartering 
his troops chiefly oo the upper Pbasis. About KnUiis 3 
and its neighbourhood, Mermeroea strengthened his 
bold on the country by building forts or receiving 
their submission, mid even extended the Persian dumb 
won beyond Laaua into Scymnia and Su: mi it. 1 Still 
Pome, willi her usual tenacity; muimained a hold upon 
certain tracts ; itml Gubnzei, faithful to bis allies oven 
in tiie extremity of their depression, maintained a gue¬ 
rilla war, and hoped that some Ony fortune would e-ease 
To frown oq him , 5 

Meanwhile, at Byzantium, fresh negotiations were 
in progress, and hopes were entertained of an arrange- 
mem by which ell the difloit rices between tire two 
great powers wouhl lin- salkhiciorily adjusted. I-di- 
gimas again represented his muster it the Byzantine 
court, and conducted the diplomatic conical witli skill 
nnd ability. Taxing .lustiniun with more rlmti one 
infr actio n of the truce 15 concluded in A D. 545, he de¬ 
manded rhe pay men i of a lump mini of two tliom&nd 
six hundred |x>unde of gold," and expressed the wil- 
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tingncss of C&0SW3& t<» conclude on these trait* * n fresh 
mice for five years, to take effect irom the delhwiy of 
the money. With regard to the extent of country 
wherein the truce should apply, lie agreed to an ex¬ 
press lnnitatfou of its range—tlie settled, provinces of 
both empires should bu protected by it, hut Lastiea and 
the country of the Saracens should bo excluded froan 
its operation. 1 Jusrittifm consented 10 these terms, 
despite thu opposition of many of his subjects, who 
thought that Eome degraded herself by her repeated 
payimails of money to iVrsia, and accepted ;i position 
little tatter than that of a Persian tributary.' 

I bus the yieaco d1 a. ii. 551 did nothing towards 
cuiling the I-uric war, which. after languishing through 
the whole of AJ>. burst out again with renewed 
rigom- in the spring of jli>, 553.

Mart t mis. by ji stratagem, pressed forward ugaiust 
liic I’Ombined lionmu forces which lied before him 
from Ollaria,' 1 and finally drove them to the coast and 
cooped them up in 4 the Island,’* n s nnill tract near 
thu mouth of the Phueis tat ween that stream and the 
r>oe6iius. On his mum, he was able to reinforce a 
garrison which he had established at Onoguris in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Archmojiolis, as a menus 
of annoying and weiikenuig that important station. 6 
Ht>! nmy naturally have hoped in one or two more 
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campaigns to Lave driven the last Rouistu out ot the 
country and to have attached Lazicu jhirinmiently ti > 
the empire of the great king. 

I tihu'kiiy, however, for Persia, the fatigues which 
the gallant veteran Lad undergone in the campaign of 
a.d. 558 proved more thim his aged firtune could en¬ 
dure, and he had scarcely reached Kututs when he 
was* seized with a fatal malady, to which ho succumbed 
in the course of the winter. 1 Chosrode appointed os 
111 ? successor it certain NVltornguu, who is-mid to hove 
keen u genera] of repute," tut who proved himself 
quiii? unequal to die position which he was called upon 
to fill, and in die collide of two years ruined the Per* 
stun cause in l^tzica. Thu failure was the more signal 
from die fact that comedy ai the time of his appoint- 
meat circumsL'Uices occurred which seriously shook 
the Roman influence ewer the Lad. and opened it pro¬ 
spect to Persia transcending aught that she could rea¬ 
sonably have hoped. This was m (thing less tl j a n a 
most serious quarrel between (Juhazes, the iLizit: king, 
and some of the principal Boninn commanders—a 
quarrel which involve* 1 ■'onBequenet^ fimd to U.rh 
parties, Gubttzes, disgusted with the negligence or 
incapacity of the Roman chiefs, had made complaint. of 
l hem to Justinian ; a they had retaliated by accusing 
him of meditating desertion, and hud obtained the 
emperors consent to his om*t. and to the use of 
violence if lie offered resistance.* Armed with this 
mandate, they contrived in a little time to fasten a 
quarrel upon him ; and, when he declined to do as 
they required, they drew their swords upon him and 
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slew liim. 1 The Lsme nation, was, naturally enough, 
alienated by this *nitruge, aml manifested hii inclination 
to throw itself idisoluttily into the arms of I'ersin.'* 
The Homans, dispirited at the attitude of their allies, 
and a; variance among themselves, could for some 
mouths after Gub&2e*‘ death have offered but little 
resistance to ao enterprising enemy. So demoralised 
were they that iui army of 50,000 is said to have tie:] 
in dismay when attacked by a force of Persian* less 
Hum a twelfth of their number, 9 and to have allowed 
their camp to be captured and plundered. During 
this critical time Khehoragan remained inactive in 
Iberia, and contented himself with sending messengers 
into Laztea to announce hi? near approach and to ani¬ 
mate aud encourage his party.* The result was such 
as might. have been expected. The Lazi, finding dint 
Persia made no effort to take advantage of their abs¬ 
tention, and tlrnt Home despite of U maintained pos¬ 
session of the greater jam ion of their country, came to 
the conclusion that it would be unwise to desert their 
natural allies on account of a single outrage, however 
monstrous, tmd agreed to renew their close alliance 
with Koine on (‘audition that the murderers of Guhuzes 
should lie punished, and his brother, Tznthcs, appointed 
king in las place. 5 Justinian readily gave Ids con¬ 
sent ; e and the year A.D. 555 saw Urn quarrel ended, 
and the Lazi once more heartily in accord with their 
li 11 tmin protectors. 

It was whoa affairs were in lM? state, and he had 
exactly missed his opportunity, that Xitchoragan took 
the field, and, advancing from Iberia imo the region 
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about Ruuds with an army amounting to {10,01)0 
mem’ made preparations for carrying tjn iho war with 
vigour. Ho was opposed by Muni a us, Justin, and 
Bairns, the two former of whom wirli the bulk of the 
Roman forces occupied the region on the lower Plunk, 
known as *Ute lakud,' white Babe* held the mure 
<.'*' 1)1 ral position of Arclimopolis^ iJiachoragan, after 
losing about 2,000 of his best troops m the vicinity of 
this luHt-ttaated place;’ resolved lo challenge the Romans 
In a decisive encounter by attacking Llm important 
post of Fliasis at the mouth of the river. With some 
skill he succoi-ded in posing the Homan camp on the 
island, and in establishing himself m the plain directly 
south ofPhitsb lie tore the Homan generals guessed his 
purpose. 4 They, however, were able by a quick 
movement to throw themselves into die town, mid the 
struggle became one between fairly balanced forces, 
and was conducted with great obetitiaQjr, The town 
was defended on the south by an outer palisade, a 
broad ditch protected by sharp stake? and full of 
water, mid an inner bulwark of considerable height 
but constructed wholly of wood" The Flunk guarded 
U on the north; mid here a Roman fleet w;u* stationed 
which lent si.’: aid ro the defenders at the two extremi¬ 
ties of their lino. The yards of the ships were manned 
with sddim, and bout.- were husig From them contain¬ 
ing siitigers, archers, imdovcu workers of catapult*, who 
delivered their weapon* from m elevation exceeding 
tbut of the towers* But Nachoiagan laid the advan¬ 
tage of numbers ; his men soon suctfiseded in filling up 
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part of the ditch; 1 and the wooden bulwark wild 
scarcely have long resisted I us attacks, if the ccmtot 
bad continued to lie wholly one of brute strength. 
But the Roman comm under, Martiniis, finding himself 
inferior in force, brought finesse :md stratagem t<> his 
aid. Pretending to receive intelligence of the midden 
arrival of a fresh ttoman army from Byzantium, in- 
contrived that the report should reach Nachoregaa 
and thereby cause him ro divide his troops, and send 
half of them to meet the supposed reinforcements. * 
Then, when die Persian general nevertheless renewed 
his assault, Martinas sent secretly 5,000 men under 
JuHttn to a short distance from Phasis ; a and this de- 
taciLinent, appearing suddenly when Liu* ■.root'-rft was 
going on nt the wall, was naturally Liken for the 
newly arrived army, and enured a general panic. The 
Persians, one and all, took to flight: a general sally 
wits made by the Homans in Phasis; :i rouL and a 
carnage followed, which completely disheartened the 
Ptisan 1 aider, and led him to give tip his enterprise, 4 
Having lost nearly one-fourth of bis army* Efcidioru- 
gtm drew off to Kutais, and shortly afterwards, leaving 
the command of the Persians in Luzlvti to Vnjihrizes, 
retired to winter quarters in Iberia * 

Tlie failure of Hacharagan, following closely upon 
the decision of the Lori to maintain their oUianee with 
Rome in spite of the murder of Oiibasses. seems to have 
convinced the Persian monarch that, in endeavouring 
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to annex Lasica, lie Led engaged in a hopeless enter- 
pri^ niid that it won hi he the most pm dent and judi¬ 
cious course to yield to the inevitable, and gradually 
withdraw from u position which was untenable. Having 
meted out to Harfioragan the punishment usually un¬ 
signed to mtsuncessful commamlers in Persia^ he sent 
an ambassador to Byzantium- in the spring of aj>. 556, 
and commenced negotiations which he intended to lie 
.■HUIOIUL i dph iiiuiL'y seems to have been as averse in 
the days of Choarotis as in our own to an undignified 
rapidity of proceeding. Bence, though there could he 
little to debate where both parties were substantially 
tit one, the negotiations luegmi itt May ,Ui. 55b were 
no; concludi-d till niter the cotumcncraiient of the fol¬ 
low i ug year. 1 A coinpio i.u suspend hi t >{ hostili ties wus 
(hen agreed U|Hm, to extend to Uizioa no less titan to 
the other dominions of the lwo monarch?. 4 In Lausica 
each party was to keep what it possessed, territory, 
cities, and castles, 4 As this joint occupation was 
scarcely suitable for n permanent arrangement, it w&a 
provided that the two Iwhigercnts should, during the 
continuance of the truce, proceed to settle the terms 
on which a Listing pence might be established.^ 

Ad interval of live years elapsed before the happy 
result, for which loth parties bad expressed themselves 
anxious, was accomplished" It is uncertain Imw 
Ckosnxis was occupied during thb period - but there 
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are some grounds for believing that he was engaged 
iu flit* series of Oriental wars 1 whereat' we shall have 
to speak preffioxly. Success appears to have crowned

ambassidens of the highest rank, reprinting the two 
powers, met on the frontier between Darns aiul Nisi his, 
proclaimed the power and explained the motives i>f 
their reactive sovereigns, and after a lengthy con- 
i ere nee formulated a treaty of pence. The terms, which 
ut\> given at length by a writer of the succeeding gene¬ 
ration, 3 tuny be briefly expressed as follows;— f 1) The 
Persia us were to withdraw from I^rica, to -rive tip nil 
claim to it, and to hand over its possession to Lite

(6) Daras was to continue a fortified town, but no new 
fortresses were to lie built upon the frontier by either 
nation, and Darns itself was not. to be mafic the head¬ 
quarters of the Prefect of the East, or to be held by 
an unnecessarily large garrison; (7) nil disputes arising 
between die two nations were to be determined by * 
courts of arbitration ; (S) the allies of the two oatinns 
were to be included in die treaty, anti to participate in 
its benefits and obligations : (!■) Persia wa* to under¬ 
take the sole charge of maintaining the Caspian Gates 
against the Huns and Alans ; ( iU) the peace was made 
for a period of fifty years. 

It haii been held thnL by thk treaty Justinian con¬ 
sented to become a t ributary of the Persian Empire;' 
and undoubtedly it was possible for Oriental vanity to 
represent the arrangement made in this light.- Hut 
the million and a half, which Home undertook to ] my 
In the course of the next fifty years, might well be 
viewed by die Ilomeiu; ns an outlay for which they 
received an ample return in the cession to them of the 
Persian pari of Lazico, and In die tenmnatiou. of their 
obligation to contribute towards die maintenance of 
the Caspian Gates. If there was any real ikuger of 
those results following from the Persian occupation of 
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I^ica which both nations anticipated,! the sum &mt 
he coufered to have 1m out of the best investment 
ever made by a State. Even if we before the fanet* 
apprehended to hare been vioioimjy, yei it cannot be 
viewed, as an exorbitant price to have paid for a eon-

under the yoke of’ their oppre^oro mid only waiting for 
an opportunity to rise in revolt and shake it ofl'. A few 
ihouwnid Persian in top-, enough to form the nucleus ot 
an army, would suffice; they might be ■enl by sea to 
the port of Aden, near the mouth of the Arabian Gulf, 
where the Homentes waultl join Lliem in largo numbers;

the soil Arabia; the native raw recovered its supte- 
nmey ; and Safi*, the descendant of ihe old Hotnmte 
kings, was established, as the vassal or viceroy of Chos- 
roes, on the throne of Iliaancestor?; 1 This arrangement, 
liowever. was not lasting, ^uf, after a short reign, was 
murdered by Ids body-guard; - and Choaroes then con¬ 
ferred the government of Yemen upon a Persian officer, 
who seems to have borne the usual title of Murqan* 
anti to have been in no wav distinguished above 
other rulers of provinces. Thus the Homcrites in the 
end gained nothing by their revolt but a change of 
masters. They may. however, have regarded the 
change as one worth making. since it gave them the 
imEil sway of a tolerant heathen in lieu of the jjerse- 
cuting rule of Christian bigots. 

According to some writers , 11 Qhosroi?s also, in his 
Inter years, sent mi espwfttiirj by soa against some por¬ 
tion of Hindustan, and received a cession of territory 
from an Indian monarch. But the country of the 
nnmiuvh U too remote for belief, and the ceded pro¬ 
vinces swill to have beloogal to Persia previously . 5 It is 
therefore, perhaps, most probable that friendly inter- 
course im been esaggerated into eoiupiest, mid the 
) e<-option of presents trout an Indian potentate 11 meta¬ 
morphosed into the gain of territory. Some authorities 
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iio not assign !" Ch'^rtH H any Indian dominion; ! am) 
jt b at Least doubtful whether he nmdts any expedition 
in this direction. 

A wary however, appears certainly to have occnpfed 
ChoscoKS about this period on his north-eastern frontier. 
The Turks had recent ly Iveen advancing in strength and 
drawing nearer to the confines of Perdu. They Imd 
extended their dominion over tlie great Ephihalite 
kingdom, partly by force of arms,- partly through the 
treachery cl Katulphui, :m Ephtiiulite chieftain; s they 
hmi received the submission of the Sogdinu*. and pro¬ 
bably of other Trtlnis of the Tranw>x>auuui region, pre¬ 
viously heit 1 in subjection by tile Ejihtiinline; and tltoy 
aspired to be acknowledged us a great power, the second, 
if not Hie first, in this pirt of Asia. It wan perhaps 
nil her with the view of picking a quarrel than in the 
ito|)e of an v valuably pacific result. IImS, al?ouL the‘Ai.se 
ofA.D. 5ti7,i>Lzabiii, the Turkish Khan, sent umbw^dors 
to Cln»ro« * with proposals tbr the i^tablishmeni of free 
commercial i ntercourec bet ween the Turks and Porsbus, 
and even for the conclusion of it treaty of friendship 
nnd a Hi mice between the two nations. Cb throbs ml-- 
peeled the motive for the overture, but was afraid 
openly to reject it. He desired to discourage intercourse 
between. bis own nation nod the ' Turks, but could dev be 
no better inode of effecting his purpose Limn by burn¬ 
ing the Turkish merchandise offered to him after he

568,. and was 
graciously received, by Justin, the nephew of Justinian, 
who had succeeded his uncle on the imperial Throne 
between three and four years previously. treaty of 
ailianee was made between the two Twiious; and a 
Botnati embassy, etngkiwered n> ratify it. visited this 
Turkish court in Lhe Altai mountains* during the 
course of the next year (s.D. 56^). find drew closet the 
bonds of friendship between the high contracting 
powers. 

Ihn meanwhile Dizahid, confident in Ids own strength,

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kaiid, Bokhara, Eesh, and Scsf, hut, It oaring that Hor- 
misdas, son of < 'hcsrofo. was advancing against him at 
the head a numoi' >us tinny, suddenly fled, evacuating 
ail the country that tie had occupied, and retiring to 
the must dietiUit portion of Turkestan. At any rate the 
exjwdititm cannot have had any great success ; for 
shortly afterwards (a.i>. 571) we find Turkish am bis* 
sulor* uure more visiting die Byismtitie ijoart, 1 and 
entreating Justin to renounce the fifty yen's' peace and 
unite with them in a grand attack upon die commou 
enemy, which, if tiffittulted simulti-uimualj on eiLher 
side, might t they ttrgued) be almost certaiidy crushed. 
Justin gave the iimhu.-sadurs no definite reply,, hut re¬ 
newed the aHianee with Dizabul, and took seriously 
hit- consideration the qiiOBlmn whether Ijc- sin mid not 
yield to the representations made to him, and renew 
tin' w.tr which Justinian had terminated uiuo years pre¬ 
vious ly, 

Tliere were miuiy circumstances which urged him 
towards a rupture. The payments to be made under 
tlie fifty years’ peace hail in Jiis eyes the appearance of 
a tribute rendered by Borne to Persia, which wn , he 
thought, an intolerable disgrace. 2 A subsidy, not very 
dissimilar, which Justinian hud allowed die Saracenic 
Ambs under Persian rule, he hud already discern tinned ;* 
and hostilities had, in consequence, already commenced 
between the Persian and the Homan Sarsurans, 1 The 
successes of Chosroes in Western Arabia had at once 
provoked his jealousy, and secured lo Home, in that 
quarter, an important ally in the great, Christian king- 
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dom of Abyssinia. Tlio Turk" of Central Asia had 
sought his friendship and offered to combine tlielr 
attac ks with his, if lie would cotiscnt to go to war. 1 
Moreover, (here wits once more discontent mu] eveu )v^ 
hellion iu .Armenia, where the proselytising steal of the 
Persian governors had again driven the natives to fake 
up arms a tit I raise the standard of independence .* Above 
all, die Great King, who hud warred with such aiicccm 
for twenty years against his midis was now in advanced 
age, 8 011(1 seemed to have given signs of feebleness, 
inasmuch as in his recent expedition* lie had individu¬ 
ally taken no pan, hut had entrusted the command 
■ if lib troops to others. 8 Under these cfotminatiinCeB, 
in the year a. r>. g i 2* determined to renounce 
the peace made ten years curlier with the Persons, 
and t<i recommence the old struggle. Accordingly 
lie at once dismissed Lbe Persian envoy. Sebocthcs, with 
contempt, refused wholly to make the stipulated pay¬ 
ment* proclaimed his intention of receiving the Arme¬ 
nia*' insurgents under his protection, and bade Chosroes 
lay a finger on them at Ids peril." Hft then appointed 
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Mercian to the prefecture of the East,' and pave him 
the conduct of the war which was now iuuviiuhlc. 

No sooner did ilso Persian monarch Gn& his kingdom 
seriously menaced Hum,'despite his advanced age, he 
immediately took the field in j kotos. Giving the <-oin- 
jimnd of a tlying column of men to AdiLnuun,-' a 

skilful general. lie marched himself Jigidmt the ft m units 
who under Mercian * had defeated a Persian force, and 
were besieging Nisi his, 1 forced tiiem to raise the siege, 
ami, pit ting forward as they retired, compelled tiiem 
to seek shelter within the wails of Dams,-' which he 
pivH'i'iided to invent with his main anny. Meanwhile 
Aftnrman, .it. the head of the troops entrusted to him, 
iTossecI the Euphrates near Cirosiuin, mid, hiving 
entered Syria, carried fire and sword far anti wide over 
thar. fort i!i; province.

List, on tie approach of winter, jt could no longer bold 
out j enclosed wit bin lines of circunmdlation, uud de¬ 
prived iiT water by the diversion of its streams into new 
rlifinuels, 1 ii found itself reduced to extremity, and 
forced to submit towards tic close of a.d. 573. Tims 
tie great Roman fortress in these parts was lost in the 
lire! year of tin renewed war; and .1 us tin, alarmed at Ids 
own temerity, mid recognising lik weakness, felt it ne¬ 
cessary to retire from tie conduct of alfUirs. mid de¬ 
liver tie rein* of empire to stronger hands, tin- elc>se 
as his comljut'-r and successor the Coimt Tiberius. a 
Thracia n by birth, who had long stood- high in hut cou- 
fidenee : and this prints, in conjunction with die Em¬ 
press Soph in. now look the din'd inn of tIjc war.- 
The llrst need was to obtain a breathing-spare. The 
Persian king having given an opening for negotiations/ 
advantage was taken of it by the joint rulers 1 to 
an envoy, furnished with an autograph letter from the 
empress, and well provided with the best persuasives 
of peace, who was to suggest tm armistice fora year, 
during which a Mitisfacluiy arrangement of the whole 
quarrel might be agreed upon. ’Hbcriua thought that 
within thin space he might collect an army sufficiently 
powerful to re-establish the superiority of the Roman

Hit* cost to Home of 45,000 aureiami im¬ 
mense dtbm were ut once made by Tiberius io levy 
troops from his more distant, provinces, or hire them 
from the lauds beyond his borders. An army of 
150,000 men was, tl Ls said, collected from the bank* 
of die Danube and the liliino, from Scythia, Pannouto, 
Maesiri, Elyiicntn, umi Tsanrin ; ■' a genenil of repute, 
Jimnuiau, the son of (Scrmarius, wfts solech-i to com- 
maud them; mid the whole force was concentrated 
upon tile eastern frontier; * but, ufLor all these prnpu- 
nitionfl, the Ctesar* heart failed him, and, instead nt* 
ofibring buttle to the enemy, Tiberius sent a second 
embassy to the Persian head-quarters, early in a.i>. 575, 
and besought un extension of the truce ® The Jforaaiu 
desired a short term of peace only, but wished for a 
general •‘UspuiiNOn ni’ hostilities UTwi-x'h the mu ion?; 
tho Persians advoefttetl u longer interval, tjm insisted 
'■hat the trace should not extend to Armenia h:i The dis¬ 
pute continued dll the armistice for a year had run 
out; 7 and the Persians had resumed hosuiiti.^ mid 
Lhnsiteucd Confltammu,* before (he fiopuis would give 
way. At length it woa agreed that there should be 
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peace* for three years, but that Armenia should b<* 
exempt from its operation. 1 Home was to pay to Per¬ 
sia, during the continuance of die truce, the sum «f 
30,00ii uuret aimually.' 

Xo sooner was the peace concluded tliau C1u*roi*s 
put himself at the head of iiis army, and, entering Ar¬ 
menia Proper, proceeded to crush the revolt, and to 
re-establish the Persian authority throughout the entire 
region;* Xu resistance was odered to him; ami lie wfls 
able, before the dose of the year, to carry bis arms into 
the Homan territory of Armenia Minor, and even to 
threaten Cappadocia. Here Jnatinian opposed his pro¬ 
gress : and in a pirtinl engagement, Km> (or Curstis}, a 
leader uf Scythians in the Roman service, obtained an 
advantage over the Persian rear-guaril, captured the 
camp and the baggage, but did not succeed iu doing 
any serious damage. 4 Cluhroea soon afterwards re¬ 
venged himself by surprising and destroying a Roman 
camp during the night; lie then took and burnt the 
city of Melitene (hialutiyeh); after which, us winter was 
approaching, ho retired across the Euphrates, and re¬ 
turned into his own country. Hereupon Justinian wonts 
to have invaded Persian Armenia, anti to have enriched 
his troops with its plunder; according to some writers, 
lie even penetrated as far a? the Caspian Sea, and em¬ 
barked upuu its waters \ i he continued on Per-iun soil 
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during the whole of the winter, and it was not till the 
spring came that he re-entered Eotnuu temtory 
(Ajy. 5Tli}. 1 

The campaign of a.u. 576 in somewhat ohscure, The 
Eoraans seem to have gained certain advantages in 
Northern Armenia and Iberia, 5 while Clio^r^-s on hi- 
part carried the war once more intii Armenia Minor, 
and laid siege to Theudadopolb, which, however^ he 
was unable to take* Negotiations wore upon this re¬ 
sumed, and had progressed favourably to a certain 
p< int, when news arrived of a groat disaster to the 
Roman arms in Armenia, which changed the face of 
affairs anil caused the Persian negotiators to break 
up the conference, Tiunchusro. a Persian general, had 
completely defeated the BotnfiU army under JtIBliniatL , 
Armenia had returned i" it* allegiance. There seemed 
every reason to believe that more was to he gained by 
arms than by diplomacy, and dial, when the Lim.-i* 
years* peace had run out, the Great King might renew 
the general war with a prospect of obtaining important 
successes, 

Tlioru are no military evema which can be referred 
to the year A.t). 577, The Roma ns and Peraimii uminaal 
each other with alternate embassies during its course, 
and with negotiations that were not intended iu have 
any result. 6 The twotm march;! iniide vast preparations; 
and with the spring of in. 578 hostilities recommenced 
Chosrues is accused of having amici paled the expira¬ 
tion of the truce by a period of forty days; '* but it is 
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mote probable that be ami the Homans estimated the 
date of ita expiration differently, However this was. 
it is certain Lliat hia generals, Mebodes and Sftpoiia, 
took thf Held in early spring with 20,000 horse, 1 ami 
entering the Homan Armenia laid waste the country, 
sit the same time threatening Constantina aud Theodo- 
siopolis* Simulumeously TdRichoaro,* quitting IWair- 
tiienia, maid ted westward and plundered the country 
about Aroida (Diarbekr). The Homan commander 
Maurice, w ho had succeeded Justinian, possessed con- 
siderable military ability. On this occasion, instead of 
following the ordinary plan of simply standing m the 
defensive and endeavouring to repulse the invaders, he 
took the bolder course of making a counter movement. 
Entering Persanueiiia, which he Found denuded of 
troops, fie carried afl before him, destroying the forts, 
and plundering the country. 4 Though the summer 
heats brought on him :ui attack of fever, he continued 
without pause his destructive march; invaded and 
occupied Arzftnene, with its stronghold, Aphumon, 
carried ofl‘ the population to the number of 10 T 0f>0, 
3iad, pressing forwards from Aizanone into Astern 
Mesoposamia, took Singnra, and carried fire and ft wonl 
over die entire region os far os the Tigris. He even ven¬ 
tured to throw u body of skirmishers across the river 
into Cordyfcnd (Kun list an); and these ravagere, wlio 
were commanded by Ivins, the Scythian, spread devas¬ 
tation over a district where uo Human soldier luul set

(Jho&roes as a period not only of 
I'n.-jit military activity, but filso Off improved domestic 
adiainistrauon, ChomocH found the empire in a. djs- 
ordered and ill-regu luted condition, taxation urntufifetl 
on a had system, the people oppressed by unjust and 
tyrannical governors, the military service'll prey u> she 
most scandalous abuses, religious fenatk&m riimpann, 
class at variance with class, ox toil ion anti wrong 
winked at, crime unpunished, agriculture languishing, 
rind the masses throughout almost the whole of the 
eouitky sullen and discontented. It was his resolve from 
the first* to carry out a series of reforms—to secure 
the adnuuistmLion of even-handed justice, to jiul the 
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finance? •>» si better footing, to encourage agriculture, 
to relieve the poor and the distressed, to root out the 
abuse# that destroyed the efficiency of the army. and 
to nsciao the gangrene of fanaticism which wan eating 
into the heart of the nation. How he effected the last- 
named object by his wholesale destruction <»t the 
followers <>t* ibmLik, lias iieen already related htil it 
appeared imiulvbublc to interrupt the military history 
of the reign by combining with it any account of the 
numerous other reforms which lie accomplished. It 
remains therefore to consider them in this place, since 
thi-\* are certainly not the least remarkable among die 
n nifty achievements of thin great tnoimreh. 

Persia, until the lime of Anuawnran, had been 
divided into it multitude of province*, the satraps or 
governors of which held their office directly under the 
crown. It was difficult for ihe monarch to exercise a 
sufficient superintendence over so large a number oi 
ndera. Ttumy of them remote from the court, and all 
united by a Bmnmmi inserts*!. Oho e r oife conceived the 
plan of tor tiling four great gorermneuts, and m mist¬ 
ing i belli to four persons in whom he iind confidence, 
whose duty it should be to wnteb the conduct nil the 
provincial satrap, to control them, direct them, or 
report their misconduct to the crown. Tim four great 
governments were those of the east, the north, the 
f.,uth, and the west. The cast comprised Khorassaa, 
Seismn, and Kir mnn; the north, Armenia, Azerlfijan, 
GUilau, Kouiu, and Itfakin; the south, Fas and 
Ahwaz; the west, Irak, or Babylonia, Assyria, mid 
Mesopotamia.* 

It was not die intention of the monarch, however, 
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m put n blind trust in Ms instruments. He math- p<-i - 
soixnl progress through fiis empire from time tc* 
time, visiting each province in turn ami inquiring int<« 
ijii' condition ol die inhabit an is A He employed con¬ 
tinually «n tinny of Inspectors uml spies, whp:reported 
in him from till quarters the suit!.-rings or complaints of 
the oppressed, tind the neglects or mbdcdiigs of those 
in authority. 3 On die occurrence of any (.peojnlly sus¬ 
picious circumstance, he appointed extraordmary' rom- 
missious of inquiry, which, armed with nil the pwer 
“f die crown, prodded to the suspected quartet, took 
evidence, and made a careful report of whatever 
wrongs or mitlpructii es they discovered® 

When Ejirih tv as brought homo to Incriminated per¬ 
son* or parties, die punisjimeut with which they were 
visited was swift am! signal We have seen how hunk 
were dm sentences passed by Chosrm* upm those 
whoM- offences attack^ his own poison or dignity. 4 
An equal severity appears in Ida jiidgmeuLH, when* 
there w&iiio i|uiation of hi* , wn wrongs. bm oui v of 
the intcresLi of his subjects.'* On one oera-uon lie is 
«»* to have executed no fewer than eighty collectors 
of taxes on the report or a commission charging them 
with extortion, 15 

Among Un* principal reforms which Chosroge is ,»j t I 
to have introduced was his fresh arrangement of the 
taxation. Hitherto all lands had paid to die suite 
a certain proportion of their produce, n proportion 
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which vant’d, aroording to the estimated richness of the 
.soil, from a tenth to one-half. 1 The effect was to die* 
courage all improved cultivation, dtwSe it was quite 
j>os-<jble that the whole profit of any increased outlay 
might he absorbed by the State, and also to cramp mid 
check the liberty of the cultivators in various wavs, 
since the produce could not be touched until tin? 
revenue official made Ids appearance and carried olT 
the share of the crop which he had a right to take,' 1 
ChoKToei resolved to substitute a butd-fax fur the pro¬ 
portionate payment; in kind, and i.Iiles at once to set 
she cultivator at liberty with respect to harvesting his 
crops and to allow him the entire advantage of any 
augmented production which might he secured by 
better methods of farming his land, His tax consisted in 
part of a money payment, in part of a payment in 
kind; hut both payments were fixed and invariable, 
each measure of ground being rated in the king's 
book? at one ilirfn-ui anil one measure of die produce. 1 * 
Uncultivated land, and land tying fallow at the time, 
were exempt; 4 and thus the scheme involved, not one 
survey alone, but n recurring (annual) survey, 0 it ml ilii 
umniial registration of all cultivators, with the quantity 
of Lind under cultivation held by each, and the nature 
of the crop or crop to be grown by ihem. The 
system was one of much complication, and tuny have 
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pressed somewhat hardly upon the poorer and Ipsa 
productive soils : but it was an immense improvement 
«l>ou the previously exiting practice, which hud all 
the dUadvantages of the modern tithe fcy.siem. aggra¬ 
vated by the high rates exacted 1 and by th>- certainty 
that, in any disputed case, the subject would have hud 
a jxxtr chance of establishing his right against ..the 
crown. It is not surprising that the Caliphs, when they 
conquered Persist, maintained unaltered the land system 
of ChosrOOS 1 which they found e=.!:iblhhed, regarding 
it as, if not perfect .at any rate not readily admit dog of 
much improvement. 

Besides (he tax upon arable lands, of which wc have 
hitherto spoken, Cho$ro& introduced into I’eoda vari¬ 
ous other imposts. The fruit trees were everywhere 
counted, and a small payment required for each* The 
Jiomuialty of the citiKeas whs valued, and » graduated 
property-tax established, which, however, in the case 
of the most opulent, did not exceed the moderate smu 
of forty-eight dirhem** (about twenty-seven shillings), 
A poll-tax wns required uf Jews and Christum*, 5 
whereof we d*> not know the amount. From all these 
burdens liberal exemptions were made on acco un t of 
age and sex; no female paid anything ;* and males 
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above fifty years of age or under twenty were also Free 
of charge, Due notice was given to each individual 
of the sum For which he was liable, by the publication 
in each province, town, and village, of a tax table, 
in which each citizen or alien could see against hi* 
name the amount about to 1 jo claimed of him, with 
the ground upon which it was regarded as due. 1 Pay- 
incut had to be made by instalments, three times each 
year, at the end of every four months.* 

lu order to prevent the util air extortion, which in 
the ancient world was always, with reason or without, 
charged upon collector* of revenue, Chusraes, by the 
advice of the Grant) Mobetl, authorised the Moghul 
priest' everywhere to exorcise a ■ftipervunon over the 
receivers of taxes, and to hinder them from exacting 
more than their due. 4 The priests were only too h tippy 
to discharge this popular function: and extortion iimst 
Imve become rare under a system which comprised so 
efficient a safeguard. 

An othe r change ascribed to Chosroes is a reform of 
the itdmmhtraiion of the army. Under tho system pre¬ 
viously existing, Cliosrofe found that the resource^ of 
the state were lavishly wasted, and the result was a 
mili tary force inefficient and badly accoutred. $<• sc- 
rttrity wiu* taken that flic soldiers po^esstod their proper 
equipments or could discharge Lin.-duties ippropriaic 
tu their several prudes. Persons came before the pay¬ 
master, claiming tlic wages of ft cavalry & whe 

possessed no horse, and hud never even learned to ride. 
Some, who called llwm.stdv ts soldiers, hud no know¬ 
ledge of the use of any weapon at nil j others churned 
fur higher grades of the service than those whereto 
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they really belonged; those who drew the pay of cui¬ 
rassiers were (lesiitinc ejf a coal of mail; those who 
professed themselves archer* were utterly incompetent 
to draw die bow. The <#i:tI dished rules of pay varied 
between a hundred dirhems a year and four thousand, 
itud persons out it led to the lowest nite often received 
an amount not much short of die highest . 1 The evil 
was not only that the treasury was robbed by un¬ 
fair claims and unfounded pretence?, but that artifice 
and Ihlsc seeming were encouraged, while ?a the same 
lime die army wins brought bito such a condition that 
no dependence could, be placed upon it. If the num¬ 
ber who actually tarred corresponded to ilini upon 
the rolls, which is uncertain,' at any rate all the superior 
arms of the service fell below their nominal strength, 
and the lower grades were crowded with men who 
were only soldiers in tut me. 

As a remedy against those evils, CWroSi appointed 
a single payinuster-gciwriaJ, and insisted on his carefully 
inspecting and reviewing each body of troops before 
lie allowed it to draw its [iny .' 1 Each niuu wiw to 
appear before: Mm tally equipped and to show his pro¬ 
ficiency with his weapon or weapons; lu*r?e ^hli-Tt? 
were to bring their lionses, and it> exhibit their mastery 
over the unnrmb by putting them through their paces, 
mounting and dismounting, and performing the other 
usual exercises. If any clumsiness were noted, or any 
deficiency in the equipment, the pay was to be wilh- 
held^ until tin? defect observed had been math? good. 
Special care was to be taken that no one drew the ray 
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nfa class superior to that whereto he really Imlonged — 
of an archer, H»r instance, when he was in truth a com¬ 
mon soldier, or of a trooper when he served not in 
Uiii hrji&e, hut in the foot, 

A curios* anecdote is relate id in connection with 
tiiftse mitilfliy reforms- When Babuk. the new pay¬ 
master, was about to hold his first review, he issued an 
order that all persons belonging fib the army then pre¬ 
sent in the capital should appear before him on a cer¬ 
tain day. 'Hie troops t^une ; 1ml Babek dismissed 
them, on the ground that a certain person whose pre¬ 
sence was mtlUpcnudih- hud not uinde bis rippamv 
Another day was appointed, with the same result 
except that Babek on thi- OC&giCtt phi inly intimated 
thill it 1 /ra* die king whom he expected to intend. 
1'pon tlii- ChoHvi'Swhen a third summons was issued, 
louk care to lie present, .and came fully equipp'd, us he 
rhiWight, 6■! 1 1 -nde, Hut the Critical eye of the review¬ 
ing officer detected « oTi-U-h>cu which he refused lo 
overlook— tin- king had neglected to bring with him 
two ext i'ii bow-string-. w:c* requiviid i" iio 

lunik to his pal ice and remedy the defect, after wliicb 
h" was allow--1 re fi:.-- nm-i'.'f, and then -uiumr-ned to 
m-civc lib pay. Babek ufieeted lo consider seriously 
wlvit the pay of title commander-in-chief ought to be, 
and decided that ir ought to exceed that of any other 
person in the army, Ho then, in the sight of nil, pre¬ 
sented the king with four thousand <tnt{ out dirhems, 
which Ohesroa* received and carried home. 1 Thus two 
important principles were thought to bo established— 
lhat no defect of equipment whatsoever should be 
overlooked in any officer. however high kb rank, ami 
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itmr Done should draw from the treasury a la*™., 
amount of pay than 4,COO dirhems (ilk of our 
money). 

Tiie encouragement of agriculture wus mi cwmin l 
element in the system of Zoroaster; 1 H nd Ckosnxs#, in 
devoting his attention to it, was at once performing a 
religious duty and increasing the resources of the 
state. It was his earnest desire to bring into cultiva¬ 
tion all the soil which was capable of it; and with this 
objecL he not only issued edicts commanding the reck- 
matum of waste lands, but advanced from the treasury 
the price of the necessary seed-corn, implements, and 
beasts in all poor persona willing to onny out his 
orders" Other poor persons, especially tho infirm and 
those disabled by bodily defect, were relieved from 
his privy purse; mendicancy was forbidden, and idle¬ 
ness made nn offence.* The lamb forfeited by dm fob 
lowers <rf Masduk were distributed to necessitous culti¬ 
vators, 4 The water system was carefully attended to; 
river and torrent courses were clean*! of obstructions 
and straightened ; - the siiperihious water of die rainy 
season was stored, and meted out with a wise economy 
to r.lntse who tilled the soil, in the spring uml summer.® 
The prosperity of a country depends in pan upon 
the laborious industry of the inhabitants, in part upon 
their numbers. Choaroes regarded Perdu as in&ulTi- 
ciontiy peopled, and made efforts to inc rease the popu- 
latioii by encouraging and indeed compelling marriage, 7 
-Ul marriageable females were required to provide 
themidves with Imsbunda; if they neglected this duty, 
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the government interfered, and united them to tin- 
married men their own tdass, The pill wan gilt tu 
ihese latter by the advance of a. sufficient dowry from the 
public treasury, and by lie prospect that, if childreu re¬ 
sulted from the union, their education and establishment 
in lift; would 1 m; underlakefi by the slate, Another 
method of increasing the population, adopted by Glio^- 
roes to a certain extent, was the settlement within his 
own territories of the captive whom he carried <>lf 
from foreign countries in lie course of bis military ex¬ 
peditions. Tim most notorious instance of this policy 
was the Greek settlemeTiU known as Rnmis fliomv), 
established by Gki^rui* after his capture uf Antioch 
(a.iu 54U), in the near vicinit y of bu b] (bond 

Oriental momm-hs. in many respects civilised mid 
cniiglikTied, have often shown a narrow and unworthy 
jealousy of foreign cl’s, fhosroes had a mind which 
soared above this petty prejudice. Ho em oumged the 
visits of ul! foreigners, excepting only the bur bar mis 
Turk*, 2 readily received diem at hi* court, and carefully 
provided for their safely. Not only were the roads 
and bridges kept lit the most perfect order throughout 
hi? territories,* so as to facilitate locomotion, but on 
the frontiers anil along the chief lines of route guard¬ 
houses were built mid garrisons maintiincd for the 
express purjjoso of securing the safety of travellers.* 
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T!w flesttH was that, the covert of Chosroiis was visit ad 
f »y i nun hers, of Europeans, wl k * wore ho* jii t»I ilv treated, 
and invited, or even pressed, to prolong their visits. 

I o the proofs of wisdom uud euUghtetininil here 
enumerated Chosrofts fiddad another, which is more 
surprising than any of them. He* studied philosophy, 
;ihd was it jattrun of scion o ■ and learning. Very earlv 
in his reign he gn?t a refuge at. his wurt to a body of 
seven Greek sages whom a penmeuting edict, issued by 
Justinian, had induced t.» quit their country and take 
Up their abode on Persian sod.* Among the refu”>M ~ 
was the erudite Dmuitseius, whose work Ik Priunpik 
i> well known, and has recently been found to exhibit 
an intimate acquaintance with same of the most olwfuri- 
oi the Oriental religions.”

enthusiasm of his troops by carrying dong their ranks 
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n minicutoiw picstirne of our Lord , 1 which no human 
hand laid palutt*d Hanging on the rear of the fugi¬ 
tives, he pursued them to Daces, which declined u i re¬ 
ceive within iis walla an army chat had so disgraced 
itself* The Persian commander withdrew Ida troop® 
further bikiiid; and Philippicus, believing that he had 
now no enemy to fear, proceeded t< ■ invade Armm.'m . 
t>' besiege the stronghold of Chlomar^ti , 8 and at the 
s'mir time to throw forward troops mir> the more east¬ 
ern parts of the country. He ex]tooted them to In- im- 
appoaad; but tine Persian general, having rallied iii=t 
force ami augmented it by ip -di r-rults liutl returned 
towards rlie frontier, and, hearing of tin danger of Ar¬ 
guin’in?, had down to its defence. Philippicus was taken 
by surprise, compelled to raise the siege of CMoinarOp, 
and to fall buck in disorder. The Persians pressed on 
hi$ retreat, crossed the Nymph ins after him, and did 
not desist from the pursuit until the imperial general 
threw himself with his shattered army into the str ong 
fortress of Amidu 1 Disgusted anil discredited by his 
ill-Mii’o&sSj Philippicus gave over the active prosecution 
of the war to Heraelius, and, remuiiiing at ljeod-qmirLera, 
contented himself with a general supervision. 

Hertudtm, on receiving his appointment, h said lo 
luive at once assumed the offensive, and to have led nri 
army, couiriting diidly or entirely of infantry* into 
Persian territory, which devastated die country oa both 
sides of the Tigris, und rejoined Philippieus, without 
1 uviiig suffered any disuMcr, Uefttfe the winter Philip¬ 
pics wuii tiucu li raged by the success of bis lieutenant 
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t" continue him in command for (mother year; bid, 
through prudence or jealousy, he w.-is induced to 
entrust » portion only of Lhe troops to his care, while 
he assigned to others the supreme authority over m> 
lea* ihnu one-third of (lie Ronum unuy. The result 
was. as might have been expected, inglorious fnr Home. 
During A/D. 587 the two divisions acted s*-j>amk!y in 
different quarters; and, at the end of the year, neither 
could boaei of any greater success than the reduction, 
in each case, of a single fortress. 1 Philippicus, however, 
seems to have been satisfied ; and ut the approach of 
winter he withdrew from the East altogether, leaving 
Hmclius us his represeutativ e, and returned to Con¬ 
stantinople. 

J hiring the earlier portion uf tin- year a.d. ass the 
mutinous temper of the Homan army rendered it iin- 
poMlile that any mililary operations should be urud--r- 
taken. 3 Encouraged by the disorganisation of their 
enemies, the remans crossed the Ci->iitier, and tluvnt- 
e n e d C ms Liu tin a, wh i di w;e however saved by Ger- 
maiius. 2 Tetter in the year, the mutinous spirit having 
beet) ‘jm-ilt.il, a coiinter-expedition was imuie by tdrta 
Romans into Anrrmene. Here the Persian general, 
MtOiusas, met them,mid drove them from the province; 
bm, following up his success too ardently, he received 
a complete defeat near Manyropolu, and lust his life in 
ihe battle. His head was cut oil' by the civilised con¬ 
querors, and sent ns a trophy to Maurice. 4 

The campaign of ajj. 580 whs opened by a brilliant 
stroke un the purl of the Persians, who, through the 
treachery uf a certain Sittim, a petty officer in the 
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lioniaa army, made tliemtdva masters of Mertyropolis.* 
It was in tarn that £fcilipptcu« twice besieged the jilnvn: 
he? was unable to make any impression upon it, mid 
altar a time demited from ilu 1 attempt. On die M-nnid 
Occasion the gumaott was strongly re in format by the 
repfi'mta unil nr Meboilw and Aphrafttay who. after de¬ 
feating Philippiette iu n pitched battle, threw n large 
body of troops into Lire town. Philippic ns was ujhiu 
this deprived of his office, and replaced by Comentio- 
lus. with Hendbi sw second jn command,* The now 
lenders, instead of engaging in the tedtous work of a 
siege, determined on roestablimbing the Eomim prestige 
by a hold cuuater-attack. They invaded, the Lerdau 
territory m force, ravaged the country alwut N id bis 
and brought Apkraates to a. pitched battle at Siear- 
liutidn, lu'tir that city. Viet my ^ueijicd at first ii> in¬ 
cline to the Persians: Oomentiolua was defiled and 
fled; but LL-nuTiu- restored the buttle, and ended by 
defeating the whole Persian tnmy, and driving it from 
tin- field, with the loss of its coin mender, who was 
ilutn in the thick of the light. K The nest day the Per¬ 
sian camp was taken, mid a rich booty fell into the 
hands of Lhu conquerors 1 Ix-side* a number of stmid- 
Bids, The remnant of the defeated army found a 
refuge wift»n the walls of Ntsibis. Liter in Lin* year 
Comentiolus recovered to some istcnt hi* tarnished 
tuurcLf by the siege and capture of Arbas, a wlmae 
strong situation in tile immediate vicinity of Mnrtyro- 
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pcfe rendered the position of rite Persian gttnison in 
that city insecure, if n*>i nh-ediudy untenable' 

Such wai the condition of uiTuirs in the western pro¬ 
vinces of the Persifm Empire when h sudden danger 
arose in the cost, which had strange and most import- 
nut CDnsequeiicL'S. According to the Uricnf.il writers 
IJormirfflts hud from ti just monarch gradually become 
a tyrant; under the plea of protecting rite poor iuiiJ 
grievously opfirr- i the rich; through jealousy or fear 
had put to death no fewer than thirteen thousand of 
the upper I'k-es 1 aud hud til us completely alit-imt'd 
all the more powerful [Mirt >-f tin* tuition. Awn re of 
Ills unpopularity.. lliL slimum dmy tribes mid people* 
commenced ;i series of uggreisioru, plundered flu.- iron 
tier provinces, defeated the detachment? seat ugainsi 
them under commitudere whu were di-uiDected, mid 
everywhere brought tile empire into the greatest 
danger. The Arabs : erewsed the Euphrates aud npread 
tliem-elvta our Ahr*)potanm ; the Elm/jirs ravuded 
Airman in mid Azer bijou; nunour said (hat the Greek 
otnjieior hud taken tile held mui w?is .idv.m>diig un 
the side of Syr in. i ti the head of luce ; 1 above 

iill.it was >jiiitti s i-miu thiii the Grant Khan of the 
Turks hud put hi* hordes in motion, find passed the 
Cbais with a Countless licet,* oocttpied Bidkh uml Herat, 
and war* tlireuteniuy N ■ penetrate into the very heart of 
Persia. The perilous diameter of the crisis k perhaps 
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exaggerated; 1 but there' ran txj little doubt that the 
udviidce of the Turk? const ituted a real danger. ITor- 
iiiistlfts, however, did not even now quit the capital, or 
adventure his own person, lie selected from among 
his general* a certain Yunvlirnu or liiihmu!, 3 u leader of 
great courage and experience, who bad distinguished 
himself in tin? wars of AnusUinvau,* anil, placing at] I lie 
resources of the empire at hi* disposal*asa%ned to hint 
the entire conduct of the Turkish struggle, Bahrain i> 
suit! to have eon ten ted 1 die self with si small force of 
picked men,* veterans between forty and fifty years of 
ugy\ s to havt' marched wiih them upon Ualklt, con¬ 
tended with the < ircat Kirin in several ] initial engage¬ 
ments,* and. at last entirely defeated him in a great 
battle, wherein the Khun lui! lib life. 7 ThU victoiy 
was soon fbllowed by another over the KlumV son, 
who was made prisoner and sent to Hortniadae.® An 
enormous 1 sooty was at the same time despatched to 
the court; mid Bahrain himself was nljout to return, 
when he received his masters orders to carry his arms 
into another quarter. 
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It is supposed by some that, while the Turkish 
hordes were meoflebig Peraia upon the oofth-cuac, a 
Roman army, intended i<> act in tttqettt with them, 1 
was sent by Maurice into Albania, which proceeded to 
threaten the roiunioii enemy in thu north-ivc&t. lint 
the -Byzantine write re know of no nil inure at this time 
between the Homans mid Turk#; nor do they toil of 
any offensive movement undertaken by Koine m aid of 
the Turkish invasion, or even simultaneously with it. 
According to them, die war in this quarter, which cer¬ 
tainly broke out in a .in 539, was provoked by Ihir- 
ilii-silurt himself, who, iimnedifttely after his Turkidi 
victories, sent Jfihrarti with an army To invade Colchis 
and Snail in.” or in other words to resume 1 he Lazio war, 
from which Annul dr wan Imd desisted 8 twenty-soveny*i: 
previously. Bahrain found die province unguarded, 
ami was able to ravage i! at lit- will; but a Human 
force soon gathered to it; defence, and, after Some nut- 
nffiHVTv 5 , a pitched battle was fought on the Amies, in 
which the Persian general suffered a defeat. 1 The mi- 
litary results of die check were insignificant; but it led

a second messenger from the court, with orders to 
bring the recalcitrant commander home in chains,

general revolt broke out in the palace; Bosttun and

Iicad of the mutantrents, and, rusliing into the presence' 
chamber, dragged the tyrant, fmm Ids throne, stripped 
him - f the diadem, ami committed him to the dungeon 
from which they had themselves escaped. I lie Bv7j nim 
hist irian* bHievi d’ l.hu!. after this, Ilonni-da- wns per¬ 
mitted to plead Ids cause before an assembly nf 1-Yman 
nobles, ft* glorify hip own reign, vituperate hi* eldest 
soo, Chosroi's, and express Ida wiUiiumess ■ alulicntc 
in favour of another son. who had never offended him. 
Htey suppled that this ill-judged oration Inwl scried 
the fate of the youth recommended and of his mother,

Ikfiirg [lading to the consideration of tile eventful 
reign with which we shall now have to occupy our- 
selves, a ginntx* at the personal ehnmcter of thy deceased 
monarch will perhaps be expected by the reader- Hor* 
mii 2 tl is pronounced by the cone nr rent voice of the 
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Greeks and the Orientals one of the worst princes that 
ever ruled over Persia. 1 The fair promise of his early 
years was quickly cloudy 1 over; «t«l during the greater 
port Ion uf his reign he wus a jealous and capricious 
Tyrant, influenced by unworthy favourites, and stimu¬ 
lated to ever-increasing severities by his fears, Fvnu- 
tuuicc of whatsoever kind musts! hb suspicions; and 
lUHwiu liis vjethos were included, besides the noble and 
tlie grout, a huge utmdtcr of philosophers mid men of 
science. 2 liis treatment uf Bahrain was at om c a lolly 
and a crime — an act of hlnuk utgrutitude, and a rasii 
step, whereof he had not counted the eons*.- jui-nct^. 
To his tit her vinos he added those of indolence and efle- 
m i liuc;y. From the time dint lit 1 bi ■( uliu 1 king, uothirg 
could drag him from the soft life of the [«dar« ; in fn> 
ring!* 1 mitunee did he take the field, cither against Ids 
country's enemies or his own Miserable ns was Ids 
end, we can scarcely deem him worthy of our pity, 
since then: never lived a man whose misfortunes ■were 
mure truly brought ou him by his own eoinUifi.

It had been better that you shun Id have abstained from 
ending either, more e^fjeCiilly considering the irregu¬ 
larity nf your appoint ment, and the fact thiiL the noble 
ant] respectable took no part in the vote, which tins 
carried by die disorderly mid low-born. If I.Eien it b 
your wish to escape your fathers fate, strip ofT the 
diadem which you haveassumed and dtp- -sit if in some 
holy pi: loo, quit the palace, and restore to their prisons 
the criminal* whom von have set at liberty, 1 and whom

trial for their uiims. WhrtD you have dorm dl this,

missive might well have provoked the young prince to 
some hasty act or Some unworthy show of temper* It 
i> to the credit of Ch<*ro& that he restrained him- 
seif. and even made another Attempt to terminate the 
quarrel by a reconciliation. While striving to outdo 
Bnhmm in the grandeur of his titles." he still addressed

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him as his friend- He complimented him va his cou¬ 
rage, and felnutated him on his excelkn11 icalr.h.

At tlj..--*;une time he sent to C'uneutiulus a letter which 
Chosrocs had addressed to Maurice, imploring Ids aid 
against, hi- enemies. Comctitiolus approved what had 
lxri*n done, desputehed a courier t" bear the loyal mis¬ 
sive t" Constantinople, and shortly afterwards, by the 
direction of tin* court, invited the illustrious refugee in 
remove to Hiempo!island there take up Ida abode, till 
hi* cause should be detenuined by the emperor.

1 VYfuIo s ime urged with much show • if nc^ m 
that it was tor the interest of the empire that the. civil 
ivjir should Ijl* ptxihtugif-h tbm PfriUsItiKtld U? allowed 
to w:wte her strength and exhaust her resources in the 
contest, at the end of which it would bn easy to conquer 
her, there were Others wlio.se views were less selfish or 
more far-sighted. The prospect uf rniuiiw \ ho East 
anil West into a single monarchy, which had been 
brought to tliu test of experiment by Alexander and 
had failed, did nut. mv- ut itself in a very tempting 
light idi these minds. They dntiht».*d the ability of the 
declining empire to *way at mnv the sceptre of Europe 
ami of Asia, They feared that if the appeal of Choaroiis 
were rejected, the East would simply fa!I into nmirotiy, 
and tin: way would perhaps bv prepared for smut* 
new ]*>Wt:r to rise up. mure formidable than the king- 
dom "f Ihe Fbi?~midm. The mdhutiuu of llaurice, 
whp lik'd t .1 * t hink himself m ngnanimous, - co i : . ■ 
with the views of tlif.se pmvon- : their coudaei^ were 
iL'T'-piud; and the reply wu* made to Cbn^t-ues, tlm! thy 
Homan emperor accepted him us hid guest and $cm t * 
undertook his quarrel, ami would aid him with all ib£ 
f'.uvi.v- of the empire to recover his throne. At the 
sauiL- lime Maurice sen l him some magnificent presents,* 
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atul revising the Pereiau prisoners in confinement fil 
C 011 &t«ntitn e, 1 bade them accompany the envoys of 
Cbosro&i anil resumii the service of their master- Sthui 
afterwards more sabsUintial tokens of the Imperial 
friendship made their appeantpoe. An army of 70,000 
men*arrived under Xars&j; and a subsidy was advanced 
by (he Imperial treasury, amounting (aurording to quo 
writer) '' to above two million* sterling. 

But this valuable support to his cause was no free 
gift of a generous friend : Oti the contrary, it hud to la 1 
purchased by great sacrifices, Choaroes had perhaps 
ar first hoped tlmt uhl would be given him gratuitously, 
anil hud even regarded the cession of n stifle city as 
one that he ought avoid making. 4 But he learnt 
I iv degrees that nothing was to begot from Rome with¬ 
out paying fecit; and it was only by ceding Forsar- 
meniu and Battera Mesopotamia, with its strong towns 
of iLirtrropolis and Doras,* lliat he obtained the men 
and money that were requisite. 

Meanwhile Bahrain, haring occupied Ctesiphoru had 
proclaimed himself king,* and sent out messengers on 
all sides to acquaint the provinces with the change of 
rulers, The news wi? received without duliusinsm, 
but with u general acquiescence j and, bad Maurice re- 
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jectcd the application of Cliomx^ it ii probable tJmt 
lh<; usurper wight have enjoyed u long and cpiito reign. 
As soon, however, as it came to be known rltat Lfn: 
(freek emperor bad espoused the cause of his civ*!, 
fudtram found himself in difficulties : conspiracy arose 
in fits own court, and lud fo bo suppressed by execru- 
tknwmurmurs were heard in some of the more dis¬ 
tant provinces; Armenia openly revolted and declared 
for Chosrohs ; * and it soon appeared that in places the 
fidelity of the Persian troops was doubtful. This was 
especial ly the case in Mesopotamia,* which would have

yanecd. Bahrain therefore thought it necessary, though 
it wits now i he depth of winter, to strengthen his hold

Tim sequel, 
which Theopbylnet appears to relate fro®i the inFnrma- 
ibij of mi eye-witm-s, furnish'. 1 II * a remarkable evidence 
of tin: barbarity of the times. Those who captured 
Bryziicius cut oil his nose mid his ears, and in this 
condition sent him to C host neb. The iW.dmi prince 
was overjoyed at tho success. which no doubt he 
accepted as. a good uimai; lie at ono- led bis whole 
army across the river, anil having encamped for the 
D jg[it at a place called Diuabudi'm, enterem imd the 
chief Persian and Roman nobles tut a banquet. When 
the Festivity was at its height, the Lmfomuuuc prisoner 
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tow brought iii loaded with fetters, and was made 
sport of by the guests for a time, alter which, at a sig¬ 
nal front the king, the gttauncb plunged their swords 
into his body, and despatched him iu the flight at the 
feast era. rfavtog uiuiiseii his guests with this del cot - 
able interlude, t he nmhible monarch etmdudcd I in- 
whole by auointing them with perfumed ointment, 
crowning diem with flowers, and bidding them drink 
ic» Ins success in the war. 'The guests,* says Then* 
phyhiet, ‘returned to Lhuir Lents, delighted with the 
completeness of tlieir entertainment, and told their 
friends how iniudeomely they had buen treated, but 
the crown of all (they said) was the epthodu of 
Bryzacrufl.’ J 

Chosrbea next day advanced across the Greater 
Zab, and, alter marching four days, reached Alex- 
undriamt.* a position probably not Inr from Arbcla, 
after which, in two days more, lie arrived at Ulntie- 
thftjt * which was a district upon the Zab Asfial, or 
Leaser Zab river. Here lie found himself in the ini' 
mediate vicinity of Ifdiram, who had taken up litu 
position on flic Less. i Zab. with llle imeiidon probably 
of blocking tlw mine up its valley* by which he 
expected that die Arm enian army would endeavour to 
effect h junction with the army of Chosroea. Here 
the two forces watched each other for seme days, and 
.:j~ uiauceuvref were executed, which it is hnjKjssible 
to follow, since Theophylaet* our only Authority, i> not 
a good military historian. The result, however, is 
certain, Bahrain was out-uuum-uvr-.l by CliusruZ* 
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and hia Homan allies* the fords* of the Jfab were 
seized \ and, after five dip of inarching and counter- 
marching, die longed-for junction took place. 1 Chos- 
StoSS bad the sat id notion olom bracing Ids uncles Hindoos 
and Bos La in, and of securing such n reinforcement as 
gave him a great superiority in numbers over his an¬ 
tagonist. 3 

About tlie same time he received intelligence of 
another moot imptHiiinl success. Before quitting Laras, 
he had despatched Mebodes, at the head of u small 
body of Romans.* to create a diversion on the Mwa- 
potamkin side of tins Tigris by a demonstrinioii from 
Singara against Meucin mid Cteriphon. fie can hardly 
have epjwcted to do mure than distract his enemy oral 
perhaps make him divide his forces, Bahrain, however, - 
vat either imliflhrcui us tu the fate of the capital, or 
determined not to weaken the small army, which was 
jiJI that he could muster, and un which hw whole de- 
[nmdmice vnr- placed, ih left Sdeuck and Ctesmbon 
to their fate, Mobodes and hia small force marched 
southward without mating an enemy. obtained posses- 
rion of Seleucia without a blow after the withdrawal of 
the garrison, received the unconditional surrender of 
Ctesipkm, made themselves masters of the royal palace 
nml treasures, proclaimed Chosroi* king, and sent to him 
in las camp the most precious emblems of the Persian 
sovereignty.* llms, before engaging with his anta¬ 
gonist, Chosrtx* recovered his capital and found his 
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authority once more recognised. in tiro seat of govern¬ 
ment. 

The great contest hud, however, to be decided, not 
by the loss and gain of cities, nor by the lirkle mood of 
* populace, but by trial of arms in dm open field. 
Bahrain was not of a temper to surrender hts sove¬ 
reignty unless com|Milled by defeat, iie was one of 
the greatest general* of the age, 1 and, though com¬ 
pelled to light under every disadvantage, greatly out¬ 
numbered by the enemy, and with troop that were to a 
large extent disaffected, he was bent oil resisting to the 
utmost, and doing his lies* to maintain his own rights. 
He seems to have fought two pitched 1 Kit ties with die 
combined Homans and Persians.* and not to have suc¬ 
cumbed until treachery and desert inn disheartened him 
and ruined his cause.' The first battle was in the [dnin 
country of Adialk no, at the fool of the Zagros range. 
Here the opposing armies were drawn out in the open 
iidd, oa-di divided into a centre and tiro wings, in 
die army of Cho=rofe dm Homaus were in the middle, 
on the right die Persians, and the Armenians on the 
left, Nurses, together with Obosn*>-s held llic* central 
position: BaJinmi was directly opposed to them; 
When die conflict liegau the ! tomans charged with 
such fierceness that Bahrain's centre »i once gave wnv; 
he was obliged to retreat to the foot of the hills, and 
take up a jioaibon on their slope. Here the Homan* 
refused lo attack him; and ChoeroSs vary imprudently 
ordered die Hendons who fouglll on Ids side u> advance 
up the ascent. They were repulsed, uud thrown into 
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complete confusion; atul the battle wotdtl infallibly have 
bet'ii lust, hail not Raises come to their aid, and with 
his steady mid solid baLmlions protected their retreat 
and restored the tight. Yet I he day lemiumted with a 
feeling ou iwth sides that Bahrain had oii the whole 
had the advantage in tile engagement : die king de 
facto rougratukiled himself; the king de jure had to 
bear the insulting pity of his allies, find the reproaches 
of las owu country men for occasioning them such a 
disaster. 1 

But though Bali ran i might feel that the glory of 
the day to his lie was not elated by bis success, nur 
rendered blind to the difficulties of his position, right¬ 
ing with liia buck to the mountains, he was liable, if 
he suffered defeat, to be entangled in their defile and 
lose Ids entire force. Mamsvur* now that Ctesiphon 
w;i- no longer his, he hud neither resource* nor point 
(Tappui in tin; low country, and by falling back he 
would at once be approaching nearer to the main 
aoinco of his own supplies, which was the country 
about Rei, - Mouth of the Caspian, urn] dm wing his 
enemies to a greater distance from the sources of 
thrifts, lie may even have thought, there was a chance 
of Ids being impugned if lie retired, since the Romans 
might not like to venture into the mount a in region, 
mid Chosrot* might be impatient to make a triumphal 
entry into his capital. Accordingly, the use which 
Bwliratn made ol hit victory was i pi icily to evncuait 
hit camp, to leave die tow plain region! rapidly pu- 
tin- mountains, mid take up Mb quarters in the tortile 
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upland beyond them, the district where the Li— i- Zab 
rises, utii of Lake Urumiyeb. 

If he hud ho[n.'d that hi* eaerotes would not pursue 
him, liiihrum was disappointed. Chosroes himself, and 
the whole of the mixed army which supported his 
cfuiie. soon followed on Ids foot^tcfis, iind iirv-sing for* 
ward to Oumaoa^ or Silks,- near which he hud pitched 
hi* camp* offered him betide for the second time* JMi- 
rtuu declined the oiler, and retreated to a position on 
the liatotiathu*, where, however, after a short time, he 
was forced to come to an engagement. He lind re¬ 
ceived, it would setim, a reinforcement of elephants 
tram the [iromcfc bordering on Zudin,® and hoped for 
some advantage from the employment of this new arm. 
He Imd perhaps augmented his forces,* though it mim 
be doubted whether he really on this occasion out- 
unmhered his .mtogonist. At any raie. the time 
pccmed in have fitWS when he ttiat abide llie issue 
his appeal t« firms, and secure or lose his crown by a 
supreme effort* t line more Urn armies were drawn up 
in three distinct bodies; 5 and amt- more the lender'* 
hehl ihe . stuhli-iu d centra) pusitiim.* The engagement 
begun along the whole line, and ctuuiuuud lor u tv lulu 
without marked result. Ba lira in then strengthened his 
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left, and transferring himself to this part of the field, 
made an impression on I he Iiotuan right. But Nrim- 
brought up BUppo:^ to their aid, and checked the re¬ 
treat, which had already begun, and which might soon 
have become gcneraL Hereupon Bah ram suddenly 
fell upon the iiouitm centre and endeavoured to break 
it and drive it from the field; but Nhrses wna again a 
iiiiitoh lor him, and met libs assault without flinching, 
after which, ehatging in his m m, he threw the Persian 
centre into confusion. Seeing Lhit, the wiug& also broke, 
and a general (light began, 1 whereupon 8,000 of B»h- 
min t troops deserted, mul, drawing aside,allowed them- 
selves to he captured* The retreat then became u rout. 
Bahrain himself fled with 4,000 men * His cmnp, with 
nil its rich fhmiture, and Jus wives mid children, were 
taken. 1 i he elephant euqss still held out ami fought 
valiantly ; but it was surrounded and forced to sur¬ 
render.*' I he battle wiis utterly lost: and the unfor¬ 
tunate chief, feeling that ad hope was gone, gave die 
reins to ids horse and tied for his life, Uhosroi* sent 
ten thousand men ia pursuit, 6 under Bostain, his unde; 
and this detach men l overlook the fugitives, bat was 
■ ilscil* and returned. Bahrain continued his flight, 
and, passing through Itei mid lMmaghaii,® reached the 
Oxuaand placed himself under the protection of the 
Turks. C’husroea, having dtittaifiSed his Itoijian jdlies, 
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iv-entered Ctesiphoo after a year's a haetiee, and for the 
second limtr took his place upon the throne of hi* 
aucestors.

of him by the effort* which tin y hail made to bring 
Armenia over to hi* cause, and to levy u powerful 
nrmy for hint in that region.' But to Sear his own 
character it was necessary tluit he should forget the 
ties both of blood and gratitude, that lie should sink 
the kinsman in the sovereign, and the debtor in the 
stem avenger of blood. Arronlingly, he seized liin- 
does, who resided ftl the court, uml bail him drowned 
in the Tigris.* To Bottom, whom he had appointed 
governor of Rei and Khorassan/ lie sent an order of 
recall, mid would undoubtedly have executed him, had 
lie obeyed ; but Bostam, suspecting his intent ions, 
deemed it the wisest course to revolt/ and proclaim 
himself independent monurrh of the north country. 
Here he established hims elf in umhority for siunc time* 
and ii even «ud to Juive enlarged his territory sit the 
expense of some of the border chieftains;' 1 but tin? 
vengeance of his nephew pursued him unrekuirmyiv. 
and era long accomplished his destruction, According 
to the 1 h«l authority/ the instrument employed 
Bostam* wife, the sister of Bahrain, whom Chuarnfo 
induced to murder her husband by a promise to make 
her the partner of his bed. 

Intrigues not very dissimilar in their eh iliac ter li;ul 
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been previously employed to remove Bahrain, whom 
tin* Picir^iiin monarch bud not cea-W to fear* notwith¬ 
standing that lie waa a fugitive and an exile- The 
Khun of lit.* Turks hud receiveJ him with honour on 
the occasion of hi* ilight, anil, according to some 
author*, 1 bad given him Ids daughter in marriage. 
Chabrol lived in dread «>f the day whet) the pent 
general might reappear in Persia, at the head of live 
TurkLth hordes, and challenge hint to renew the bteiy- 
term mated contest.* He therefore sent nu envoy into 
Turkestan, well supplied with rich gift?, whose Lastrue- 
tkm were to procure by some means or other the death 
of Bahtuin. Having sounded the tChuuupon the lnm- 
ness and met with a rebuff, the envoy addressed him- 
self to the Rhatfin. the Khan's wife, ami by liberal 
presents induced her to come into his views. A stliive 
w<v> rosily found who undertook to earn' out his mis¬ 
tress's wishes, aud Huh mm was despatched the same

It is prdnful to find that one thus ungrateful to his 
friends and relentless i<* hi- enemies mode, ro u certain 
extent, profession of Christianity- Little as his bean 
can have been penetrated by its spirit.

T kiting the earlier pur lion of his reign CliOaroes 
seems to have been engaged in but few' wars, ami those 
of no great importance. According to die Armenian 
writers,* he formed a design of depopulating tlmi part 
of Armenia which he had not ceded to the Homans. by 
making a general levy of all the iunliii, mid marching 
them off to the East, to fight against (lie EphthaliUs;

carried ulL before diem, and under their native leader, 
8m hat. the JVigmtunmn, conquered Hyreania and Tn- 
baxiitaii, defeated repeatedly the Koushuns and the 
Ephthalives, end even engaged with success the Great 
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Klirm of the luric*, who came to the support of ]d* 
vaasib rti the head of uu army cons In ling of AQOJXiu 
iiKMi. By the valour and conduct of Srnbut, the Per- 
biiin dominion wns re-established in the iiortU-eattem 
mountain regicm, from Mount Demavend to the Hindu 
KiHh ; the KoLiglmtis, lurks, and Ephtii elites were 
held in cheek ; and the tide of barbarism, which had 
threatened to submerge tlu empire on this side, was 
effectually resisted and rolled back, 

With Borne C'hij’Si'ot'.s imm itained (or eleven years 
the most friendly and cordial rdutipas. Whatever 
humiliation lie may have felt when he accepted the 
tenns on which alone Maurice was willing to render 
him aid, having once agreed to tiivm, he stifled alt 
regrit-«. made no attempt to evade his obligations, 1 
abstained from every endeavour to undo by intrigue 
wlmt he had done, unwillingly indeed, but* yet with 
hk eyes open. Once only during the eleven years 
did a momentary doud arise between him and his 
benefactor. In the year ,ui. oftti some of ilie Samcenic 
trilni* dependent on Borne made on incursion across 
the Euphrates into Persian territory, ravaged it fur and 
wide, nnd returned with their booty into the desert • 
Chosroiis was justly fended, and might fairly have 
considered that a rvww* UUi had arisen ; but lie allowed 
hiniseli to tx? pneiited by the representations of Maurice's 
envoy, George, and consented not to break the peace 
on account of so small a matter, Goorae claimed the 
concession a§ a tribute to Ids own amiable qunliti^ 
but it i* probable that theFfersfiui monarch art ,d nula r 
on grounds of general polity than from auv persumd 
predilection. 
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Two years later, the virtuous but jHirlmps over-rigid 
Maurice wah <l<!|KHs*f> 1 mid murdered by die centuriim, 
Phoctis, who, oti the strength of his impdimfy with the 
army, boldly usurped the throne. 1 Cho&roGs hoard with 
indignation of the execution of hb ally and friend, of 
the iusulls olleml to Lis remains, 2 find of the fifflflfflTftff- 
ti»n of ins irptfons ^ons,* mid of hi*- brother. 4 One 
son, he heard, had Iran seat off by Maurice to implore 
iikl from the Persians; r ' he imd Leon overtaken and 
put to death by the emissaries of the usurperi* but 
i amour, always busy where royal personages are con¬ 
cerned, asserted that lie lived, that he had escaped his 
pursiietH, and hud reached Ctosiphou* Chuerues was 
ton much interested in the aceepLance of the rumour to 
deny it; he gave out that Theodosius was at hk colite, 
and notified that it mt? lib intention to a-ssert hk right 
in die succession/ When, five months after Lis coro¬ 
nation, Thorns sent an. envoy to anno mice Ids oeeupa- 
r it m of the throne, and selected the actual murderer of 
Maurice to till the post. Choaroes detenuined on an 
■ [jmi rupture. He adzed liliu*, the envoy, threw Jiim 
into prison,* announced his intention of avenging his 
demised bmchietor. and openly declared war ngaarmt 
Hi mm. 
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The war burst oul (lie next year (a.d. fiO-S). On tho 
itoman ride there was disagreement. and even civil 
war; for Xarsea, who lim’i held high eominitiiri in the 
East ever since he restored Ohosroes to the throne of 
hia ancestors on hearing of lIk- i-leath of Maurice, took 
tip arms against Phoeas, and, throwing himself into 
Edessa, defied the forces of the usurper, 1 Geroumus 
win* commaiHied at Darts, was a general of small capu- 
city, and found himself quite unable to make head, 
either against 2fttr-ea in Edessa, or against Chcwrofo, 
who led his troops in person into Mesopotamia. De¬ 
feated by ChttsrtHSi* in a battle neur Dams, in which lie 
received a mortal wound, Gtrmanus withdrew to Con¬ 
stantin, where he died eleven days after wards.- A cvr- 
taitt Leontius, a eunuch, took hi* place, but mts equally 
unsuccessful. Chosroeu defeated him at Arxamus, and 
took a great portion of his ti nny prisonera; 51 whereupon, 
he wits recalled by Fhocaa, and a third leader* Douieut- 
riutos, a nephew of ilte firaperor, was appointed to the 
command. Against him the Persian monarch thought 
it enough to employ generals/ The war now languished 
for a short space: but in A.n, (105 Chosroiss came up in 
person against Daras, the great Roman stronghold in 
these parte, and besieged it for the apace of nine 
months.* at the end of which time it surrendered.* The

followed in the next year by n long series of calamities 
Oliojroes took Tur-abdb, Hesen-Cephaa, Miudin, Cu- 
pher*tnW, 8 Tjd Amkin .

11 second l-'oisttm army, under a 
general whose mane is unknown, after operating in 
Ariuenki, and taking Sntnla and iheodoifiopotis.- in- 
vadLd Cappadocia and threatened the great dty of 
ijtxirm Maaioa, which was the chief Roman atmiig- 
lu.J.i in these jmrls. Bauds of marauders wasted the 
'.pen country, carrying terror through the fertile dis¬ 
trict of I'hrygitiimd Galatia* which had known nothing 
<d the horrors of war for centuries, and Were rich with 
the accumulated products of industry. According to 
1 heophamis ,' 1 some oi the ravagers even penetrated as 
far as Cbalcedon, on the opjjoaile side of the straits 
tVom Ctosttntioople; but limb probably the antidpu- 
tiuu of an event belonging to it later time , 7 No mole- 
nientsi of importance are assigned to \.o, 610 ; but in 
tin.- May of the next year the Persians o«ce more 
■ rosed the Euphrates, completely defeated and de¬ 
stroyed tlm Itomau army which protected Syria, and 
sucKed the two great cities of Apamek and Antioch , 0 
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Mom time fi change hail occurred ;U OnK:»:ititiC*}»l«'. 
The Joublo roviii; of Ileraeliu-. prefect of Egypt, and. 
Gregory, his lieutenant, hud brought the reign of the 
brutal null incapable Fhocas to an cud, and placed upon 
the imperial throne a youth of promise, innocent of 
the blood of Maurice, and well inclined to avenge it : 
Chof-refe find to consider whether he should adhere to 
Ilia i*rigiuui statement, that he took up arms to punish 
the murderer of hi:- friend and benofncLOr, and const- 
'[tiently desist fn»in Further host ill tics now thni ldioens 
was dead, or whether, throwing consistency to the 
wind*. In* should continue to prosecute the war, not¬ 
withstanding the change of rulers, and endeavour to 
jjudi to dec utmost the advantage which he bad already 
obtained, He resolved on thin latter alivnmiive, It 
was while the young Heraclius was still insecure in his 
seat that he seut his ariuitt.- into Syria, defeated die 
Itoman troops, and took Antioch and Apameh, Fol- 
lowing uji blow with blow, he the next year (a u. Gl!l) 
invaded Cappadocia n second time and captured Cn ct- 
rea aiataiat, 5 Two years later (a-d, til 4) he sent his 
general, Shahr-Bara, into the region oast of the Auri- 
lihaiiufi, and Look the ancient and famous city of 
Damascus* From Damascus, in the ensuing year, 
Shnhr-Baiz advanced against Fcdestine, 1 * 3 4 and. summon¬ 
ing the Jews to his aid, proclaimed a Uoly War against, 
i he Christian misbelievers, whom he threatened t<* 
enslave or extern linaic. Twenty-six thousand of those 
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fanatics Hocked to his standard; ami having occupied 
the Jordan region mid Galilee, Shahr-liuBj in, ,v,u, Rlfi 
invited JeruatiOi and after a siege of eighteen days 1 
forced his way into tho town, nud gave jl over t«» 
plunder and rapine. The cnivl hostility of the Jews 
had free vent. The churches of Helena,, of Constantine, 
of the Hedy Sepulchre, of the Eeaiuvectiim, and mimy 
others, were burnt or ruined ; 2 the greater part of the 
city was destroyed; the stterwl treasuries were plun¬ 
dered i the relics mattered or carried off ; and a nitts- 
sacre of the inhabitants, in which the Jews took the 
chief pin, raged throughout the whole eity for some 
day?. As many as seventeen thousand, or, according to 
another account, ninety thousand, were slain® Thirty - 
five thousand were made prisoners . 4 Among them 
was the aged patriarch* Zacliarias, who was curried 
capiive into Persia, where he remained till his death . 4 
The Cross found by Helena, and believed to he * the 
True Cross; wns at the same time transported to 
Ctesiphnn, where it was preserved with care nud duly 
venerated by the Christian wife of C&Mrofet* 

A etill more important success followed. Tu a.d. 
CIO Shahr-Bara proceeded from Palestine into Egypt, 
which had enjoyed a respite from foreign war sum* the 
time of Julius Cmsnr, surprised Pelusium, the key of 
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the country, ami. prossuag forwnr> ! across tlie Delta, 
wysily mtub hiimtJ master of die rich and prosperous 
Alexandria, 1 John the Merciful, who was the Patri¬ 
arch, and Nicetas the Patrician, who was the governor, 
hnd quitted the city before his arrival, and had tied to 
Cyprus.* Hence scarcely any resistance was made, 
Tlio fall of Alexandria was followed al once by the 
complete submission of the rest of Egypt.* Bands of 
Persians advanced up the Nile valley to the very con¬ 
fines of Kihiejiin, ami established the authority of 
Ciiosroi?9 over the whole country — a country in which 
no Persian bad set halt since it was wrested by Alex¬ 
ander of Maced 1 >n from Darius 0>dt minim us. 

While this remarks)Ids conquest was made in the 
south-west, iii the north-west another Persian army 
under another general, fckina or Slmhend staninu from 
Cappadocia, marched through A^ia Minor to the riiatv* 
of die Thracian Bosphorus, autl laid siege to the strong 
city of CEudoedon, which lay Upon t he strait, just opposite 
Consfnntineiple. dialnedon made a vigorous nssstanot; 
and Hhmdius, anxious to save it. t:tul an interview 
with Shuhen, and ni liis suggest ion seal three of his 
highest nobles mi umbasMdonj to Chosroiis^ with a 
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humble request for peace. The overture was ineffectual. 
Chosro&s imprisoned the ambassador* and eiitrciiUid 
them cruelly i 1 threat cued Shaken with death for not 
bringing Heraclius in chains to the mot of his ilurme •* 
iijitl declared hi reply that he would grant no terms . tf 
peace—the empire was Ids, and Hemdius moat descend 
from hia throne* Soon afterward* (a.U. 017) Chid- 
ccdoti, which was besieged through the winter, tell; 4 
and the Persians established themselves in this import¬ 
ant stronghold* within smile of Constantinople* Three 
years afters, aids, Ancyra (Aittjont)* which hud hitherto 
restated the Persian uruaa, was taken; 5 anti Miodw, 
though inaccessible to an enemy who was without u 
naval force, submitted. 7 

Huh the whole ul die Homan possessions in Asia and 
Eastern Africa were lost in the space of fifteen years.® 
The empire of Persia was extended from the Tigris and 
-Euphrates to the Egeun and the Nile, attaining once 
more almost the sjune dimensions that it hud reached 
under the first and hud kept until the tliinl Darius. Ir. 
is difficult u> say hour far their newly acquired provinces 
were really subdued, organised, and governed from 
CtCfflphon, how i'ur they were merely overrun, plun¬ 
dered, and then left lo ihemselve,. On the one hand, 
we have indications of the existence of terrible dis-

pails of t he conquered territory during the time that it 
was held by tlii- PerntuiH ; on the other, we seem to see 
an intention to return, to govern, and even to beautify 
it. Euiy chins relate? ( that, on the withdrawal of ilie 
EotutiiUb from Syria, the Jews leuidmii in Tyre, who 
numbered four thousand, plotted with their co-reii- 
gUiuistii uf Jentstdcm, Cyprus, Daiatocuft, mid Galilee, 
n general massacre of the Tyrian Christians on it cerium 
day. The plot was discovered ; and the Jews of Tyre 
Wert arrested anil imprisoned hy their feUbW-eitkens, 
who put the city in u state of defence ; and when die 
foregu Jevrs, to the number of 2$,000, crime :u the 
appointed time, repulsed them from the walls, and 
defeated them with great slaughter. This story sug¬ 
gests the idea of a complete and general disorganisa¬ 
tion. But on the other hand we hear of an uttgnmn- 
in don of the revenue- 1 under Chosrbft EL, which seems 
to imply the gsinblidummt in the regions conquered of 
a settled governttumt ; ami the palace at Mashitn, dis¬ 
covered by a recent traveller * is a striking proof that 
no temporary occupation was contemplated, but that 
Chosrofei regarded his conquests as permanent acquisi¬ 
tion*, ami meant to hold Hem mid even visit them 
occasionally. 

TUi melius was now well nigh driven lo despair. 
The Joss of Egypt reduced Constantinople to want, 1 
and its noisy populace clamoured for food. The Avars 
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overran Thrace, and continiwUy approached nearer to 
the capital, J The giitfor of the Persian amis was to be 
seen at uny moment, if lie looked from his polneo win¬ 
dow* afftOss the rt®#phonft, So project of assistance 
or relief appeared from any quarter. Tin* empire was 
‘reduced to die walls of Ooflartantiiiople, with the 
ream ant of Greece, Italy, and Africa, and some mari¬ 
time cities, tram Tyro to Trebizonrl, of the Asiatic 
const -.’ 5 It is not saTpriring that under the circum¬ 
stances the despondent monarch determined on J%ht, 
at id secretly made arrangements for transporting him¬ 
self and Ins treasures to the distant Carthage , 3 where 
lie might, hope at least to find himself in safely. lib 
ships, laden with their precious freight, had put to se:t. 
and he was about to follow them, when his intention 
lw«me known or was suspected i the people mse : and 
the Patriarch, espousing their side, forced the reluctant 
prince to accompany him to the church of St. Sophia, 
and there make oath that, come what might, he would 
not separate Ida fortunes from those of the imperial 
city,* 

Ihdllt'd in his design to escape from hi> difficult ir- by 
flight, Herueltus took a desperate resolution. He would 
leave Constantinople to its fate, trust its safety to the 
protection afforded by its waHa tmd-by the strait which 
separated it from Asia . 5 embark with such troops as lu- 
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could collect, and curry the war into the enemy’* 
country. The out* advantage which he luwl over hU 
adversary was Ins poraesriou: of juj ample navy, and 
consequent command of the sen and power to strike 
his blows unexpectedly in different quarters. On 
making known his Intention, ii was not opfxi&gri, 
eitiivr by the people or bv the Patriarch, 1 lie was 
itllowed to coin the treasures of the various churches 
into im>Dejr v * to collect stores, nmol troops, and, on the 
Easter Monday 3 of a.d. 6 if‘2. to set forth on his expe¬ 
dition. Iliss fleet was steered gotrthvvMrd, and, though 
forced t*« contend with adverse gales. 1 made tt speedy 
and successful voyage through the Pjv>p<mtis, tin Elul- 
lespoui, the Egean, and the Ciiidan Strait, to the Gulf 
of Itjsus/ in the angle between Asia Minor and Syria. 
The position was well chosen, as one win 1 e attack was 
difficult, where numbers would give little advantage,and 
where consequently « small but rc-^riute force might 
easily maintain ibeli against a greatly superior enemy. 
At the same time it was n |*ost hum which tut ml vftnee 
might conveniently be made in several directions, 
and which menaced almost equally Ashi Minor, Syrim 
and Armenia. Moreover, tin* level tract between the 
mountains and the sea was broad enough for ibe mu - 
ntfiusTes of such tm firaty tw Ueruulius ctmupiiiletl,aud 
allowed him to train hU soldiers by exercises and sham 
lights to a familiarity with the rights and sounds and 
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movements of a battle. 1 He conjectured, rightly enough, 
(hut lie would not king be left unmolested by tin* 
enemy, Shahr-Bans, the conqueror of ilem^lem and 
Egypt, was very ^oon sent iignin Pt Mm;* and, after 
various movements, which it is impo^ibk- to follow* n 
battle was fought between the two armies in the moun¬ 
tain country towards the Armenian frontier, in which 
the hero of a hundred fights was defeated,' and the 
Homans, for the final time since the d&itli of Maurice, 
obtained a vicroty. At Ter tliis, on the approach of 
winter, Herucliui, accompanied probably by a portion 
of his army, returned by sea to Constantinople, 4 

Tiie next year the attack was made in » ciiflbrent 
quurter. Having coti eluded alliances with the Khun of 
the Khuzars nml some other chiefs of inferior power,' 
Heracliu* in the month of March endmfked with 5,000 
men,* and proceeded from Constantinople by wny of 
the Black Sen first to Trebizond," and then to Mingrelhi 
or Laziea. 8 There he obtained eontiugents (him Ids 
alfma* which, added to die forces collected from Trebi- 
jtuml tied tile other maritime towns, may perhaps have 
raised Ms troop? to the number of 120,000, at which 
wt* fiitil them estimated, 1 ' With this unity, he crosiid 
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the Affixes, * and invaded Armenia. ChoairKs, on rv- 
reiviii^ the intelligence* proceeded into Azerl^m with 
UKOm men, and occupied the strong city of Camsaca* 
j !t,? site t»f which bi probably marked‘by the ruin* 
known a* Tnkht^SulcZrnmi/ A. the same time he 
ordered two other armies, wliich lie Lad sent on in 
Advance, one of them commanded by Skah^Bm. the 
other by Sid^ to effect a junction mid oppose thmn- 
3elV4js t, ‘ farther progress of the emperor/ Tim two 
generals wore, however, tardy in their movement^ or 
at noy rate were outstripped by the activity of Hera- 
.. litis, who* pressing forward from Armenia into Azerbi- 
Jua* directed his Jtmrvli upon CanzuoL hoping to briu tj 
tin- brunt King to a battle. His advanefrguard of tkn^- 
did actually surprise the pkqaets of Chores/ but 
the king hi i use It hastily evacuated the Median smu-/* 
hold, and retreated .southwards through Artteku to- 
\vnrd* tiie Zagros mountains, thus avoiding the en¬ 
gagement which was desired by Jus antugoni^t. 'Die 
nrmy, on witMaang the flight of their monarch, bmke- 
up and dispersed. * Hemdins pressed upon the flying 
host ami slew nil whom 1m caught, but did not suffer 
himself to be diverted from ids main object, which 
was to overtake Chtmofe. Bis pursuit, however, was 
uu^HX'eflsful. Choaroes availed himself ' >>\ die romdi 
nnd difficult country which lie* between Azerbijan and 
the Mesopotamjiuj lowland, and by moving from pface 
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1*1 place contrived to baffle bis enemy . 1 tV inter Miivvtl, 
tnii Emelins hud to determine whether lie would con¬ 
tinue his quest nt the rUk of having to pfls# the -ultl 
season in the enemy's country, fur from nil his re¬ 
sources, or relinquish it und retreat to a safe position* 
Finding lilt soldiera divided in their wishes, ho trusted 
the decision to chance, and opening the Gospel m ran¬ 
dom settled the doubt by applying the first passage 
that met his eye to it? solution. The passage suggested 
retreat: and Heniclins, retracing his ?ieps, rccrossed 
the Araxea, and wintered in Albania . 1 

The return of Herat‘tins was not unmolested. lie 
had excited the fanaticism of the Persians by de?loty¬ 
ing, wherever he went, the temples i>f the iLtgiim ?, 3 
and extinguishing the sacred fire, which it w;^ u iwtrt 
of their religion to keep continually burning. He had 
also everywhere delivered the cities and villages to the 
flames, and carried off many thousands of the popula¬ 
tion. The exasperated enemy consequently hung np*iii 
Ub rear, impeded his march, and no doubt caused him 
considerable life', though, when it came to lighting, 
Emelins always gained the victory.* He readied 
Albania without sustaining any serious disaster, and 
even brought with him 50,000 captive.-; but motives 
of pity, or "f self-interest,, caused him soon afterwards 
tn set the= j - prisoner:? free . 6 It would have been d IB— 
cull lo feed and house them through the long and severe 
whiter, and disgraceful i«* ^-11 or massacre them. 
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I» the year a,d. 624 Cboeroes took the offensive, 
nml, before Hemdius hud quitted his winter quarters, 
H*ut ii genera!, at the heat! of a force of picked troojis, 
into Albania, 1 with the view of detaining him in that 
retnot-e province during die season of military operations. 
But Suablagaa feared Jus adversary too much to lie 
able very effectually to chock his movements ; he was 
(Nmtont to guard the passes, and hold the high ground, 
without Imzardiiig an engagement, Hemelius contrived 
afi^r a time to avoid him, and penetrated into Persia 
ihroiigh a series of pMtw, probably those along the 
course and about the mouth of die Amxes, Ii wn* 
now iiis wish to push rapidly southward; but the uuxili- 
ai'ii.'s on whom he greatly depended ‘ were tin willing; 
and, while he doubted what comse to tote, three Per- 
ssau armies, under commanders of note, 11 closed iri upon 
him, and threatened his small force with destruction. 
Heraclius feigued a disordered flight, and drew oa him 
nn ii flunk from two out of the three chiefs, w hich j je 
eusily repelled. Then he fell ujhju the tldrd, Shulim, 
and completely defeated him. A way seemed to be thus 
ojtened for him into the heart of Persia, ami he once 
more set nil to sent Chuarut'-t; inn now hb allies begun 
In 'b-v-rt his standard, mid return to their home.? ; 4 ifo. 
defeated Persian* milieu mul impeded his march; he 
Waif obliged to content himself with a third victory, ut 
n place which Tbeophnues calls SallmwP where he'sur- 
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priged Shuhr-Bnrz in the dead of tin- night, mu-sim-d 
his troops, hte wives, his officers, and the DMA of the 
whirli fought from the flat roof* of the 
inures, took the (Kncnil's) arms end rampage, and was 
within u tittle of capturing t'lmlir-Ikrz himself , 1 The 
remnant of the Persian army lied iu disorder, and was 
homed down by Her ad ins. who pursued the fugitives 
unceasingly fill the cold wa-tm approached, ami he hud 
to retire into cantonments. The half-burnt SaDbuu 
afforded a welcome shelter to his troops during the 
snows and storms of uii Armenian winter , 1 

Early in the ensuing spring die indefatigable cmjx- 
ror again set his troops in motion, mid, |»is&iui; die lofty 
range'' which separates the basin of Lake Vim from 
the streams tliul flow into the Upjjer Tigris, struck that 
river, or mther its large uflUient, the Eitlis Chat . 1 in 
seven days from Sal ban, crossed into Aramaic, and pro* 
cetding wesfwjird recovered Martyropolis and Amhla , 3 
which had now been in the possession of die Per¬ 
sians tor twenty years,® At Aniida he made a halt, 
and wrote to inform the Senate of Constantinople- of 
hi.- posittui! and his victories, intelligence whirli they 
must have received, gladly after having lost sight of 
him for aU>ve a twelvemonth. But he w T as not allowed 
to remain long undisturbed. Before the end of March 
Bhahr-Btirz had again taken the field in force, had 
occupied the usual passage of die Euphrates and 
threat cued the line of retreat which Huntdius had 
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looked upon us open to Is mi, Unable *o cross (be 
Euphrates by the bridge, wliich $habp*Bunr had broken, 1 
the emperor descended the stream till he found a ford, 
when lie transported bis army to the other bank, nnd 
hastened by way of Sumotjaia and tTennu-tiiejeu * bdo 
Calicut. Hero lie was mice more iu Ins mm tern ton’, 
with the sea close at hand, ready to bring him supplies 
or afford him a safe retreat, in a position with whose 
advantages he was familiar, 1 where broad plains gave 
no opportunity for skilful manoeuvres, and deep rapid 
rivers rendered, defence easy. Heradfos took up n 
jwsitfou on thi- right bank of the Partis (Syhun t, hi the 
immediate vicinity uf the fortified bridge by which 
alone die stream could be crossed,* Sbahr-Barz fol¬ 
lowed, and ranged his troops along the left bank, 
ilfu-iug the archers in the front fine, while he made 
preparations to draw the enemy from the defence of 
the bridge into the plain on the oilier side. He wus &t> 
far sttct-essful that the Korn an occu pinion of ihe bridge 
was endangered; but Heradius, by his personal valour 
and by almost superhuman exertions* restored the 
day; with his own hand lie struck down a Persian of 
gigntitic stature and Hung him foffci tile bridge into thy 
river; then pushing on with a few companions, he 
charged the PdSUh host in tin? plain, receiving un¬ 
daunted a shower of blows, while he dealt desiruciion . 
cm nil dtiea* The light was prolonged until the even* 
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iog, ami even then was ondedded; bill ShaBr-Borz hud 
convinced himself that he could not renew the combat 
with any proqieet of victory. He therefore retreated 
during the night, and withdrew from Cilicia . 1 Herudius, 
finding himself free to march where he pleased, eros-cd 
the Taurus, nml proceeded to Sebaatc (Siviw), ujion the 
Dalys, where he wintered in die heart of Cappadocia, 
about hidf-way between the two sea*. According m 
Thwphanes/ilie Persian monarch was so much enraged 
in this bold and adventurous march, mid at the success 
which lmd attended it, that, by way of revenging him¬ 
self on Herod ius. he seized the treasures of :ill the 
Christian churches in Ids dominions, and compelled the 
orthodox believers to embrace the Nestorian heresy. 

The twenty-fourth year of the war Bad now arrived, 
anil it was difficult to say on which side lay die balance 
of advantage. If Chosroes still maintained hk hold on 
Syria, Egypt, and Ada Ah nor as iiir us CWcedon, if 
bk troops still flnuuied their banners within sight of 
Constantinople, yet on the oilier hand he had .-ioeu 
hi- hereditary dominions deeply jjeuetnued by the 
armies of his adversary; ho had had lik best gene' 
ruls defeated, his cilfts mid palaces burnt, liis fitrounte 
provinces wasted; Heraclius hud proved himself a must 
formidable opponent; and unless some vital blow could 
be dealt him at home, there was no forecasting the 
damage that he might not inflict oil Persia by a fresh 
invasion. Cliosroik therefore made a desperate attempt 
tu bring the war to a dose by an eflbri, the success of 
which would have changed the history of the world. 
Having enrolled us soldiers, besides Persians, a v&*t 
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nun litter of foreigners and slaves , 1 and having concluded 
a close alliance with the Khan of Lhe Avars, he formed 
two great armies,* one of which was intended to watch 
Heraclius in Asia Minor, while the other co-operated 
with the Avars and forced Constantinople to surrender. 
The army destined to contend with the emperor was 
placed under the command of Shah&i: Unit which wn* 
to (tear a part in Lhe siege of Constantinople was com¬ 
mitted to Sluihr-Barz. It Lh remarkabk 1 that Heraclius. 
though quite aware of hist adversary's plans, instead 
of seeking to baffle them, made such firrangemenis os 
faeflitated the attempt to put diem into execution. He 
divided his own troops into three bodies, one only of 
which he sent to aid in the defence of his capital.^ The 
second body he left with lib brother Theodore, whom 
he regarded ns a sufficient match for Shtdiea With the 
third division he proceeded eastward to the remote 
province of Iiudca , 4 and there engaged iu operations 
which could hut very slightly a fleet the general course 
of the war. The Khazure were once more called in as 
allies; and their KhamZkM, who coveted the plunder 
of Tillb, held mi interview with the emperor in the 
.sight of the Persians who guarded tlmt town, adored 
lib majesty, and received from his hands the diadem 
that adorned.Iris,own brow . 5 Richly entertained, and 
presented with all the plate used in the banquet, with a 
royal rol»e, ami a pair of pearl earrings, premised more¬ 
over the daughter of the enqjeror (whose portrait lie 
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wms ahown) in marriage, the barbarian chief, dazzled 
and flattered, rtuullly cone hided an aUkmcc, and naso- 
ended his arms with those of tiie Banums-* A joint 
attack was made upon Tifiis, ! and the town was re¬ 
duced to extremities i when 6drubingiw t with a ihou- 
men, contrived to throw himself into it, and the 
allies, disheartened thereby, nuncd the siege and retired. 

Mean white, in Asia Minor, Theodore engaged the 
army of Shahen ; and, a violent hailstorm raging at the 
time, whirli drove into the enemy's face, while the 
Homans were, comparatively speaking* sheltered from 
its loren, he succeeded in defeating his antagonist with 
great slaughter. Chasrods was infiiriated: and die dis¬ 
pleasure of his sovereign weighed so heavily upon the 
miml of Shaken, that he shortly afterwards sickened 
and died. The barbarous monarch gave orders that 
hia corpse should lx- embalmed and sent to the court, 
iik order that lie might gratify his spleen by treating it 
with the gixissest indignity,® 

At Constantinople the Persian cause was equally 
unsuccessful. Skahr-Barz. from Ctuikmlou, entered 
into negotiations with the Klum of the Avan, and found 
but little difficulty in persuading him to make an 
attempt upon the imperial city. From their seat 
beyond the Danube a host of barbarians—-Avars, Slaved, 
Gepidm, Bulgarians/ and ollmrs—advanced through the 
W&** or Hamms into the plains of Thrace, destroying 
and ravaging. The population lied before them'mid 
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sought the protection of tbu city walls, which had been 
• artfully strengthened in expectation of the attack, and 
were in good order . 1 The hurtles forced the outer 
works; but ail their efforts, though made both by land 
und sea, were un a vailing ugninal the puud defences: 
their alleiupt to sap the wall tailed : their artillery 
wua met and crushed by engines tf greater power;* 
a deal of Slavonian canoes, which endeavoured i<» 
force an eniranee by the Golden Horn , 5 was destroyed 
i>r driven ashore ; 4 the towers with which they sought 
(•> overtop the walls were burnt; * and, after ten day? 
of constantly repeal'd assaults* the barbarian Under 
became convinced that he had undertaken au imptw- 
aibte enterprise, imtl, having burnt lii* engines and his 
siege-works,' he retired. The result might have been 
different had the Persians, who wore experienced in 
the at tuck of walled places, been able to co-operate 
with him : but the narrow channel which floored be¬ 
tween Cludcedon and the Golden Horn proved an iu- 
surmoini table barrier; the Persians bad no ships, and 
the cantH'** of the Slavonians were quite unable to con¬ 
tend with die powerful galleys of the Byxutitmes, so 
that die transport of a laxly of Persian troops from 
■ UIh to Europe by their md proved impracticable,* 
Shah r-Barz had the annoyaiux' of witnessing the effort- 
and defeat of Ids allies, without having it ill his power 
to tala* any active step- towards assisting tin? one or 

limbering the tidier. 

The war now approached its termination; for die 
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last hope of the Persians had failed; and Ileraetins, with 
his Hlilitl '-'T. ill: rest Sts regar ]ri] fii 5 -r*|. was fr«< to 
strike jit any part of Persia that lie pleased, and. hnvhu: 
the prestige of virturv and the of iht- Kh L / lt>, 

was likely to cany dl before him. It is not clear 1 
how he employed himself during the spring mid sum- 
,n(, r of A.r< 6*27 ; lint in the September of that year he 
started from Lazicn. * with a large Bonuui army and a 
contingent of 46,00(1 Khazar horse,* resolved to sur¬ 
prise iii- adversary hv ft winter campaign, and hoping 
tu rake him at a disadvantage. Passing rapidly thrmiL'h 
Armenia and Azerhijnii without meeting :m enemy that 
dared. to dispute his advance, suffering no except 
from the guerilla warfare of some bold spirits among 
the mountaineers of those regions. 4 he resolved, not¬ 
withstanding the defection of the fOmzm, 1 who de¬ 
clined to accompany him Further south than Azerhijau. 
tin it he would cross the Zagros mountains inr> Assyria, 
iind make u dash at the royal cities of the Mesopota¬ 
mian region, thus retaliating upon Chosn>es for Lite 
Avar uitack Upon Constantinople of the preceding vent, 
midci 1 taken at hi?} instigation. Chosroes himself had 
(nr the last twenty-four years fixed hie court hi Baatu- 
L'heid n in the plain country, about seventy miles to the 
north of f 'teaiphond It seemed to Ilontdius that this 
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•'i might perhaps In 1 reached, and an effective 
blow zsrnifk against tin* Fern mi power. Du hastened, 
therefore, in eru:* the niuuntauis; ami ibe 9th of 
October -aw him at i.'hrucUin^ in the low country, not 
fur from Arlwlu, where ho refreshed bis army by n 
works rot. Dr might now en.-iiy hitvu advanced along 
the great post-road which connected Arbultt with Das- 
tughortl and Ctesiplion ; lint he had pnuiwbly by this 
time received information of the movements of the 
Formans, awl w:ts aware Hint by *o doing he would 
phtri- himself between two fires, and run the dim ice of 
being intercepted in lu> retreat. For Chosroi^, having 
collected a huge force, hud sent it, under Rha/ate, u 
new general, into Aaserbijan; 2 aud t hin force, having 
reurhed Camuica, found itself hi Lite rear of Heradius, 
between him and Lizicu, Hernclius appears not to 
have thought it- safe to leave this enemy behind him, 
and therefore he idled away above n month in the Zab 
region, wailing for Hboxatea to make hi? appearance. 
Thai general hud strict orders from die Great King to 
fight (he itoniMifl whenever he found them, whatever 
might in* the consequence;* and ho therefore followed, 
as quickly as he could, upon Ileradim’s footsteps, and 
early jti December came up with him hi the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Nineveh, Both parties were anxious for 
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mi immediate engagement, fihszntes to carry out bis 
iiu-hut's orders, Hemlm* Ujonust.' ho bud lusird that 
bis adversary would soon receive a rianibrocment. 
The battle took place on the 12th of December, 1 in 
ilit* open plain to the north of Niheveh. 2 It was > on- 
tested from curly »btwn to the eleventh Imur of die 
day, and wus finally decided, tan re by the accident that 
Ekazutes and the other Persian commanders were slain, 
than by any defeat of the soldiers. HeraoKus i? said u> 
have dbtitiguidled himself personally during tile fight, 
by many valiant exploits; 11 hut he dues, nut appear to 
have exhibited any rcmnrkuhie Strategy on the occa¬ 
sion. The Persians lost their generals, their chariots, 
and as many ns twenty-eight stuu thirds ; 4 but tiitywere 
not routed, nor driven from die field. They merely 
drew off to die distance of two bowshots,® and there 
stood firm till after nightfall, liming the night they 
felt back further upon their fortified camp, collected 
their baggage, and retired to h strong position at the 
foot of the mountains. Here they were joined by the 
rciuibrcemcnt which Chaeroes had sent to their uid; c 
and thus strengthened they ventured to approach He¬ 
rne Iius once more, to hang on his rear, mid impede his 
movement*. Hu, after his victory, had resumed liis> 
march southward, had occupied .Nineveh, recrossod the 
Grout Zub, advanced rapidly tfirough Adiabeue to the 
Lesser Zub, seized it? bridges b)’ a forced march of 
forty-eight (Homan) mill's, and conveyed his army 
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safely to it* luft bitiik. where he pitched his otmp at n 
place culled Tisdcin , 1 ami i>m*c more allowed hLs sol¬ 
diers a brief repose tor the purpose of keeping Christ- 
miia. Clusrofc- hud by this time heard of the defeat 
and death of Bhaaiies, and was in a state of extreme 
alarm. Hastily recalling Sluihr-Bara from Ctmleedfliy 
and ordering the troops lately commanded by Biuusates 
to outstrip the Ilqbhius, if possible, aud interpose them¬ 
selves between Hemclius and Dustogheril 3 be up a 
strong position near that place with his own army and 
;i number of eicphuiHs, and expressed nu uiteuticm of 
there awaiting ids antagonist. A broad and deep 
river, or rather canal, known as the Bunt-ruth or iJa- 
nornuV protected his front; while at some distance 
further in advance was the Torna, probal My another 
canal , 6 where he expected that the army of EhaxJttvs 
would make a stand. But that force, demoralised 
by its recent defeat, fell btuk from the line of the 
Toma, without even destroying the bridge over it ; 6 
ami (.'hosroes, folding the foe advancing on him. lost 
heart, and secretly Med from Daslagherd to Ctesipimu/ 
whence he crossed the Tigris to Guedoseer or Sclen- 
i iti, with hit- treasure and the bust-loved of lib wives 
and children.* The army lately under Khanates rallied 
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upon the line of the Xahr-wan 1 canal, three tnUea from 
Oresiphou ; and hate it wns largely reinforced, though 
with n mere worthless molt of slaver and domestics . 2 It 
made however a formidable show, Supported by its ele¬ 
phants, which numbered two hundred ; it had a deep 
and wide cutting in its front; and, Lkis time, it had 
taken care to destroy fiD the bridges by which the 
cutting miglit have been crossed. Hemclius, having 
plundered the rich paliioe of Dnstagherd,® together with 
ii cveml less splendid royal residences, and having on 
the lOth of January encamped within twelve miles of 
the Nahr-wan,* and learnt from the commander of the 
Armenian con tin gent, whom he sent forward to recon¬ 
noitre, that Uie canal was impassably, came to the con¬ 
clusion that his expedition had reached Its extreme 
limit, and that prudence required him to commence his 
retreat. The season had been, it would seem, excep- 
lionally mild* and the passes of the mountains were 
still open; but it was to lie expected that in a few 
weeks t hey would be closed by the snow, which always 
falls heavily during some portion of the winter, llerii- 
eliu*. therefore, like Julian . 6 having come within sight 
of Ctedphon, shrank from the idea of besieging it, and. 
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content -with the |UUiiilmieiit that he bod inflicted on 
his enemy by wasting and devastation, deristed from 
his expedition, and retraced his steps. In hU ret rent 
lie was more fortunate than his great predecessor. The 
defeat whirl) he Imd inflicted on llie main army of the 
Persians paralysed their energies, ami it would sram 
that his retitru march was unmolested. He lunched 
Siazunis (S&ehrisur) early in February.* Bnrzan (2£er(h 
:>tk) probably on die 1st of March,* and on the 11th 
ot Hard i CanXaGA, 9 where lie remained during I lie rest 
of the winter. 

Chtikroes had escaped a great < Unger, but he had 
incurred a terrible disgrace. He had fled before his 
adversary without venturing to give him battle. He 
had seen palace after palace destroyed, and had lost 
the magnificent residence where he had held hi* court 
for the List four-and-twenty years. The Banians Had 
recovered 300 standards, 4 trophies gained in the nume¬ 
rous victories of his early years. They had shown 
themselves able to peuetmte into the heart of his 
empire, and to retire without sufleriug any loss. Si ill, 
had he possessed « moderate amount of prudence, Olios- 
roes might even now iinvc surmounted the perils of hi- 
porition, and have terminated hia reign in tranquillity, if 
util in glory. Iloradius was anxious for peace, 5 and 
willing to grunt it on reasonable conditions. Ue did not 
aim at conquests, and would huve been contented at 
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any time with ihe restoration of Egypt, Syria, and 
Asia Minor. The Petmims generally were wearv of 
the war, and would have hailed with joy almost any 
terms of Hecommodation. 1 But Ckosroea was obstinate; 
he did not know how to bear the frowns of fortune; 
tlie disasters of the late campaign* instead of landing 
his spirit, had simply exasperated him. ami he vented 
upon his own subjects the ill-humour which the suc¬ 
cesses of his enemies Imd provoked. Lending it too 
ready ear to n whimpered d under, he opd eared the exe- 
cation of SUahr-Btirz, end thus mortally offended that 
general, to whom the despatch was q a mm t rofait ed by 
the Bomatis.* He imprisoned the officers who had been 
defeated by, or hud fled Ixffore Cornelius.* Several 
«>tlier tyrannical acts are alleged against him;' 1 and it 
is raid* that he was con torn plating the soiling aside of 
hi? legitimate successor, Siroes, iu favour of a younger 
son, Merdasas, his offspring by his favourite wife, the 
Christian Shirin* when n rebellion broke out nguiust 
Ins authority. Gurdmntspa, 7 who was in c:c»nvm:ind 
of the Persian troopa at Ctesiphon, and twenty-two 
noble? of importance, 8 including two sons of Sliahr- 
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Bara, 1 embraced i ho cause of Siroes, and wiauig Clu*- 
rues, who Tnedilttted flight* committed him to ' the 
House of Barknas,’ a strong place where lie kept his 
money. 4 Here lie was confined for four dim. hi* 
gaolers allowing him daily a morsel of bread and a 
small quantity or water; when lie complained of hun¬ 
ger, they in id him, by his son $ orders, that he was 
welcome !<■ satisfy his appetite by feasting upon his 
tnatsttfea. The officers whom hi- had confined were 
allowed free- access to his prison, where l hey insulted 
him and spat uptiti bun. Mcrdtisas, the son whom 
he preferred. and several of bis other children, wore 
brought into his presence and put to death before lii- 
eyes. After sulferbg in this way tor four days, he was 
ill lest, on dm fifth day from hb arrest (February 28), 
put to death in some cruel fashion, perhaps, like St. 
Sebastian, bv being transfixed with arrows.’ Tims 
jierished miserably the second Choaroibc after having 
reigned thirty-seven years' (a,d. 59l-d2S), a just but 
tardy Nemesis overtaking the parricide. 

The Oriental writers represent the second ChosToes 
as i\ monarch whose character was originally admirable, 
hut whose gfx.nl disposition was gradually corrupted by 
the possession of sovereign power. * Parvis,’ says 
Mirkiiond,® 4 holds n dist&iguiahefJ rank among the 
kings of Persia through the majesty and firmness of 
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his government the wisdom of hi- views, end his 
intrepidity ui carrying them out, the size of ins army, 
)Jm amount >>f hit i reus tire, Lho flourishing nonditii ui 
of the provinces during his reign, the security of the 
highways. the prompt and eatirt obedience which he 
enforced* and his unnlteiuhlc adherence to the plana 
which he once formed, Jj is impossible that the** 
praises cun have iieen altogether undeserved; and we 
are bound to assign to this monarch, on the authority 
of the Orientals, a vigour of administration, a strength 
of will, and a capacity for govuruing, not very com¬ 
monly possessed by princes bom in the purple* To 
these merits we may add a certain grandeur of soul, 
and power of appreciating the beautiful and dm ui;m- 
niiiLcut, which, thong!i not nnnotnmou in the East, di, | 
not characterise many of the Sassaninu sovereign?. The 
architectural remains of Chosnais, which will lie noticed 
in a 1 1 mire chapter, the descriptions which have coma 
down to us of his palaces at Bastagherd 1 and Gamtnca,* 
the accounts which w have of hie treasures, 1 * his courts 
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his seraglio,’ oven Ids swik* transcend till Uiitl ta known 
"f f«y other monarch of hk fine. The employment of 
Hyxjintine sculptors and undiitecta, vvlikli his work* arc 
thought to intlbitiv implies an appreciation of n rustic 
excellence very rare among * iricutala. Bm against ihiHc 
merits must In? ><-*t n number of tuofS suxfriua moral de¬ 
fects* which may have* ticca aggravated as iiiim went on, 
but of which we see something more than she germ, uveti 
while he was jtill.it yumli. the tniirilerof his hither was 
perhaps n state necessity, mid be may not have com¬ 
manded it.or have been aero^ory to it before the fact; 3 
but his ingratitude towards his imelea, whom he iK-It- 
beratfdy put to death, i* wholly unpui humble, and 
shows him to have been mm!, selfish, and utterly with¬ 
out natural affection, even in the earlier [lortioti of his 
rdglL In war he exhibited neither coinage nor con-

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duct; all his main military successes were due to hist 
generaL 1 ; and in his Inter years be xeeni* never vohui- 
tnrily to have exposed himself to danger, In suspect¬ 
ing Ids generals, and ill-using them while living, lie 
only followed the traditions of Uis house but the in¬ 
sults offered to the dead Iwdy of Shaken, whose only 
fault was that he had suffered a defeat, were unusual 
and outrageous. The account? given ><f his seraglio 
imply either gross sensualism or extreme oatematiou ; 
perhaps we may be justified in indiuing to the more 
lenient view. If we lake into consideration the faithful 
attachment which lie exhibited t-iwartb Shiriu ' The 
crntdliea which disgraced his later yearn are wholly 
■without excuse; but iu the net which deprived him of 
bis throne, nod brought him to a miserable end—his 
preference of Merdiisn* m his successor. — he exhibited 
no worse fault thmi an amiable weakness, a partiality 
towards the sou of a wife who poEsessed, and seem* to 
have disserved , 3 his affect ion. 

The coins of the second ChOsRjfe are numernu? in 
the extreme , 4 and present several peculiarities. The 
ordi nar y type has, on the obverse, the king s head in 
profile, covered by u tiara, of which the chief ornament 
is a crescent mid etnr between two outstretched wings. 
The head is surrounded b} o double pearl bordering, 
outside of which, in the margin, are three crescents

inferior calibre would suffice to retiew and sustain the 
impulse which had proceeded from him, and which 
under him had proved of such wonderful force and 
efficacy. 

Hie com pun ions of Mohiunmcd lost no time in 
appointing his successor. Their choice lull upon Abu- 
bekr. his friend and father*in-law, who ww a pers-ro < »f 
an energetic character, bravo, chaste, and [empenLLc, 
Abu-bekr proved himself quite equal to the difficulties 
ol the situation. Being unfit for war himself as he 
was above wxty years of age, 1 he employed able 
generals, and within a few months of his accession 
struck sttrh a series of blows that rebellion cdlLueiod 
everywhere,* and in n short time the whole Arab 
tuitinjii, $jtoept tiie tribe of Gasssn, acknowledged them* 
selves his subjects. Among the rivals against who in 
he tueiiatired himself, the most important was Mocei- 
fama. Moseilaiiui, *ho affected the prophetic elm- 
meter,* had a numerous folio whig, and was able to 
right a pitched battle with the forces of Ahu-bekr, 
which numbered 40,000 men.* At the first on- 
counter lie even succeeded in repulsing this con¬ 
siderable army, which lost LiOQ warriors; but in 
a second ciigsigciUL'ut the Mohammedans were victo¬ 
rious — Mosmkma was slain — and Eak-d, * the Sword 
of God,‘ carried back to Medina the news of his uwn 
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tritiffli'b, and tlir spoils of tlie defeated enemy, Soou 
after tlu full of Hoseilamn, the tribe* still in rebellion 
submitted themselves, ami the first of the Cidipha 
found himself at liberty to enter apou scheme* of 
foreign conquest. 

Bifitructed l>elween the lemptatkeM ■ ^fibred 10 liU 
arms by the East an 1 1 by the West. Abu-befcr in lib 
fin?! year (a.». 0S3) *ent expeditions in both direction*, 
against Syria, and against ILira, where Iras, the Persian 
feudatory, who had succeeded Neman, sou of .VI 
Moiidar, 1 Iitdd his court* on the western bfiuu’h of the 
Euplirates. Eor this hitter eapulition the commander 
selected was the imsbtible Kaled, wlu> marched a budy 
uF 2,(100 men a across the desert to the branch stream,* 
which he readied in about latitude SiP. Assisted br

Al Mothtmna, chief of the Beni Sheibtth, who had !>cen 
a subject of Iv&b, but had revolted and placed himself 
under the protection of Abu*bekr, 1 Killed rapidly 
reduced the kingdom of Eire, took successively JBtmi- 
kiyu, Banisnmii, and El Lb. 5 descended the river so 
the capitals nud there fought an important battle 
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with the combined Persian and Amb forcer', the first 
trial of arms her,ween the followers of Molmmmei! and 
those of Zorcwiater. The Teraiau force consisted entirely 
of horse, and was commanded by a geneml whom the 
Afab writers call Asudstibeh. 1 Their number is not 
mentioned, but whs probably si null Charged furiously 
by Al Motlmnua, they immediately broke mid fled : 
Him was left with no other protection titan tta walls; 
nud lyas, yielding to necessity, made his submission to 
the conqueror, mid consented to pay a tribute of 
290,000 dirhems.* 

The splendid success of his pioneer induced Abu- 
bekr to support the war in this quarter with vigour. 
Eiiinforceiuenta joined Killed from every side, mid in a 
short time he found himself al the heud of mi army of 
18,000 men. 3 With this force he proceeded sotith- 
wiirth, on reducing the entire tract between tin. 
desert and the Kicste.ru or real Euphrates, Tlie most 
important city of the aouihem region was at the time 
Obolla, which was situated ou » canal or backwater 
derived from the Euphrates, not far from the modem 
Busrah. 1 It the great emporium for the Indian 
trade, and was known as the times IhdiHttmf or 1 iron* 
tier city towards India.* The Persian governor was a 
certain Tbnmust nr ilortnisdns, who held die post with 
a body of 20,000 men. 8 Kaled fought his second great 
buttle with this antagonist, and was once more com- 
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pletely victorious, killing Hormuz, according t<* the 
Atttbuu accounts, with hi? own !mnd. 1 OboCa sur¬ 
rendered : a vast booty was taken ; and. after lik-rnlly 
rewarding his soldier Eukd sent the fifth |mrt of the 
spoils, together with a captured elephant, to Abu-hekr 
at Median. The strange animal astonished the simple 
natives, who asked one another wondurittgly,-' ■ Is this 
indeed one of Gods works, or did human mi mukir 


The victories of K:iletl over A-wdsubeh and nor- 
muz were followed by a munlwr of other successes , 3 
the entire result being thm the whole of the fertile 
region on the right hank of the Euphrates, from Hit fo 
file Persian 0 ul!, wits for the time reduced, made a 
portion of Abu-bekr's dominions, and parcelled out 
among Mohammedan governors.* Persia was deprived 
of the protection which a dependent Arab kingdom to 
die west of the river bad hitherto afforded Jmr, and 
was brought into direct contact with the great Moham¬ 
medan monarchy along almost die whole of her western 
frontier. Henceforth she was open to attack on this 
side for s distanoo of above four hundred miles, with 
no 1 ietter barrier than a couple of rivers interposed 
between her enemy mid her capital. 

„ Soon after his conquest of the kingdom of Hint, 
Knlcd was recalled from the Euphrates 10 the Syrian 
i war ’ a *'d ’' V!LS employed in the siege of Dm Hasten */ 1 
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wirijlW Persia myoyed a brcaihing-spneo, Advantage

mu I if the Mohammedan* had been less tenaoiou-'S or 
liinj Persians more skilfully bundled, the whole ol the 
Siitvful might- have been recovered. Bul lltisuini allowed 
hia troops to be defeated in detail. AJ M ot Hanna and 
Aim 1 ibeuLdi, iu three separate engagements a! Seinii- 
rtk, Sukuriyn, and Bammnit , 1 overcame the Persian 
leaders, Jabau, Xarses, smd Jalenus, and drove their 
shattered armies back on the Tigris, The iluhtunnie- 
datt aiLLliority was completely re-established m the tram 
between iliodeseri and the Euphrates; U was even ex¬ 
tended across the Euphrates into the trust watered l»\ 
die Shat-ebHie; and it soon became a question whether 
Persia would be able to hold the Mesopotamian rc^' 1 
or whether the irrepressible Arabs would not very 
shortly wrest it from her grasp. IJut at this point in 
the history the Arabs eiqierienoetl a severe reverse. On 
learning the defeat of lib Lieutenants, Kustara sent uu 
army to watch the enemy, under the command oi JSali- 
nmu-IkuUiudjib,® or ‘ikiumii the bcatle-browed/ which

nattik, tint fur from the site of Kuia. At the 
tiiee, to raise the courage of the soldiers, lie ci urns tad 
to thU leader tins sivrwl *(;uidard of 1‘erMB, flu; famous 
duruftth-iutnitii. or leathern apron of the blacksmith 
Hawaii*, which was richly adorned with silk ami gems, 
ami is said to have measured eighteen feet long by twelve 
feet broad. 1 iJahnuui had with him, accordhip to the 
Persian tradition, SO,01)0 men and thirty elephants; 8 
the Araba nnder Abu ObeiiMi mini bored no more than 
0,000, or at the mo* 1 10,000.* Bahmiut is reported 1 to 
have given 1m adversary the alternative of pas&£thu 
Euphrates or allowing iho Persians to ori.i® it. Abu 
Obeidah preferred the boldisr courts^ and, in spite of 
the dissuasions of his chief ofBcgra, threw a bndge of 
boats acros-r the stream, atul so conveyed his troops to 
die left bank, lie re he found the Persian horse-ardiers 
covered with their scale armour, 8 and <lr&wu up in u 
'f-lid line behind their olepliiints. Galled severely by 
the successive Eights of arrows, the Arab cavalry 
‘ottjbi come to dose quarters; but their horses, 
terrified by the unwonted sight of the huge animals, 
and fUrther alarmed by the tinkling of die bells hung 
round Their necks. 7 refused to advance. It was fuuud 
necessary to dismount, and assail i ke Persian line on foot. 
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A considerable impression bad been made, and it was 
Lhcuight that die Persona would take to flight, 1 when 
Abu Qbeidfdi; in allocking the most CO flBpW B O Ufi pi the 
elephant^ was aeized by tie infuriated ani mal a ad 
Uamfte under bis fed “ luspiritofl by this success 
tla* Pcrskus rushed npon their enemies, who, dkkeiWt’ 
euttl by tiie lose of their commander, Ix'gun a retrognuk- 
ihuvcment, falling back ujhjii their n®wly v tMdc bii( . 
Thk, however, was found to have beat broken, either 
by the enemy, 8 or by a refill A mb who thought, by 
making retreat impossible* to give In* <»wu aide dm 
f iuruje of despair. Before die damage dona could 
be repaired, the retreating host suffered severely. 
Tim Persian* pressed closely upon them, Blew many, 
and drove others into the Stream, where they were 
drowned. Out of the D.OUfl or 10,00(1 who originally 
passed the river, only 5,000 returned, and of these 
2,0(1 U at once dispersed to their homes. 4 Besides Abu 
pb#aht the veteran Sj&Iit was sifting and A1 ilo* 
thuiinii. who succeeded to the command on Abu Obei- 
duli’s death, was severely wounded.® The last remnant 
of the defeated army might easily have Ixren destroyed, 
had not a dissension, arisen among the Persia us, which 
induced Baboon to return to Cteaiphon. 

The Aj'nbs. upon this repulse, retired to El Lk ; r and 
A1 Mothanna sent to Omar for reinforcements, which 
speedily arrived under the command of Jarir, sou of 
AbduIkhA A1 Motlrnima was preparing to resume the 
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ofTeiiaive when the Persians anticipated him. A body 
-! picked frwps, J«1 Ijtt MHim* 1 a gw lend of rcpiim- 
tion, crossed tire Eupjinm-s, ami made « dash at Hira. 
Hastily collecting? his men. who were widely dispersed, 
A1 Aim bail pa gave the assailants battle on die canal Ei 
Boweib, in the near vicinity of die threaSenflil town,and 
though dm Persians fought with desperation from noon 
to sunset, succeeded in defeating diem and hi hilling 
their oommatuler," The beaten army recrossed the 
Euphrates, and returned to Ctedphon without suffering 
further losses, pintle Lite Arabs were content to have 
baffled their attack, and did not pursue diem many 
miles from the Held of battle.* All Aleso|w>taniiu, 
however, was by this defeat kid open to the invaders, 
whose ravages soon extended to the Tigris and the near 
vicinity of die capital- 4 

Tlii; year a.d. 030 now arrived, and the Persia its 
resolved upon mi extraordinary effort. Ati army of 
120.0(H) men was enrolled,^ and Itnstum, reckoned 
the best general of the day, was placed til its 
head/’ flic Enphrates was once more crossed, lIid 
S aw^d entered. \ia inhabitant invited to revolt, 7 
and the Arab force, which had been conceit- 
■ ruled at Cud&ta (Kiadkiyeh), where it rested upon a 
ita titled town, was sought out and challenged to the 
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combat, The Caliph Omar hurl by -Treat efforts con¬ 
trived t u raise lib troops in the BawSd to the number of 
3d,GOO,* tiu.fl bail entrusted the 'command of them to 
$a*ad t tin.* sou of W hims , since A1 Hoibanna bad died of 
his Wound. 8 Su‘ad stood wholly on the defensive. 
His camp was pitched outside the walls of Cndesia, in a 
position prelected on either aide by a canal," ur branch 
stream, derived from the Euphrates, and flowing To the 
soutlnaist out of the Sen ->f Kedjcf. He Iriwself, pre¬ 
vented by boils from sitting on bis horse, looked down 
on his troops, and scut them direction* fi'ono the Cades- 
inu citadel.* Eussiiui, in order t-> come tu blows, wn- 
obliged to fill up the more eastern of the branch 
streams (El Alik), with reeds mid earth, 6 and in this 
way to cross the channel. Tin- Ambs mode no at¬ 
tempt to hinder the operation: and the Persian general, 
having brought his vast army directly opposite to the 
enemy, proceeded to army ins troops ha he thought 
most esqtedient. Dividing his army into a centre and 
two wings, he took himself the position of honour in 
the mill line 6 with nineteen elephants and three-flftlis 
of hi a forces,' while lie gave the command of the 
rigin wing to Jaleuus, ami of the left to llendsuwaii 
each -if whom we may suppose to have had 24,000 
troops and seven elephants. The Arabs, on ibeir aide, 
made no such division. Ended, son of Orfntu, was the 
sole leader in the Gglit, though Sa’ad from Ids watch* 
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tower olreerwd the battle ami gave his orders. The 
engagement began at mid-day ami continued till sunset 
At the signal of AlMt ukbar, ‘Gfod i> great,' shouted by 
Sn'ud from liis tower, the A rains rushed to tlu> attack 
Their cavalry cliargnd; but the Beotian* advanced 
ngiuns't them their line uf elephants, repeating with 
excellent effect the Indies of die ftimuu* * lkutle of the 
Bridge. 11 'lhe Arab horse fled; the Foot alone re¬ 
mained iirui; victory seemed inclining to the Persians, 
who were esjieviulJy smeeessful on either whig r T< deiohri, 
with his ‘ lions * foiled to re-establish the balance; 
and all would, have l*?eu lost, Imd not Ansem, at the 
command of Sa'ad, -sent u body of archers nod other 
footmen to close with the elephants, gull them with 
missile?, cut their girths, and so precipitate their riders 
ro die ground.

In the night which followed ‘ the day of succours,' 
great etlorts were made by the Persians to re-equip 
their elephants, and when morning dawned they were

The style here 
recalls that of the tamer reliefs set up by the first 
Sapor , 1 but is less pleasing, i?ume of the prisoners ap¬ 
pear to be well drawn; but the central figure, that of 
the monarch, is grotesque; the human bead* are 
gliaitly; and tlm withers and attendants have little 
merit. The animal forms are better-—that of j he ele¬ 
phant especially, though us compared with the men it 
is strangely out of proportion. 

With Chasroes II. (Eberwiz or Parrfo). the grand¬ 
son of Anushirwaii, who amended she throne only 
twelve years after she death of his grandfather, and 
reigned from A.n, 591 so A.n. <> 2 S, a reaction set in. We 
have seen the splendour anti good taste of his Mashka 
p:d«*e. the beauty of s<uue of his coins,' and the general 
excellence of his omument:ition . 3 It remains to notice 
tiie character of hig reliefs, found at present in one 
locality only, viz. at Tfifchi-hBostJUj, where they con¬ 
stitute the main decorations of the great triumphal 
arch of tins monarch. 

These reliefs consist of two classes of works, co¬ 
lossal figure?, and hunting-pieces. Tin- cole-^d figures, 
of which some account has I wen already given, anil 
which are represented in the woodcut opposite, have 
Suit little merit. They are curious on tK'eouni -if rheir

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:m- poor in design, I*‘ing heary,awkward, and ungainly. 
Nothing can well he less beautiful Lima the three aver- 
y to ill personages, who stand with their heads nearly or 
quite touching the crown of the arch, nt it? further ex¬ 
tremity, carefully drawn in detail, hut in outline little 
short of hideous. The least bad is that to the left [not 
very well rendered by our engraver}, whose drapery i=» 
tolerably well arranged, mid who?? face, judging hy 
whttt remain; of it, was not unpleading. Of the other 
two it is hupossible to suy u word in commendation. 

The mourned cavalier below them—Qboaroes him¬ 
self on his black J war horse, Shcb-Diz—i- somewhat 
better. The [lose of horse and horseman h:is dignity; 
the general proportions are fairly correct, though fas 
usual) the hors.- is of ft breed that recalls the modem 
dray-honst raUier than the charger. 'XJh* figure, being 
near die ground, has suffered much mutilation, probably 
iU the hands of Moslem fanatics; the off hiud leg of 
the hors© is gone; his nose and mouth have disappeared; 
and the horsenum has lost Ids right toot and a portion 
of his lower clothing. But never the Jess, the general 
©fleet is not altogether destroyed. Modern travellers 
admire the repose and dignity of the composition, its 
combination of simplicity with detail, and the delicacy 
and finish of some portions, 3 It may lie added that 
the relief of din figure is high ; the off legs of the 
horse were wholly detached; and the remainder of 
both horse and rider was nearly, though not quite, dis¬ 
engaged from the roi:k behind thorn. 

The hunting-pieces, which ornament the interior of 
the arched recess on either side, are fat snjiorior to the

livened by music. Two bands <>f harpers ijwnpy Imts 
on either side of that which carries the king, while 
another harper sits with him in the boat from which 
l«-deliver* his arrows. In the water about the boats 
are seen roods, ducks, and numerous fishes. The oars 
by which the boats are propeprf have a singular re¬ 
semblance to those which are represented in some of 
the earliest A-^yriun sculpture*. 1 Two other features- 
must, also bo noticed. Near the top of the tablet 
towards the led, five figure? standing in a boat seem LO 
be clapping their }muds in order to drive the pigs 
towards the monarch; while in the right centre of the 
picture there L* smother boat, more highly ornamented 
than the rest, in which we seem to have a second re¬ 
presentation of die king, diflbriiig from the first only in 
the fact that his arrow lias flown, and that he is in the 
act of liking another arrow from »u attendant. In this 
second representation (lie king's heml is surrounded by 
a nimbm or L glory/ Altogether there are in this tul> 
let more than seventy-five human mid nearly 150 ani¬ 
mal forms. In the other, the human forms are about 
seventy, and the animal ones about tt hundred. 

The merit of the two reliefs above described, which 
would require to be engraved on a large scale, in order 
that justice should l>e done to them,* consists in the

tilt* whole* picture. The rush nf the pigs, the bounds 
of ihe slugs and hinds, the heavy march of die ele¬ 
phant^ the ungainly movements of the camels, are 
well portrayed; nnd in one instance, the foreshortening 
of a horse, advancing diagonally, is respectably ren¬ 
dered. 1 In general, SnAsanian sculpture like most 
ddinealive art in its infancy, affects merely the profile; 
blit here, and in the overturned horse already described, 8 
and again in the Victoria which ornament the spandrels 
of the art'll of dho&o&y the mere profile is departed 
from with good effect, and n power Is shown of diaw- 
jug human and animal figures in front or ill an angle. 
What i*i wanting in the entire Sussanlmi series is 
idealism, or the notion of elevating the representation 
in any respects above the object represented; the 
highest aim of the artist is to be true to inihire; in ihi-* 
inith fulness is his triumph; but as he oltcn fulls short 
of his models, the whole result, even ut the best, is un- 
sati 4 factory and disappointing. 

Such must almost necessarily la.* the sentence of 
art critics, who judge the productions of this age and 
nation according to the abstract, rules, or the accepted 
Standards, of urristic effort But if circumstances of 
time and country are taken into account, if comparison 
i* limited to earlier and later attempts in the same 
re<don, or even in neighbouring ones, a very much 
more favourable judgment will lie pa-^serl. t he Sassn- 
uian reliels need not oil die whole shrink from a com¬ 
parison with those of the Aduvmenhin Persians. If 
they are ruder nnd more grotesque, they are also more 
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spirited. aiul more varied : and thus, though they full 
eliurt in some repent*, still they must be pronounced 
superior to the Achstsenitui in some of the most im¬ 
portant tirfaiic qiuditie-. Nor do they fall great I v 
behind the earlier, and in many respects admirable, 
art of the Assyrians. They are less numerous and 
rover u less variety of subject?; they have less deli¬ 
cacy ; but they have equal or greauir lire. In the judg¬ 
ment of a traveller nut given tr> extravagant praise, 
s Iiey are, iu some cases m. any fate, * executed in the 
most masterly style/ ■ I nevir saw,' ulwerve* Sir 11. 
Klt Porter,' the elephant, the stag, or the buir pour- 
trayed with greater truth ami spirit. The attempts ul 
detailed human form are,' lie lutds, * far inferior.’ 1 

Ik:tore, however, we assign to the Sassanhm rnmiarchs, 
and to the [>eo;dv whom the;' governed, the merit uf 
having produced results ?o worthy of admiration, it 
liecouics a<vesa&ry to inquire whether there is reason 
to believe that other than native art bis were employed 
in their production. It bos been very confidently 
stated that Chosroes the Second ‘brought Homan artists’ 
to Takiit-idJosrait,* and by their aid eclipsed the 
gloria of his great predecessors, Artaxerxts, sou of 
Bsibdt. and the two Sapors. Byzantine forms are de¬ 
clared to have been reproduced hi the mouldings of 
the Great Arch, and in the VictoriesJ‘ The lovely 
tracery of the Mnshiui Palace is regarded as in the 
main the work of Greeks and Syrians,* No doubt it is 
quite possible that there may be some truth in these 
allegations; but we must not forgot, or let it be for¬ 
gotten, that they rest oil conjecture mid are without 
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historical foundation. The works of the first Obusr«*> 
at Ctoaphou, in-w>rding to » respectable Greek writer . 1 
were produced for liim by foreign artiste, sent t< > h«s 
court by Justinian. But no such statement is made 
with respect to hi.-* grandson. On the contrary, it t& 
declared by the native writcra." that a certain Forbad, 
a Persian, was the chief designer of them ; kind modern 
critics admit that ins hand-may jieriiupa be : raced, not 
only sir Takliid-Bofitan,bui at the Moebitn Palace also/ 
If then the merit of the design is conceded to u native 
artist, we need not Loo curiously inquire Lite nationality 
of the workmen employed by him. 

At the worst, should it be thought that Byzantine 
influence appears so plainly in the later fiasreuiau 
works, that Home rather than Persia must be credited 
with the buildings imd sculptures of both the first 
and the second Chrarctib, still it will have In be 
allowed that the earlier palaces—those at Berbiaum and 
Firuzakud—and the spirited battle-scenes above de¬ 
scribed , 4 are wholly native ; since they prorent no trace 
of any foreign element, Hut, it is in these battle-revues so 
already no deed,' that the delineative art of the Sassn- 
nhuis culminates: and it may further be questioned 
whether the Finmbad ptdnce is not the finest spe ci¬ 
men of their architecture, revere iliough U be in die 
character of its ornamentation 5 w that, even should 
we surrender the wlujk; of the later works, enough will 
ttill remain to show that the Sassamwia, ami die Per¬ 
sians of their day, had merit ns artist?- and builders, a 
merit the more creditable to them fa&Bmud) as for five 
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centuries they had hud no opportunity of cultivating 
their powers, having taen crushed by the domination 
of a race singularly devoid of artistic aspirations. 
Even with, regard to the works for which they may 
have been indebted to foreigners, it is to tic remem¬ 
bered that, unless the monarchy hud appreciated high 
art, and admired it, they would not have hired, at grout 
expense, the services of these aliens. For my own 
part, I see no season to doubt that the Sassaniim re¬ 
mains of every period are predominantly, if not exclu¬ 
sively, native, nut excepting those of the first Chosv'xia, 
lor I mini rust the statement of Theophylnet, 1

While Ormazd, thus far, would seem to Ijg u presen¬ 
tation ui the Supreme Being in a form, not grcmly 
difiimuit from that whciBrin it ho* pleased Him to reveal 
Himself to mankind through the Jewish and Christian 
scripture*, there are eertsib points os' deficiency in the 
representation, which ere rightly viewed ns placing the 
Persian very considerably ii. inw I lie Jewish and t/hrb- 
tum idea. 17 Besides rhe limitation on the potter and 
freedom of Ormazd implied in tin eternal co-existcnee 
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with him of another and a hostile principle. he is iifco 
limited by the independent estsiouce of space, time, and 
light, which appear in the Zendavesta ea * actlDcreated,' 
or* without beginning; 1 awl must l hert-fore he regarded 
ss ‘corn]]honing’ the Supreme Iking, who ha* to work, 
fth 1 * 1=1 he may, under cirtaunstances not caused by him- 
self. Again, Ormazd h not a purely spiritual beutg. 
He is conceived of as possessing a son of physical 
nature. The ‘light,’ which is one of his properties, 
seems to be a material radiance,* He can be spoken of 
lib posjesdug health. 8 ! iie whole conception of him, 
though not grossly material, is far from being wholly 
immaterial. His nature i* complex, uot simple.* He 
may wot hare a body, in the ordinary sense of the 
w«nl but he is eu tangled with material accidents, 
and is tar from answering to the pure spirit, * without 
body, parts, or passions,’ which forms the Christian 
conception of die Deity, 

Abrirmm. the Evil Principle, D nf course far more 
[ibwerful and terrible than the Christian and Jewish 
Satan. He is uncaused, tw^eierniiI wit h Ormazd, engaged 
iu a peqieiual warfare with him. Whatever good thing 
Ormazd trreutes, Ahrirwm corrupts and ruins it. Atornl 
and physical evils are alike at his disposal- He blasts 
the earth with barrenness, or makes u produce ihoms, 
thistles, and poisonous plants; ltu» ure the earthquake, 
the storm, dm* plngue of hail, the thunderbolt; he 
■autsi> disease stud deal h, sweeps rdf a nations flock- 
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Jttw! heitli by murrain, or depopulate# a continent hv 
|Kvjtileooc; ferocious wild lieosis, serpent* toads, mi«* 
hornets, liK^qiiitoes. nre his creation ; ho invent-d and 
introduced into tin* world the situ of witchcraft, mur¬ 
der. unbelief, eumtlbalitan, sodomy; ho excites wans 
«nd tumults, stirs up the hod against the got*]. and 
labours by even* possible expedient to make vice 
triumph over virtue. Ormazd etui exercise m> control 
over him; the utmost that he can do is to keopu per¬ 
petual wut:h ou his rival, and neck to bailie and defeat 
him. This lie is il«l always able to do, respite hi> 
last endeavours, Ahritnun is not unfreqncmlv vic¬ 
torious. 1 

In tin- purer time* of the Zuroastrtan religion it would 
seam that neither Ormazd nor Ahriiann were rcpriv 
rented hy sculptured forme. 1 A syuttaliatu alone was 
permitted, which none could mistake for n real attempt 
io portray these august Beings* But. by dir.- date of 
i he Ssoeaninn revivid, the original spirit of the religion 
had suffered considerable modification ; and it mi

To arrive at this result, man hud carefully to 
observe three principal duties These were worship, 
agriculture, and purity. Worship ooiislited iu the 
acknowledgment of the One True God, Uruazi and of 
his Holy Angels, the AmeshaSpentits or AmstmalqiamK 
su the frequent offering of prayers, praises, and tlnmfc*- 
■jtving-S in the rtjcitarion of set hymns, the perfonnance 
of a certain ceremony cilUed the Homo, and in the 
occasional sacrifice of animals.

Now among i lie-t*. constituting a portion of -the had 
creation , 1 were all such animals as frogs, toads, sunken 
newts. mice, lizards, fliea,antl the like. The Magi took 
every opportunity of killing such creatures;* and the 
■ '/. ■.!.; WJ .i was an implement which tin v invented 

for the sake of currying <»u: this pious purpose. 

The court of the Sassanian kings, especially in. the 
later period of the empire, was arranged npott a scale 
of almost unc vjwtt plef? grandeur and magnificence. The 
robes worn by the Great King were beautifully em¬ 
broidered, mid covered ’.virjj gcTTo and pearls, which in 
sonic rcpreseritatiujis may be counted by hundreds/ 
Tha royal crown, which could not be worn, but was 
I mug from the ceiling by a gold chain exactly over the 
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head of tile king when ha took His scmt in Ids thpom- 
r M»in, i* snid ti> hove 1 h*cji adorned with u thuusimd 
pearls, each as large m an egg,' The throne itself was 
of gold, nud whs supported <ni four feast, each foirnoi 
of is >ir<glc enormous ruby . 8 The great ! limne-room 
was orniieiented with, enormous columns of silver* lie- 
tween which were hangings of deli silk or brocade.* 
The vaulted roof pnasunted to the eve representations 
of the heavenly bodies lie sun, the muim, mid the 
sUvra; * while globes, probably of crystal, or of burnished 
metal, hung suspended from H* nt various heights, 
lighting up tlie- (lark space ns with u thousand lustres. 

The state observed ni the court reset n bind that of 
lin* most formal und stately of theOricntn! m on u id lies. 
The courtiers were organised in seven ranks. Fore- 
un it came the Mmisu-L? of thy trlowti; nest the Ato- 
bedsi or chief Magi; after them, ihe fiirtmis, or judges; 
then i lie or co mm mule r* -in-chief, of whom 

there were commonly tour; last of all she singers, inu- 
sMans, tuid tneu of -cieuee. arranged in three orders. 
The king HU :tj>sin even from ihe highest nobles, who, 
unless summoned, might not approach uoarer than 
thirty feet from him, A low I'liftnin scpta'iifed him 
from them, which was under the charge of uti officer, 
wlm drew if for those only with whom the king hud 
expressed a desire tn converse.* 

An important part of the palace was the s-raglio. 
The polygamy practiced Uy ihg >us-mninn princes was 
oa dm largest scale that has ever imon heard of. 
CLuwroea 11 having maintained* we sue told, three 
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thousand concubine#/ The modest requirements of so 
trnny secondary wives neceasitntod the hxlgbg and 
sustenance of twelve thousand additional fa »K» 
rliidly slaves, whose office was to attend on tlusm royal 
favourires* attire them, and obey their behests. Eunuchs 
»n- not. mentioned as employed to any large extent; 
but in the sculptures of the early princes they -^eem to 
Ije represented at- holding offices of inifjartance,* and the 
analogy of Oriental courts dots not allow in> to doubt 
Unit the *eruglii> was, to rape extent at any rate, under 
lijeir mi perm tendance. Each Sassaniaw monarch had 
one sultana or principal wife, who was generaUr a 
princes* by birdi, but might legally be of any origin. 
Ifi one or two fnsumoe? the monarch seta the d%yof 
W* principal wife upon hb coins ; 4 but tins is unusual; 
and when, towards the dose of the empire, female* were 
allowed t i> ascend the throne, it is thought dint they 
retrained from parading themselves iu tills way, and 
stamped ihetr coins with die head of u male . 4

Tiie * workmen * were also prol> 
ably a corps- of considerable riise, continually engaged 
in repairs, or in temporary or jx-nn alien t erections. 
Other great officials, corresponding more nearly to 
the ‘ Ministers 1 of n modem sovereign, were the Vzourk- 
hramnnatar t * or * Grand Koejier of the Royal Orders,’ 
who lielii the post now known as that of Gram 1 Vizier; 
the Dprapet Arittte, or * Chief of the Scribes of Erau,’ a 
sort of Chancellor; the IhizamjHt dmn Annix, or 
* Chilinrch of the Gate of Titan ,' a principal Muns ter; the 
Ihmuirtihir, a * Chief Cashier' or * Paymaster; 1 and 
the hkt*hrde<in <ipir t or 1 Secretary of Covnicil.’ a sort 
of lMvy Conn tit clerk or registrar. Tlie native uunn s 
of these officer? two known tons chiefly through the 
Anneuitui writers of the fifth and. seventh centuric’d 
Thr Suss?miati court, though generally held at Oteri- 
phon, migrated to other cities, if the Ling eo pleased, 
and is found established, at onetime in the old Perrian 
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capital, PcrscpoUf , 1 jit miothdr in the comparatively 
modern city of P&siaghcith' The monarch® inaiiii.nl ucd 
from firs', to hut numerous pahicas, which they virttU’i!

Four such [«ilaees have been already 
described ; 3 and there in reason to believe (tlmt uuuiy 
others existed in various |>arts of the empire, There 
was certainly one of {.'rent magnificence at Guizhou : 1 
and several are mentioned as occupied by Hentdins in 
the country between the Lower Zah and CtetfphcmA 
ChotTofe's H. undoubtedly built one near Takht*i-.Bo;Lm; 
and Sapor Liie First must have hud one at iihapuri where 
lie set up the greater jwrtiuH of hi.-* monuments. The 
discovery of the Mashirn palace, m a position so little 
inviting aa the hunl of Moab, seems to imply u r , cry 
general establishmeat of royal xesi domes in the remote 
provinces of the empire. 

The costume of the later Persians is known to tts 
chiefly hmu tiie reprcscJttStttiona of ihe kings, ou whose 
figures alone have the inative artist.? bestowed much 
ntLetitiou. In ]*eaco. the monarch seems to have worn 
n sort of jidiiSc ur long coftt, partially open in front, 
uocl witli close fining sleeves reaching to the wrist,* 1 
under which ho hud u pair of loose trowsets descending 
io the feet and sometimes even covering 7 them. A 
belt or girdle encircled his waist. Ilia feet were en¬ 
cased m patterned shoes,* tied with long flowing

in general exceedingly light And flimsy. The hmid- 
dre** commonly Worn seems to have lieen n round cap, 
which was perhapsomiimeaLcd with jewels.* The vest 
and trowsers were also in some ease* richly jewelled,® 
Every king wore ear-rings, 1 with one, two, <>r three 
jH'iithmu. A collar or necklace was also commonly 
worn round Liu* nock; ami this lmtl somciitnes two or 
more pendants in front. Occasionally the beard was 
brought to a i»oin! mid had a jewel hanging from it. 5 
The hair seems always to have been worn long; it was 
olnborately curled, mid hung down on either slum Id er 
in numerous ringlets. When the monarch rod* out in 
slate, ‘on attendant held the royal parasol over him. 1 * 
In wnr 7 the monarch encased the upper part of his 
pemm in a coat of mail, coin)weed of scales or links. 
Over this he wore three holts; the first, which crossed 
die breast diagonal ly. was probably attached to his 
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shield, which might lie hung from it; the recoin 1 sup' 
ported His sword; iuitl the third 1th quiver, imd per- 
hups his bow-case.' A siitT csibroidered trowser of 
great fulnc*? protected the leg, while the head was 
guarded by si helmet, and a vizor of chain mail hid all 
the face but the eyes. The head and fore-quarters of 
(lie I'>yaJ charger were also covered with armour, which 
descended below the animal's knees in front, bub was 
not earned buck ladmid the rider. The monarch* 
shield whs round, and carried on the left arm ; his main 
offensive weapon whs a heavy spear, which he bran¬ 
dished ill his right hand. 

One of the favourite pastimes of die kings was 
him ting. The Sflssanian remain* show us the royal 
sportsmen engaged in the pursuit of rhe stag, the wild 
boar, tlm ibex, the antelope, and Lite huiiklu.- To lids 
catalogue of their beasts of chase the classical writers 
mid Lire lion, the tiger, the wild ass, and the War, 
Lions, tigers, bears, and wild h=@es were, it appears*, 
collected for the purpose of sport, and kept in royal 
parks or paradises 9 until a hunt was determiit'-d un. 
The Tiionarolls then engaged in the sport in person, 
cither singly or in conjunction with a royal ambassador. 1 
or perhaps of a favourite minister, or « few friend?.'

This appearsJto have been done generally by elephants, 
which entered die marshes or the wixkflamb, and 
spreading themselves wide, drove the animals before 
I Lent towards an enclosed space, surrounded by a 
net or a fence, where (he king wa* stationed with hb 
friend* wild attendants. If the tract was n marsh, the 
monarch occupied u boat, from which he quietly t<v,k 
aim at die Ixxists iliat came within shot. Otherwise ho 
[tii r^ued rhegnme on horddbimk,* and transfixed it while 
riding at full speed. In cither case, he seems k> have 
joined to die pleasures of die chase the delights of 
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music, Banda of harpers tuid other musicians were 
placed near him within the enclosure, and liu could 
Helen to tln ir strains while he took his pastime, 1 

The musical Instruments which appear distinctly on 
the Sussannm sculptures are the harp, the horn, the 
tlmm, and the flute or pipe. The harp is triangular, 
and Ini* seven strings: it is held in the lap, and played 
apparently by both hands. The drum is of small size. 
The bonis and pijws arc too rudely represented, for 
their exact character to be apparent. Concerted pieces 
seem to have l>een sometimes played by harpers only, 
of whom us many as ten or twelve joined, in the execu¬ 
tion, Mixisl bands were more numerous. In oik- 
indance 1 the number of performers amounts to twenty- 
six, of whom seven play the harp, an equal nnmlier the 
time or pipe, three the horn, one the drum, while 
eight are too slightly rendered for their instruments to 
i>e recognised. A portion of the musicians occupy an 
elevated orchestra, to which there is access by a I light 
of steps. 

There is reason to believe that the Sassanian raon- 
arehs took u pleasure also in the pastime of hawking. 
It 1ms been already noticed that among the officers of 
l he court was a 1 Head Falconer,’ who must have pre¬ 
sided over this species of sport. 8 Hawking was of great 
antiquity in the East, 4 and appears to have been handed 
down uninterruptedly from remote times io the pr«- 
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*3nt iky. VTo ni»y reasonably lonjeetui'e ilmr ihe 
ostriches and pheasants. if not the i><;ieoeks also, kept 
in the royal preserves 1 w. > <■ iiitutuhd in l- u v «din this 
pastime, llii.* liuvrka Ixjing flown at \ hem if other game 
proved to lx> scarce* 

The monarch-. id to rK^ ^iutiaJfy amused thomselvcaiti 
their lesinnj hours by games, The introduction of 
dteas from India by die "rent Chcwmes (Anushinvim ) has 
already been noticed;* ami some authorities state dial 
tin? same monarch brought into use *1 fo a species of 
trie-true or draughts.* Pn fortunately we have no 
nmU? rials for determituug the exact form of the game 
in either case, the SassiUiinn remains containing oo 
rcpre-cntiiiioii of such trivial mutters. 

^ In the character of their warfare, the Persians of the 
Sassnniiui period did not greatly differ from the same 
people under the AchmmenifjJi kings. The principal

Persians tram the Aisymua, still remained in use; 2 and 
from behind a row of these, rested upon the ground and 
forming a sort of loop-holed wall, the Sassanian law¬ 
men shot their weapons with great effect; nor was it 
until their -loro of arrows was exlutuMcd tbit the 
Romans, ordinarily, felt them selves upon even terms 
with their enemy. Sometimes the archers, instead of 
thus lighting in line, were hitemixed with the heavy 
horse, 3 with which it was not difficult for them to keep 
pace. They galled die foe with their constant dis¬ 
charges from between the ranks of the horsemen, 
remaining themselves in comparative .security. ns the 
legions rarely ventured to charge the Persian mailed 
cavalry.
